Changes name- 


Effective January 1st, that part of the 
Western Electric Company known as the 
Supply Department takes Graybar Electric 
Company as its name. This involves no 
change whatever in the existing distributing 
organization.

At first it was planned to permit 
the general publie to register its 
choices on the homes in the contest 
and then balance the publie selec- 
tion with the expert judges' choice.

proprietor of the interior decorat- 
ing firm of E. C. Denaux & Co., 
Memphis, Tenn. and J: O. Ever: 
ett, a leading construction contrac- 
tor and practical builder of Dallas, 
Texas. 
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ed, with a miniature picture of each 
house on a large sheet, identified by 
the name of the builder and the 
mumber of the entry, with an at- 
tached coupon on which to mark the 
selections. 

The houses were thrown open to 
public inspection the same day that 
the judges arrived, and for two 
weeks they were to be open to visit- 
ors both during the day time and 
evening hours. 

So far as the sponsors are con- 
cerned this competition was a new 
idea and an experiment. An effort 
was made to find out if anything 
similar had been attempted else- 
where in the country, for the pro- 
moters were anxious to have some 
set of rules to guide them as a result 
of the experience others might have 
had. They were not able to secure 
guidance of this sort and had to 
launch the project on an uncharted 
sea, working out the problems as 
they arose. Perhaps the idea will 
eommend itself to persons and in- 
stitutions elsewhere interested in 
home building, who may improve 
upon the contest plan and stir up 
an even greater interest and have an 
even keener and more successful com- 
petition. 

Some dissatisfaction with the con- 
test was voiced by certain builders 
and real estate men who felt that 
the houses cost more than they 
should in order to allow a margin 
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for finaneing charges, real estate 
commissions, interest on investments, 
and other carrying charges ineident 
to building and, marketing houses 
commercially. 

The builders in the contest all sub- 
mitted written statements under- 
taking to duplicate their contest 
homes on similar lots at the stipu- 
lated price of $12,500. In order, 
however, to avert any misunder- 
standings which might arise in simi- 
lar competitions, it would be well 
that the conditions governing cost, 
sale, and financing of homes be more 
carefully defined than they were in 
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this contest. In fact, it would be 
wise to select a board of judges at 
the outset and let them fix the con- 
ditions of the competition. 


Awarding the Prizes 


HE Board met in Tulsa on the 
morning of December 16th, and 
spent the whole day viewing the 


houses. That evening they arranged

Your Board feels that the Tulsa 
Tribune and Messrs. Farmer and 
Duran deserve much credit for insti- 
tuting this prize home contest. A 
eompetition of this kind tends to in- 
erease interest in better home build- 
ing, in construction, in design and 
in the livability of a home. 

Commendation is deserved espe- 
cially because the choice for this con- 
petition was a home that could be 
built for a total cost, including the 
lot, of $12,500, a sum that is within 
the reach of many of your citizens. 


The study given to the planning 
and arrangement of the various 
houses entered in this contest, to- 
gether with the many convenient 
features developed, is very much 
worth while. 


In the recommendations for the 
award of the prizes, the plan and 
arrangement; the interior finish, in- 
cluding decorations; the design of 
the exterior, and the construction, 
have all been considered. Many of 
the floor plans showed that much 
thought had been given to them, and 
that convenience in house keeping 
and exposure to light and air had 
been given much consideration. 
No building ean be perfect. Some 


of those examined were unusually 
fine in a number of respects and 
were lacking in others. In making 
the final award it was possible only 
to average the values placed arbi. 
trarily upon the essential features. 

Your Board, as a whole, has had 
experience through from the design 
and planning to the selling of homes. 
Being men engaged in the design, 
construction and sale of homes only 
tangible values were dealt with. It 
was understood that the general 
publie will have an opportunity for 
expression of opinon so, for the pur- 
pose of judging, the homes were 
rated upon three main divisions.

eause of a sense of values which it is 
extremely diffieult to express in 
figures.

domestic architecture,  par- 
ticularly in the smaller and 
medium size houses, will be 
improved when simplicity in 
design is given more thought " 
than has been apparent in | 
some of the houses entered in 
this eontest. It is the belief 
of the Board that had the ad- 
viee of eompetent architeets 
been more generally sought 
and followed the results 
would have been somewhat 
pleasing. 

The Board feels that the same is 
true of interior decoration. To at- 
tempt the unusual or the extreme 
in a small home is often very danger- 
ous; and generally costly. For à 
home that is to be lived in the re- 
sult is not nearly so pleasing and 
produetive of satisfaetion as work 
that follows the simple lines that 
good taste dictates. 

Good design and good taste do not 
necessarily mean increased cost. In 
fact, the reverse frequently is true. 
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Competent architectural service will, 
as a rule, materially improve any 
home and the expense is well worth 
the cost, for small, medium size and 
large homes. The competent archi- 
tect is more than a draftsman; he is 
more than an artist. He is a master 
builder and should be consulted 
from the inception of the plan to the 
turning over of the keys of a com- 
pleted home to the owner. 

Your Board wishes to thank the 
hospitable people of Tulsa for the 
very kind reception given to all the 
members. The welcome has been 
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most warmly appreciated. Thanks 
are due also to the contractors and 
builders of the homes that were in- 
spected. They treated the Board 
with every courtesy and showed 
themselves to be fine craftsmen who 
have done honestly good work which 
is deserving of much praise. ' 

To your Committee having the 
affair in charge the Board desires to 
express its gratification with the 
manner in which the affair was car- 
ried out. The co-operation was 
splendid and to all who were con- 
cerned in it our grateful thanks are 
given.

NY business forecast must 
A be simply an appraisal of 

the forces in motion at 
home and abroad, for and against 
progress. All signs indicate that 
if we will temper our optimism 
with a sprinkling of caution we 
shall continue our high level of pros- 
perity over 1926. 

The United States has produced 
and consumed more goods in 1925 
in proportion to population than 
ever before in its history. Our 
standard of living has therefore 
been the highest in our history and 
is of course the highest in the world. 
This improvement, however, has 
been greater in the urban centers 
than in agricultural communities. 

The dominant favorable factor in 
our outlook is our increased produc- 
tivity, due to fundamental and con- 
tinuing forces—such as the cumula- 
tion of education, the advancement 
of science, skill, and elimination of 
waste. 

Other favorable indications on 
the immediate horizon are that the 
stocks of commodities are moderate ; 
there is employment for practically 
everyone; real wages are at a high 
level; savings are the largest in his- 
tory and capital is therefore abund- 
ant; and the whole machinery of 
production and distribution is 
operating at a higher degree of effi. 
eieney than ever before. 

There are some phases of the sit- 
uation which require caution. Con- 
tinuation of real estate and stock 
speculation and its possible exten- 
sion into commodities with inevit- 
able inflation; the over-extension of 
installment buying; the extortion 
by foreign government-fostered 
monopolies dominating our raw ma- 
terial imports; the continued econ- 
omic instability of certain foreign 
countries; the lag in recovery of 
certain major agricultural products; 
the instability of the coal industry; 
the uncertainties of some important 
labor relationships—all these are 
matters of concern. But, as said 


above, with caution we should con- 


tinue a prosperous year over 1926. 

Agriculture, while it is better 
than it was two years ago, still 
leaves the farmers with much ac- 
eumulated debt, and generally has

not gained a stability that makes 
for eontentment because its basic 
economie problem of market is un- 
solved. 

The construction industries have 
played a very large part in the 
high business activity of the past 
three years. The volume of con- 
struetion has been unprecedented 
during the past year with conse- 
quent great activity in the construc- 
tion-material industries, iron, steel, 
lumber, cement, ete. 


7 HE prosperity of 

the building in- 
dustry depends entire- 
ly on the prosperity of 
our people. At this time 
—as Mr. Hoover 
points out conditions 
favor an era of pros- 
perity, but to keep it 
up we must learn to be 


efficient in all things. 


Contrary to normal expectations 
this increased demand has not in- 
creased prices, for there has been 
a slight reduction in building costs 
due in a large measure to the grad- 
ual lengthening of the building sea- 
son. 

The increasing Federal, state, 
municipal public works programs 
for next year together with the 
promise of large electrical and rail- 
way extension and improvement. 
indicate a continuing demand for 
heavy construction. 

While it might be thought that 
the war deficiency in housing has 
been overcome, yet the high real 
wage in industry creates a demand 
for better housing and this condi- 
tion, combined with the migration 
to suburbs due to the motor, prom- 
ises to continue as long as employ- 
ment remains general We could 
hardly expect so exceptional a con- 
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struction activity to repeat itself, 
but there will be a large volume in 
any event. 

In transportation, our railways 
are giving the best service in our 
history and are recovering in aver- 
age earnings to near the Interstate 
Commerce Commission standard of 
earnings of 534 per cent. 

The electrification of the country 
has made further great strides dur- 
ing the year toward central genera- 
tion and interconnection. 

Our foreign trade in 1925 has 
been exceptionally satisfactory. Both 
exports and imports have risen ma- 
terially, the former reflecting an 
increase in agricultural exports and 
the latter reflecting the large de- 
mand for foreign raw materials and 
tropical foodstuffs. 

The most remarkable thing about 
the foreign trade of the United 
States is that, after making allow- 
ance for the higher level of prices, 
both exports and imports are much 
greater than before the war. 

In finance, the year has been 
characterized by increased savings, 
comparatively easy money condi- 
tions, the issuance of a large vol- 
ume of both domestic and foreign 
securities, and by an extraordinary 
rise in the prices of stocks accom- 
panied by marked speculation on 
the New York Stock exchange. 


N the foreign field as a whole the 

situation is more promising than 
situation is more promising than 
at any other time in twelve years. 
Each year one nation after another 
abroad gains in economic and 
fiscal stability, in production and in 
employment. War-inherited famines 
have disappeared from the earth, 
standards of living are everywhere 
higher than at any time since the 
war. 

On the whole, both our own coun- 
try and the rest of the world face 
a more favorable outlook at this 
turn of the year than for a long 
time past. We, ourselves, however, 


need to be on our guard against 


reckless optimism. What we need 
is an even keel in our finaneial con- 
trols, and our growing national 
efficiency will continue us in in- 
ereasing prosperity.

Modern Method 
of Construction 


N the Spring of 1921 a long-term lease was taken on the 
land at the northeast corner of Broadway and Sixtieth 
Street, New York City. One of the provisions of the lease 
was that the lessees erect thereon an eight-story building in 
order to obtain the privilege of two twenty-one-year renewals 
after the first twenty-one-year period had expired; or, failing 
this, to erect a three-story building so designated as to be 
eapable of sustaining an additional five stories in order to 
obtain one renewal period after the initial period. 


This alternative provision was inserted by the owners with- 
out a proper study of the actual requirements of the location. 
It was followed to the letter by the lessee as being the easiest 
way out of a heavy imposition. Sueh ineidents are not un- 
eommon in rapidly developing business distriets. 


The low building was completed in September, 1921, after 
two and one-half months spent on foundations and three and 
one-half months in actual construction. 


The principal features of the building are a sub-basement in 
rock for the boiler and coal rooms, electric service board, store 
rooms, etc., a tenanted basement with entrance on Broadway, 
four Broadway stores and two side street stores with the 
entrance to the offices on Sixtieth Street. Three of the stores 
have mezzanines. The elevator equipment consisted of one 
electric passenger and one eleetrie sidewalk elevator with pro- 
visions for an additional passenger elevator. 

The eonstruetion of the building was of the regular fireproof 
type with skeleton steel frame, cinder concrete floor arches, 
cinder concrete fill with cement finish for the floors. Common 
brick was used for the side and rear walls. The front walls 
have a maximum of glass area ; hollow tile faced with limestone 
forming the casing for the columns. 

In designing the steel columns, provision was made for five 
additional floors of similar construction except that the front 
walls were to have three four-foot wide double hung windows

in each panel of twenty-one feet six 
inches. 

The center column on Broadway 
was setback on the grade floor to 
provide greater glass frontage and a 
cantilever girder was provided to 
take the overhang on the second 
floor. This is shown on the Fram- 
ing Plan of Third Floor. 

After two years it became evident 
that it was desirable from a renting 
point of view to add as many stories 
to the present structure as could 
with safety be added and the archi- 
tects set about to study the problem. 

It was soon apparent that if any 
radical increase was to be made over

the original height designed for, it 
would be necessary to practice ex- 
treme economy in the weights of the 
floors and wall materials selected for 
the additional stories. 

The floor construction was 
changed from cinder concrete to 
£ypsum, and the cement finish to 
composition finish. The side and 
rear wall construction was changed 

m common brick to sand lime 
brick veneer with eight inch hollow 
tile backing. The front wall con- 
struction was changed from three 
windows of four feet per bay to four 
windows of four feet per bay, from 
face brick veneer with common brick 

ing to face brick veneer with 


From spand- 
rels of similar construction to spand- 
rels of eight inch hollow tile with 
ornamental copper covering.

floor reinforcement consists of cables 
spaced 134 in. c. to c. in the slab. 
Each cable is composed of two No.

ules it was found that the in- 

terior columns could sustain eight 
additional stories instead of the five 
originally planned and that the ex- 
terior columns could sustain seven 
additional stories with a margin in 
excess.

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was designed and built as a pent- 
house with its exterior walls set back 
five feet from the building line. 
These walls were made of six inch 
hollow tile, stuecoed on the outside, 
furred and plastered on the inside. 

All but three of the interior 
columns were found to be properly 
loaded and an expedient was 
adopted to relieve these three of 
part of the load. The elevator 
shafts, which are inclosed by con- 
erete walls in the sub-basement, 
furnished an opportunity of intro- 
ducing two corner angle struts rest- 
ing on grillages placed upon these 
walls. 'These struts carry the entire

load of the brick enclosed fire tower 
by an ingenious arrangement as 
shown in the accompanying detail. 

The additional floors were added 
without disturbing the tenants in 
the original building. The third 
story columns were provided with 
splice connections above the roof to 
receive the next lengths of columns. 

The elevator in the building was 
not disturbed until the new shaft 
and car were completed and put in 
use when the old elevator was dis- 
continued and removed, to be re- 
placed by one of greater speed run- 
ning through the complete building. 

Provision was nade in the orig- 
inal boier, room for an additional

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boiler to take eare of the taller struc- 
ture. Allsteam risers and plumbing 
risers were provided for future er- 
tension and were so extended. 

In the ereetion of the additional 
eight stories to this building the en- 
tire work was done under the di. 
reetion of the architects and engi- 
neers, Messrs. Charles N. Whinston 
& Brother of New York. 

There was no general contractor 
on the job. Each different class of 
work involved being sublet to a spe- 
eialized contractor in that particu- 
lar line. 

As an example of what may be 
accomplished when one is con- 
fronted with such a problem, this 
story will be interesting. 

Today the manufacturers of our 
building materials are keenly alert 
to show new and better ways of us- 
ing the older materials as well as in- 
troducing new materials. 


The Courage of Conviction 


The Portland Cement Assoctation Butlds 
Its New Home in the Winter Time 


T always is gratifying to be able 

to demonstrate what one has 

been teaching. The Portland 
Cement Association for a number of 
years has been a strong advocate 
of winter construction. Pamphlet 
after pamphlet has appeared bear- 
ing the imprint of the Association 
in which the foolishness of stopping 
construction work when summer 
ends has strongly been dealt with. 
Methods for doing concrete work in 
winter have been written up and 
fully illustrated. Lecturers of the 
Association have talked to appre- 
ciative audiences on the subject and 
the result has been good. 

Now the teacher is turned demon- 
strator; the instructor is proving his 
own contentions. The Portland 
Cement Association is building a 
new home in Chicago on Grand 
Ave. and Dearborn Street, in the 
winter time. If the job does not 
turn out well the reasons why will 
be well understood and the construc- 
tion industry wil have made con- 
siderable advanee. If it does turn 
out well there will be no exeuse left 
for stopping work when winter 
comes. 

The illustration shows how the 
building looked November 28, 1925, 
and makes no pretention of archi- 


tectural beauty, for the structure is 
covered with protective garments. 
The body at the present moment is 
tender and sensitive to changes in 
temperature. Shielded with patient 
and loving care during this period 
of growth it will emerge as a finely 
designed, well proportioned and 
tastefully ornamented example of 
the work of a competent architect. 
Furthermore it will emerge as a suc- 


cessful bit of winter eonstruction. 

What a privilege to have been 
connected with such a piece of work. 
The men employed on it in any ca- 
pacity cannot but emerge better off 
in very many ways for having 
helped erect this building. It is an 
out-of-doors laboratory and it is con- 
celvable that many young men 
would have been willing to pay for 
the opportunitv to work on the job.

leigh, it is true, but a large 
proportion of the subcon- 
tracting was done by Bur- 
lington organizations. Early 
financing was promoted by 
the staff of the Hockenberry 
System with full coopera- 
tion of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Kiwanis Club and 
other civic bodies. 

The design and appoint- 
ments of the Alamance as 
may be seen are strictly 
modern. The construction 
is concrete and steel, faced 
with tapestry brick and 
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The Dining Room Has Five Large Windows 
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trimmed in light stone. In 
all, the building contains 80 
rooms, each with bath, tiled 
throughout. A complete re- 
frigeration and ice plant is 
provided, furnishing run- 

ning ice water at all times. 

In addition to the lobby.

The view looking across 
the lobby gives some idea of 
the comfort and dignity that makes up the atmos- 
phere of this southern hotel. The floor is tile set in 
an attractive pattern, while lounging accommoda- 
tions have been provided without drawing too heav- 
ily on the space needed for guests moving to and fro. 


OLUMNS on this floor have been handled in 

straightforward manner with no attempt to dis- 
guise them. Each is ornamented with an attrae- 
tive electric fixture. The plan shows how the bal- 
ance of the main floor is given over to dining room, 
kitchen, manager’s office and elevators. 

In the lobby of the present-day American hotel, 
we find the greatest transition from the old to the 
new. As the few old structures still standing in all 
our cities will attest, the lobby of a decade ago was 
not over large and was entirely given over to chairs 
and lounges. 

The modern idea provides more ample space with 
lounging corners adequately disposed. In this man- 
ner, guests are free to roam about without disturb- 
ing the others, while on the other hand they may 
meet in small groups in any of the many comfort- 
able corners.

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Thrifty Plan for English Home 


HE popularity of the English 
cottage design in this country 
is well deserved. The style 

is attractive and has a certain quaint 
flavor that other modes of modern 
architecture are unable to convey. 
There is something intimate and per- 
sonal in its exterior while interior 
possibilities are unlimited. 

There is one drawback, however, 
that has a material effect on the 
number of English cottages built. 
It is difficult to effect economy in 


design because the second floor as 
a rule must be cramped. Low 
rambling roofs are necessary and 
this construction greatly reduces the 
area just beneath. Space is at a 
premium here and consequently 
those who wish ample accomodations 
are prone to disregard the English 
cottage in favor of some other more 
eommodious type of architecture. 
For if number of rooms is eut down 
on the second floor, it means that a 
larger and more expensive plan must 
be followed. 

Then, in the matter of a servant's 
room, if this space eannot be allotted 
to the third floor, it must draw on 
first floor quarters. 

To avoid these restrietions there 
is given here a design with an ample 
second floor plan and also room for 
servants' quarters at the extreme 
top. In every respect the full charm 


of the English cottage has been re- 
tained. Its pieturesque exterior has 
not been sacrificed in the least and 
yet the room arrangement is as 
economical and as practical as a 
moderate outlay of money demands. 
Second floor plan shows three bed- 
rooms, a bath and unusually large 
closet. Above this, a maid’s room 
of ample size with bath is located. 
Radiating from living room on 
ground floor are sun porch, dining 
room, kitchen and hall. The first 
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has a fireplace of practical size 
flanked on the left with a window 
seat. Sun porch has its own exit to 
the grounds. 

Dining room is small to comply 
with the present mode. Just off of 
it is a pantry connecting through to 
kitchen. At this point it is well 
worth considering the service ar- 
rangement that this house provides. 
The rear entry, connecting directly

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with the cellar stairway, has space 
for an ice box. Thus these two can 
be reached from the outside. 

So familiar is the English cottage 
type to the average builder and home 
prospect, that little description need 
be given here. The most imposing 
detail, and the one that first catches 
the eye, is the chimney, meeting the 
roof’s peak at its broken corner. It

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is important that this feature be 
well handled lest it detract from the 
entire front of the house. 

Further striking effects are gained 
by providing well proportioned shut- 
ters. These are best painted in some 
contrasting color. For example, if 
the house is white, these should be 
stained deep brown. 

At the left is seen an entrance de- 
tail of good size and proportion. 
This group of three roof units, if 
authentically handled, will greatly 
beautify the front. 

A suggestion or two for landseap- 
ing the grounds to fit in harmon- 
iously with the English Cottage, is 
given in the perspective section. A 
hedge traversing the front is impor- 
tant. For the rest, the owner’s in- 
genuity will be the best guide. 

Estimated eost of this house is 
about $9,900. 
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FIRST glance at 

this home does noi 
reveal the fact that st is 
so decidedly different 
from the usual thing in 
English cottage destgn. 
Actually, it runs three 
floors, but this eztra 
room provision has been 
disguised.

As we stand on the threshold of our new year, we 
find the prospects for general prosperity in the 
United States exceedingly bright, and this means 
of course that the building industry will get its full 
share. 

1925 closed as a most prosperous year for build- 
ers. No one ever dreamed we would have over a 
six billion dollar year. We did. What has once 
been done can be equalled again. 


Stabilizing Building 


OW often do we see discredit come to the 
entire local building industry because some 
inexperienced and irresponsible so-called contractor 
bids to do a job at a low price and then is finan- 
cially unable to carry the contract to completion. 
The joint Conference on Construction Prac- 
tices of the Associated General Contractors of 
America are doing what they can to correct this 
evil and are advising the public as follows: 


Pusuic OrricaLs! Don’t let a contract unless 
you know that the successful bidder has the re- 
sources to complete it. Don’t let a contract at 
a price below an intelligent estimate of cost plus a 
reasonable profit. 

Surety Companies! Don’t bond a contractor 
unless you know he has the experience, financial 


There is every indication that 1926 will be a very 
good building year and it will be so even though it 
does not come up to the 1925 record. 

Here and there in different localities there is a 
slight rumbling of local labor trouble. There is 
some little demand for a higher wage. In other 
places there is agitation for a five-day week—it is 
to be hoped that these ill-advised men will early see 
the false economic value of creating an artificial 
labor shortage by such means. 

Our manufacturers and supply dealers are pre- 
pared to take care of all demands, but to avoid de- 
lays due to freight congestion it is well to place 
orders as far in advance as is reasonably possible. 
Remember that if everybody places orders at the 
same time transportation will be choked. 

It will be a good slogan to keep in mind for this 
year—and every other year following— to talk 
quality construction’’ rather than cheapness, 
get the thought over to the publie that to build 
well is the cheapest. 

Let us strive not only to save by better methods 
of construction, but by taking better care of our 
men. Use every means possible to prevent acci- 
dents and that means safe methods of building. 

Building in general is on a very sound basis and 
money is easily obtained for any worthwhile 
projeet. As in every other good thing the shady 
operator has come into the building game and some 
slick salesmen are employed to sell mortgage bonds 
to the publie, the total of which is more than the 
eost of construction of building plus the land! 
The operators are safe. Builders everywhere 
should expose and discourage such attempts in their 
localities. Do not let the publie lose confidence in 
the integrity of the building industry.

fornian home, we don’t refer to 

the Italian villas, English 
manorhouses and French chateaux 
built by the wealthy who retire to set- 
tle between the Sierras and the sea. 
Nor do we mean the wooden bunga- 
lows with wide eaves, furnished in 
Mission style, still to be seen in 
some parts of the State. Nor the 
exotic results of applying Persian, 
Moorish, Japanese, Hopi or Aztec 
motives to a basis of Spanish design. 

All these contribute to the body of 
domestic architecture in California. 
But the genuine type of Californian 
dwelling may be defined as a house 
of moderate cost, one-and-a-half or 
two stories high, compact in interior 
arrangement though it may cover a 
considerable ground-space, built 
within or partly around some sort of 
garden, with walls giving the effect 
of thiekness, probably eovered with 
stucco, designed on a modification of 
the Spanish style as applied to the 
haciendas of Mexico or the ranch- 
houses of Spanish colonists in the 
Southwest. 

In homes of this type there are five 
different kinds of floors. Tiles are 
laid in living-room, halls, dining. 
rooms and enclosed porches. If the

interior effect is to be formal or semi- 
formal polished hardwood is chosen. 
Oiled soft-woods provide the floor- 
ing where the ensemble is to be 
simple, and an effect of planking is 
worked out where the roof-timbers 
are exposed and the fireplace is of 
primitive 'style and the walls are 
heavily textured. Tiled linoleum al- 
ways is used in kitehens and baths 
where real tile cannot be afforded. 


f course, several of these types 

of floors may be combined in the 
same house: tile in the living-room 
and hall hardwood in the dining- 
room and soft-woods elsewhere. Any 
variety of tile may be selected—large 
squares, diamonds, oblongs or varied 
shapes, of contrasting colors, or of a 
single given variety by wide joints 
of mortar; or small tiles of pattern- 
shapes, red, black, gray, green or 
blue; or mosaic tiles covering the 
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entire floor, or only in the center- 
space with a border of larger tiles 
surrounding the wall. 

Tiles are relatively expensive, but 
it must be remembered that the extra 
eost of them may be saved by the 
elimination of the rugs required by 
ordinary floers. Many tiled floors in 
Californian homes are mostly or 
wholly uncovered. If the flooring is 
wood, the same rules governing the 
selection of rugs in other styles ob- 
tain here. Furs, or Navajo or Mexi- 
ean textiles, or Chinese rugs, are 
found frequently on the floors of 
homes of this type. 

An architeet, writing a few years 
ago about the evolution of homes in 
the Pacific Southwest, said that 
„„The bungalow, in its design, was 
the result of the desire to make 
everything tell at the least expense. 
In eonsequence of this desire, the bill 
for mill-work was reduced to the 
minimum—and so we find few 
mouldings or ornamental details on 
the walls of these homes. 

If the floor is tiled the same ma- 
terial is likely to be used in place of 
the ordinary baseboard. Sometimes 
this band of tile is quite plain, 
merely bringing the motive of the 
floor up into the wall; if a more 
ornate effect is intended, the tiles 
may be of the highly colored glazed 
kind used for this purpose in Span- 
ish houses. Where the floor is wood 
the same material is used for the 
baseboard, but wooden mouldings 
and door-and window- frames are ab- 
sent in most cases. 

Statisties recently issued by the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
showed that 75 per cent of the homes 
built in Southern California have 
stucco exteriors; and probably the 
same percentage of interiors are 
dominated by rough-textured wall- 
surfaces. California is the original 
seat of jazz plastering.’’ Every 


225 finish finds an appropriate 
place in many Californian homes 
where extreme informality is in 
order. This finish is merely an ultra- 
rough texture giving the picturesque 
effect shown. Uncased opening con-

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T is an unfortunate fact that too 
many of our homes and other build- 
ings have been built without regard to 
any real architectural style. It costs no 
more to build architecturally right and

kind of colored plaster, every com- 
bination of plaster and paints are 
used extensively, and the walls of 
many homes are surfaced with plastic 
paints which give both texture and 
eolor-tone im a one-coat application. 

‘‘Dash’’ textures, sand-float 
finishes and moderate stipples are 
not applied frequently. Finger-scroll 
and palm finishes are favored, and 
textures produced by patting or 
swirling or broadly swiping the 
plastic material with brushes, or 
those resulting from allowing the 
marks of the trowel to remain. 
There is no limit to the breadth of 
texture that may be used, except 
what is implied in the general rule 
that the smaller the room the finer 
the texture should be; and there’s 
no stop upon the permissible freedom 
of color except the taste of the owner 
and his or her ability to keep walls, 
ceilings, floors, rugs, draperies and 
furniture harmonious. 

Seldom do we find an ordinary, 
white, smooth-plastered ceiling in 
any room but a kitchen, bedroom or 
bath. Cove ceilings, carrying up the 
texture and color-tone of the walls, 
are fairly common. A sensitive 
treatment of the cove is to modify 
the texture slightly and lighten the 
color in the transition from the wall. 
A second type of ceiling, especially 
pleasing in halls and narrow rooms 
is the barrel-vaulted one with a finish 
similar to that of the cove ceiling. 

But the most general handling of 
the ceiling, particularly in less ex- 
pensive homes, is with exposed wood. 
Sometimes the structural beams of 
the second floor are left bare, the 
panels between them being plastered. 
Again, in one-story or story-and-a- 
half houses, the ceiling is just the un- 
der-surface of the roof with rafters 
and roof-boards frankly revealed. 


HOUGH liberal treatment has 

been given beamwork, a more 
formal note is introduced by simple, 
unpretentious wall finish. This is di- 
reetly opposed to jazz finish shown 
opposite. Each has its own purpose 
in decorating Californian interiors

Or a truss-and-beam roof-construc- 
tion is allowed to show. Or the slope 
of the roof may be exposed for part 
of its height and the gable itself is 
cut off by an ordinary raftered ceil- 
ing, the spaces between the beams be- 
ing of plaster or of wood which may 
be painted, stained or oiled. 
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suggestions for the interior and exte- 
rior treatments that will best harmo- 
nize with the traditional characteristics 
of each particular period or style. The

Much variety appears in the deco- 
ration of the wooden members of 
such ceilings. Sometimes they are 
left rough-hewn, as in the old Mis- 
sions. Or else they are carved simply 
and rest on carved wooden corbels. 
Paint may be used to make the color- 
scheme of the walls more piquant. 
An effect of age often is produced 
simply by oiling or staining the 
wood. 

Fireplaces are universal. Even 
the smallest bungalow boasts one at 
one end of the living-room. Double 
fireplaces, one side warming an en- 
closed porch while the other side 
throws a glow into the living-room, 
are not rarities. Ornate mantels 
sometimes are installed in the larger 
houses, but the hearth-place in the 
typical Californian dwelling is dis- 
tinctly Spanish—a small low affair, 
either on the floor or one or two 
brick-courses above floor-level. 

Frequently it sits back into the 
wall with its face flush with the outer 
surface. Another common treatment 
is to place it about eighteen inches 
out from the wall and cover it with 
a plastered hood which slopes inward 
and backward as it rises to the eeil- 
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ing. Tile, stone or wooden posts and 
beams, more often than brick, sur- 
round the opening, and the ‘‘mantel- 
shelf’’ of the traditional Eastern 
fireplace seldom appears here. 

Every variety of curved arch is 
used over doors and windows. Many 
a charming interior is to be found, in 
which the passages between dining- 
room, living-room, halls and porches 
are just plain openings without any 
hangings to obstruct the vista 
through other similar opening be- 
yond. Semi-circular arches, seg- 
mental arches or others only slightly 
curved are employed, and the repeti- 
tion of the same curves in ceilings, 
doors, windows and recesses in the 
walls often gives a room a marked 
unity and strong interest. 

‘‘ Here interior decoration includes 
all outdoors," wrote Mr. Peter B. 
Wight, an architect. Anyone who 
studies the homes of California will 
realize that this paradox is literally 
true. Not only is a patio or garden 
& part of almost every residence 
property there, but the prospects 
from the various rooms are planned 
so that a brilliant dash of natural 
color ends every vista. With this 
purpose in view, French doors“ 
are built into many homes of the 
type. In others, a pattern of small 
panes or of iron bars or of wooden 
grille-work makes the view through 
the windows charming. 

All that has been said so far ap- 
plies to the little bungalow as well 
as the two-story house. With special

regard to the latter, it may be added 
that the hallway and staircase often 
prove the most attractive details. 
Whether the stairs be of ordinary 
wood construction or of concrete or 
whether, like Spanish stairs, they 
have bright tile risers and wooden 
treads, the balustrades usually are of 
iron surmounted by wooden hand- 
rails. 

We often find in Californian two- 
story houses that the living-room is 
carried up the full height, with a 
eireular-headed door opening from 
the upstairs hall onto a balcony 
across the end of the living room op- 
posite the fireplace. Bright-colored 
fabrics, Oriental or Indian in their 
hues and design, often are draped 
over the balconies. But no general 
rule can be given for the fabrics used 
in interior decoration; they range all 
the way from flowered chintzes to 
brocades and velvets, depending on 
the furniture to be installed and the 
atmosphere desired. 

In fact, when it comes to such de- 
tails as window hangings, built-in 
seats, wall-cabinets and bookshelves, 
the use of potted plants and the 
treatment of breakfast-nooks and 
porches, rules are useless. For here 
personality has full sway, and free- 
dom and individuality are among the 
most delightful characteristics of 
what is coming to be recognized as a 
distinct Southern Californian type 
of domestic architecture. 
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deed been a wonderful one. 

progress has been made in this quarter century 
than has ever been made even in two centuries of time 
before this.

Architecture 


& NE of the notable events of 
the year upon which we are 
entering wil be the Pan- 

American Exposition to be held in 
Buffalo, N. Y., from May 1 until No- 
vember 1, 1926. While it will be on 
a somewhat smaller scale than the 
exposition held in Chicago in 1923, 
it is intended to make it in many 
ways far more unique and attrac- 
tive. Its architecture will be of a 
most interesting character. 

The Electricity Building, and its 
features, will probably surpass any- 
thing of the kind ever undertaken. 
The structure is 500 feet from east 
to west and 150 feet wide, giving an 
exhibition space of 75,000 square 
feet. The building is long, low and 
inviting. The design of the facades 
shows artistic grouping. The open- 
ings of the pergolalike loggias, 
placed at frequent intervals, pre- 
sent a delightful effect, showing 
more and more of the details of the 
pilasters and openings as the eye 
travels to the end of the building 
furthest away from the observer. 

The Machinery and Transporta- 
ton Building is 500x350 feet, with a 
central court 100x175 feet. Its lo- 
cation is on the west side of the 
main group, opposite the Court of 
the Fountains. It is built in the 
type—as are all the other principal 
buildings—of the Spanish Renais- 
sance, modified to suit the conditions 
of the exposition. The work is far 
more ornate, however, with roofs 
laid in red tile and the cemented 
walls brilliant with color. The 
colors are to be of reds and yellows 
in light tints. 

The loggias, balconies, pavilions 
and other places are to be orna- 
Mented with shrubs, vines and 
flowers, blending with the coloring 
of the building. The openings are 
grilled with specimens of wrought

Twenty Five Years Ago

iron ‘‘rejas,’’ or grill screens, such 
as are seen in examples of Spanish 
architecture of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. 

The New York State Building is 
of stone and of a substantial char- 
acter, the architect being George 
Cary of Buffalo. The structure 
covers an area 130x82 feet, the north 
front being 20 feet less than the 
south. Fireproof materials are 
used throughout the building and 
there will be no wood except the ma- 
hogany doors on the first and second 
floors and birch in the basement. 


FTER the exposition the build- 
ing will become the permanent 
home of the Buffalo Historical So- 
ciety, whose large collection of 
pioneer and other historical relics 
will be placed therein. Over 10,000 
square feet of floor space is provided 
for museum purposes. There is also 
an assembly hall with seats for 309 
persons, and a library 37x52 feet. 
a library 3752 ½ feet. 

The Temple of Musie, designed by 
Esenwein & Johnson of Buffalo, 
covers a plot of ground 150 feet 
square and will be treated architec- 
turally after the style of the Span- 
ish Renaissance. It will be oc- 
tagonal in shape, with octagonal 
pavilions at each corner. Each 
of the facades of the main 
building will have a richly orna- 
mented colonnade. Between the col- 
umns will be large window openings 
and ornamental panels, each bear- 
ing a portrait bust of some famous 
musical composer. The cornice, 
frieze and balustrade of the main 
building are designed in a florid 
adaptation of the Spanish Renais- 
sance, and the balustrade will carry 
tablets bearing the names of noted 
musicians and composers and at in- 
tervals will have posts surmounted 
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by flag staffs. On the corner above 
the pavilions will be groups of statu- 
ary representing music, dancing, ete. 
The flat domed roof of the audito- 
rium will be supported by eight mas- 
sive piers. Between the piers will 
be large arches opening into the gal- 
leries, to the main entrance, and 
leading to the stage. 

The Service Building was com- 
pleted in 32 days and was the first 
erected on the grounds. It is on 
the west side of the grounds and is 
95x145 feet, two stories high. A 
broad arched driveway on the north 
side leads to an inner court through 
which deliveries are made. 

The grand centerpiece of the ex- 
position is the electric tower, 375 
feet in height, having a base of 80 
feet square to a height of 200 feet. 
This base is flanked on the east and 
west sides by colonnades 75 feet in 
height, semi-circular in form, which 
curves toward the south, forming a 
clasp setting for the great basin of 
the electrical fountains. Abundant 
streams of pure water, transparent 
while the light of day lasts, will be 
transformed at the approach of 
darkness into all the colors of the 
rainbow. 


HE Propylaea mark the north- 

ern boundary of the Plaza and 
the extreme northern limit of the 
Grand Court. This elaborate archi- 
tectural ornament will serve the 
purpose of a colossal screen, shutting 
out from the exposition the noisy 
and smoky reminders of the toil and 
eare of our everyday life. The 
Propylaea is a handsome creation, 
treated with fine artistic skill. The 
combined work is 500 feet long, con- 
sisting of two massive arched en- 
trances or gateways at the extreme 
eastern and western ends of a long, 
gracefully curved colonnade.

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Correctly Applying the Lock 


T is generally known that mis- 
application of a lock set results 
in unsatisfactory operation. Too 

often the source of the diffieulty is 
mot known by the users with the 
result that the hardware receives the 
blame. 

A lock that is eorrectly applied 
will work with the same ease and 
smoothness of action as when it 
passes final inspection at the factory. 
Installation, then, is a matter of no 
small importance. 

Inaccurate measurements are 
usually responsible for the binding 
which impedes free-working of the 
lock. Complicated methods for ob- 
taining the center at which to bore 
hole for cylinder, knob, thumbknob 
or thumbpiece instead of increasing 
the degree of accuracy bring about a 
negative result and hence improper 
operation after lock is installed.

This difficulty is encountered all 
in addition to the time lost in figur- 
ing, measuring and calculating. 
Small items of time, perhaps, but on 
extensive jobs where many lock sets 
are installed, the accumulated loss is 
considerable. 

Actually the application of a loek 
set is a very simple task. These few 
simple instructions will be helpful to

Good hardware receives 
thorough factory inspection, 
but tts manufacturers cannot 
follow it to its final installa- 
tion.

Every build- 
er should make sure that an 
adequate equipment of tested 
hardware ts provided and in- 
stalled correctly. 


those who are seriously concerned 
with the problem. There are many 
whose methods are similar or at least 
equally as good. These men as well 
as those who are having poor luck in 
making satisfactory installations will 
find these rules simple and positive 
means of turning out a good job. 
First, mortise the lock into edge of 
door at the center of its thickness 
and at specified distance from floor. 
Then, remove lock from door and on 
the side that corresponds to inside 
of door, place a square horizontally 
across it, so that it passes through 
center of hub for thumbknob. Make

a light pencil mark on face of lock 
where the square intersects. 

Next, slide square downward until 
it is on a line with center of hub for 
the knob and mark location on face 
of lock. On the opposite face, line 
square up with the bottom of the trip 
for the thumbpiece on the lower edge 
of the lock case. Mark location on 
face. | 


Measure the distance from the face 
of lock to the center of cylinder and 
draw a vertical line at this distance 
from the edge of door on both sides. 

Now you may replace lock in door 
and with the square draw horizontal 
lines from each of the marks on the 
face of lock, so that they intersect 
the vertical lines. 

On outside of door, using the 
upper intersection as a center, bore 
an 1% in. hole to the mortise only. 
Bore a % in. hole to the mortise at 
lower point and chisel to the proper 
size and shape. Take care that the 
opening dees not extend beyond the 
top-plate of handle.

“One Per Cent Initial Payment" Is Feature 


of New Home Selling Plan 


* 


OW can the wage-earning 
| city dweller lacking capital 

for the usual initial cash 
payment acquire a home of his 
own! 

A financial plan aimed to an- 
swer this question has lately been 
put forward in New York. Its 
author is Edwin F. Howell, secre- 
tary-manager of the Serial Build- 
ing Loan & Savings Association, 
195 Broadway, New York City, 
who, with a number of builders, 
land owners, lumber dealers and 
others, has worked out a plan to 
provide homes in suburbs for fam- 
ilies of modest means. Mr. Howell 
outlines the idea as follows: 

‘‘Briefly, the plan contemplates 
the sale of.a house to a responsible 
family for the payment of one 
month’s rent, or 1% of the cost of 
the house. The applicant must 
first satisfy all concerned that he is 
worthy, a man of integrity, that his 
position is secure and that his in- 
come justifies the purchase. He will 
then be given a number of lots in 
various sections surrounding New 
York City to choose from. 

„One or more sample houses will 
be available for his inspection, and 
he may then arrange with & builder 
to have erected for him a house 
ranging in price from $5,000 to 
$7,500. 

„Upon the signing of the con- 
tract he will pay the sum of 1% of 
the purchase price. The house will 
then be started, and upon the com- 
pletion title will be given to the 
purchaser. Thereafter he will pay 
the sum of 1% each month, which 
will include principal and interest 
for a period of somewhat less than 
12 years, at the end of which time 
the property will be free and clear 
of mortgages amd he will own the 
house without further obligation. 


"In some respects the plan is a location selected by the prospec. 


novel in that it gives the property 
to the purchaser not on a contract, 
but by actual sale, and the pur- 
chaser takes title to the property. 
This is the ultimate in the theory of 
savings and loan associatiens to fur- 
nish homes on terms the same as 
rent. The purchaser will be re- 
quired to furnish two sureties for 
his good faith and ability to carry 
the first year’s payments. 


et HE plan ean now be made 

operative in several sec- 
tions of Queens County, in nearby 
Nassau County and in other sections 
where transportation is convenient 
and economical That the plan is 
workable is manifest by the fact that 
a number of houses have been sold 
on practically these same terms re- 
cently. 

‘In some sections of Floral Park, 
L. I., there are people who are now 
enjoying the benefits of their own 
home, as well as throughout Spring- 
field, L. I. A prominent Springfield 
realtor is so enthusiastic over the 
plan that he has decided to lay 20 
foundations per week until the de- 
mand has been met. The various 
types of house range from 4 and 5- 
room bungalows to 6-room, 2-story 
houses, all with fully modern equip- 
ment and attractive interior and ex- 
terior arrangement and fixtures.

Utilizing a Valuable Site 
Theater Provides for Future Street Widening 


HERE the property owner 
W is confronted by a future 
intention of the city au- 
thorities to condemn a portion of his 
property for street widening or 
other purposes, the problem of what 
method of improvement to adopt be- 
comes a serious one. 

Publie affairs often move at a 
snail's pace, and if the owner is in- 
clined to postpone building opera- 
tions until the contemplated slicing 
of his property is a fact, he may 
wait a long time. 

On the other hand, it would be 
manifestly unprofitable to build a 
permanent structure on a site which 
is soon to undergo a trimming. In 
most cases the owner would prefer 
to take a chance of losing his rental 
income for an indefinite period, 
rather than face the necessity of re- 
modeling a com- 
paratively new 
building with its at- 
tendant trouble and 
expense. 

In Asheville, N. C., 
however, a case 
arose where an own- 
er planned to erect 
a business building 
at an important 
street intersection. 
A theater that he 
had erected on an 
adjoining lot drew 
large numbers of 
people, whose trade 
would insure the 


success of his proposed stores. The 
lot upon which he intended to build 
was 42 feet wide, making it a profit- 
able venture. 

The main street, however, was to 
be widened, and twelve feet in depth 
taken from the buildings on that side 
of the street. Pending the com- 
pletion of this improvement, the 
owner wished to erect a ‘‘taxpayer,’’ 
in keeping with the theater, and 
yet inexpensive so that remodeling 
would not sacrifiee too much of the 
original cost. 

The photograph shows how the 
problem was solved by a plan pre- 
pared by J. S. Adrianzen, architect, 
of Asheville. The permanent struc- 
ture was erected twelve feet back of 
the present property line, so that the 
extra portion ean be removed when 
the time comes that condemna- 
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tion proceedings are instituted. 

On this twelve-foot section is an 
ornamental entrance leading to the 
theater, providing ample display 
for posters at the street corner, 
while above is a roof garden to be 
used in connection with a restaurant 
on the second floor. 

The chief item of expense in the 
construction of this excess portion 
involved a reinforced conerete arch 
east in one piece, forming the floor 
of the roof garden. It is supported 
by three piers which will be removed 
when the street is widened. 

The permanent portion of the 
building contains three stores en the 
ground floor and a restaurant above. 
The entrance to the second floor is 
on the side street, very close to what 
will eventually be the street corner. 

When the piers and arch are re- 
moved, the building 
will still be a com- 
plete and attractive 
structure, without 
the necessity for any 
alterations in the 
walls or floors. 

Thus was solved 
a difficult, though 
by no means uncom- 
mon, building prob- 
lem, in a practical 
manner which con- 
served for the owner 
both time and space.

N a development now being 
marketed there are two apart- 
ment houses on the east and one 

one the west side of a central space 
allotted to playground and tennis 
court.

Before removing the straight-edge 
the edges are trimmed with a tool 
called a Frenchman. This consists 
of an ordinary table knife with the 
end of the blade turned up at a right 
angle. 

The edge of the kmife cuts the 
putty and the turned up end re- 
moves all superfluous material. This 
artificial joint usually is made about 
M. in. wide by 1/16-in. thick. The 
foregoing directions shduld enable 
one to do a good job. The warning 
with which these instructions begin 
should not be forgotten. Tuck 
pointing takes all the life out of 
brickwork. Fortunately it is seldom 
employed today. 


Location of Chimneys

ceived from tenant-owners in the 
two buildings on the east side. The 
three buildings are similar in all re- 
spects, having been built from one 
set of plans. Complaints have come 
only from two families on the top 
floor of the west apartment house. 
The chimney is in the corner of the 
wall separating their apartments. 

The engineer pointed out that the 
tops of their bedroom windows are 
only five feet below the top of the 
chimney; which is on the east wall 
of a building only 25 ft. wide. The 
top of the front parapet wall is 2 
ft. higher than the top of the chim- 
ney. There are two pent houses on 
roof about 25 ft. apart, rear walls of 
which are 15 ft. from chimney. 

The prevailing winds are from the 
west and blow over the front para- 
pet wall and the pent houses and 
around the latter, toward the chim- 
ney. The smoke and gases of com- 
bustion being heavier than air drop 
behind the east wall and into the 
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windows. This hypothesis is appar- 
ently correct for it is well known 
that a partial vacuum is created on 
the leeward side of a building when 
the wind blows. Unfortunately for 


the occupants of the upper flats 


their windows interfere with the for- 
mation of the vacuum that would 
otherwise exist. 

The engineer appears likely to win 
for the tenants. The Building Code 
Committee of the U. S. Department 
of Commerce recommends as mini- 
mum requirements that chimneys 
should terminate at least 3 ft. above 
flat roofs and 2 ft. above peaked 
roofs. The best practice requires in 
addition that the chimney top 
should be one foot higher than any 
wall or other wind obstruction that 
is within 15 ft. of the chimney. It 
also requires that the chimney 
should at least be as high as any 
wall or wind obstruction which may 
be more than 15 ft. and not more 
than 25 ft. from the chimney. Com- 
mon sense and experience dictate 
other modifications with respect to 
the direction of prevailing winds.

While many cities have ordinances im- 
posing a fine on the owners of buildings 
where fires occur as a result of defective 
range flues, in most cases it is up to 
the builder and owner to see that proper 
installation is made. 

The logical means of eliminating the 
hazard is to prevent grease from enter- 
ing the flues and thus prevent the de- 
posits which may cause a fire. A device 
for doing this is found in the special type

Tooth Saw 


HE teeth of the new Disston Ideal 

Saw and Groover are locked in sock- 
ets arranged spirally in the blade and 
any tooth may be inserted or removed 
with little work. Teeth may be had 
with any form of cutting edge so that 
by choosing the proper tooth any desired 
shop or size of groove or slot can be cut.

Sharpen- 
ing them requires only retouching with a 
whetstone or else removing and sharpen- 
ing them on a grinding wheel. In either 
ease the blade is not changed in diameter. 


Light Floor System 


T Metropolitan System is a system 

for constructing fire proof floors and 
roofs. The principle is that of a sus- 
pension bridge. It is a monolithic 
gypsum slab poured in place on parallel 
and uniformly spaced galvanized steel 
cables. The ends of the cables are 
anchored to the frame of the building. 

Providing a factor of safety of four, 
without regard to the compressive value 
of the Metropolitan composition, enough 
cables are put in to carry the total load. 
The composition is Calcined Gypsum, or 
stucco.

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Installing Oil Burning Water Heaters 


7 “HE kerosene burning water 
heater is a device which is 
fast growing in popularity. 

It is bringing to the rural dweller 

the comforts of a steady supply of 

hot water, formerly only available to 
the man located on the gas main. 

There are today a number of very 

successful kerosene water heaters on 

the market and thousands of them 
in use. 

It has been found that in many 
cases these heaters are not giving 
all of the satisfaction which they 
should, due either to improper op- 
eration, or to improper installation. 
If the former, it is usually very easy 
to instruct the user and correct the 
trouble. Where the difficulty is im- 
proper installation, it is always an 
expensive matter to make the 
change. 
heater, the plumber and the manu- 
facturer all come in for their share 
of this expense. 

The trouble and cost of making 
these changes can be avoided if— 

lst: The manufacturer furnishes 
adequate installation directions with 
the device. | 

2nd: The plumber follows the di- 
rections given by the manufacturer. 

3rd: The man who purchases the 
heater sees to it that the device is 
connected and operated as called for 
in the directions. 

Practically all of the water heater 
manufacturers furnish some sort of 
a sketch showing the correct way to 
install their heater, and some of 
them go so far as to furnish com- 
plete booklets showing several cor- 
rect installations and a few of the 
errors most commonly made. The 
installation recommended by the

Many plumbers have ideas of 


their own as to methods of installa- 
tion, which, while possibly. satis- 
factory with gas water heaters, do 
not give the very best results with 
kerosene burning heaters. 


The Gas Heater : 


HE principal difference between 

the kerosene heater and the gas 
heater is one of capacity. The gas 
heater is ordinarily provided with 
a very powerful giant size burner 


. whieh will make hot water almost 


as fast as it is used. The result 
is that if a gas water heater is 
hooked up in such a-way as to re- 
duce the heating efficiency (say 
25%) the user never notices any 
difference in the amount of hot 
water available. The difference is 
visible, however, in an increased gas 
bill, and many of the gas companies 


in the large cities have found that 


complaints of excessive gas con- 
sumption can be laid to these faulty 
installations. i 


The Kerosene Heater 


In the case of a kerosene heater, 
the size of the burner is limited. It 
is not practical or desirable to make 
excessively large burners. Most of 
the heaters on the market today 
have burners which are adequate 
provided the heater is properly in- 
stalled. 

Where installations are made in 
which efficiency is lost, the amount 
of hot water is usually not adequate 
and the condition must be cor- 
rected. In the following article an 
endeavor will be made to show the 
general principles which govern the 
correct installation of a kerosene 
water heater and also point out a 
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few of the errors most commonly 


made: E 


The kerosene water heater usually 
consists of two parts—a coil seetion 
and a burner section. The burner 
section differs aecording to the make 
and type of heater. Adequate di- 
rections for the operation and. care 


. of the burner ordinarily are fur- 


nished and should always be fol- 
lowed closely. The coil section 
usually consists of a series of cop- 
per eoil or of east iron or brass 
units. These heaters are intended 
for connection to a range boiler. 

There are also on the market 
some special types of heaters such 
as those with self-contained storage 
tanks and those equipped with ther- 
mostatic control. These features 
usually are covered adequately in 
the manufacturer’s direction book, 
and the directions furnished should 
accurately be followed. 


ITH the ordinary side arm 
type heater, as it is known, 
the water heater is connected to the 
tank in such a manner that hot water 
can flow out of the top of the coil in- 
to the top of the tank and cold water 
will flow from the bottom of the 
tank into the bottom of the coil. The 
circulation of the water takes place 
because hot water weighs less than 
cold water. 

The natural tendency is for the 
lighter body to float on top of the 
heavier body. This will cause the 
hot water which is produced in the 
coils to rise to the top of the tank 
and lie on top of the cold water 
which is in the tank. As soon as this 
hot water starts to move, cold water 
from the bottom of the tank flows 
in to take its place. When this cold 
water is heated, it also will rise to 
the top. This tendency of the

neated water to rise produces a con- 
tinuous circulation which gives a 
layer of hot water and a layer of 
cold water in tank or range boiler. 


F we connect an outlet pipe or 

faucet to the top of the tank, we 
ean draw off this hot water pro- 
vided we have an inlet pipe at the 
bottom of the tank to replace it 
with cold water. Thus we have two 
conditions in this tank: 

lst: When we are heating water 
and not drawing any off, we have 
eireulation produced between the 
tank and the water heater, cold 
water moving out from the bottom 
of the tank and hot water collecting 
at the top of the tank. 

2nd: When we are drawing water 
from the tank, we have an entirely 
separate circulation, hot water flow- 
ing out of the top of the tank and 
cold water flowing into the bottom 
of the tank. 

This, of course, means that in con- 
necting up a water heater we must 
have the following piping: 

lst: The cold water piped into the 
bottom of the tank. 

2nd: The hot water faucet con- 
nected to the top of the tank. 

3rd: The bottom of the water 
heater connected to the bottom of 
the tank and the top of the water 
heater connected to the top of the 
tank. 

The explanation given above is 
elementary, and the principles 
should be well known to every 
plumber. Nevertheless, it is a dis- 
regard of one or two very element- 
ary facts which results in dissatis- 
faction with so many water heater 
installations. 

The following are a few points 
which must be borne in mind in in- 
stalling any heater if the best re- 
sults are to be obtained: 


Size and Position of the Range 
Boiler Tank 


Usually the most practical size 
tank is the standard 30-gallon. This 
has ample capacity for household 
use and at the same time is not un- 
duly large. Ifa larger tank is used, 
the radiation losses are increased. 
However, large size tanks are quite 
satisfactory if heavily insulated, and 
a large, well-insulated tank is nec- 
essary where much hot water is 
needed at one time. 

It is seldom advisable to use a 
tank much smaller than thirty gal- 
lons for the reason that the tank 
will be filled with hot water in a 
very short time and it will be nec- 
essary to shut off the water heater, 
although this quantity of water may 


not be suffieient for the purpose 
needed. 

The tank usually should be set in 
a vertical position. If it is lying on 
its side, the whole tank full of water 
wil be heated uniformly and 
gradually instead of a small quan- 
tity being heated hot enough to use 
immediately. 

In case it is absolutely necessary 
to set the tank in a horizontal posi- 
tion, it can be done, but results as 
good as with the vertical setup 
should not be expected. The tank 
should be above the top of the 
heater when horizontal. 


Location of Heater 


HE next point to keep in mind 
is to set the water heater at the 
proper height with relation to the 
bottom of the tank. We find the 
best results are obtained if the bot- 
tom of the water heating coil is 
located near the bottom of the range 
boiler tank. 

If the heater coil is set too high 
with relation to the tank, the circu- 
lation will be slowed down very ma- 
terially and water at the top of the 
tank will be boiling before the tank 
is heated all the way down. This 
results in not getting the benefit of 
the full size of the tank, causes 
rusty water, as the boiling of the 
water loosens and agitates mud and 
rust and circulates it throughout 
the system, and also adds to the 
amount of lime deposited in the 
water heater. 

The water heater may be set as 
much lower than this point as is 
desired. The pipes from heater to 
tank should be as short as possible. 


Down Pipe 


Cold water must be brought to 
the bottom of the tank. This usually 
is done by connecting it to a pipe 
at the top of the tank, this pipe ex- 
tending inside of the boiler to a 
point near the bottom. "This is done 
for four reasons: 

Ist: Because the pipes are usually 
run along the ceiling of the base- 
ment, and this method of connecting 
makes the neatest and most practical 
hookup. 

2nd: Because the range boilers 
usually have only one opening in the 
bottom, whereas they have two to 
the top. 

3rd: To prevent draining of the 
tank if the water is shut off at the 
main and lines are drained. 

4th: Because the cold water inlet 
into the tank must never be piped 
directly to the connection leading 
from the bottom of the tank to the 
water heaters. This results in di- 
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luting the hot water which is at the 
top of the tank with water drawn 
through the water heater from the 
cold water pipe whenever an at- 
tempt is made to use the hot water. 

For these reasons it is best always 
to connect the cold water to the 
down pipe at the top of the tank. 
Care should be taken, however, to 
see that this pipe is in position and 
leads to a point near the bottom. 

The down pipe usually has a small 
hole near its upper end. This hole 
is to prevent siphoning out the con- 
tents of the tank. It should never 
be larger than 3/16 inch. A large 
hole at this point will dilute the 
hot water with cold whenever the 
faucet is opened. 


Piping From Heater to Tank 


In piping the water heater to the 
tank, the pipe used should be 34-in. 
or larger and as free from valves 
and fittings as possible so as to al- 
low a free circulation through the 
heater. All pipe ends should be 
reamed. If valves are used, they 
should be gate valves, not globe 
valves. 

Pipes from heater to tank should 
be kept as short as possible, setting 
the heater close to the tank. In 
ease the heater is not set close to 
the tank, these pipes must be insu- 
lated to prevent loss of heat. 


Circulating Pipes to Faucets 


N connection with gas heaters, it 
is sometimes the practice to in- 
stall a eireulating system so that the 
hot water is always flowing past the 
faucet and is available the moment 
the faucet is opened. A system of 
this kind frequently is necessary in 
large buildings. With kerosene heat- 
ers, however, the capacity is not 
great enough to take care of the 
extra load and the radiation losses 
are so great that it is practically 
never advisable to hook up the kero- 
sene heater with such a system. 
Where a kerosene water heater is 
conneeted to a system of this kind 
already installed, it is advisable to 
close off the return pipes of the cir- 
eulating system either by plugging 
ihe lines or by inserting valves in 
the various return lines. If it 18 
absolutely necessary to use a eireu- 
lating system, the pipes must be in- 
sulated and the circulation eut down 
to the very smallest possible amount. 


Drain Faucet 


À drain faucet should always be 
placed at the lowest point in the 
water heater installation in order to 
draw off sediment from the tank.

In 1921, Oregon was behind Mississippi 
and Louisiana but now ranks next to 
Washington in volume of timber pro- 
duced while California, fifth state in 
point of lumber production, will short- 
ly occupy the third place. 

Pennsylvania and New York, the lead- 
ing states in lumber production in 1860 
and 1880 now stand 22nd and 24th on 
the list. Timber production is on the 
decrease but the freight is increasing and 
will continue to do so. These facts indi- 


cate the necessity for better forestry 
Protection, better methods for the pre- 
vention of waste in the use of wood and 


the planting of young forests on a large 
scale.

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Two More Suggestions f or Heating 
With Anthracite Substitutes 


HE greatest effort made in in- 
troducing a substitute fuel has 
been along the line of oil burn- 
ing, and many kinds of equipment, 
good, bad and indifferent, have been 
placed upon the market within the 
past few years. This system of 
heating excells in convenience and 
cleanliness, and may or may not ful- 
fill the requirements of lower cost of 
operation and continuity of fuel 
supply, according to existing con- 
ditions. 

The introduction. of oil burners 
for domestic heating came as a re- 
sult of the successful use of fuel oil 
in power plants, where equipment 
of this kind has been brought to a 
high state of perfection. The item 
of economy, as compared with coal, 
will depend upon the relative cost of 
the two fuels, which is a variable 
quantity depending upon market 
conditions. 

Although much has been heard re- 
garding the falling off in the supply 
of oil, there is probably no special 
danger of a shortage for some years 
to come, so far as the quantity and 
grade used for domestic heating is 
concerned. Regular delivery, how- 
ever, might be interfered with 
through interruption of transporta- 
tion, and it is not possible to lay in 
a large supply of oil at one time with 
the size of storage tanks in common 
use. Under ordinary conditions there 
should be no trouble from this cause, 
but the matter should be carefully 
looked into, especially in smaller 
towns when oil burning is under 
consideration. 

The success of this system of heat- 
ing seems to depend largely upon the 
type and make of equipment, and in 
general, those making use of a fan 
or similar device for atomizing the 
oil have proved the most satisfac- 
tory, at least up to the present time.

make of burner should consult with 
others who have used it for a couple 
of seasons. 

Oil burners, like oil stocks, may 
be had in great variety, some repre- 
senting the very highest class of in- 
vestment and others the reverse. 

Oil heaters being automatic in 
their action require certain devices 
which are somewhat delicate, al- 
though made as simple as possible. 
Anything of this nature requires 
attention from time to time to keep 
it in the best of working order, and 
the average householder is not al- 
ways adapted to this kind of service. 
The best systems, however, are not 
especially liable to get out of order 
and this is not a special obstacle to 
their use, but a point which should 
be kept in mind when making a 
selection. 


Gas As a Fuel 


URING the past two years con- 
siderable progress has been 
made in heating dwelling houses 
with gas, this being burned in es. 
pecially constructed heaters designed 
for steam, water and hot air. 
With the exception of cost, this 
fuel combines all of the desirable 
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characteristics mentioned at the be- 
ginning of the article. The equip- 
ment is of the simplest, with practi- 
eally nothing to get out of order, is 
entirely automatie, and free from 
any interruption of serviee which 
would ordinarily occur through 
strikes or transportation difficulties. 

While the actual cost per heat unit 
is much more in the form of gas 
than in coal, it can be utilized with 
much less waste, due to the higher 


. efficiency of the heater employed 


and the closer regulation as to ac- 
tual heat requirements at all sea- 
sons of the year. 


ITH gas, like oil, all costs for 

care of furnace, removal of 

ashes, ete., are eliminated, which may 

of course be deducted from the price 

of the fuel. In general, this is a 

proposition for houses of fair size, 

where the owner does not care for 

his own furnace, and where elimina- 

tion of labor, convenience and clean- 
liness are important factors. 

In the Middle West, with gas at 
Toe. to 80c. per 1,000 feet, the aver- 
age cost per room per season was 
from $40.00 to $50.00. In certain 
New England cities, with gas at 
approximately the same price, the 
eost of heating with this fuel has 
been found to be about 25 per cent 
in excess of that required for coal. 
This is simply for the fuel, and takes 
no aeeount of the saving in labor in 
ease of gas. 

When this is considered, certain 
isolated cases have shown a slight 
balance in favor of gas. 

While it is seen that the nature of 
the fuel depends upon conditions of 
supply and operating demands, there 
is one cardinal rule worth remember- 
ing: No matter what fuel is em- 
ployed, the best results ean be ob- 
tained only with reliable, tested, 
modern heating equipment.

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ET a huge building volume 
is continuing into the winter 
months is borne out by re- 
ports for November. According to F. 
W. Dodge Corporation the total was 
$464,683,100 (not including Gulf 
District). This is the highest re- 
ported figure for any November and 
23% greater than last year. The 
seasonal decrease was small (11%). 
Residential took 52% and com- 
mercial 1396. New work was 35% 
in excess of last November. 

New construction started during 
the past eleven months has reached 
the record-breaking total of $5,310,- 
950,000, compared with $4,151,321.- 
100 in the first eleven months of last 
year and with $4,479,307,000 in the 
entire twelve months of last year. 
The percentage increase over the cor- 
responding period of last year is 28 
per cent; over all of last year, nearly 
19 per cent. Every district has in 
eleven months exceeded its 1924 
total. 

New England District reports a 
total 45% greater than a year ago. 


43% of the $37,069,700 went for 
residential.

Contracts in New York District

QUALITY AT LOW COST 


n the Job with the Construction 
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Safety First on the 
Elevator 


O constant souree of accidents on 
building jobs is the material eleva- 
tor. Oontractors, as a rule, look upon 
the elevator as a temporary piece of 


equipment which should be erected as 
quiekly and as cheaply as possible, and 
give no thought to the safety angle. It 
is only when an accident happens that 
they realize it might have been more 
profitable to have erected the elevator a 
bit more carefully. 

Illustrated here is one point in con- 
nection with the material hoist that is 
well worth installing. It is a stop for 
wheelbarrows so that they cannot roll 
off the hoist while being lifted. 

All that is necessary is to nail a block 
to the end of the elevator and instruct 
the workmen to set the wheelbarrow on 
the elevator so that the wheel bears 
against the block. This precaution takes 
but a moment to install and may be the 
means of preventing a serious accident. 


Ventilation for Garages 


UITE a few deaths are reported due 
Q to earbon monoxide poisoning. In 
the winter time when garages are kept 
closed, the ventilation entirely cut off, 
and the engine of the automobile al- 
lowed to run the conditions are ideal 
for another newspaper headline. 

Private garages such as are generally 
located on the rear of the lot of an 
apartment or residence are of a com- 
paratively small volume, the floor area 
being generally 10x20 for a single car, 
or 18x20 for a two-car garage.

T HOUGH the idea illustrated here is 
old to the great majority of house- 
movers, it may be, nevertheless, new to 
that class of contractors who have occa- 
sion to use lifting jacks only occasionally.

As will be seen from the illustration, 
the jacks are not let into a shoring tim- 
ber, but are carried on a collar which is 
supporting by the cribbing.

curtractor where it became necessary to 
do some temporary framing, and do it 
quickly. 

The only materials available were 
some steel beams and wood timbers and 
it was required to construct an arrange- 
ment with the material at hand for car- 
rying a heavy load. 

The framing is best illustrated by the 
photograph which shows a steel I-beam 
supported on a wood column, with a 
wood girder framing to the I-beam. 

The girder is held in place by resting 
on a shelf riveted to the I-beam. The 
shelf strikes the girder at its center 
point and both shelf and girder are 
drilled for a loose bolt. 


A Simple Means of Turning a House While Moving 


HOUGH this is old stuff’? to all 

housemoving contractors, it may, 
nevertheless, satisfy the curiosity of 
contractors in the other branches of the 
business. The writer has heard many 
questions regarding this one point, and 
so he will attempt to give 
a brief description of it 
here. 

When turning a house 
around a corner the rollers 
upon which the house is 
moved are forced into an 
angle by pounding on the 
ends with a heavy maul. 
Thus, instead of the house 
going straight along, it is 
turned from its direction 
in the same manner that a 
wagon is turned when the 
wheels are set at an angle 
with the direction in 
which the wagon is travel- 
ling. 

In the illustration shown 
here it wil be seen that 
the ends of the rollers are 
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pretty well pounded to pieces. If the 
ends are tapered before they are used 
the pounding will not damage them 
greatly and they will last a good deal 
longer.

Bonding Terra Cotta 


OOD building practice calls for more 
G than just a finished job. It may go 
together and very often look all right, 
but the test comes many years later. 
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Then the condition of the work tells 
whether or not the builder has used good 
judgment in turning out the completed 
work according to the best practice. 

In correct bonding there are many op- 
portunities of doing work of which one 
may be proud. Here is an example: 

As the terra cotta for the front was 
not yet on the job when the walls were 
finished, the front part of the wall was 
not finished off plumb but was allowed to 
remain staggered as shown in order that 
a good bond would be provided between 
the original wall and the part to be built 
as backing for the terra cotta. 


Bracing a Door Opening 


I? IS customary in certain kinds of 

framing to put partitions together on 
the rough floor, and then lift the already 
framed partitions into place as a single 
unit. This method of operation saves 
considerable time and also makes the 
work a great deal easier for the men 
doing the framing. It is a good deal 


easier to nail on the floor 
than it would be if the 
partition were framed up- 
right. 

In this method of opera- 
tion, however, there is 
some danger that the door 
opening will be warped 
out of shape unless the 
partition is carefully lifted. 
If the opening is braced 
with a piece of 1x8” as 
shown in the accompanying 
Sketeh there will be little 
danger of the opening 
being distorted. A 2/4“ 
brace (B) is used to hold 
the partition in place until it is perma- 
nently fastened. A minute spent in 
doing this may save an hour later on. 


Runways for Pouring 
Foundations 


T SOMETIMES occurs that when 

excavating in loose ground the sides 
of the excavation will give way, thus 
making it necessary to erect scaffolding 
for a runway in order that the concrete 
may be poured. Of course, every builder 
knows that when excavating in loose 
ground, the proper thing to do is to drive 
sheet piling in order to hold the walls 
of the excavation from caving acci- 
dentally. 

The lack of the 
sheet piling has 
been the cause of 
many serious acci- 
dents in deep ex- 
cavations, and, 
while it is not 
likely that any 
one would be 
harmed by the 
cave-in of such a 
Shallow exeava- 
tion as is shown in

that will have to be shoveled back in 
place and this costs money. 

Notice that the planks in the picture 
have been set in hollows dug out of the 
side of the excavation. This was so that 
the runway planks would be level be- 
cause the inside of the lot was at a lower 
elevation than the ground outside. 


Blocking for Warped 


Timbers 


H ERE is an item of interest for house- 
moving contractors. Watch for 
timbers to see that they are not warped. 
Fach unit in a timber system upon which 
a house is carried must take its caleu- 
lated load. If it does not, a strain will 
be put on some other member in the as- 
sembly. Warped timbers are a constant 
source of danger in this respect. 

As shown in the accompanying sketch, 


the warped timber is bent away from 
its load and thus the load it should 
carry is transferred to the two adjacent 
timbers. 

When a warped timber is encountered 


it should be blocked in place, as 
shown in the photograph; thus, notwith- 
standing the fact that it does not take 
the bearing from the timber above, the 
blocking and wedging will serve to trans- 
mit the load,

Haymes moved a part of a large 

lumber shed to permit the laying 
of a new spur track adjacent, a building 
mover placed additional supports under 


the remaining part. However, they 


were not sufficient to sustain the load 
packed on the ground floor, and col- 
lapsed. The building slid endwise, and 
erashed to the ground six feet below, 
splintering the floor and tearing loose 
a shed in the rear, the end of which fell 
outward over the tracks. 

As the photo shows, the brick pos 
which had served as a foundation prior 
to the eutting of the building, were in- 
sufficient to withstand a slight endwise 
ereeping of the part remaining, eaused 
partially by the thawing of soft earth 
underneath. They illustrate one of the 
obstacles to be encountered in moving 
or displacing buildings before the spring 
thaw.—R. 8. Tarr. 


A Drawing Kink for 
Handy Designing 


T. me this is a new method of geo- 
metric construction and a very handy 
one, too. Its purpose is to find the cen- 
ter of & small circle, that will touch 


three other semi-circles. Draw circle 
(AB) with (E) as center; then, (BO) 
using same radius. With (B) as center 


and (AB) as radius describe circle 
(ABO). To obtain diameter of smaller 
eirele, divide (BO) into three equal parta. 
Lay off one part with dividers on (DB) 
giving point (X), the center of the re- 
quired smaller circle.

A Two Room Bed 


Y the accompanying sketch the 

writer shows a novel arrangement 
for a bed in a sleeping porch, which can 
also be used in the adjoining bedroom. 
This arrangement makes it possible for 
one bed (a folding bed) to answer, 
where otherwise two would be necessary, 
thus saving the floor space required for 
an extra bed, to be used for other pur- 
poses. 

A pair of doors, swinging into the 
sleeping porch, as shown on the drawing, 
is probably the 
most convenient, 
although, a single 
door, hinged to 
swing into the 
sleeping porch will 
also answer the 
purpose—the door 
should be hinged 
on the same jamb 
that the bed | 
swings on. The 
door swung back 
against the wall, 
is shown by dotted 
lines in the sleep- 
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ing porch, also the bed, folded up and 
unfolded. The continuous lines in the 
bed room at (b) represents the bed 
folded up, and (a) represents the bed 
unfolded. 

In our northern sections where in- 
clement weather is bound to drive the 
sleeper indoors during any season of the 
year, this scheme can be used to good ad- 
vantage. During the winter months the 
bed may be kept warm indoors and 
swung out at night time.

VERY important decision, 
A bearing on the right of a 

building contractor to re- 
eover for work where he has not 
substantially complied with his 
agreement and where he inten- 
tionally omits compliance, was 
handed down by the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court in the 
recent case of De Vito vs. Uto, 148 
Northeastern Reporter, 456. 

Plaintiff sued for work done in 
the construction of a garage, mak- 
ing three claims, one for work 
done according to contract as modi- 
fied, one for work and labor, 
and one for extras. The first two 
claims were not made for separate re- 
coveries, but were set forth so that if 
plaintiff failed to recover on the theory 
of right to recover an agreed price for 
agreed work, he would still be in a posi- 
tion to recover on the theory of the per- 
formance of work for defendant for 
which he was entitled to recover the rea- 
sonable value. Holding that plaintiff 
failed to establish a right to recover on 
either the first or second count, the court 
said: 

If the owner unjustifiably breaks a 
special contract for the erection of a 
building, under such circumstances that 
the contractor is justified in abandoning 
it before completion, the contractor may 
recover the full value of what he has 
supplied, whether services or materials. 
... If the contract has been completely 
performed, the contractor may recover 
the full contract price on a count on the 
contract. . If it has been substantially 
performed, with the intention on the part 
of the contractor completely to perform, 
he may recover on a quantum meruit [on 
the theory of an implied agreement to 
pay the reasonable value of work and 
materials furnished the owner, as dis- 
tinguished from an express agreement to 
pay & stated price for specified work], 
but not on a count on the contract. ... 
In such a case, if the defects are of a 
character that could not reasonably have 
been remedied so as to make the work 
correspond exactly to the specifications, 
the measure of damages is the contract 
priee, deducting the amount by which 
the value of the building as left by the 
contract falls short of what that value 
would have been if the contract had 
been exactly performed. . If the con- 
tract is changed by agreement, the rights 
of the parties are to be determined by

the contract in its modified form. 

The burden of proving substantial 
performanee and good faith is on the 
plaintiff [the contractor]. . . . An inten- 
tional departure from the contract in a 
material matter without justification or 
excuse will prevent recovery. .. . The 
absence of any finding that the plaintiff 
acted in good faith or intended com- 
pletely to perform his contract, or that 
he did substantially perform it, is a bar 
to his recovery.“ 

Plaintiff was upheld in his right to re- 
cover for work and materials constituting 
extras and not covered by the contract. 
Apparently, there had been a substantial 
performance of this work according to 
the mutual understanding of the parties, 
and therefore plaintiff was entitled to 
recover the reasonable value thereof, no 
price for the extras having been spe- 
cifically agreed upon. 


Architects’ Licenses in 
Florida 


66 D? the Florida laws require an archi- 
tect to be licensed before practicing 
in that state ““ asks a Kentucky reader. 
Yes. Section 12 of the Act makes it an 
offense punishable by a fine of not more 
than $100 or by imprisonment for not 
more than ninety days ''for a person to 
practice architecture without a current 
certificate in this state, and to advertise 
or put out any sign or card or other 
device which might indicate to the public 
that he is entitled to practice as an 
architect, except as otherwise provided in 
this Act.“ 

Section 9 provides: That nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall be construed to 
prevent any person, mechanic or builder 
from making plans and specifications for 
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or supervising the erection, enlarge- 
ment or alteration of any building 
that is to be constructed by him- 
self or employer. Any person who 
shall be engaged in the planning 
of the erection, enlargement or 
alteration of buildings for others, 
and to be constructed by other 
persons than himself, shall be re- 
garded as an architect within the 
provisions of this act, and shall be 
held to comply with same. 

‘cA civil engineer shall not be 
regarded as an architect unless he 
plans, designs and supervises the 
erection of buildings. . . The 
term building in this act shall be under- 
stood to be a structure consisting of 
foundation, walls, and roof, with or with- 
out other parts. Nothing contained in 
this act shall be construed to prevent 
any employee of an architect from acting 
under his instructions, eontrol and super- 
vision in any capacity, whether paid by 
the architect or the owner. This act 
shal not apply to buildings costing less 
than $5,000.?? 

Section 11 provides: ''That any archi- 
tect from out of this state may practico 
in the state of Florida without examina- 
tion provided he is qualified. The qualifi- 
cation shall consist of any of the follow- 
ing requirements: 

„First, if he holds a certificate from 4 
similarly constituted board of another 
state; second, if he be a member of the 
American Institute of Architects; third, 
if he is a graduate of any of the schools 
of architecture generally recognized as 
such by the profession and in addition 
has practiced the profession of archi- 
tecture for at least two years; fourth, if 
he is a long established architect in his 
community and has to his credit a number 
of buildings recognized as being of good 
design and construction.“ 


An applicant for a license who is 
unable to show any of the requirements 
above mentioned must pass an examina- 
tion before the State Board of Archi- 
tecture to determine his qualifications. 


It is believed that free and detailed 
information concerning this subject can 
be obtained by writing to the secretary 
of the State Board of Architecture, Talla- 
hassee, Florida. 

With the building boom about to reach 
its peak, there is a demand for archi- 
tects. Be sure, however, to get full in- 
formation before going ahead.

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Facts About Copper 


OPPER and its various alloys have 

been used longer than history can 
record but a great deal about it is not 
clear in tbe layman’s mind. The Copper 
and Brass Research Association, 25 
Broadway, New York City, have supplied 
an interesting treatise which is extracted 
here. 3 

Copper was mined and used before the 
days of Menes, first Egyptian King, who 
reigned about 5500 B. C, Brass was not 
discovered until centuries later. Bronze 
is a composition of 90% copper and 10% 
tin. Brass is & combination of copper 
and zinc. The percentages range 60% 
copper—40% zinc—to 90% copper—10% 
zinc. 

In 1924, 102,000,000 more pounds of 
copper were used domestically than in 
1920. It is believed that a new high 
record will be established during the 
present year. 

The largest single consumer of copper 
is the electrical industry in its varied 
forms. Practically every modern inven- 
tion would be crippled without this 
metal—the telephone and telegram sys- 
tems, urban and interurban lines, light 
and power systems. In all, the electrical 
field uses about 70% of the world’s out- 
put of copper. 

Whenever a telephone conversation is 
transmitted across the continent it makes 
use of 3,000,000 pounds of copper. Prac- 
tically all the vital parts of the automo- 
bile require copper or its alloys in the 
manufacture. Radiator screens, oil 
screens, tubing, connecting rod pins, car- 
buretors, hub caps, lock plates, hinging, 
wiring, etc., use this metal. 

. The building industry takes its share 
in the form of roofs, leaders, gutters and 
down spouts of copper, and brass piping.

Western Electric Supplv 
Department Changes 
Name 


T electric supply business carried 
on by the Western Electric Com- 
pany has been set apart from the tele- 
phone manufacturing business and in- 
corporated under the name of the Gray- 
bar Electric Company. This gives to the 
Supply Department a separate identity 
made necessary by its importance as the 
largest merchandiser of electrical ap- 
paratus and relative equipment in the 
world. 

Since it came into existence in 1869 
as the partnership of Gray & Barton, the 
origin of the present name, the supply 
business has grown steadily until it now 
serves more than 35,000 customers 
through 55 distributing houses in impor- 
tant cities. 

Physical separation of the two de- 
partments of the Western Electric Com. 


pany was carried out in 1923 with the . 


opening of general offices for the Supply 
Department in the Pershing Square 
Building, New York. The advent of the 
Graybar Electric Company therefore in- 
volves comparatively few changes. 

The origin of the original company 
is very interesting in that its growth 
parallels the progress of the electrical 
industry at large. In 1869, Enos M. 
Barton, a telegraph operator, bought 
the interest for $400 in an electrical 
shop managed by George Shawk in 
Cleveland. The same year Mr. Shawk 
retired in favor of the partnership of 
Gray & Barton. Elisha Gray was then 
an Oberlin professor but his inventions 
became one of the chief assets of Gray 
& Barton. 

In 1881 the Western Electric Com- 
pany succeeded the old organization and 
the following year became the manufae- 
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turing headquarters for the Bell Tele- 
phone System. From the very beginning 
Gray & Barton supplied anything that 
the customer wanted. As a result the 
lines increased and the supply business 
developed consistently. 

Albert Lincoln Salt, President of the 
new Graybar Electric Company, began 
his career in 1881 as a temporary office 
boy in the New York offiee of the West- 
ern Electric Manufacturing Company. 
In 1886 he was made Shipping Ticket 
Clerk and later placed in charge of the 
billing. 

During the period of 1895 to 1899 he 
was Assistant Manager of the New York 
office in charge of telephone sales and 
purchase. In 1898 he was placed in 
charge of traffic arrangements for the 
telephone companies. 

His election to Vice-President of the 
Western Electric Company took place in 
1913 and he has held that position up to 
the present time. 

The new officers are as follows: 

Frank A. Ketcham, Executive Vice- 
President; Leo M. Dunn, in Charge of 
Merchandising and Accounting; Elmer 
W. Shepard, Treasurer, formerly Gen- 
eral Credit Manager of the Western 
Electric Company; George E. Cullinan, 
Vice-President in charge of sales; N. R. 
Frame Secretary, formerly attorney in 
the legal department of the Western 
Electric Company. 

The Graybar Electric Company is 
capitalized at $15,000,000. All of the 
stock is owned by the Western Electric 
Company.

E. P. McGrath as Sales Manager of their 
Brooklyn Supply House. Mr. McGrath 
succeeds Mr. W. D. Koch, who was trans- 
ferred to the Sales Department of the 
Western Electrie Boston Supply House.

The De Walt Wonder-Worker machine is designed with 
a table, on the rear of which is a column which may be 
raised or lowered at will and which supports a horizontal 
arm that may be swung in a circle and fastened rigidly at 
any desired degree of the circle. The under side of the arm 
is constructed with slide ways on which a sliding member 
is installed and this member can be slid back or for- 
ward or locked where desired at any point of its travel. 


From the sliding member is suspended a yoke which may 
be revolved right or left at will and secured in position. 
From the yoke is hung a trunioned Electric motor which 
may be tilted from horizontal to vertical position and 
rigidly fastened at any degree of angle desired. 


The ends of the motor shaft are bored and tapped, and 
properly fitted arbors are furnished to fit on the end of 
the shaft and on which the saws or other cutting tools 
may be mounted and thus the full power of the motor is 
applied direct to the cutting edge of the saw or other 
tool and at the same time doing away with the use of 
belts and gears.

Many are 

wondering if it is worth while 

to leave old grounds and try their fortune in 
the “land of flowers." 

The greenest fields are seemingly always 
in the next pasture. There may be many 
opportunities right at home that can be de- 
veloped to a fertile field. 

Is it worth while to pull up stakes and 
trek to the supposed El Dorado? True 
there will be many that will do so and be 
disappointed. Others however will find 
their opportunity. 

One thing everyone can be sure of is that 
to be successful in Florida one must work 
just the same as in any other place on earth. 

What chances are in Florida today for 
the building contractor of limited means as 
well as for the large contracting corpora- 
tions and what are the chances for building 
mechanics? 

There has been plenty of talk of higher 
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wages there, but what about living condi- 
tions? Are they equally as high so that the 
real wage is less than in other places? 

Many of our readers are vitally inter- 
ested in this subject so we have made a 
survey of existing conditions and we pre- 
sent in the following pages a symposium 
of opinions by practical men engaged in all 
branches of the building industry in various 
sections of Florida. 

The information presented here are 
frank ópinions of men on the ground who 
really know. 

Florida is just being discovered, many 
opportunities are there. Many will be dis- 
appointed with existing conditions which 
are now at an abnormal stage but gradually 
things will get down to normal basis. One 
thing everybody can be sure of and that is 
the fact that where a great many people are 
inclined to go for a vacation period, they 
will do so only if the accommodations are 
right and accommodations mean comfort- 
able buildings buyable or rentable on a 
reasonable basis. 
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FLORIDA'S Building Situation

from Belleair 


A well known member of the Brick- 
layers, Masons and Plasters International 
Union has this to say: 

HERE is a large demand for first 

class mechanics all season as most 
of these towns are tourist towns and 
charge tourist prices. We have been un- 
der a great handicap in this state through 
the railroads being unable to handle the 
building material and it has slowed our 
building program down. If we can get 
material shipped in here, there will be 
lots of work for all men in the building 
line. 

We are doing a good class of work 
here and the man who is on to his job 
can make good. 

I have been in Florida for eight years 
summer and all, and in the building line 
you have practically no lost time through 
weather conditions as you build twelve 
months in the year. In the tourist sea- 
son some years ago building always 
slowed down, as the mechanics that came 
down for winter and the home men were 
more than the demand called for, but 
right now we cannot supply the demand. 

There are good openings for contrac- 
tors in any line of the building trade. I 
would say before I close that wages in 
all branches compare favorably with most 
of the big eities in other states.

The views of a realtor of this city are 
interesting. Mr. J. T. Motter has this 
to say: 

HERE is a very noticeable shortage 

in building here, because we are 
unable to build fast enough for the de- 
mand. This shortage is in residence 
property and business property both. 

Building contractors are unable to 
build fast enough and the supply men are 
not able to furnish material fast enough 
for the contractors. "This shortage in 
materials has been caused, they say, to 
the embargo on freight. 

We have a man who would build fift- 
een houses at once if he were able to 
get the material It does not seem to 
be a question of price, but one of getting 
what we want.

Mr. John W. Ash, a secretary of one 
of the local unions has this to say: 

HE State as a whole has been very 

good indeed for most all classes of 
mechanics and wages are as good as 
they are in any of the states. For the 
past few months building has been 
checked for want of material. 

This is the condition at the present 
time. 
men coming from the North to secure 
work for the winter months, in order to 
get away from the frigid North, have 
had a hard time in Florida to secure a 
job. 

In the past two years it seems that 
everybody whether mechanic or common 
labor has had no trouble in finding em- 
ployment, and the prospects are still fav- 
orable for them. 


from Coral Gables 


Nothing has so astonished the build- 
ing world as the marvelous growth of 
this city from waste land to the beautiful 
place it now is in a few short years. One 
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I have seen the time here when 


of the enthusiastic residents there is Bliss 
Buchan, who tells about it here: 
W HEN a city of 7,500 population 
and with only eight months of 
municipal existence to its credit is able 
to astonish the world with a record of 
$25,545,500 in building permits actually 
issued in one year, it is time for build- 
ers to look into the situation. This 
amount went out of the office of the chief 
building inspector of Coral Gables, Flor- 
ida, in official authorizations for 1925, 
sufücing to put that young city in the 
second place on the national building 
scale, above such superiors in age and 
size as Portland, Indianapolis, Rochester, 
Jacksonville, Yonkers, Allentown and 
below only its mother city, Miami. 

The incredible story told by these fig- 
ures is not half of what the year of 1926 
will reveal, according to the present rate 
at which building permits are being is- 
sued. For the first ten days of 1926 a 
total of $1,790,200 in building permits 
was issued. This is a 200 per cent. in- 
crease over the figures for the same 
period in 1925. It ineludes only the be- 
ginning of the $75,000,000 program by 
which the American Building Corpora- 
tion of Cincinnati is to construct one 
thousand homes in Coral Gables in the 
next ten years; and of the $15,000,000 
outline of construction already arranged 
for by the Peninsular Development Com- 
pany of Philadelphia; and of the $250, 
000,000 to be expended by the Coral 
Gables Corporation itself, through its 
subsidiary company, the Coral Gables 
Construction Company, in developing the 
residential and business parts of the 
new Biscayne Bay section of Coral Gab- 
les. 

It omits entirely Bowman-Biltmore 
projects of Casino, hotel, restaurant, and 
recreational center on the seven miles 
of ocean beach, amounting in all to $10,- 
000,000; the $10,000,000 Battle-Creek 
Sanitarium, the $2,000,000 Mahi Shrine 
Center, the $1,500,000 Tallman Hospital, 
now nearing completion, the great sweep

of the University of Miami, and the $1,- 
000,000 Douglas Entrance, with its great 
apartments, its Spanish Village and 
shopping center. 

Fut these are only the big projects. 
Everywhere are rising homes, singly and 
in clusters of a dozen or more. They are 
charming places of warm stucco, with the 
patios and loggias of old Spain, and the 
garages and breakfast alcoves of new 
America. Many of them sell for less 
than $20,000, and many of them are be- 
ing built by small contractors. 

The opening of two units of the Bis- 
eayne Bay section is speeding up con- 
struction, although it has never slowed 
down since it began its momentum a 
year ago. 

And still Coral Gables is offering a 
world of opportunities for builders. With 
plenty of her immense tract of land still 
available at prices within the reach of 
any man of moderate means, families 
from all over the Greater Miami district 
are choosing Coral Gables as a dwelling 
place.

Workmen, who have been drawn here 
by the building activity are plentiful, 
and they receive wages approximately the 
same as they receive in the north. Build- 
ing materials are only slightly more ex- 
pensive, because frame structures are 
mever built in Coral Gables. The fact, 
however, that the native coral rock soil 
furnishes the material for the almost uni- 
versal stucco, and that the climate makes 
building for protection against blizzards 
and ice storms unnecessary, the total cost 
of a home is never more than ten per 
cent. greater than it would be in the 
north. 

For a while last fall, builders were 
seriously hampered by a freight embargo 
which. prevented their obtaining mater- 
ials. This now is past, however, and, 
not only are car-loads of raw products 
coming in by the hundreds, but the 
great circle of Biscayne Bay is a hum- 
ming city of ships, bearing lathing, and 
iron work and sacks of cement from every 
big port of the north. 

It is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of small builders now working in 
Coral Gables side by side with the rep- 
resentatives of great corporations of the 
north, who are carrying through gigantic 
programs in answer to the urgent de- 


mand for homes, shops and more homes. 
But a ride through the various sections 
of Coral Gables, with their lovely plazas, 
and their dozens of Spanish homes, 
nestled in gardens that bloom the year 
round, will never take you away from 
the sound of the hammer. 


from Chipley 


Mr. N. B. Hays, a contractor and 
builder sees it as follows: 
LORIDA is on a boom in the way 
of building.

-ial of all kinds is hard to get also. I 


mean skilled labor. Future prospects 
are fine.

Mr. J. T. Whelden, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce sees the situation 
there as follows. 

B UILDING conditions here as in all 

Florida have been very badly 
held up by the embargo on express and 
freight coming into Florida. 

Our greatest difficulty is that the big- 
gest part of material has to be shipped 
in. It is surprising to us that some one 
—of eourse there are a comparatively 
small number of building material firms 
—has not gone more extensively into the 
brick and cement block business here. 

In short, with the amount of building 
being done and that which has been 
planned for the coming year, we feel that 
there is a crying need for the establish- 
ment of building material factories all 
over Florida.

Clapboard cottages find favor 


‘While there is very little building go- 
ing on at this time, still there are lots 
of repairing and remodeling of homes 
and store fronts. Every business house 
in the town is filled; living quarters are 
very scarce, in fact all buildings are 
filled up. 

It is impossible to get a carpenter for 
any kind of work as what few here are 
promised far in advance. A good open- 
ing for a plumber and plumber shop, for 
an electric and electrical supply shop; 
and some electrical mechanics. 

We are very well fixed in regard to 
building supplies, as we have two large 
hardware stores, two large lumber mills 
within the city, but should active building 
begin at once there would be room here 
for any business along the line of build- 
ing supplies, and we firmly believe if 
we had the architect and the men here 
to do the work, that they could find the 
work to do. 


Signs in Deland 


According to Mr. C. E. Shawver, archi- 

tect and builder of high class residences: 

HE greatest need of Florida's build- 

ing program today is more trans- 
portation facilities. 

With materials coming in freely, 
building of all kinds, including city im- 
provements and highways will be greatly 
accelerated. Skilled tradesmen of all 
crafts will be in great need, men with a 
Willingness to do, to serve and to aid 
in the erection of beautiful homes of 
growing cities in a great state will be 
amply rewarded. 

There is a strong movement toward 
the Mediterranean type of architecture, 
which includes the Spanish, Andalusian, 
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Stone and shingles effectively 
combined in two story house 


Moorish, French and Italian with special 
adaptations to Florida and modern con- 
ditions, from this we are gradually evolv- 
ing a distinct type of Florida architec- 
ture. Fully 80 per cent. of the new con- 
struction in the Southern half of the 
state is of this type or in imitation 
thereof. 

As to living conditions, rents are com- 
paratively high during the winter sea- 
son, in the more congested districts, and 
are greatly reduced during the summer. 
A 15 ounce loaf of bread retails here for 
10c, fresh milk per quart 22c, butter, per 
lb. 63e, oranges, 25¢ per dozen. 

The prevailing wage scale for mechan- 
ies in this locality are bricklayers and 
plasterers, $1.50 per hour; carpenters, 
$1.00; painters, $1.00; lathers, $7.00 per 
M; electricians, $1.25; No. 2 common 
framing lumber, $55.00 per M, retail as 
sompared to Chicago, wholesale; $33.00 
for No. 1. Inasmuch as our framing 
lumber is largely produced locally, it 
would seem that advantage is being taken 
of present conditions ib the state. 


in Daytona Beach 


Through Mr. Frank A. Pierson, secre- 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce: 
W E have a large number of build- 

ing projects under way. The 
freight embargo has temporarily held up 
building operations for want of material. 
However, as we are located on the inside 
water route from Jacksonville to Miami, 
& number of concerns are now putting on 
barge lines, several of which have just 
started operation from Jacksonville to 
Daytona Beach. This situation has, of 
course, had its effect on the demand for 
labor, but as you will note from the num- 
ber of building permits issued for 1924 
and 1925, there is still a wonderful in- 
crease in building activity. 

On January Ist there was a legal con- 
solidation of the three former munici- 
palities of Daytona, Daytona Beach and 
Seabreeze, the greater city being now 
known as Daytona Beach. 

Total building permits for the three 
cities as mentioned above in 1924 
amounted to $2,578,768 and building per- 
mits for 1925 amounted to $6,281,414. 
The latter amount would have been 
greatly increased had we been able to 
secure materials.

One of our readers, Mr. Edwin S. 
Butler, said: 


M* opinion is, if it wasn't for the 
embargo, there would not be 
enough men of the building profession 
in Florida to keep up with the building 
program. We do not need any additional 
help at this time. 

When you hear of the Florida East 
Coast Railroad lifting the embargo, you 
may know we will need men of all kinds 
in the building profession. 


at Edgewater 


One of our readers, a contractor and 
builder says: 

HAT there is no lack of architects, 

builders and mechanics is a con- 
ceded fact in summing up the building 
situation here. The growth of the in- 
dustry is handicapped much by a short- 
age in building material and also by 
high prices. 

Many buildings started some time ago 
are dragging along with the men work- 
ing about half time. Today there is no 
brick in town, tomorrow it will be some- 
thing else and so on. Dealers have ad- 
vanced the prices on all building prod- 
ucts, frame lumber 45 per cent; brick, 20 
per cent.; cement, 25 per cent., and even 
sand feels the Florida boom with an ad- 
vance of 35 per cent.

From Mr. E. J. Powers, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce: 

HE building permits for 1924 totaled 

$978,308; in 1925; $8,179,077. This 
increase was accomplished despite the 
most trying obstacles in the matter of 
transportation. 

Municipal improvements are projected 
which will improve conditions and we do 
not anticipate any difficulty in getting 
an adequate supply of building material 
this year. There has been no report to 
us of a shortage of either contractors, ar- 
chitects, draftsmen or mechanics, and 
aside from a few disagreements we have 
had the finest kind of harmony prevail- 
ing in the building trade. 

To give you some idea of the prospects 
for 1926 we will say that it is estimated 
that the building permits for January 
alone will exceed $4,000,000. We have 
every reason to be optimistic about the

This is & beautiful little city about 
15,000 population and growing fast, lo- 
cated 18 miles from the Gulf, on a river 
two miles wide. 

What we need most is better trans- 
portation. With plenty of building ma- 
terial at hand, I believe Fort Myers 
would soon become a metropolis. The lo- 
eation and climate leaves nothing to be 
desired. Perhaps you may consider me 
over enthusiastic, but after 50 uncertain 
years in the North, this seems like Para- 
dise, and I am here to finish my ca- 
reer.

Mr. O. Steel, a builder, writes us: 

I? is hard to explain the condition. 

One goes to a lumber yard and can- 
not find what he wants and another yard 
has it. So far we have managed to get 
along, but all material in the building 
trade is not over-stocked. Freight has 
been slow. 

Contractors had to stop work on ac- 
count of no material. Hardware is not 
too plentiful either, but that will be 
straightened out also in time. In this 
little town alone one sees hundreds of 
houses going up, ranging from a few 
hundred to twenty-five thousand and 
more. Lime is also hard to get, also 
brick, iron, and a few things, but we will 
get them. 


from Hialeah 


LITTLE information from this most 
recent center of developing and 
building activity might be of great in- 
terest to the thousands of readers of this 
most valuable magazine for the builder. 
Having been here for a period of six 
months, superintending one of the many 
‘developments in Southern Florida, I 
have done a great deal of observing and 
investigating in the building field. I 
have arrived at the conclusion that there 
are many opportunities here for archi- 
tects and builders, as those I have met 
are unable to entirely take care of the 
projects and building contracts offered 
them. 

Building supplies and materials have 
been difficult to obtain during the past 
three months on account of the railway 
embargo. 


There are good openings here for mill- 
work supply firms, who could carry a 
good stock of all materials, giving de- 
livery by number of catalog instead of 
having to order these through lumber 
dealers of an incomplete stock, perhaps 
not understanding what really is wanted. 

Plumbing is heavily demanded and 
there is a real scarcity here of both 
mechanics and supplies, also water-main 
installation on the different subdivisions 
is not taken care of. 

Still another field of importance here 
is ornamental ironwork such as grilles, 
railings, etc. which are difficult to ob- 
tatin according to the different desires. 
Other items which are in demand are or- 
namental glass, composition flooring, sur- 
faced tile flooring and tile roofing. 

In conclusion I might say that there 
is no real demand for building mechanics 
outside of what I have stated, as the 
unions here in these lines have men to 
supply the demand.

He invested his own money, bought ships 
and barges, sent them to ports where ma- 
terial could be purchased, but before 
the materia] could begin to arrive, build- 
ing operations had slowed down and 
many buildings in the course of con- 
struction were at a standstill for a long 
time, and, when material did come, many 
of the mechanics had returned home, 
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The local architects and contractors 
can handle all of their business in good 
shape. Building supply dealers are now 
beginning to handle their trade easier 
and will soon be able to care for all orders 
if the supply continues to arrive.

Jacksonville and northeastern Florida 
are entering upon a period of building 
activity that bids fair to eclipse any- 
thing yet recorded in the history of the 
Sunshine State. Since the first of the 
year several new real estate develop- 
ments, backed by millions of dollars, 
have been launched, and the founders 
declare that Jacksonville's already un- 
precedented building program will be 
doubled—perhaps tripled. 

Local architects, draftsmen, building 
contractors, mechanics and supply deal- 
ers are working to capacity. Much addi- 
tional help could be used in these lines.

For the last few 
months there has been difficulty in ob- 
taining building materials, due to rail- 
road embargoes>

Tacoma Citizens Have a Right to 


a $1,500,000 structure break- 

ing through the skyline of Ta- 
coma, Wash., in the very heart of | 
its downtown district. Its design | 
is signifieant in that it follows the 
nation-wide trend toward a new and 
many-featured type of office build- 
ing. The architects, Doyle & Mer- 
riam, of Seattle, have added to their 
achievements a skyscraper of distinc- 
tive presentation. Rounds-Clist of 
Seattle and Tacoma, the general con- 
tractors who carried out the con- 
struction, have completed a struc- 
tural task of merit. 

Modern skyscraper architecture 
is strongly influenced by local zon- 
ing laws and by the swiftly growing 
popularity of pleasant quarters for 
all types of business. The design 
of New York office buildings has 
been dominated by the new law re- 
quiring ‘‘set-backs’’ at definite in- 
tervals. This restriction has made 
possible lighter streets; ‘‘canyons’’ 
like those that wind through Lower 
New York will not be duplicated. 

The law is a reasonable one and 
the new structure—built to provide 
for greater daylight in the street 
below and in the offices—is finding 
vogue in other cities throughout the 
country. 

Some have carried the set-back 
idea to extremes. Structures that 
closely resemble ancient Babylonian 
Temples are found raising their ter- 
raced stories above the staid old 
shaft-like buildings that formerly 
passed for skyscrapers. 

A more conservative type has been 
designed to meet the need for lighter 
offices without decreasing too greatly 
the area of each successive floor. 
Where streets are wide and zoning 
laws do not strictly call for set- 
backs, the wing type of building has 
sprung up. This Washington Build- 
ing is an excellent example.

portions. Each office is an outside 
office with every facility for admit- 
ting daylight. 

In all, three hundred and fifty 
offices are contained within the 
Washington Building, each approx- 
imately 12 x 18 ft. The top five 
floors have been designed to meet the 
needs of doctors and dentists; thus 
taking the place of a ‘‘ professional 
building’’ for Tacoma. Below the 
thirteenth floor commercial offices of 
all kinds are found. 

The illustration of the Washing- 
ton building, while it was still under 
construction, shows the steel skele- 
ton that forms the framework of 
the finished building. All sides were 
faced with terra cotta while around 
the top runs an overhanging dec- 
orative cornice. At intervals in this 
cornice, ornaments protrude like 
miniature gargoyles. 


EVENTEEN stories give suffi- 

cient height to any building to 
place it in the class of skyscrapers. 
The Washington Building, however, 
has increased its apparent height by 
accentuating vertical lines wherever 
possible. The illustration brings 
this out to good advantage. 

Basement walls to carry the Wash- 
ington Building’s seventeen stories 
are of reinforced concrete. 96,200 
sq. ft. of floor, also of concrete, make 
up the total for all the building. 
78,000 sq. ft. of this are given over 
to offices with about 17,000 employed 
for stores and similar working space. 
The complete site measures 75 x 120 
feet. 

In the offices, the concrete floors 
have been surfaced to provide good 
wearing qualities. The lobby has a 
marble topping with terrazzo floors 
in all corridors. 

Inside the terra cotta facing is 
a wall lining of brick. Tacoma 
weather has intemperate periods and 
the Washington Building, extending 
far above its neighbors, has pro- 
vided this means of protecting itself

Many of the windows are of metal. 
These are the product of U.S. Metal 
Products Co., of San Francisco. In- 
side metal wood work has been used 
to a great extent. In other cases 
mahogany has been employed. 

A central heating plant that sup- 
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plies a great part of Tacoma’s busi- 
ness section sends steam through 
this Building. American Radiator 
Company furnished the radiators 
and Warren Webster, valves. 

In the main lobby, marble floors 
are matehed by Sienna silver marble 
walls and eolumns with ornamental 
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plastered cornices for border dec- 
oration. Corridors in addition to 
their terrazzo floors are made still 
more distinctive with bases of pink 
Tennessee marble. 

Four passenger elevators serve 
the tenants of the Washington Build- 
ing. These installation and also the 
freight elevator, were supplied by 
Otis. Each is of the latest design 
with a speed of 600 ft. per minute. 

Two tojlet rooms are provided on 
each floor. In addition, each office 
has its own built-in lavatory. 
Plumbing equipment for the most 
part is the product of Crane Co. 

Owners of the building are the 
Washington - California Building 
Corporation. Its principal stock- 
holders, the Fleischhacker interésts 
of San Francisco.

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The Correct Treatment of 


EXTERIORS and INTERIORS 
In Period Design 


By H. A. Simons 


EFORE we ean diseuss in- 
terior decoration in any style, 
we must know what there is 

to be decorated in that type of house. 
So we must approach our problem 
through a brief study of the floor- 
plan. 

The typical dwelling in Old Spain 
is two or three stories high. In 
eountry-houses the first floor usually 
is reserved for serviee and the sec- 
ond for the owner's family, while the 
third is a loft for ventilation and 
storage. But in ordinary homes the 
two-story plan is common. The 
Spaniard lives downstairs in Sum- 
mer when the rooms above are ex- 
eessively hot, and in Winter he 
moves upstairs to be off the cold 
damp ground. 

Another basic fact is that the ex- 
teriors of most Spanish homes are 
severely plain and all decoration is 
confined to the interiors. There are 
several reasons for this. For more 
than seven centuries Spain was 
dominated by the Moors who came 
from North Africa as invaders. So 
homes were built partly for pro- 
teetion. Again, the Spaniard has, 
eoupled with his arrogance, great 
reticence, especially about every- 
thing pertaining to his family. 

In eonsequence, the Spanish house 
is reserved ; color and design are not 
lavished on the outside for all the 
world to see, but are hoarded with- 
in. It must be remembered that, 
until Columbus found the New 
World, all Spain was miserably 
poor. Even today the majority of 
the people are in this condition, 
though some families have great 
wealth. 


Therefore, the prevailing motif, 
both within and outside the Span- 
ish house, is simplicity. Often we find 
homes which are meager through- 
out except for some brilliant-col- 
ored tile-work, or a door that is a 
masterpiece of the cabinet-maker’s

craft, or a wrought-iron grille of 
rare design and workmanship. 

These conditions, and the violent 
climate of the country, explain why 
the patio is so important a part of 
the Spanish home and why there is 
comparatively little to be said about 
decoration except what applies to 
the patio. Scarcely a dwelling in 
Spain, except in the North moun- 
tain-eountry, but is built around one 
or more of these little courtyards. 

In the neighborhood of Catalonia, 
where the climate is cold and the 
hearth is the family-center, the patio 
is used as a laundry and service- 
entry, and sometimes as a stable. 
But elsewhere the patio is living- 
room, drawing-room, dining-room 
and garden; all the other chambers, 
except perhaps one or two parlors, 
are utilitarian in character and bare 
in treatment. 

Now, with this understanding of 
the sort of life that goes on in the 
Spanish home, we are ready for a 
description of decorative motifs. 

You enter by a narrow front door 
and pass through a dim hall or 
small room into the patio. This is 
a more or less spacious rectangle, 
where you find the coolness and 
color that you miss in the parched 
barren countryside and the cramped 
crooked streets. In its center you

find à tiny fountain from which 
little channels, sometimes of brick 
but more often of blue glazed tiles, 
carry the scanty water to the garden- 
plots. They are arranged in formal 
geometrieal pattern; semi-tropieal 
shrubs or flowers bloom either from 
the ground or from terra cotta ves- 
sels set into the earth. 

Paths or walks separate the flower- 
beds. They are of high colored brick, 
Stones or gravel. Maybe red and 
black river-pebbles are set close to- 
gether with the spaces between them 
filled with yellow sand. You may 
find a stone or iron bench, or one of 
concrete set with tiles, near the foun- 
tain or under the shade of a palm- 
tree; but more likely the only seats 
available will be under the arcade. 

This arcade is one of the most at- 
tractive details in the whole setting. 
It consists of a series of round or 
horseshoe arches of stone, stucco or 
carved plaster, supported on a series 
of pillars. This carved plaster, one 
of the unique elements in Spanish 
decoration, was done first by the 
Moors. 

They poured plaster or stucco into 
moulds and let it set, then laid it like 
blocks of stone, and carved it with 
all-over geometrical designs. This 
work is called by the Spaniards 
veseria and often, as when you see 
carving through a surface of ivory 
down to a ground of dark stucco, it 
is of rare beauty. 

You will find that some of the 
pillars supporting the arcades in 
Spanish patios are simply wooden 
posts painted or whitewashed, or 
maybe chamfered and carved and 
A TAPESTRY screen against the

IN the residential sections of Sevilla, 
narrow streets like this one are 
common. Ornamentation for the 
most part is left for the interior 
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oiled instead of painted. Elsewhere 
you will observe pillars built up of 
bricks or small stones and covered 
with stucco or, occasionally, set with 
tiles. And in the houses of the rich 
you will notice pillars of marble or 
other beautiful stones. 

The ground-space under the 
areade is paved with colored brick 
or tile. The walls behind the arcade 
are likely to be the most beautiful 
features of the home, and all the 
decoration withheld from the facade 
and the inside rooms may be lavished 
here. Above the colored pavement 
rises a wainscot of tile. It may be 
high or low, but it is almost sure 
to be of yellow and blues, with black, 
reds, oranges, ochres and green 
tints entering its design. . 

Students have two theories to ac- 
count for the bold use of highly 
glazed tiles on the walls of patios. 
One is that their crackled surfaces 
have a watery shimmer, which is ap- 
preciated by the residents of a land 
where running water is scarce. The 
other theory is that the broad wain- 
scots and panels were intended by 
the Moors to resemble oriental rugs 
draped upon the walls. Whether 
or not it was intended, that is the 
effect which is given, and it is a poor 
home indeed which holds nothing of 
this sort to delight you. 

Whereas the front door of the 
house was just a square-headed 
rectangle set into the wall, the doors 
opening onto the ground-floor of the 
patio are beautiful. You will find 
some rich cabinet-making in walnut 
and oak in the doors, and usually 
they are hung in openings sur- 
rounded by broad bands of tile or of 
veseria (colored stucco). 

The same is true of the windows, 
which often are covered with 
wrought-iron grilles of surpassingly 
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fine designs. In many houses, the 
tile pattern of the wainscot rises in 
bands surrounding the doors and 
windows. Or, if the wainscot is low, 
it is possible you will see one or two 
broad strips of colored stucco or 
kalsomine crossing the walls above 
the wainscot-line. 

In one of the rear corners of the 
arcade you will notice an open stair- 
way. It rises several steps against 
one wall to a little landing, where it 
turns and ascends by a few more 
steps against the adjoining wall.

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These stairs, which are much like 
those inside the house, are different 
from anything that is native to 
Ameriea. "Their risers are faced 
with blue and yellow tiles and the 
treads are either of plain wood or 
eolored briek. Possibly there is fine 
wrought iron balustrade with a 
wooden hand-rail, but more likely 
there is no railing at all. 

Up this flight you go, and find 
yourself on a gallery which sur- 
rounds the entire upper story of the 
house. If the pillars below were of 
wood, similar posts will support the 
over-hanging eaves of the roof. Or, 
if the wealth of the owner permitted 
stone or stucco or veseria below you 
wil find the same scheme carried 
out here. In either case, there is sure 
to be a railing, either of simply 
turned wood or of iron. which gives 
a beautiful balcony effect to the 
patio. 

Most of the upstairs rooms open 
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HIS Spanish stucco is mixed to 
a pastelike consistency, applied 
n a heavy, rough coat and textured 
with back of a spoon. Wet surface 
is wiped with palm of hand

onto this gallery. Perhaps the great- 
est defect of the Spanish house-plan 
is that the sleeping-chambers must 
be reached either from the gallery 
or from one room to another. If 
you enter a typieal bedroom you will 
be astonished by its bareness. It 
reveals little effort toward beautifica- 
tion. Whatever decorative effect it 
has is derived from the few pieces of 
substantial oak-and-leather furni- 
ture set against the rough-textured 
walls which are hung with pieces of 
heavy fabric. i 

Now return to the patio and thence 
to a typical room downstairs. Here 
there is scarcely a motive that was 
not used in the patio. The walls 
may be of rough-textured colored 
plaster, or just broad plain surfaces 
white-washed or kalsomined. But, 
by this time, you will have realized 
that there are certain colors that 
predominate in Spanish decoration: 

Pompeiian red, usually used in 
broad band-courses across wall-sur- 
faces; ultramarine blue, for all 
sorts of minor ornaments; and yel- 
low ochre, which often is used to 
tint columns or entire walls or as a 
sort of false dado. 

Another thing you will be quick 
to observe is that almost every room 
has a fireplace, either across a corner 
or against a wall. Not a big deep

ILITARY training  incul- 
M cates so many valuable les- 
sons in self-control, prompt- 
ness, neatness, rigid observance of 
engagements, civic and personal 
pride, which latter cover patriotism 
and regard for law observance that 
more and more of our private acad- 
emies are adopting military training 
as a part of the curriculum. 

The exercise of the drill ground 
does not however give enough train- 
ing properly to develop the physique. 
The gymnasium is therefore a 
prominent building in all military 
academies and serves not only to de- 
velop the body but also satisfies the 
play instinct. No school today is 
considered by parents a good place 
to which to send their children un- 
less it is equipped with a good gym- 
nasium. This is true of all schools, 
even those not classed as military 
academies. 


The gymnasium here illustrated 
was given to Massanutten Academy 
by two brothers, J. T. Harrison and 
J. Frank Harrison, in memory of 
their mother, Virginia Lee Harrison. 
The sons were members of the classes 
of 1908-10 and Mr. J. Frank Har. 
rison, President of the Chattanooga

Chattanooga, Tenn., is a member of 
the Board of Trustees. 

The gymnasium was erected in 
1923-24, at a cost of $75,000.00. The 
over-all dimensions are 45 ft. by 115 
ft. The main floor is 45 ft. by 100 
ft. with a 23 ft. eeiling. The run- 
ning track is on the baleony, 12 ft. 
above the floor and ealls for 16 laps 
to the mile. In the basement are 
located bowling alleys, billiard 
rooms, showers and dressing rooms. 

The main floor of the gymnasium 
is of polished, end-matehed, hard 
maple. The walls are of an enam- 
elled buff brick, giving the interior 
a rich, warm and cheerful appear- 
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ance. An oak rail on one side pro- 
vides for wall apparatus. 

Opening into the main hall from 
the north bay are six public service 
rooms, two on each floor. The office 
of the Director is on the first floor, 
where the lavatories also are placed. 
On the second floor are located the 
canteen and a club room for the 
teachers. On the third floor one room 
is occupied as a students’ reading 
room and the other is a meeting 
room for the school Y. M. C. A. 

On the third floor there is a mov- 
ing picture machine with an asbestos 
screen suspended on the south wall 
of the building. Part of the instrne- 
tion in the school is given by means 
of moving pietures. Religious and 
travel films as well as the better class 
of dramatic films are presented as a 
part of the organized entertainment 
features of the school. 

À swimming pool addition, to be 
an integral part of the gymnasium 
is planned as a future unit. T his 
swimming pool will be on the west 
side of the present building. 

The building is highly fire-resist- 
ive, the type of construction popu- 
larly classed as fire-proof. The walls 
are of brick. the sash is steel frame 
and the partitions, where not of brick 
plastered, are of plaster on metal

lath. The staireases are of iron 
frame construction. Much of the 
floor throughout is of concrete. 

The type of architecture conforms 
to that of the other buildings, name- 
ly, Tudor-Gothic. The exterior 
wills are of a deep red brick. The 
trim is a gray stone. White sand 
was used in the mortar in order to 
make the contrast strong between 
the brick and the mortar joints. 

The arrangement is an excellent 
example of what such a building 
should be. It shows evidence of con- 
siderable thought in planning and 
design. Those responsible for it had 
the benefit of expert counsel, not 
only from the architect but from the 
school athletic council and alumni. 
The building, from the many activ- 
ities it houses, has become the cen- 
ter of student activities. Where the 
boys go to exercise and renew their 
physical energies, they remain to 
discuss the many affairs that interest

them. It is, in fact, the school club. 

The old Greek adage of ‘‘The

design, built of good materials and 
finished in excellent taste. 

The offieers of the academy, as 
well as the donors, did not send to 
a far distant city for plans, but em- 
ployed a firm of architects in a 
neighboring state. The contract was 
given to local builders. It is some- 
times a matter of pride for institu- 
tions of a public nature to be able 
to say that a far away architect 
with a nation-wide reputation de- 
signed their building. Often it is 
with pride that the name of a very 
large contracting company is given 
as that of the builder. 

It is best always, when, as in the 
present instance, local architects 
with adequate training and experi- 
ence are available, to employ them. 
Better results usually are obtained 
when local builders are given an op- 
portunity to erect the building. The 
gymnasium here described is a good 
example of co-operation of this na- 
ture. It is not difficult to find first 
elass architects and competent build- 
ers near-by if an attempt is made 
to discover them.

ANY forms of foreign architecture have found 
their way into our domestic designs. For the 
most part, though, these have been modified 

to conform with local customs and taste. 

The Spanish, English, Italian, French—all these 
may be discovered in every residential district through- 
out the country. Often they are disguised; sometimes 
misused. Seldom, however, do they exist in their orig- 
inal form. Pure Spanish is not adaptable; Spanish 
Mission, working its way into this country through the 
Southwest is accepted today as a compromise measure.

that eraftsmanship today is one 

whit less exact, less capable in 
the design of fine buildings than it 
was a century or so ago. 

When we find, practically in the 
heart of this country's greatest 
building field, an edifice of such 
splendid modeling as this it is grati- 
fying to note that it is not the her- 
itage of another building era but is 
a new building erected along mod- 
ern construction lines. 

It is a work of pride, that is one 
thing certain. Its builders realized 
their responsibility as craftsmen 
and every workman on the job con- 
tributed the best he had to give. 
As a token of their appreciation of 
the result—as acknowledgment of 
the privilege it was to do their part 
—they donated the beautiful stained 
glass window illustrated. For this 
gift, each man contributed one day's 
pay. 

Lest this philanthropy be attrib- 
uted to religious sources, it is well 
to note that not one of the donors 
was a meinber of either the church 
or the community. 

The Workmen's Window—as it is 
known—depicts Christ in the shop 
of St. Joseph. Three figures in the 
background represent the trades 
engaged in the construction of a 
church. 

In the face of the fact that this 
beautiful design inspired the work-

men to the limit of their ability, it 
is connotative that the total cost, 
exclusive of land, was only fifty-five 
thousand dollars. And Forest Hills, 
Long Island, is under the influence 
of New York building prices. 

The setting for St. Luke 's 
Church is a particularly fortunate 
one. Forest Hills has the advantage 
of possessing all fine residential sec- 
tions—severely restricted through- 
out. 

The architecture of St. Luke’s is 
an adaptation of the 13th Century 
mode in brick. Lammie and com- 
mon brick are used throughout 
save where permanent window sills 
are called for. In these cases 
French Travatine stone has been 
employed to good advantage. 

Both inside and out the lammie 
bricks are laid in varying patterns. 
On the tower, common brick has 
been treated in diaper patterns. In 
winter when efflorescence is given 
full play, the effect is very colorful 
indeed. 

Though the photograph does not 
definitely reveal the fact, the side 
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walls of this building are temporary with the exception 
of those that form sacristy and chapel. Nave arcades 
are filled in with walls of wire lath and plaster. Thus, 
when it is time for further expansion, aisles may be built 
to traverse these arcades without interfering with the 
church proper. Both temporary and permanent walls 
are finished in Portland cement stucco, colored yellow 
and given an uneven hand troweled finish. 

When present plans have been completely worked out, 
the tower will be twice its present height. The unit 
then will include a belfry. The present oak doorway 
will be replaced by a stone one. Above this, St. Luke’s 
choicest feature will be placed—the Theodore Roosevelt 
Memorial Window—treated in stone tracery in harmony 
with the new doorway. 


OMMUNITY architecture calls for tile roofs and 

here color grading has been carried out in a 
picturesque manner. At the eaves, fire-flashed tile, al- 
most a moss green, is used. Grading upward the hues 
change until at the top, there is found a cherry red. 
Gable cross is made of French Travatine stone. 

Roof timber is of solid fir, trusses mortised, tenoned, 
and pegged. Mouldings on these timbers are run by 
hand. Half timber screens separate the vestibule from 
nave and chapel. These have been designed with remov- 
able sash so additional seating capacity may be had. 

These were made by hand on the job. To effect fur- 
ther economy the work of building doors, pews and pul- 
pit was done on the site while construction was nearing 
completion. Estimated saving on pews was eight hun- 
dred dollars. All furniture is of oak, as are the present 
floors. The aisles, however, when they are built will be 
floored in a cork composition. 

At the present time chancel is unfinished save for a 
finely carved communion rail of oak. This was done 
Looking toward chancel and sanctuary. Roof timbers are 


solid fir, mortised, tenoned and pegged. Arches on either 
side are temporarily finished in Portland cement stucco

by Angelo Lualdi of Cambridge, Mass. Altar cross 
and candlestieks are also of oak, earved in original 
designs; also by Lualdi. 

The chapel while holding but ten persons at the 
present time will be enlarged later on by incorporat- 
ing the sacristy, now in the rear and separated from 
the chapel by a screen. Chapel will be decorated in 
mediaeval manner. 

To effect as authentic an antique effect as possible, 
lighting fixtures were given to a local blacksmith. Mr. 
Tappan supplied the design while the local craftsman 
wrought the unusually fine examples shown. 


ENEATH the chureh is a well designed Guild 

Hall. Parish activities will be held there until 

a parish house is built. To render these accommoda- 

tions as convenient as possible, complete kitchen and 
pantry facilities have been provided. 

Access to this Guild Hall is had from the vestibule. 
The plan will show these stairs leading downward at 
and inconspicuous, yet decidedly convenient point. 
This same idea of providing one entrance from which 
every parish activity may be reached has been carried 
out in disposing of approach to choir gallery. This 
is directly above and reached by stairs from vestibule. 

Suggested in the first exterior view is the particu- 
larly attractive notice board. Here is used an idea 
that any church might adopt to good advantage. It 
consists of an oak frame surmounted by a triangular 
piece of stained glass under a tiled gable. The 
stained glass portrays the scene of the crucifixion and 
the general effect is that of a wayside shrine. Under 
plain glass is the notice board equipped with change- 
able letters. 

Aside’ from the Workmen's Window, provisions 
have been made for a number of other symbolic treat- 


ments. Most of the spaces have 
been, filled at this time, some since 
the photographs were taken. The 
work on all these was done by Henry 
Wynd Young Studios in New York 
The best traditions of ancient 
stained glass were followed. 

The three lancets above the altar 
(only one of which was in place 
when photographs were taken) are 
of exceptional beauty in color and 
design. Temporary windows in side 
walls were also done in the Young 
Studios and have a variety of inter- 
esting symbols and decorations. 

A careful scheme of subjects has

been laid out for future donors to 
insure harmony of subjects. Glass 
in the screens is also of an interest- 
ing character with symbols and 
texts. In the doors of the vestibule 
appear the arms of the Diocese of 
Long Island and the seal of the 
parish. 

Mr. Robert Tappan, the architect, 
is also of Forest Hills, L. I. For- 
merly he was the New York repre- 
sentative for Cram and Ferguson,

of New York City, 
and in charge of 
the design and con- 
struetion of St. 
John the Divine 
and of St. Thomas' 
Churches of New 
York City. The 
scope of his work 
on the former edi- 
fice was of no small 
magnitude as those 
who know this ca- 
thedral will agree. . 
The February, 1925, issue of BurLD- 
ING AGE AND NATIONAL BUILDER de- 
seribed the cathedral. 

The expansion poliey of St. Luke's 
Chureh is a very interesting one. 
The gable at the tower marks the 
future line of a rectory which will 
be parallel with the church and con- 
nected at the front. An archway be- 
tween will permit easy access to the 
parish house and to the rector’s 
study, the latter to adjoin the tower. 

A parish house will extend at 
right to the church back of the 
rectory. 

In this manner the members of St. 
Luke’s Church have not only pro- 
vided means of expansion as condi- 
tions permit but in the meantime

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they are assured of an adequate and 
attractive church, chapel and parish 
hall combined. 

Very often when the small church 
is erected, its authorities are too con- 
fident of adding to it in the near 
future. Plans of this nature do not 
always materialize as soon as ex- 
pected and if provision has not been 
made for the one building to care 
for a number of activities, the results 
are discouraging. 

In the ease of the Forest Hills 
church, even if additional building 
plans did not mature for a number 
of years the congregation ean man- 
age their activities very satisfactor- 
ily in the present building. 

Editorial acknowledgment is made 
to Rev. William P. S. Lander for 
his earnest and competent aid in 
providing material. His interest 
in St. Luke's has its origin at a time 
when the building was represented 
solely by an architect’s rendering. 
The spirit that the workmen mani- 
fested may be attributed largely to 
his eonstant attention to the con- 


struetion work. 
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Domestic Refrigerating Systems 


HE demand for refrigeration 
during the summer months 
means that the builder must 

now direct his attention to the sub- 
ject in preparation for the installa- 
tion work. | 

The rapidly growing use of me- 
chanical refrigeration in small 
units, in place of ice, makes a work- 
ing knowledge of this form of equip- 
ment as necessary as heating, light- 
ing, and plumbing to the architeci 
and builder. 

While we are apt to think of me- 
chanical refrigeration as confined to 
cold storage warehouses, packing es- 
tablishments, and ice plants, by far 
the greater number installed each 
year have a capacity rating below 
10 tons of refrigeration per 24 hours, 
down to the small family refrigera- 
tor. Statistics show in recent years 
that only one large plant is installed 
to each 4 or 5 of the smaller types 
averaging around 10 tons, while of 
course the ratio increases as the size 
of the unit is reduced. 

The: common uses of refrigeration 
are far more numerous than we ap- 
preciate, and probably are well in 
excess of 200 at the present time. 

While no attempt will be made to 
enumerate them, those in which the 
average architect or builder is most 
interested include apartment houses, 
bakeries, clubs, confectioners’ shops, 
creameries and dairies, department 
stores, fish and meat markets, 
grocery and general stores, hos- 
pitals, hotels, office buildings, rail- 
road stations, restaurants, schools, 
residences, and various industries 
too numerous to mention.

Compare this with Fig. 2 and notice 
that principles are similar 


with & refrigerating machine, we 
put in mechanical work (from au 
engine or motor) and abstraet heat, 
thus lowering the temperature of a 
given substance, which may be brine 
in a tank or the air of a room. 

The simple gravity heating system 
shown in Fig. 1, and the refrigerat- 
ing system illustrated in Fig. 2, are 
practically the same in action, al- 
though water is the medium of heat 
transfer in the first case, with a 
working temperature between 212 
degrees and 219 degrees, while in 
the second case ammonia is the 
medium, working through a temper- 
ature of, say, 4 degrees to 85 degrees. 

In Fig. 1 we have a small furnace, 
boiler, and radiator, connected by 
piping, as shown. If a steam pres- 
sure of two pounds gauge is carried, 
it will have a temperature of 219 
degrees, a latent heat of 966 T.U., 
and the condensation will return 
from the radiator to the boiler at a 
temperature of about 214 degrees 
depending upon the length of pipe. 

Then in operation (neglecting the 
small amount of heat required to 
raise the water from the return 
temperature, 214 degrees, to the 
evaporating or boiling temperature, 
219 degrees), each pound of steam 
will abstraet from the furnace gases 
966 T.U. When eondensed in the 
radiator, this same quantity of heat 
will be given out to the surrounding 
air and pass away, and the pound of

CEMENT 


ROUND was broken late in 
(5 January —— simultaneously 

in Chicago, New York, 
Kansas City and Birmingham, Ala- 
bama for the construction of 
four prize-winning homes, to be 
built of concrete masonry under 
winter conditions. The designs to 
be used resulted from an archi- 
tectural competition in which 28 
eash prizes totaling $4,200 were 
awarded by the Lehigh Portland 
Cement Co. 

The nation-wide contest, gov- 
erned by the rules of the American 
Institute of Architects, brought to- 
gether 247 plans for six-room, two- 
story houses and five-room bunga- 
lows. The actual judging of the 
designs submitted was, however, 
only a preliminary to the important 
demonstrational building campaign 
which will provide exact informa- 
tion as to moderate price, concrete 
masonry, fire-safe residence con- 
struction costs during the winter 
months and to encourage such sea- 
sonable construction of homes. 

Conerete block or concrete tile 
are to be the materials used, with 
Portland cement stucco surfacing, 
using gray cement, demonstrating 
various textures and colors. The 
schedule calls for the completion 
of these first four demonstration 
„model“ homes during April.

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STEEL CONSTRUCTION 


T is surprising to find how 
1 many contractors have only a 

slight knowledge of what con- 
stitutes good practice in steel fram- 
ing. Of course the average con- 
tractor wil say why should I 
bother my head about that; that's 
the architect’s business. That is 
true enough, but a good builder 
should not be satisfied merely to 
blindly follow instructions. He 
should be wide awake enough to in- 
quire into the ways and wherefores 
of things so that he will know just 
why certain things are required, 
and will be able to recognize the 
difference between good and bad 
construction. 

With this end in view, the author 
will attempt to give here a few 
pointers on the more common items 
generally run across in light steel 
construction in the hope that they 
will give some contractor a hint as 
to why certain things should be so. 

Let us look at the column base in 
Fig. 1. Notice first that there is a 
steel plate between the column and 
the concrete pier upon which it 
rests. Always bear in mind never 
to rest a column or a beam directly 
upon masonry; a steel plate should 
always intervene. 

It is necessary that the plate be 
somewhat larger than the object to 
which it is attached since it thus 
helps to distribute the load over a 
greater surface of wall than would 
otherwise be the case. 

In the column footing shown in 
Fig. 1, two angles have been riveted 
to the bottom to assist in the dis- 
tribution of the column load over a 


Properly fabricated steel work will be all ready for the 
riveters when the derrick swings the pieces into posi- 
tion. Where the builder is called upon to specify the 
steel, he should exercise great care in obtaining the

greater area than that of the col. 
umn itself. 

Fig. 2 shows another instance 
where care was taken to prevent a 
beam from resting directly upon 
the masonry. Here it will be seen 


that the ends of the beam do not 
rest directly upon the masonry wall, 
but upon two steel channels set in: 
the wall. 

The steel channels serve to dis- 
tribute the load over a greater por- 
tion of the wall than would be the 
ease if the beam were simply al- 
lowed to rest on the wall. 

Where light beams are framed 
into walls it will suffice to use a 
steel plate instead of channels. 

In both instances bearing plates 
should be bedded in the walls be- 
fore the beam is set upon them, thus 
providing the assurance of a firm 
and stable support. 

"Where girders are framed to col- 
umns, the detail illustrated in 
Fig. 3 will be found to be most 
common. This is generally termed. 
a standard connection’’ and usu- 
ally follows an accepted set of 
Standards for different sized beams. 
as laid down by the various manu- 
facturers of steel shapes. These- 
standards specify the size of the 
connection angles and the number 
of rivets to be used for a given size- 
beam. 

Where columns run from story 
to story the detail shown in Fig. 4 
is used when the columns are of the 
same size. When the columns are 
of different sizes, however, the de- 
tail shown in Fig. 5 is used. Here- 
it will be seen that there is a plate 
between the upper and lower col- 
umns, and that the difference in 
width between the columns is com- 
pensated for by placing filler plates. 
at the sides where they are needed. 

The horizontal plate is placed be-

into place as 
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tween the two columns in order that 
the upper column may take a good 
bearing and thus transfer its load 
to all parts of the section of the 
lower column. The filler plates are 
used to make the joints tight. 

In the lower part of the illustra- 
tion in Fig. 5 will be seen the or- 
dinary connection for a light beam 
to a column. This consists of noth- 
ing more or less than a short piece 
3f angle iron of suitable dimen- 
„ions. 

In Fig. 6 this connection is shown 
to be reinforced with a piece of an- 
gle iron set vertically, which is 
called a ''stiffner."'

It is not good practice to use 
either of these methods of framing 
for any but comparatively light 
loads; all beams and girders carry- 
ing heavy loads should be framed 
as illustrated in Fig. 3. 

One really important point to re- 
member is to use rivets instead of 
bolts in the erection. Bolts should 
be considered merely as temporary 
holdings during erection and rivets 
should be substituted as quickly as 
possible. 

The advantage of a rivet in mak- 
ing a tight joint is easily under-

stood when one considers that these 
are placed in red hot; that is, the 
metal has expanded. Then, they fill 
every portion of the rivet hole and 
when cooling contraction takes place 
they pull both plate sections together 
as tightly as possible. 

Another important point is to re- 
member that the rivet holes should 
be in line. Otherwise shearing is 
less easily avoided, a factor against 
which the builder must guard. 

Always remember to have suff- 
cient bearing for the support of 
beams—that is depth in wall. Many 
so-called failures of steel beams are 
due to this neglect.

eonsiderable height it is always 

necessary to employ some quick 
method of hoisting material to the 
workmen, especially after the struc- 
ture has progressed several stories. 
Numerous devices are employed for 
this purpose, but one of the most in- 
genious, perhaps, is that recently 
used in connection with the con- 
struction of a hotel in a prominent 
eity of the West. 

In general shape, the device has 
the appearance of an overgrown 
coffee pot, resting upon a platform 
furnished with wheels. Reaching 
out from the machine is a powerful 
steel boom 30 feet long, which can 
be raised to a perpendicular, or 
lowered to & horizontal position. At 
the end of the boom is a rope and 
pulley for hoisting purposes. The 
machine has four levers, one being 
used in connection with the hoisting 
gear, another for the swinging gear, 
and still another to propel the car 
when traveling on its track, and 
fourth, a reversible lever to run the 
machine back and forth. 

The engine attached is double and 
reversible, having two cylinders, and 
is geared wtih a vertical motion, so 
that there is no lateral vibration. 
The engine and gearing as stated are 
mounted on a small platform pro- 
vided with trucks which run upon a 
track like a railroad car. It is pro- 
vided with two sets of wheels in 
order that the car may be run in two 
directions, one being at right angles 
to the other. 

The floor of the building upon 
which the apparatus is placed is pro- 
vided with tracks so that the car can 
be run to any place desired. In

the construction of the hotel re- 
ferred to steel beams, each weighing 
probably 1,000 pounds, are used. 
They rest on the ground about the 
building, and the hoisting machine 
which is placed on one of the upper 
stories, runs to the edge of the build- 
ing and lowers the long steel boom, 
which extends out a number of feet 
over the sidewalk. 

From the end of the boom a 56“ 
steel wire rope, capable of sustain- 
ing 12 tons, is run down. The beam 
is attached to the rope and then 
drawn to the story on which the ma- 
chine is placed, when the latter is 
made to travel along on its track like 
a street ear until it is in a position 
to deposit the beam where it is des- 
tined to go. 

The hoisting apparatus is under 
the control of one man, who is thus 
enabled to do the work formerly re- 
quiring a number of men. 
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MEANS 


HERE have been numerous 
schemes for clubs and co-op- 
erative houses lately formulated for 
the purpose of meeting the advanced 
ideas of the times, but the one which 
has perhaps attracted the most at- 
tention is that devised by a New 
York builder. He has lately begun 
a series of experiments in the erec- 
tion of flats, designed with a view 


to keeping husbands at home during 


the evening. He has now in process 
of erection a double-flat building, 
six stories high, the top one to be 
used as a billiard room. 

In the basement is a bowling alley 
extending the full length of the lots. 
This permits the pins to be at the 
further end of the alley in a vault, 
so that the noise of knocking them 
down will not in any way annoy the 
tenants of the building. It is de- 
signed to build the alleys in such & 
way as to deaden the noise of the 
balls. The author of this plan of 
bringing flat dwellers together in a 
sort of flat-house community pro- 
poses to give each tenant a separate 
night in each week on which to have 
the full use of these modern im- 
provements for himself and friends. 

The tenants can, of course, ex- 
change these privileges at will, but 
with this the owner has nothing 
whatever to do. It is said that the 
rent will be the same whether or not 
tenants avail themselves of the 
privileges of the billiard room and 
bowling alley. No charge to be made 
for the use of recreation rooms on 
allotted nights. 

The builder is doing this as an ex- 
periment, and if it does not pay he 
proposes to rent the pleasure hall 
for dwelling purposes. 


What Happened to These Ideas of Yesterday? 


ERE two contractors found means of meeting the 
conditions of 1891. What have become of their 
plans—the western builder’s new machine for hoisting 
—the New Yorkers’ artifice for ‘‘keeping husbands at 
home during the evening?’’ Was the need for them 
eliminated or have they been developed and are now in 
use in some vastly improved forms? 

The hoisting apparatus described sounds like a flex- 
ible contrivance but would it do today for shooting ma- 
terials to the eighteenth or nineteenth story of a steel 
structure? We now have elevators that move upward 
at lightning speed—electrically operated skips with 
speeds beyond the belief of builders of 1891. 

Steel work, lumber, and other bulky materials reach 
the workmen in slings on the ends of swiftly moving 
eables. Greater power, greater speed, are behind the 
derricks, taking the place of such ingenious devices as 
that used on the western hotel job back in the 90’s. 
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Here is one ease where a revolutionary change in de- 
sign of equipment was not needed to conform with im- 
proved building practice. Save for the introduction of 
electric power, hoists and derricks used today are much 
the same as those employed 35 years ago. Only faster, 
more powerful. 

The enterprising contractor who planned to include 
a billiard room and bowling alley in his development 
was successful or not—we have no means of knowing. 
But we do find a striking similarity between this social 
center idea and the community cooperative apartments 
of today. His ‘‘flats’’ were not cooperative but the 
recreation provisions were entirely in the hands of 
tenants. Today they have gone a step further and 
made apartments and social features cooperative af- 
fairs. And then there are now radios to ''keep hus- 
bands home of evenings! in one-room apartments with 
kitehenette. Or perhaps prohibition has aided the cause.

A Message to the 


By the N ational Association 


ANY of the recognized leaders in 

the construction industry are 

greatly concerned about the irre- 

sponsible contractor. They look on him as 

a menace to the industry and every effort is 

being put forth to eliminate the irresponsible 

operator whose only ambition is to get all he 
can and give as little as possible. 

This is a worthy movement and should 
have the support of every high minded, 
ethical man in the business. However, at 
this time it is our desire to treat the question 
of responsibility from a slightly different 
angle. We are of the opinion that a con- 
tractor who builds according to the best of 
his ability, following closely the plans and 
specifications of the architect, who uses the 
best materials obtainable, who employs 
none but the highest skilled mechanics in 
the various trades, who conducts his busi- 
ness on a high ethical plane, but who refuses 
to participate in and actively support the or- 
ganization movement of his industry fails 
in his responsibility. 

Perhaps his sin of omission is not as great 
as the sin of commission of the contractor 
who deliberately skimps the job, but he is 
failing in the discharge of a duty and an ob- 
ligation which he owes to his industry. 

Theodore Roosevelt once said, “Every 
man owes some of his time to the upbuild- 
ing of the profession to which he belongs.” 
Every man, be he a cobbler, a lawyer, a 
baker, a doctor, or a contractor, should take 
an active interest in the work of the associa- 
tion movement in his particular calling. 

Conditions are rarely, if ever, made better 
in any field of human endeavor without 
some concerted effort on the part of those 
who want to see changes brought about. 
This is especially true in the construction in- 


industry. 


dustry. If present practices and abuses are 
to be corrected these corrections will have 
to come from within the industry itself. 

Considerable progress was made in the or- 
ganization movement of the construction 
industry during the first quarter of the pres- 
ent century. There is, generally speaking, 
a better and more kindly feeling on the part 
of contractors toward each other. This has 
been brought about in a large degree 
through the frequent gatherings of men in- 
terested in the same business for the purpose 
of exchanging ideas and thoughts. 


HE work has, however, been handi- 

capped owing to the refusal of scores of 
up-standing contractors in every commun- 
ity to recognize their responsibility to their 
There are certain individuals in 
every line of endeavor in every city of the 
country who have a reputation for fairness 
and square dealing that makes them marked 
among men. The influence of these leaders 
is tremendous; once they are thoroughly 
sold on the idea of organization, the move- 
ment in that particular community begins 
to grow and prosper. 

As we enter 1926, and the second quarter 
of the present century, it is the wish of the 
officers of the National Association of Build- 
ing Trades Employers that this year and 
the ones to follow may witness a greater 
realization on the part of contractors every- 
where of their duty and responsibility to 
this vast industry. Itis our hope that those 
who have been pioneers in the movement 
locally, in the various states and nationally, 
may take new courage and that those who 
have as yet failed to discharge their full 
duty may be brought to a realization of their 
obligation.

Built-in Garages 


A Comfort in Winter Weather 


FAMOUS 
cartoon of an 
equally fa- 


mous cartoonist pic- 
tures the predica- 
ment of a suburban 
villager on the day 
of the first big snow 
storm. The doors 
of his garage are 
banked high with 
snow and survey- 
ing the scene re- 
flectively he com- 
ments: And last Spring I put my 
snow shovel in there for safe-keep- 
ing. 9 

At least you will have access to 
your shovel if your garage is made 
an integral part of the house with 
connecting door between. Too often 
though this desire for comfort and 
convenience permits of unpardon- 
able fire hazards. 

The built-in garage can be made 
fire-resistant and on his next job 
the builder should make sure that 
he is doing the work the right way. 
Here are a few suggestions that may 
be found in the report of the Build- 
ing Code Committee, Bureau of 
Standards, Dept. of Commerce, in 
its bulletin on Small Dwelling Con- 
struction.

family houses may not be at- 

tractive in appearance. Be- 
cause box-like ‘‘flats,’’ marring our 
landseapes, are the more common, it 
does not follow that good design 
cannot be incorporated when the 
builder sees fit. 

For the same area of site there is 
no doubt but that the two-family ar- 
rangement is the most economical in 
the field of small residence building. 
But it can be just as economical and 
still be a credit to the neighborhood. 
Architects C. T. MeFarland and A. 
W. Laurie, of Boston, prove this be- 
yond the peradventure of a doubt. 

On these two pages samples of 
their work stand tribute to archi- 
tectural ingenuity. Not only have 
they provided pleasing means of 
housing two separate family units 
but they have successfully borrowed 
from foreign precedents. 

Just as the Californian duplex 
lends itself so well to Spanish Mis- 
sion treatment, these men have 
found Italian, English and Spanish 
all suitable for two-flat homes. 

And for each, one set of plans 
may be used! Study these two care- 
fully and see how entirely adequate 
each is for a family of three or four, 
or even for a family of five. . 

The first floor arrangement calls 
for a side entrance opening in a 
space between dining room and liv- 
ing room. The second floor is ap- 
proached from a front entry and 
stairs climbing to living room and 
hall. The advantages of these sepa-

rate entrance provisions are im- 
mediately evident. The usual ar- 
rangement, placing the two en- 
trances in the front and side-by-side 
is not looked upon favorably by 
those who wish the nearest approach 
to a one-family house. This is the 
solution to that objection. 

Another striking feature is em- 
bodied in the rear approach. Notice 
that the ground falls away in back 
and presents an opportunity to pro- 
vide a passageway through the cel- 
lar. This has been done and the 
stairways may be used in common

Something in the manner of a 
semi-private hall is found in the 
placing of bathrooms between bed- 
rooms. The plan shows this feature 
and how the spaces have been 
utilized for closets. 

Breakfast nooks have been allo- 
cated in their most logical spaces— 
between kitchens and dining rooms. 
Opening to loggia from the latter 
are French windows. 

On the second floor where the 
loggia spans two rooms, two win- 
dows give access. Below, the loggia 
is placed in line with dining room 
and one window suffices. In both 
cases, remember, these sun rooms 
are above the ground, and provide 
unusually pleasant porches. 

It would be difficult to decide 
which of the two plans is to be pre- 
ferred. Both are laid out with 
emphasis on convenience and the 
importance of providing maximum 
room for ground area.

$6,600,000,000—a figure in excess of that we esti- 
mated would be the amount, thus verifying our 
predietion that 1925 would be better than 1924..

ATHER revolutionary is the legislation con-

dividual building operations, it is contemplated to 
raze old structures and replace them with new model 
buildings on a big scale. The idea is to have the 
state condemn certain blocks; then to build model 
tenements covering at least four blocks with a large 
central court or park in the middle so that plenty 
of fresh air and sunlight will be assured each room 
and rent these at a price within reach of the families 
of small income.

The Partial Payment Plan 


ROM time to time we have published items re- 

garding the installment payment plan as sup- 
plied to building construction, especially repair and 
building work. We have advocated this because it 
seemed the right way to secure additional business 
and affording real service to home owners. Of 
course, in isolated cases the privileges have been 
abused. 

The Upson Company have made an investigation 
amongst retail lumber dealers asking for their frank 
opinion of whether the partial payment plan was 
of benefit to the dealer. In the majority of opinions 
given the plan meets with disfavor among the 
building supply dealers. That the opinion of these 
reports to the Upson Company are sincere, we have 
no doubt, but we do know that the building supply 
business is one of the most conservative business 
lines, and any innovation must prove itself right. 

Advertising by supply dealers to the consumer 
met with but little favor until some mail order 
houses tried it and walked away with orders right 
under the noses of local dealers. This woke them 
up to the fact that they also must do something 
to get business and hold it and not put the entire 
burden on manufacturers who certainly are doing 
their part in creating a demand for different build- 
ing products and specialties. 

The partial payment plan for repair work is 
one that affords a real service to the consumer, 
and for that reason, it will develop and grow the 
same as the building loan idea has grown for the 
man wanting to build his own home. Very few have 
the entire amount of ready cash to invest. 


Ihe Florida Building Situation 


Lake City reports 


Through our reader, Mr. R. B. Clem- 
ents, a builder, we received the follow- 
ing report: 

W E are having a general boom in 
the building business. There is a 
big demand for houses of all kinds— 
both business and residential There is 
not any shortage of mechanics so far 
as there are many tourists passing and 
taking up the work as it demands. 

The greatest handicap is material and 
especially millwork, also plumbing sup- 
plies. We have no planing mill or nov- 
elty works in town but a fine territory 
for one. We have no local architect, 
and I think one could do well here. 


as Lakeland views it 


From the Lakeland Chamber of Com- 
merce comes the following report: 

HE building situation in Lakeland 

is in an unusually flourishing condi- 
tion; this city having issued permits 
during 1925 totaling over $8,500,000. It 
is difficult at this time to secure mate- 
rials, although several Lakeland econ- 
tractors were foresighted enough to plan 
their building in advance and order in 
such quantities as not to, in some cases, 
slow up their work. Others have found 
it very difficult to get materials and it 
has been necessary to delay a number 
of large projects, as well as some homes 
and small buildings, because of inab- 
ility to get materials. 

Lakeland is well supplied with archi- 
tects and draftsmen and apparently there 
are quite a few building contractors 
here, all of whom are having about as 
much business as they can handle. That 
other contractors might profitably lo- 


cate here I do not doubt. The city of 
Lakeland is doing about $2,500,000 of 
various sorts of public improvements; 
including $1,250,000 in municipal build- 
ings and contractors on these jobs have 
not found it difficult to secure a suffi- 
cient number of skilled building me- 
chanics and unskilled laborers, although 
there is not at this time any surplus of 
labor here. 

Those in the building trade in Lake- 
land estimate that approximately $20,- 
000,000. of construction will be started 
during 1926 in this city.

Lumber dealers are very short on al 
stock. Embargoes on building material 
in the State of Florida applies on al 
lines of building materials. I cannot say 
there is a shortage on labor at present 
only in common skilled labor sums about 
par with building and different construe- 
tion work. In the South, West and East 
I believe if Florida's shipping conditions 
were normal skilled labor would be in 
demand. General conditions are good. 
Our local architects, draftsmen, contrac- 
tors, machinists are busy.  Betail sup- 
ply dealers are short on stock of brick, 
lime, plaster, cement, tile, composition, 
roofing, etc. Lumber in general construc- 
tion work is held up by embargoes now 
on building material.

at prices that a carpenter can pay, rang- 
ing from $125 per month with the sky 
for the limit above that, and are not very 
plentiful at that. In fact, rent is be- 
yond the reach of the average carpen- 
ter’s means. Board with rooms cannot be 
obtained as far as we know, all such 
places being full and running over. 
Rooms can be secured at $8.00 per week 
and up and meals cost about 76e and up 
and every eating place is full. 

We have such an influx of mechanics 
that they have overcrowded the facili- 
ties for taking care of them and still 
they come. The main cause of the pres- 
ent state of affairs in the building line 
is the wholly inadequate means of get- 
ting building supplies in here as fast as 
they are used. 

Please do not accept this as the word 
of a pessimist because we are vitally in- 
terested in the growth of Miami and Flor- 
ida in general, and stand ready to as- 
sist any brother who desires to come 
here in every way possible, but these 
are facts which we feel you should know 
before coming. |

Miami again 


Conditions as viewed by Miami Cham- 
ber of Commerce: 

HE building situation in Miami is 

apparently in fairly good shape. 
There will undoubtedly be a demand for 
architects, draftsmen and especially for 
building contractors and building me- 
chanics of various sorts during the pres- 
ent year. 

The transportation situation resulted 
in there being somewhat of a shortage in 
building supplies, but the Seaboard Air 
Line Railroad is expected to be com- 
pleted into this city within the next 
120 days which will relieve it to a con- 
siderable extent. The heavy shipments 
of building material to Florida have 
caused embargoes to be laid down in 
some instances, but especially after the 
elose of the winter season when the 
tourist traffic has somewhat abated this 
situation will be alleviated. Materials 
of every kind are needed by builders 
here, even down to building rock. 

The building program during the pres- 


ent year will greatly exceed that of last 
year which set what is considered a re- 
markable record. Announcements of en- 
terprises planned for immediate start 
indicate that a new record for the South- 
ern states will be established by Miami. 


Miami Beach reports 


Through its Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
A. C. Terry, Secretary: 
HILE there is considerable build- 
ing going on in the cities of Mi- 
ami and Miami Beach, the embargo ex- 
isting now makes building material 
extremely difficult to secure, and we do 
not encourage workmen to come here, 
until the embargo is lifted and condi- 
tions resume their normal trend. 


Palatka and Vicinity 


I T affords me great pleasure to write 
you a letter from my point of view, 
as a traveling man selling millwork 
throughout the state. 

We have in Florida at this time the 
greatest building boom that it has ever 
been my privilege to witness during a 
wide experience in the building busi- 
ness in various parts of the United 
States. 

There appears to be an ample amount 
of architects and draftsmen and really 
a surplus of contractors, as well as me- 
chanics in many lines. There are also 
more material dealers in Florida than I 
have ever seen in one locality and all 
appear to be prosperous. 

All building work, however, is greatly 
handicapped in the State of Florida, due 
to insufficient transportation, both rail 
and water. 

In my opinion, this new year will be 
the greatest year in the building busi- 
ness ever experienced by one locality in 
this country. The drawback is simply 
a lack of transportation for which I 
see no immediate relief.

In 
the past few months builders were out- 
bidding each other for building mate- 
rials upon its arrival due to the railroad 
embargo. New coastal navagiation com- 
panies have been organized and are now 
operating, these greafly relieve the rail- 
roads and in turn help to lower the cost 
of building materials which everybody 
has anxiously been waiting for. 

Contractors, builders and construction 
companies are increasing in numbers 
weekly and seem to grow like mushrooms 
all over Florida. In the course of time, 


however, I believe the number will be 
considerably diminished by the old natu- 
ral law of ‘‘the survival of the fittest.” 

The builders’ choice of mechanics is 
better today than it was a few months 
ago as there are more of them, the com- 
ing winter bringing many to Florida. 
It is now possible to choose from skilled 
mechanics; this was sadly lacking a few 
months ago and I believe it never will 
be that way again as the good mechanic 
is sure of being taken care of and will 
etay.

However, more 
business blocks and residences are being 
planned almost daily. 

Every commodity used in construction 
work is needed in order to permit im- 
provements being made as rapidly as 
they should be in order to take care of 
the demands. The improvements and 
building program outlined for Palmetto 
80 far this year amounts to approximate- 
ly $4,500,000.

In other words there is the 
demand for buildings, the 
workmen to put them up, the 
money to pay for the work, 
but no material to work with. 

In my opinion when the em- 
bargo is lifted and building 
material can be shipped in, 
work will start with a rush 
and continue steadily all 
through the summer.

There are not enough mill-working 
plants in this locality to supply the de- 
mand for finishing material There are 
over one hundred jobs here in this city 
that are held up for want of material 
of one kind or another. South Florida 
is growing and developing very fast and 
the improvements are solid and sub- 
stantial.

„As I understand you,” said the 
foreman with mock gravity, ‘‘there 
are so many different things in the 
carpenter’s business, with so many 
different names, that you are afraid 
some day you will be called upon 
for something, and won’t be able to 
deliver the goods because you don’t 
know the name of it.” | 

He waved his hand with a ges- 
ture of indifference. ‘‘There’s no 
cause for worry. you'll know the 
names of all kinds of roofs long 
enough before you are ever called 
upon to frame one. 

There's never a doubt of it," 
agreed Roberts, III know the 
names of most of them before the 
starting whistle blows. Get busy. 

The foreman grinned his appre- 
ciation, picked up a scrap of form 
lumber, and while he was busily 
sketching on it asked: 

„By the way, which form of roof 
would you class as being the most 
simple? Which do you think was in- 
vented first?’ 

Roberts didn’t know; he supposed 
the lean-to, or shed roof, should be 
so classed. 

“You will find plenty of people 


who will agree with you,“ was the 


reply, “‘but I think we may safely 
assume that primitive peoples would 
be likely to select the simplest form 
of roof, and amongst their dwellings 
you will find the shed roof conspicu- 
ous by its absence. The roof of primi- 
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tive and savage peoples, 
almost invariably, takes 
the form of the pyramid, 
the eone, or the dome. 
Witness the huts of the 
South Sea Islander, the 
wigwam of the Indian, 
and the igloo of the 
Eskimo. 

** Again, if I asked you 
what form of roof you considered 
the most diffieult to build, you would 
probably answer, a hip and valley 
roof of unequal piteh, or perhaps 
an ogee tower roof, or a combination 
of the two; when as a matter of fact 
practically all of the most marvel- 
ous are gable roofs. 

„This has no particular beariuy 
on our present discussion, but if you 
keep it in mind it may, at some 
future date, keep you from getting 
all swelled up with the idea that you 
have worked a miracle because you 
have managed to frame a roof cor- 
reetly, the largest timber in which 
was a two by six. 

And now here are a few roofs 
for you to go on with. Fig. 1 is the 
shed roof, or lean-to. Also called a

Architectural Acoustics 


UILDERS and architects know that 

sound vibrations are transmitted 
from the point of origin through the air 
or other media. These progress in sphere- 
like waves with the intensity steadily 
diminishing. When the vibrations strike 
the surface, part of the energy is re- 
flected and part is absorbed. 

It follows that the absorption co- 
efficients of surface and the dimensions 
of the room are important factors in the 
problem. 

The result of considerable experi- 
mental work along these lines has re- 
sulted in the development of Acoustic- 
Celotex, a board made by felting the 
fibres of sugar cane. Celotex Insulating 
Lumber is made from the same basic 
material.

OR builders who are faced with the 

problem of distributing a small 
amount of concrete over a relatively

West Palm Beach reports 


OUR letter of recent date at hand. 

In view of our commercial and man- 
ufacturing problem at the present time, 
your request is an interesting one. 

For the past seven months there has 
been such a shortage in building mate- 
rials of all kinds that contractors are 
handicapped everywhere. Labor has been 
plentiful, but materials almost unavail- 
able, especially, cement, brick, tile, plas- 
ter and lumber. 

As a former contractor and present 
building inspector, I would certainly ap-

ingle-nook, such as warms the typical 
English eottage, but & small utilitar- 
ian affair projecting out of the wall. 
One representative Spanish hearth 
eonsists of a layer of briek project- 
ing about two feet from the wall on 
the floor, above that a platform of 
wood surfaced with iron, an old- 
fashioned iron fire-back against the 
wall and a plaster hood over the 
whole affair sloping backward as it 
rises to the raftered ceiling. 

Another common type is a small 
low opening in the wall, with a pave- 
ment on the floor for the fire to be 
built on and a hood like that already 
described. Only seldom will you 
find a mantel above a fireplace, but 
its absence is partly compensated 
for by the fineness of the andirons 
and other metal accessories. 

You will find in many of these 
Spanish houses that the ground- 
floor is one, two or three different 


levels with one or two steps going 
up or down from one room to an- 
other. Rugs and carpets are al- 
most unknown, the floors being 
paved with bricks or tiles. 

Raftered ceilings prevail, both up- 
stairs and down. One kind of Span- 
ish ceiling-treatment is distinctive. 
It consists of rafters running length- 
wise of the room, supported by 
arches which span the chamber from 
side to side. Usually the arches are 
of plaster, fairly broad, kalsomined 
in some bright color, while the raft- 
ers are painted another tone. A 
combination of yellow walls rising 
to an arched-and-raftered ceiling of 
ultramarine blue and white or black 
and orange is not rare in Spain. 

This coloring may be considered 
typical of all Spanish woodwork. 

Such is the interior of the typical 
Spanish dwelling—far different 
from what we Americans, with our 
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ideas derived from our own South- 
west rather than the mother-coun- 
try, would expect. In considering 
whether or not we should adopt this 
style for our own home, we should 
remember the words of Arthur Byne 
and Mildred Stapely Byne, the 
pioneers in informing American 
architects and designers about Span- 
ish residences. 

The Spanish house is always un- 
pretentious,’’ they wrote in their 
most recent books. ‘‘Precisely be- 
eause it is so simple, to adapt it to 
the needs of the twentieth century 
requires subtley. Moreover, viewed 
from a practical standpoint, a style 
that minimizes the use of expensive 
materials and makes but limited de- 
mands on expert handieraft is worth 
eonsideration in a country where 
material is eostly and good erafts- 
manship is not yet-an age-old tra- 
dition.’’

The Foreman Talks About Roofs

pent roof, but more 
properly a pent house ; 
a pent house being 
really a sloping roof 
the upper end of which 
is attached to & wall 
or building, while the 
lower end is supported 
on posts or brackets. 
Such a pent house is 
often seen as a shel- 
ter over a window or doorway, al- 
though the term ' pent house' has al- 
most entirely disappeared from the 
earpenter's voeabulary. 

„Fig. 2 is a gable roof; Fig. 3, a 
gable with pediment, and Fig. 4, a 
gable with horizontal returns. In 
this latter form, the side cornice of 
the building is returned the width 
of itself across the ends and the 
lower ends of the gable cornice fin- 
ishes off on top of this return, thus 
eliminating the problem of mitering 
the sloping cornice with the hori- 
zontal.’’ 

„Seems to me," said Roberts, 
*'that you eliminate one problem and 
aequire two or three more. Isn't it 
a much bigger job to make all these 
extra miters and fit the beveled end 
of the gable cornice, than it is to 
miter the sloping cornice with the 
horizontal ?’’ 

Some day," asserted the fore- 
man, ‘‘you’ll be quite certain that it 
isn't. To miter a raking cornice 
with a level one, it is necessary to 
get special mouldings. These can be 
designed to member exactly, but any-

one that has had much 
of this class of work to 
do will be glad to tell 
you that they rarely 
are so designed, and 
that making them 
miter is the sort of 
job that increases the 
use of bad English. 
There is another way 
of getting around this 
difficulty, but this discussion has to 
do with roofs and we'd better leave 
the cornices until some future time. 

„Fig. 5 is a combined shed and 
gable roof, frequently used when 
making additions to existing build- 
ings. These shed roofs when covered 
with shingles are nearly always de- 
fective through being designed of 
too flat a pitch. I remember getting 
a blue print once which showed the 
shed roof over the front porch of so 
flat a pitch that the thickness of the 
butts of the doubled course of shin- 
gles at the eaves would have run the 
water into the roof instead of off it. 

„Take a look at our shed roof in 
Fig. 1. It appears to have a fairly 
good slope, but to compare it with 
a gable roof you should draw a line 
from the center of the rafter to the 
opposite wall. Or better yet, draw a 
one-third, or half-pitch shed roof to 
seale. 

„Fig. 6 is the hip roof, known in 
some localities as a cottage roof, 
which is a rather indefinite term, to 
say the least. When the hip roof is 
placed on a square building, the hips 
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come together in the center and we 
get a pyramidal roof, though we 
rarely hear the horny-handed he- 
carpenter using this term. If the 
pitch of the pyramidal roof is very 
steep it then becomes a tower roof, 
or a spire. 

„Sometimes, when the building 
is only a few feet longer than it is 
wide, the hips are still made to come 
together in the center, thus making 
the rafters longer on the ends of the 
building than they are on the sides, 
which gives us a hip roof of unequal 
pitch.’’ 


In a later issue Mr. Crussell will 
continue this educational talk. Prob- 
ably most seasoned builders could 
take the foreman’s place as teacher 
but even to them this review will 
prove worth while.

HIS item illustrates the manner of 
fixing a base ground at a door jamb 
set in a brick wall. Reference to the 
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sketch will show how it is done. Notice 
that the jamb is reenforced with a 
2 x 4" block at the base. A plaster 
ground for the door opening, which is 
a 1 x 1”, is fixed to the jamb. 

The base ground is attached to the 
block at the bottom of the jamb. This 
block at the base performs a very use- 
ful function in that it assists in an- 
choring the jamb and aids in the pré- 
vention of distortion of the opening. 


Steel End Plates for 
Wood Trusses 


J UST as a chain is no stronger than 
its weakest link, so is a truss no 
stronger than its weakest joint. In 
the many jobs the writer has inspected 
it was surprising to see how many in- 
stances of weak joint detailing he has 
seen in wood trusses. Most fault was 
to be found in the manner in which the 
end joint was handled. 

In the truss shown here a good thing 
has been done to overcome any poasi- 


claimed his best ideas came 
from watching ‘‘green’’ men at 
work. He meant, presumably, 
that these workmen were not gov- 
erned by habit and often stum- 
bled upon new and practical 
methods. There is a great deal 
in that thought. Perhaps these 
shortcuts will answer the same 
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bility of failure of the truss due to a 
weak end joint, and that is the fixing 
of a steel tie-plate. This plate which 
cireles the lower chord at the end, adds 
considerably to the strength of the truss 
and where laminated trusses are built 
this plate is & necessity. 


Take Care of Your 
Equipment 


ANY the time this writer has heard 


complaints about  contractor’s 
equipment, only to find upon investiga- 
tion that the fault lay with the owner 
of the machine and not- with the ma- 
chine itself. 

Give your machinery a chance, It is 
unfair to expect it to work perfectly 
unless you take care of it. No machine 
will stand constant abuse without re- 
bellion. 

Take for instance the concrete mixer 
shown here. This contractor has taken 
absolutely no pains whatsoever to keep 
his mixer clean. He has allowed the 
concrete to accumulate on the drum so 
that instead of making the normal num- 
ber of revolutions per minute the speed 
of revolution of the drum is cut down, 
because of the additional weight of the 
concrete on the drum that the machine 
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must handle. The mixer does not work 


properly because it was never oiled, and 
cement was allowed to get into the 
bearings. 

The contractor had a long tale of woe 
to tell me but he got no sympathy. He 


didn’t deserve it. He never gave the 
machine a sporting chance to make 
good. Take care of your equpiment 
and it will serve you well. 


Ineffective Fire-Stopping 
HIS picture illustrates an instance 
in which a builder tried to use the 

projecting bricks as firestopping in order 


to prevent the passage of flame from 
floor to floor behind the plaster. This 
method of fire-stopping is in conformance 
with the best modern practice in this 
line but in the case described here, see 
bow poorly the fire stopping serves its 
purpose. 

If the builder had set a solid line of 
projecting brick at the ceiling line the 
purpose of fire-stopping would be well 
served, but in this case the bricks which 
project from the wall are spaced so far 
apart that there would be room for the 
flames to pass between them. 
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There is actual economy in 
finishing interiors with this 
lustrous, washable paint.

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A Bit of Porchwork 


Framing 


HERE is a bit of framing in regard 
to porch stairs which is well worthy 
of notice. 


It may mean a bit more 


work, but if it is desired to do a good 
job this extra bit of labor and material 
wil be well worth while installing. 
Instead of nailing the  porch-stair 
stringer to the wall and calling it a job 
well done, this contractor goes one step 
farther. As will be seen in the illus- 
tration, he has set a joist across the 


opening against which the stringer is 
butted, thus affording the assurance 
that in no case will there be a possi- 
bility of the stringer slipping from its 
nail moorings and throwing the stair out 
of line. 

The joist is set in place in the wall 
in the same manner as the floor joist, 
and serves not only as a stop for the 
stringer but also as a part of the porch 
floor system. 


Wood Firestopping 


Between Joists 


A VERY important point to be taken 
into consideration in the construc- 
tion of all homes is the ability of the 
building to resist fire. Many casual- 
ties which might have been prevented, 
many deaths and injuries all go back to 
the case of someone not having seen to 


it that the building was made fire-resist- 
ant in the very beginning. 

One way of helping to avoid fire 
losses is by means of firestopping, or 
confining the fire to a single room and 
preventing its spread to other parts of 
the building, thus giving the occupants 
a chance to escape. Firestopping 
must be built into the building if it is 
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to be had at all. Its point of effective- 
ness is not on the surface but under- 
neath the surface, in partitions and be- 
tween floors. 

In the photograph shown here is illus- 
trated a means. of preventing the 
spread of fire from room to room by 
blocking off the space between the 
joists. The passage of the flames is 
blocked here by a wall of wood which 
is slow burning. 


Cover Dangerous 
Openings 
HERE is absolutely no question but 


that a good many of the accidents 
which occur on building jobs could 
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easily be prevented by the expenditure 
of only a small amount of time and 
effort. Insurance rates for accident and 
compensation are high for a good rea- 
son, and that is the fact that accidents 
are frequent. The deplorable part of 
it allis the fact that many of these ac- 
cidents need never have happened. 

Take, for instance, the photograph 
illustrated here. It shows a series of 
vent-duct openings in the slab of a re- 
inforeed concrete floor. Notice that no 
effort has been made to prevent a work- 
man from stepping through the open- 
ing and possibly injuring himself sev- 
erely. Protection of this sort for a con- 
dition of this kind could be provided at 
so little cost that it is really criminal 
not to use it. 

Just a few planks, laid down on the 
slab to cover the opening are all that 
is required. What chance has a man 
carrying a load to watch for openings 
in the floor? What possibility of seeing 
such openings when one is walking in 
the dark? They should be covered. 


One Means of Preventing 


Theft 


Or thing commonly stolen from the 
contractor is the wheelbarrow. 
This valuable piece of equipment has a 
good many uses and it is therefore a 
great temptation to the petty thief. It 
may be too because of the fact that 


wheelbarrows are so hard to trace, and so 
easily disposed of that they are so often 
stolen. 

If you will slip a chain through the 
wheels of the wheelbarrows as this con- 
tractor has done so that all of them are 
held together as shown here, and then 
close the chain with a good lock you 
will go a long way toward stopping this 
loss. 

While it is easy enough to get away 
with a single wheelbarrow it is quite 
another matter to try to move a half 
dozen, especially if they are locked to- 
gether. No petty thief would care to be 
caught sneaking off with a load like this. 
Wheeling away a barrow is quite differ- 
ent from dragging off five.

Building With Wood 


Trusses 


HE wood truss seems to be the logi- 

cal building unit where it is neces- 

sary to build roofs where the unsupported 

span is too great for ordinary joist con- 
struction. 


Steel trusses are also used but inas- 
much as steel is not always obtainable 
immediately the wood truss is generally 
resorted to unless there are specifications 
ealling for a fireproof building. 

When building with either wood or 
steel trusses it must be borne in mind 
that the wall of ordinary width is not 
heavy enough to carry the concentrated 
load delivered by the truss and therefore 
the truss must be carried on pilasters. 
These pilasters should be built up from 
the basement as is illustrated here. In 
this case provision for the pilasters was 
made when the foundation was poured. 

The form was so built that the foun- 
dation for the pilaster was integral with 
the foundation for the wall. The brick 
pilaster which is built up the level of the 
truss is carried on the concrete pilaster 
built into the foundation. 


Carrying Joist Past Pipe 
Chase 


ERE is an instance where the con- 
tractor could have saved a small sum 

by slightly cheapening the job but in- 
stead of so doing he spent the extra 
few cents required and completed the 
work in a real workmanlike fashion. 
In the location of the pipe chase the 
mason contractor made a miscalculation, 
resulting in having the chase located 


exactly at the point where it was re- 
quired to rest a joist on the wall. The 
carpenter contractor was then faced with 
the problem of finding a proper bearing 
for his joist. 

An easy way out would have been to 
move the joist over to one side so that 
it rested on the side of the pipe chase. 
This, however, would destroy the joint 
spacing and leave a weak spot in the 
floor. It would also have furnished but 
an insecure bearing for the joist, with 
a possibility of the joist slipping off 
the shoulder of the opening and down 
into the chase. 


There is, of course, only one right 
way to do this kind of a job, and that is 
the way illustrated. Here is just an- 
other instance of how attention to small 
details goes toward making for better 
buildings. 


To Set Tile Fire 
Stopping 


[7 is a known fact that a 
goodly reduction could 
be made in the annual fire 
losses if means were at 
hand to confine a fire once 
it started. In building 
small homes and apart- 
ments the item of prevent- 
ing the spread of fire should 
be very carefully looked 
into from a safety angle. 


Fire stopping, or steps to prevent the 
spread of the flames, should be in- 
staled wherever it is possible. 

Illustrated here is an instance where 


fire stopping is used between joists over 
a steel beam. The fire stopping con- 
sists of a piece of hollow tile set on 
the beam and held by mortar. 
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Piling Face Brick 


HERE face briek are used on a 

job it is essential that they be 

piled carefully, lest several be damaged 

in case of the collapse of the pile. If 

the pile tends to lean outward it may 

be steadied by using the idea illustrated. 

Simply set a 1-inch board in the pile 

so that the outside layer is tilted up- 
ward. This will help considerably.

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Installing Oil Burning V Water Heaters 


HE water pipes running from 

tank to faucets should be 

made as short as possible, 

preferably either - in. or 34-inch in 

diameter. Too large a pipe is not 
desirable for two reasons:

to flow. If the pipes are small, this 
is a matter of only a few seconds. 
If they are large, the time required 
is longer. 


Flue 


The question as to whether a 
kerosene water heater should be con- 
nected to a flue depends to a great 
extent on the design of the heater, 
and the manufaeturer's directions 
should be followed as closely as pos- 
sible. Many otherwise good installa- 
tions have been spoiled by improper 
flue connections. 

Generally when a flue is used, a 
draft hood should be provided to 
prevent down drafts or excessively 
strong drafts from affecting the op- 
eration of the burner.

Connecting to Tank 


There are two usual methods of 
connecting the water heater to the

tank. In one the riser from the 
top of the water heater is connected 
to a tee in the hot water outlet pipe 
close to the top of the tank. This is 
the construction shown in Fig. 1. It 
has been used very largely in the 
past and gives good results. 

It is important, however, to run 
the pipes exactly as shown and not 
in the manner shown in Fig 2. With 
the installation, as shown in Fig 2, 
when hot water is drawn from pipe 
"*D,"' part of it flows from the top 
of the tank through A“ as desired, 
but it is diluted with cold water 
flowing through pipes ‘‘C’’ and 
„B,“ resulting in the water at the 
faucet being only luke warm. 

Another objection to the installa- 
tion shown in Fig. 2 is that air 
frequently pockets at the point 
A,“ impending the circulation. 

* Another satisfactory installation 
is shown in Fig. 3, which shows the

water heater connected into two 
side spuds as furnished on present 
day standard tanks. These spuds 
are located 6 inches from the top 
and bottom of the tank. 

While this installation makes a 
very simple, secure way of attach- 
ing the water heater and in general 
gives excellent results, a small quan- 
tity of hot water is not available 
quite so quickly as with the installa- 
tion shown in Fig. 1. 

This is because the hot water flow- 
ing into pipe ‘‘A’’ mixes with the 
eold water in the tank instead of 
settling on top of it as is the case 


in Fig. l. Outside of this one draw- 
back, however, it is a very good in- 
stallation. 

It is important that pipe ‘‘A’’ be 
not lower than 6 inches from the 


top of the tank. If connected a 
foot or more below the top of the 
tank, it will require too long a time 
before any really hot water is 
available. 

It occasionally is found desirable 
to connect a water heater and also 


the waterpack of a stove or coil in 
a furnace to the same tank. This 
can be done provided the hot water 
outlet from the top of the water 
heater is connected to the top of the 
tank and the hot water outlet from 
the furnace or stove is connected to 
the tank at a somewhat lower point. 

This results in two independent 
circulations which do not interfere 
with each other in any way. If the 
two hot water pipes, however, are 
connected to the same point, the 
two circulations will interfere with 
each other. 

In case the furnace or stove is not 
in operation, it will act simply as a 
cooler on the hot water produced by 
the water heater and cool the water 
almost as fast as the heater can heat 
it. 

If it is desired to connect two or 
more water heaters to the same tank, 
this should be done in the same 
way, keeping each set of connec- 
tions independent of the other. 

Fig. 4 shows the correct method 
af installing a water heater and a 
furnace coil to a tank. We fre- 
quently find installations as shown 
in Fig. 5 and invariably find that 
this connection results in dissatis- 
faction. There are two causes for 
trouble in this installation. 

When the water heater alone is 
being operated, hot water coming 
from the heater flows up pipe A, 
part of it goes through pipe B' 
to the tank and part of it through 
pipes ‘‘C’’ to the furnace where it 
is cooled off and returns to the water 
heater. In addition, when hot water 
is drawn off, it will be diluted with 
some eold water flowing through the 
furnace coil and pipes ‘‘C’’ and 
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“B,” thus reducing the tempera- 
ture of water obtained at faucet. 

The reason that much cold water 
wil flow through the furnace coil 
and not through the water heater is 
due to the faet that the furnace 
coils are usually only a single loop 
and the frictional resistance is 
small, whereas the water heaters 
have sufficient resistance in the coils 
or units to prevent this action to a 
great extent. 

The installation shown in Fig. 5, 
or some variation of it, is used by 
many plumbers in connection with 
gas heaters. With a gas heater, 
plenty of hot water will be obtained, 
but the gas bill will be considerably 
higher than when the installation is 
made as shown in Fig. 4.

eondensate or return water will 
reach the boiler at a temperature of 
about 214 degrees which completes 
the cycle. Here we have a refrig- 
erating system, working through a 
high temperature range, and con- 
sidered from this point of view, used 
for cooling the furnace gases. 
Turning now to Fig. 2, the ‘‘com- 
pressor’’ corresponds to the boiler; 
the expansion' coil to the furnace: 
and the ‘‘condenser’’ to the radiator. 
In this case anhydrous ammonia, 
which, under a gage pressure of two 
pounds, boils at a temperature of 
24 degrees, instead of 219 degrees, 
as in the case of water, is the me- 
dium. Starting at the compressor, 
which corresponds to the boiler in 


Fig. 2, the ammonia gas is com- 
pressed, and becomes very hot 
owing to the changing of work into 
heat in the process of compression. 

This ease, which corresponds to 
the steam in Fig. 2, passes to the 
eondenser coil which is surrounded 
with running water. This removes 
the latent heat and reduces it to a 
liquid, having a temperature under 
average conditions of about 85 de- 
grees, and a pressure of 150 pounds 
gage. This flows to the expansion 
valve, through which it passes in a 
very fine steam into the expansion 
coil, which, being under a much 
lower pressure (about 19 pounds 
gage) changes immediately into a 
gas, drawing the necessary latent 
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heat of vaporization, 566 T.U. per 
pound, from the surrounding air. 

If the expansion coil be inclosed 
in an insulated chamber or re- 
frigerator,’’ as shown by the dotted 
line, it will evidently lower its tem- 
perature, and if the process is con- 
tinuous, it will maintain a low tem- 
perature by abstracting any heat 
which is transmitted through the 
walls of the chamber. 

The essential difference from the 
heating system shown in Fig. 1 is 
that a medium is employed which 
boils at a low temperature, compared 
with water, thus enabling it to ab- 
stract its latent heat of vaporiza- 
tion from air or brine at ordinary 
temperatures.

nearly all contracts made for the 

eonstruction of public building are 
involved in an interesting inquiry re- 
ceived from a Texas contractor, although 
the facts of the case are somewhat un- 
usual in detail. 

May 25, a school board contracted for 
the erection of a building. The site was 
not agreed upon, but the contract re- 
quired giving possession thereof to the 
contractor by June 1. Later the board, 
consisting of seven members, met and 
considered two. sites—one belonging to 
the district, which we will call No. 1, and 
one on the other side of town. 

Four ¢itizens’ were called in to vote 
with the members: of the board on the 
selection of a site; the four constituting 
a committee appointed: by a citizens’ 
mass meeting. Three board members, in- 
cluding’ the chairman and secretary, and 
three of. the citizens voted for site No. 1. 
Four board members and the fourth 
citizen voted fot site No. 2. The board 
members had agreed to abide by the vote, 
but each side claimed that its site was 
selected. 

July 2 the chairman instructed the con- 
tractor in writing to start building on 
site No. 1, and possession being given by 
that official and the secretary, and lines 
being given by the chairman and the 
architect, the contractor started excavat- 
ing. 

The architect assured the contractor 
that if the building should be changed to 
the other lot, the contractor would be 
allowed the amount expended on the first 
site. 

July 15, the opponents of site No. 1 
secured an injunction against progress of 
the work. On petition for a hearing 
before the county superintendent of 
schools—presumably authorized by the 
Texas school laws—that official has 
approved site No. 1, directing the work 
to proceed. Further appeal has been 
taken to the county board, which divided 
in opinion, and still further appeal is 
pending before the state superintendent 
of schools. 

In the meantime, the contractor’s 
equipment has remained on site No. 1 
ever since May 2, and he has remained 
ready to proceed. 

The contract provides that on work 
being stopped by court order for three 
months or more, through no fault of the 
contractor, or should the owner fail for 
seven days or more to pay installments 
due under the architect ’s certificates, the 


T. legal principles applying to

HIS Texas contractor 
i finds himself in a tur- 
moil of legal arguments. 
Through no fault of his 
own he has become the 
victim of a school board's 
disagreements. Too often 
the builder is the “goat” in 
squabbles like this one. 
While he must run some 
risks, there is no reason why 
he should continue to en- 
tangle himself through 
ignorance of the law. Mr. 
Street has given this man 
good advice. On your 
problem he will gladly give 
you counsel of equal worth. 


contractors may given seven days? notice 
of termination of the contract, and re- 
cover for work done and resulting loss. 

The chairman and secretary have paid 
a $621 estimate for material furnished 
for the building, but a payment for ex- 
cavating up to the time the work was 
stopped remains overdue. 

As to the course to be pursued by the 
contractor, our advice is to hire one of 
the best attorneys in the county to keep 
him from getting in any worse tangle 
than he is in already. 


IEWING the situation, contractor 

would have great difficulty in estab- 
lishing in a court a right to recover one 
cent for the work he has done or for be- 
ing delayed in proceeding. This view 
rests upon a belief that site No. 1 has 
never been legally selected. 

It is not feasible for us to make an 
examination of the Texas statutes bear- 
ing upon the question, but we assume 
from the case stated that the law vests 
in the district board the power primarily 
to select the aite. If that be true, then if 
there was any valid selection of the site 
it was site No. 2, because four of the 
seven members of the board voted for it. 

It is fundamental law that & publie 
board cannot delegate to others the 
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performance of a legal duty, excepting 
as there is a law permitting delegation. 
This rule has been applied to school 


boards (See 35 Cyc. 903). And in the 
case of Kinney vs. Howard,.110 North- 
western Reporter, 282, the Iowa Supreme 
Court went so far as to hold that under 
a statute making it the duty of a school 
board to select a site, adopt plans for a 
school house, and award a contract for 
its construction, these functions could not 
be delegated to & committee appointed 
by it. 


HE sound theory of this principle is 

that school board members are elected 
by the people to do certain things and 
not to designate some one else to do 
them. 

Whether or not, considering the fact 
that the vote was coupled with an agree- 
ment that the votes of outsiders should 
be counted, the agreement invalidated the 
vote of the four members on the question 
does not now seem to be pertinent, be- 
cause the selection of the site is now in 
the hands of the state superintendent— 
presumably because the law gives that 
official power to determine the matter on 
appeal from a decision of lower au- 
thorities. 

The chairman and secretary of the 
board had no greater rights than any 
other members to authorize commence- 
ment of work on a site not validly 
selected, nor could the architect bind the 
board or the district by an agreement to 
pay for work done on the first site on it 
being determined to build on the second. 

On such information as is before us, 
we are inclined to think that the con- 
tractor’s best course will be to wait until 
the site has been legally selected, and 
then seek a ratification of the work he 
has done. If site No. 1 is selected, his 
excavation will fit into the work and no 
doubt he will have no trouble in collect- 
ing the full contract price. Should 
changed conditions make performance of 
the contract unprofitable, he will be in 
good position to abrogate the contract on 
the ground of delay in furnishing him 
with a legally selected site. But in that 
ease he will hazard loss of the work 
already done, for the reasons above 
stated. Should another site be selected, 
he will have to trust to a sense of fair- 
ness on the part of the board to allow 
him pay for work done on the old site, 
and run the risk of some taxpayer 
attacking his right to any pay because 
work was done on an unauthorized site.

lic that an adequate electrical in- 

stallation has been made. It is an- 

other step in providing comfort and 

convenience through standardization 
of service.

Review of Building Situation 


ONTINUING at a record 
C breaking rate to the very 
end of December, the 1925 
construction volume shattered all 
precedents. 36 Eastern States( ex- 
cluding Gulf District) reported 
$510,868,400 for December accord- 
ing to F. W. Dodge Corporation. 
This represents a 10% increase 
over November and a 56% increase 
over December, 1924. Both of these 
figures are unusual. For the year, 
the total was $5,821,068,400, 30% 
in excess of 1924 which was itself 
a record year. A conservative es- 
timate for the entire country would 
be $6,600,000,000, 26% in advance 
of 1924. Last years total included: 
44% for residential and 15% for 
publie works. The year 1926 opens 
with construction continuing at a 
record rate and no indication of 
slowing down. 

A 25% increase for December 
was represented in the $34,113,900 
reported for the New England Dis- 
trict. The years total was $447,- 
181,000, 35% over 1924, a record 
year. 45% went for residential. 
New work for 12 months ran only 
17% in excess of amount actually

started. A 50% excess is normal. 

In New York District the Decem- 
ber report was $212,390,200, 32% 
over November and 110% over De- 
cember, 1924. The years total was 
21% over the previous record, 1924. 
54% was contributed by residential. 

The report from the Mid-Atlan- 
tic was $38,249,000, 53% in excess 
of the previous December. The 
years total exceeded 1924 by 16%. 
Of the $552,318,000 volume, 54% 
was used for residences. New work 
was more than double the amount 
of work started. 

A slight decrease from Novem- 
ber and from December, 1924 was 
represented in the $43,498,000 re- 
ported from the Pittsburgh Dis- 
trict. The 1925 total showed the 
largest increase over 1924 of any 


section of the country, 43%. Of 
this 33% may be attributed to resi- 
dential. 1926 will continue at a 
good rate. 

In the Middle West $109,878,900 
was reported, 45% above December 
last. The years total, $1,487,309,- 
900 was 42% above 1924, a new dis- 
trict record. New work amounted 
to $2,116,819,300. 

The Northwest district reports a 
39% increase over December, 1924. 
The amount was $5,206,300, this 
being slightly below November, 
42% of the years total, $95,228,800 
was provided by residential work. 

December contracts in the South 
Atlantic District total $67,532,100, 
17% above November and 50% 
over last December. The years 
total was 29% in advance of 1924. 
Analysis of the record shows that 
40% went for residential. New 

work was double the amount of 
contracts awarded. 

The Gulf District reported a 
December record 78% above Novem- 
ber and 56% over December last. 
Of the yearly record, 41%- was at- 

 tributable to residential. New work 
for the year was $237,257,200.

The house has been 
constructed without the use of wood, 
nails or screws except in the doors and 
kitchen cabinets. As a crowning feature 
of unusual design, the house hag been 
fitted with windows of plate glass which 
work in grooves, raised and lowered by 
a glass knob fastened to the pane. The 
residence cost $75,000. 


Strength of Hollow Tile 
Walls 


EPORTS from the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, Department of Commerce, 
Washington, advise that an investigation 
was made recently on the strength of 70 
hollow tile walls. Tiles were secured 
from widely separated regions in fhe 
eastern United States and covered prac- 
tically the entire range in quality of 
clays used for making hollow tiles. 
These walls were crushed in the larg- 
est testing machine in the world, which 
can exert a force of 10,000,000 pounds. 
The results of these tests will enable 
engineers and architects to use this valu- 
able building material properly since the 
wall strengths were actually found. 
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Cleaning Stone With 
Steam 


HE use of steam from a boiler blown 

directly against the stone through 
a simple nozzle has been found by the 
Bureau of Standards, Department of 
Commerce, to be a very effective means 
of removing dirt from the walls of a 
stone building. 


Because of the detrimental effects of 
acid cleaning or sand-blasting, scrubbing 
with soap powders and hand brushes is 
customarily employed, particularly in the 
remodeling work where new stone work 
shows up by contrast. To offset the 
disadvantage, experiments with the use 
of live steam were conducted under the 
cooperative research program of the Bu- 
reau of Standards of Washington, D. C., 
and the Indiana Limestone Quarrymen’s 
Association, . 


Experimental work was done on a re- 
modeled bank building in Baltimore. 
The use of steam at 80 lbs. per square 
inch pressure was tried; blown directly 
against the stone through a simple nozzle 
of galvanized pipe fitted to the end of 
1%, in. hose line. It was found to be very 
effective in removing the twenty year 
accumulation of dirt. Another structure 
was heavily carved and molded and the 
work was done rapidly with inexperi- 
enced labor. 


The cost of the job was somewhat 
higher than & bid received for acid 
cleaning, which was due in part to its 
experimental character, this being the 
first complete building to be cleaned with 
steam. The final color of the stone was 
not so bright as that of new stone work 
but was considered entirely satisfactory 
since it combined cleanliness with the 
appearance. of age.

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A Problem in the Use 


of Varnish 


C D. says that the interior wood- 
e work of his house is pine finished, 
stained to imitate black walnut and is 
somewhat glossy as varnish was used 
over the stain. His problem is to re- 
new the color in worn places without 
changing the color and not to remove 
the finish, yet to get the desired result 
without gloss. He wishes to have a dur- 
able finish and asks if he can use a high 
grade varnish to which the walnut color 
may be added and the gloss taken out 
without rubbing. Cost of materials is 
not an objection, but he wishes to do the 
work in the shortest possible time with 
the minimum amount of labor. 

The problem of C. D. is not uncom- 
mon and no doubt many of our readers 
have solved it. Let us hear from them. 


Drawers in Stam Risers 


[* the Maroh, 1923, issue of Building 
Age and National Builder there 
appeared a notice of a drawer which 
was placed in the riser of a stair. This 
is in line with modern ideas of conserva- 
tion of space which has resulted in the 
placing of beds in closets, making 
kitchens convertible into drawing rooms, 
and other devices well known in these 
days of high building costs. Mr. Fred- 
eric F. Low, Architect, Boston, Mass., 
objected to this illustration on the 
ground that in these days of ‘‘Safety 
First'' it is a grave mistake to place 
anything on a stairway which might 
cause a serious fall. A careless person 
might easily leave such a drawer out a 
little way. Now comes another man 
with the same idea of a drawer in stair 
risers, but so arranged that it is self 
elosing. This is accomplished in one case 
by weights running over pulleys, the 
eords being attached to the ear end of 
the drawer. In another case the drawer 
is on wheels resting on two rails. The 
rails being inclined the drawer will not 
stay open without being braced. If this 
feature is generally adopted it is to be 
hoped that careless persons will not for- 
get to remove the braces which hold 
such drawers open. The objection made 
by Mr. Low is still reasonable, much as 
the waste of space under framed stair- 
ways may be deplorable. 

An old-fashioned method for utilizing 
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such space was to construct a chest of 
drawers under the stairway, sometimes 
alongside a closet. 


Making a Damp Proof 
Cellar Fleor 
I 


AM having trouble with the cellar 

fioor in a new house. I first laid 
tile in various directions from the trap, 
then about 12-in. ashes. Tamped them 
well and covered with one inch of cement 
—no concrete base. But water comes 
up and I have a damp cellar. Can I 
make this floor tight and dry by using 
& waterproof paste or paint, then a coat 
of cement mixed with some chemical 
which is said to be water and damp 
proof. 

The floor as constructed cannot be 
made water and damp proof. Ashes 
should not have been used for they break 
down and some portions of the floor will 
settle more than others. Clean, hard, 
screened cinders and clinkers in a four 
or five inch thickness would be better. 
Ashes must positively be kept out. 
If 
sand is used it should be not thicker 
than two or three inches and whatever is 
used as a sub-base should be well tamped. 
One inch of cement mortar on top is 
money wasted, for a slight settlement of 
the sub-base will cause it to crack. 
Bring the sub-base to a uniform surface 
by ramming a layer of sand on it and 
then cover with hot tar or asphalt. Cover 
it with a rich mixture of concrete in a 
layer not less than four inches thick, 
adding a little lime to the cement. Make 
the mixture pasty and tamp it well, giv- 
ing the surface a trowelled finish. There 
are some ingredients advertised which 
may be added to concrete to improve the 
watertightness of the mixture and one 
of these may be added if desired. The 
secret in making watertight cellar floors 
is to first thoroughly tamp the soil, then 
place on it a solid base upon which put 
concrete in a thickness sufficient to 
prevent it from cracking in case of set- 
tlement, this concrete to be of a very 
rich mixture. Water must be kept from 
penetrating into the concrete. Surface 
treatment of concrete impregnated with 
water is of little value and if there is 
a head of water from the surrounding 
soil it is of no value. Prevention is al- 
ways better than cure. Keep the water 
out. | 
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Removing Dirty Finger 
Marks 


EVERAL readers have been kind 
enough to reply to the request of the 
A. A. B. Co, which was printed on 
page 105 in the August issue, for a 
method for removing dirty finger marks. 

One method is to apply Bon-Ami soap 
either in cake or powdered form, ap- 
plied with a wet sponge or rag. Wipe 
away all marks and wash surface with 
clear water. 

Another method is to first wash with 
soap, let it dry and then if marks are 
not entirely removed, apply a solution 
of oxalic acid. This should be tried with 
care for the oxalic acid might affect the 
material A trial should be made. If it 
is found that the acid should not be used 
a bit of fine sand paper may do the work. 

A third method is first to apply Car- 
bona or gasoline with a bit of cotton to 
remove the grease. The liquid resulting 
should immediately be absorbed with a 
piece of blotting paper or fine cloth. 
Then wash. with a pure soap and clean 
water or use a piece of very fine sand 


paper. 


Applying Insulating 
Cover to Pipes 


A GOOD insulating covering for pipes 
in rooms containing considerable 
moisture and which consequently cause 
drops of water to fall from the pipes 
on a warm day is described in Circular 
212, Paint Manufacturers Association 
and National Varnish Manufacturers As- 
sociation, Washington, D. C. First apply 
a priming coat of metal preservative 
paint. Then a coat of under-cork com- 
position consisting of spar varnish con- 
taining about 40 per cent of pigment. 
While this coat is setting up press 
into it as much finely ground cork as 
it will carry. Get a thick coating of 
this cork, which adheres readily to the 
tacky varnish. Let it dry over night. 
Then apply two coats of light colored, 
preferably white, enamel paint. Three 
or four coats of light colored oil paint, 
each coat being allowed to dry before 
the next coat is applied, will reduce the 
condensation appreciably. The cork 
painting however will reduce the con- 
densation to a negligible quantity.

These plans provide for raising the bath about four inches above 
the floor level. and filling in the open space with tile. This increases 
the extreme height of the tub from floor to top to about twenty- 
one inches, which is slightly less than the height of a staple bath 
on legs or base.

Co., moved from Sheboygan, Wis., 
in 1899, it took for its new site a 
section of farming land four miles 
westward, a section accessible by 
wagon road and by an electric rail- 
way. The handling of freight was 
accomplished by an adjacent steam 
railway. 
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For the next few years this unin- 
eorporated hamlet could boast noth- 
ing but a few modest houses. For 
a dozen years it had no post office. 
In the meantime the management 
of the Kohler works was making 
plans soon to mature. 

In 1913 Kohler was incorporated. 
Then came a period of investigating, 
planning and study. Experts were 
employed, many European ‘‘Garden 
Cities’’ were visited, and industrial 
communities throughout the country 
were intensively studied. Of course, 
this meant expense, but the Kohler 
management was striving for the 
very best in industrial houses. 

Three years later, the crystalliza- 
tion of a plan was completed and 
the early details of the village 
worked out. In short, they were : 
ready to capitalize on all their re- 
search work had netted them and, 
in addition, to materialize the 
thoughts of many years. 
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The first to be built was the section 
known as West One. So far, West 
One and South One have been de- 
veloped and work is now going on 
in à seetion known as West Two. 
The World War arrested develop- 
ment for a time, but in recent years 
opportunity has been given for 
completion. 

In working out their plans, Koh- 
ler exeeutives were benefited by the 
fact that the site of Kohler Village 
had previously been undeveloped 
farmland. This meant that exten- 
sive razing of old buildings was un- 
necessary. Streets were laid out, 
conerete pavement laid and the resi- 
dential distriet was ready. 

As the panorma view will show, 
all that seetion baek of the main 
thoroughfare, High Street, is given 
over to industrial aetivities. In the 
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foreground, actually westward, and 
southward, are dwelling distriets. 

High Street was planted with 
rows of elms forming a landscape 
screen between the industrial and 
domestic sections of Kohler Village. 
Prevailing winds blow away from 
the latter rather than toward it. 
Railroad tracks enter the factory 
yard from the East and the noise 
and dirt of factory activities are not 
known this side of High Street. 

The natural beauty of the site of- 
fered many opportunities for its 
planners. A considerable amount of 
ground has been set apart for park 
use and the winding Sheboygan 
River, the heavily wooded sections 
and the rolling contour of the 


FEW residential sections could of- 
fer a row of homes as fine as 

these. Another feature of note is the 

entire lack of monotony, or even of 
similarity of detail, in designs 
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EVEN large rooms make up the 
plan of this dwelling. The feel- 


ing is one of solidity and comfort 
combined. 
stucco treatment, dexterously handled 


Combination brick and 
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ground go far toward enhancing the 
natural beauty of this Wisconsin 
country. 

To plan streets that follow these 
natural contours was not always a 
simple problem for Kohler planners. 
For the most part, however, its vil- 
lage streets are winding and give 
every appearance of having been 
laid out by Nature. 

It is the practice of Village au- 
thorities to pave all streets and to 
illuminate them with ornamental 
lighting fixtures as soon as they are 
laid out. Before this, of course,

In building the Village, develop- 
ment was not carried along at a 
speed rate with ‘‘so many houses by 
August Ist as the goal. The work 
was done on a conservative plan and 
at a price sufficient to keep up with 
the demand for new homes. 

Most of the building have been 
put up by the Kohler Improvement 
Co., a non-profit development cor- 
poration. The capital of this or- 
ganization has been large enough to 
command the services of good archi- 
tectural talent far beyond the means 
and ideas of the individual average 
home buyer. Large scale purchas- 
ing and supervision of building has, 
of course, effected 
further economy. 

This does not 
mean, of course, that 
the management dic- 
tates imperiously to 
the prospective home 
owner.

None of the buildings is for rent. 
The spirit of Kohler Village does 
not run to the tenant idea. Each 
dwelling is built for the purpose of 
providing a permanent home for a 
desirable resident. Moreover, the 
Kohler workman is assured of a fine 
architectural design. If he buys a 
house ready for occupancy he knows 
it represents the thought and effort 
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of a eompetent group of architects. 
If he employs his own architect, this 
man is guided by the experience of 
the "Village planning committee. 
The owner need never fear of hav- 
ing an unattractive design built on 
the lot adjoining his. 

While variety is readily apparent 
on any one of the residential streets, 
every house is worthy of archi- 
tectural commendation. 

Construction is carried on both by 
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DUPLEX dwelling

Stucco and shingles make 
up the exterior with two 
tiny porches setting off the 
front.

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ture common to most 
large development pro- 
jects is eminently absent 
in Kohler Village—that 
is, monotonous repetition 
in house design. On no 
street will one find the same house 
duplicated within a single block, or 
within several blocks for that mat- 
ter. The architects seemed to have 
been indefatigable in conjuring up 
new thoughts in building and in 
treating both exteriors and interiors. 

There is harmony, of course, par- 
ticularly in the modeling of little 
neighborhood groups, but there is no 
monotony. Brick, stucco and frame 
construction, as well as combina- 
tions of them, are to be found every- 
where. 

All these houses have been built 
with the idea of cost in mind; that 
is, houses of various sizes and kinds 
of construction are planned to meet 
the demands of individual owners. 
It is evident that a worker in the 
shop eannot afford as elaborate a 
home as could a company official. 
But it has not been construed to 
mean that the inexpensive homes be 
less worthy of architectural merit.

tion of Kohler homes has been left 
to the good judgment of its eitizens, 
the management of civic affairs is 
also in their hands. All suggested 
improvements, government and con- 
trol of Kohler are invested in Vil- 
lage committees and similar organ- 
izations. "The development of a true 
Ameriean spirit has received large 
impetus through such a liberal 
policy. 

The general impression of a Koh- 
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ler street is readily apparent from 
the typical illustrations presented on 
these pages. The previously dis- 
cussed harmony of design tempered 
with a true consideration of the im- 
portance of variety and develop- 
ment work need not be emphasized 
beyond the showing of these pie- 
torial groups and individual homes. 

Probably the strongest impression 
one gains from a trip to Kohler Vil- 
lage is that of trimness and tidiness. 
Homes and yards are immaculate, 
hedges well clipped and vines, 
shrubs and flowers abundant. This 
is due to the good lanseaping and no 
less importantly to the attitude of 
Kohler eitizens. 

The eompany maintains its own 
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gardening department under the di- 
rection of a graduate forester and 
landseape gardener. Kohler home 
owners are soon instilled with en- 
thusiasm for each home. Village 
authorities earry out this trend by 
keeping their streets and public 
buildings in perfect condition. 

As an incentive they further offer 
yearly prizes to the owners of prop- 
erties kept in the best condition. 
These cover three different classes: 
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—homes less than one year old, greater than one year 


old, greater than two years old.

Organizations 
hold occasional meetings there, ban- 
quets are served and concerts and 
entertainments given in the dining 
hall There is no building in Koh- 
ler Village more symbolic of the ef- 
fort and thought that has been ex- 
pended to build up a true American 
spirit. Incidentally, the Club is 
entirely self-supporting. 

The rapid growth of the Village 
has necessitated an increase in school

facilities twice within four years. 
In addition to the present insti- 
tution other schools have been 
planned as future growth requires. 
The building illustrated has been 
provided with the most up-to-date 
equipment and is under the juris- 
dietion of a eompetent eorp of edu- 
eators. During the winter months. 
an evening school for adults is con- 
ducted—another impressive step to- 
wards the assimilation of foreign- 
born people. These classes are well 
attended by old and young alike.

Dur- 
ing the work of erecting homes on 
the contract basis they find a profit- 
able opening in the business of build- 
ing and selling. 

Others have a natural bent for 
housing families in moderately 
priced, well designed homes. The 
most spectacular work in the field 
is done by men of this sort. And 
the best work is being done by build- 
ers with a good foundation in the 
fundamentals of construction prac- 
tice. Such a man has occasioned 
this story. 

Robert MeGarraugh was intended 
for a builder of fine homes from 
the start. It was until only recently, 
however, that he actually entered 
this line of work. For years he 
worked in old Mexico and South 
American countries. Circumstances 
brought him to San Antonio, Texas, 
where he entered the field of small 
home building and where he is now 
giving San Antonio home lovers 
something different—something fine 
—in dwellings. 

I met Mr. McGarraugh on the 
job; that is where you will always 
find him, for he superintends all of 
his work personally. Together with 
his men, another house was begin- 
ning to take shape and form. Then, 
it was but a skeleton. Tomorrow, it 
would start to show a few of the 
individual features that make his 
homes unusual.

His jobs are ereative and, like all sueh work, 
eontinually ehanging in form. , 

It is largely through his personal supervi- 
sion of every job that Mr. MeGarraugh is able 
to effect such economy of time. In the matter 
of building an unusual home with comfortable 
features, his presenee on the site is of utmost 
importance. Plans, of course, are used, but 
to a great extent the appearance of the finished 
job exists only in the mind of its designer. 
He has enthusiasm for his line of work and 
he is able to transmit this to his men and to 
the finished home. 

“I like this work, Mr. McGarraugh stated, 
with that enthusiasm of a man who has at last 
found the niche for which he is naturally 
adapted. ‘‘I like to figure out the little things 
that give added attractiveness, comfort, and 
convenience to a home. 

“I draw all my own plans and elevations. 
These often only show a crude sketch of what 
is intended, at first. I give the men clear 
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HOUSE with plan that combines 
many features of builder's in- 
genuity. Other McGarraugh homes 
include breakfast rooms with built-in 
nooks or sets. Note finished exterior 
appearance; trim and well balanced 


drawings to work from, but that is 
only for the nueleus. When it comes 
to the finishing up, I like to be there 
and study out the different condi- 
tions and surroundings so that each 
home ean be individual. 
Sometimes, after we have started 
on a house, I will change my plans 
as to the minor features altogether. 
I may hear of some new finish, think 
of some new arrangement, or know 
of some convenience which will give 
better serviee to the owner; so the 
men go ahead with the preliminary 
work, but I get off somewheres 
where I can think the thing out.’’ 


HEN, when he returns to job 
he knows definitely what effect 
should be given and how it may be 
achieved. By leaving the work for 
a short period he is able to take on 
a new and larger perspective; a 
perspective that is diminished and 
often confused by too close contact 
during course of construction. In 
this manner Mr. McGarraugh has 
mastered the technique of the archi- 
tect and combined with it the crafts- 
manship of a builder. 

One really needs to visit the homes 
to appreciate them. There is real 
individuality in them. Even in the 
construction this is carried out, for 
the homes are built one at a time; 
and built well. There is nothing 
that hints of hurry-up production in 
MeGarraugh's methods. Everything 
is built and built well, before the 
next task is considered. That may 
be why his homes carry that touch 
Of a work which has been well done. 

We are all aequainted with the 
work of those speculative builders 
^vho have allowed the aim of maxi- 
mum profit to dominate the design 
and construction of their homes. In 
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how many cases do we find row upon 
row of residences where the builder 
has not seen fit to provide more 
than one, or perhaps two different 
architectural designs? Compare 
these undistinguished homes with a 
McGarraugh design. 

There is much of the artistic to 
be found in them; that is at once 
evident. Nothing has been over- 
looked in making a pleasing appear- 
ance, both on the inside and out.

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On one of the homes which Mr. Mc- 
Garraugh showed me, small gates 
lead to the porch, an English novelty 
and a very attractive one. 

Inside, the furnishings are of the 
best. An art panel effect has been 
worked out in some of the rooms by 
using a very high grade of wall 
paper. When correctly matched, 
this gives the walls the appearance 
of being hand decorated. A small 
beading helps to set the work off 
to a better advantage. 

The electrical work is good. Cen- 
tral lighting fixtures are provided 
in all the rooms with outlets for 
the growing demand of electrical ap- 
plianees. These fixtures vary in ac- 
cordance with the color scheme of 
the rooms. 

The kitchens are all exemplary in 
design. Built-in features for nearly 
every household necessity have been 
provided. There is a concealed 
ironing board with a small shelf for 
the electric iron. There is a small 
broom closet, also concealed by some 
ingenious cabinet work. A single 
faucet over the sink serves for both 
hot and cold water. 


ANY features have been added 

to the homes to give a differ- 
ent appearance. On some of the 
porches, heavy brass urns are sus- 
pended. On others brass knockers 
and trimmings have been added to 
better set off the rich woodwork. 

A great deal of stonework has 
been wrought in the design and con- 
struction of these homes, adding 
greatly to their attractiveness. In 
some instances, stone work is fin- 
ished to give a rough cobble effect, 
while in others, the stone is quar- 
ried. Large flat stones are often 
used for the walk leading up to the 
house. 

In every instance, the premises 
are well worked and left in good 
condition before houses are ready 
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For its entrance detail alone this house is deserving of special recognition. Window 
treatment, handling of roof—these are items simple in themselves but combining 
to give this rich effect. That is the McGarraugh touch found in each design 


for sale. A garage with cement 
driveway is a feature of every home. 
The houses set a little above the 
street and lawns are graded, planted, 
and smattered with shrubbery. 

It is all very well to provide one 
eomplete and landseaped demon- 
stration home with the idea of show- 
ing the eustomer just how his house 
will look when finished. Too often, 
however, when this sample of work 
is shown the builders do not think 
it worth while to prepare the other 
buildings in attractive order. They 
show one, a pleasing sample,. only 
to offer for sale a building that needs 
mueh attention before it is ready 
for occupancy. 

A word about the bath rooms: 
These are all furnished with three 
piece sets, the tubs having a semi- 
sunken effect, and the floor being 
lined with tile. A similar effect is 
carried out in the walls by means 
of tile wallboard. 

“I have always had a desire to 
build nice homes, Mr. MeGarraugh 
stated, but one thing or another 
has always prevented it. I am now, 
however, in a position where I can 
go ahead and build as I see fit, and 
I intend to give San Antonio some 
real homes, regardless of what it 
may cost me. 

But despite the rieh furnishings 
and many built-in features in these 
homes, all of which tend to enlarge 
the cost, the price of these houses 


is not large. Some are listed as low 
as $7,250, while others go up to 
$8,000 and $9,000. All things taken 
into consideration, the cost is ex- 
tremely low for the, work. 

„Of course I am able to save 
quite a little by doing a great deal 
of work myself," Mr. MeGarraugh 
explained. ''I draw my own plans 
and supervise all the work, so this 
eliminates the need of an architect. 
Then, I am able to go ahead and 
look after the interior decorating, 
the seleetion of furniture in the 
breakfast room, the selection of 
plumbing fixtures, and the buying 
of the awnings. 
All this saves a 
little money, 
and, of course, I 
am able to make 
the selling cost 
lower and to 
build in value.

From the time you enter the plot 
of ground which has been purchased 
for these homes, you begin to ap- 
preciate its distinctiveness.

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History of Chicago's Building ‘Troubles 


T is probable that February 5, 

1900, will long be remembered 
by the building contractors of 
Chieago, as on that day was inau- 
gurated the greatest strike in the 
building line Chieago and perhaps 
the world has ever seen, a strike in- 
volving nearly 3,000 contractors, in 
every braneh of building line, and 
40,000 mechanics directly, and it is 
safe to say almost as many more who 
were engaged in the manufacture of 
material for which there was no de- 
mand. On February 6 last, just 
one year and one day later, the final 
termination of the great strike was 
announced by the acceptance of an 
agreement by the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters, whieh was the last of 
the larger unions to concede that 
they were beaten and formally sur- 
render to the building contractors. 
It is now nearly two years since the 


Building Contractors! Council 


was formed in Chieago, composed of 
from two to five delegates from 
every trade organization in the 
building line. They formed a 
compact organization with a de- 
termination to attempt to adjust the 
many wrongs and abuses they were 
compelled to tolerate by reason of 
the different trade unions being af- 
filiated with the central labor or- 
ganization, known as the Building 
Trades Council. This organization, 
powerful by reason of having all the 
unions in its ranks by the use of the 
sympathetic strike was enabled to 
compel the individual contractor or 
contractors’ association to comply 
with any demand they might choose 
to make. Its uniform successs in 
forcing its demands made it power 
drunk, and the conservative element 
of the unions was gradually shifted 
to one side and the unscrupulous 
and worst element was left in con- 
trol. 
Concerning the Labor Market 


AVING the market cornered on 
labor they then began the re- 
striction of the use of machinery. 
In the cut stone union they passed 
resolutions refusing to work for any 
contractor who used machinery in 
his yard, the result being that for 
two years prior to February 5, 1900, 
the eut stone contractors of Chicago 
were compelled to lay idle and rust 
in their yards $110,000 worth of 
machinery. Finding themselves suc- 
eessful in this demand they reached 
out a little further and next went for 
the man who was doing too much 
work in eight hours. 
This was the condition of affairs

when the Building Contractors’ 
Couneil was diseussing ways and 
means to advanee the building inter- 
est of Chieago and restore confidence 
in that line in the minds of the in- 
vestor and building publie. Chi- 
eago, in 1899, constructed about 
$20,000,000 worth of buildings, 
when if the conditions were right 
she should have reached nearer 
$50,000,000. 


HE contractors resolved to 
attempt to adjust their griev- 
ances with the different trades and 
tried to arrange for a conference 
with the Building Trades Council. 
After much delay that organiza- 
tion finally consented to recognize 
the contractors’ association and ap- 
pointed a committee to confer with 
a similar committee from the con- 
tractors. After spending 10 days in 
session an agreement was reached 
and submitted to the two organiza- 
tions for ratification. The Con- 
tractors’ Council took immediate 
action and signed the same. The 
Building Trades Council after much 
delay finally admitted they did not 
propose to sign it and intimated that 
they were prepared for a struggle. 
They fully believed, and past ex- 
perience was their guide, that the 
contractors could not hold together 
and that it would be all over in a 
few weeks. 

The battle was then begun; the 
contractors announced that they 
would only employ men under their 
own rules after February 5, and 
upon the following conditions: 

„That there shall be no limita- 
tions to the amount of work a 
man shall perform during his 
working day. 

“That there shall be no re- 
striction of the use of machinery 
or tools.

„That no person shall have the 
right to interfere with the work- 
men during working hours. 

„That the use of apprentices 
shall not be prohibited. 

„That the foreman shall be the 
agent of the employer. 

„That all workmen are at liberty 
to work for whoever they see fit.’’ 


ORK was absolutely stopped 

in building line in Chicago 
both sides believing that the other 
would give way in a few days. After 
waiting several weeks to see what 
the result would be and not finding 
any weakness among the unions, the 
contractors, now thoroughly or- 
ganized, determined to begin opera- 
tions upon all buildings with help 
other than affiliated with the Build- 
ing Trades Council. 


The Industrial Trade Union 


Then, the Industrial Trades 
Union was organized by a member of 
non-union men of all trades and they 
endeavored to supply the demand 
for labor made by those contractors 
who were desirous of proceeding 
with their work. Immediately after 
resuming with this kind of help a 
reign of terror was inaugurated by 
the practically locked out union 
men. 

Non-union men were assaulted on 
the job and going to and from their 
work, necessitating the contractors 
engaging a large force of special 
police officers to protect the men, the 
local police on account of polities 
not giving freely the protection the 
law said they should give to all citi- 
zens following their usual vocations 
in a lawful manner. Men arrested 
for committing assaults were let off 
with a small fine and then the fine 
was remitted.

Numerous attempts were made by 
all kinds of committees and all 
elasses of citizens, from the Mayor 
down, to get the contractors to re- 
cede from their demand that no 
agreement could be made with a 
union until it had withdrawn from 
the Building Trades Council. They 
were determined that this organiza- 
tion, having been the cause of all 
the trouble, must cease to exist. 

The unions finally permitted their 
members to go to work under any 
rules and began to-realize that the

HE Hotel La Fontaine con- 
tains ‘‘more unique features 
than auy other similar insti- 

tution in the state,’’ according to its 
architect, Robert W. Stevens. Mr. 
Stevens has been exceedingly mod- 
est in thus limiting its field of super- 
iority. There are few cities and 
few states in the country that boast 
hotels so well designed and equipped 
as this one. It seems that every- 
thing that has gone before in lux- 
urious hotel design has been incor- 
porated in the La Fontaine and, in 
addition, many other features that 
refleet the ingenuity of the archi- 
tect. It has a modern design plus a 
wealth of unique features. 
- Greek architecture, greatly simpli- 
fied, has been the basic thought in 
treatment. Gray Bedford stone and 
vari-colored vitrified shale brick are 
backed with hollow tile; a thor- 
oughly fire-resistant building has 
been the aim.

By setting the structure back in 
this manner it has been possible to 
form a curve in the corner curb so 
that cars may halt and discharge or 
take on passengers without hamper- 
ing traffic. The broad sidewalk 
holds additional advantage in that 
tables, each protected by a large um- 
brella, are placed next the building 
in warm weather. Two such lunch- 
ing groups are shown in one of the 
illustrations, flanking the side en- 
trance. This is in the European 
manner and this Middle Western 
town is fortunate in that Mr. Stev- 
ens has borrowed so ingeniously. 

When attention has been paid to 
these various exterior features,

In friendly groups around the 
lobby, furniture settings have been 
provided, strictly in accord with a 
Spanish patio adapted to the re- 
quirements of today.

The Coffee Room, connected with 
the lobby by a short foyer, is exe- 
euted according to the dictates of 
Old English Tavern design. Finish 
is rough but has a mellow beauty 
suggestive of the grandeur of that 
day. Upper walls and ceiling are 
of tile, brown hued and mottled. 
Old weathered oak in panels adds 
materially to this effect. Floor is 
of hand made tiles, unfinished. 
Windsor chairs and tables, painted 
in a jade green, provide the acme 
of comfort—a feature that is all the 
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more significant when one remem- 
bers that this room is the coffee shop, 
a ''hurry-up" place where one 
drops in for sandwiches and coffee. 


The modern touch is found in a 
long counter with chair-stools. 
Hangings return to the Tavern idea 
and duplicate those found in inns of 
the Elizabethan period. Terra cotta 
is the dominating color with bits of 
bright blues and reds to add life. 

To pass from this shop again 
through the lobby one reaches the 
main dining room, done much in ac- 
cordance with the accepted in hotel 
design. 

Of much greater importance is 
the Fountain Room, better known as 
the ‘‘Cat and Canary Room," by 
reason of its wall decorations. This 
has a terrazzo floor done in a yellow 
tone with black border. The bar 
or fountain is black glass, especially 
designed. Sections of walls, and 
the back of each chair, carry out 
the name of this distinctive room 
—eats and canaries are outlined in 
yellow against blaek backgrounds. 


A summer dining room, a kitchen 
arrangement that includes electric 
stoves, a short-order kitchen, and a 
fish room, and a complete laundry, 
must be added to the many features 
of the La Fontaine’s first floor. 
Much more attention could be easily

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OMPETITION in the motor 

supply field has reached a 

point today where rivals vie 
with one another for the privilege 
of giving away ‘‘Free Air.’’ Only 
the most modern of gas stations can 
hope to gain the passing attention 
of pleasure- and speed-bent motor- 
ists. 

Owners and builders know this 
and it is largely due to their enter- 
prise rather than to the demand of 
motorists that trim, up-to-date ser- 
vice stations now dot our highways. 

Following close on the popular 
trend for attractive buildings has 
come the realization that fire-safe 
construction is of utmost necessity. 
A building that has considered all 
these factors is shown here. It was 
erected in Monroe, Mich., and has

gone a long way to catch the atten- 
tion of motorists. 

Its exterior is faced with pure 
white enamelled brick, resplendent 
in the sunlight. At night it serves 
as a reflector for headlights. An- 
other feature—it is easily cleaned. 
Exterior woodwork is also painted 
white as is the lattice at rear corner 
of the building. With this scheme 
the strong red of the Spanish tile 
roof eontrasts pleasantly.

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Alterations That Cost Less 
Than New Buildings 


URING the period 
that all other 
kinds of buildings. 

have been establishing a 
record-breaking volume, 
factory and warehouse 
construction has remained 
far below par. There are 
several economic causes 
for this condition. Over- 
supply of manufacturing 
space due to war-time ex- 
pansion is one of them. 
It is not of a serious 
nature, however, since many of the 
enormous war-plants of mushroom 
growth are situated in such in- 
accessible localities that they offer no 
inducements in the form of labor or 
shipping facilities to business of 
moderate size. Besides the buildings, 
as a rule, are unadaptable for any 
purpose other than that for which 
they were planned, chemical manu- 
facture, steel fabrication, motor 
assemblies and so on. 

The war-expansion of established 
plants, on the other hand, has doubt- 
less. prevented a great deal of 
original construction since the addi- 
tional space built to take care of lines 
of manufacture outside the com- 
panies’ staple product, and discon- 
tinued after the war, remains an 
unused surplus up to the present. 
Such plants are largely ‘‘out’’ as 
prospects for the industrial builder, 
until the business of their owners 
expands sufficiently to fill the idle 
room. 

There are vast numbers of manu- 
facturers who were unaffected by 
the war-order fever, and whose pro- 
duction has continued its normal 
growth during the past seven years, 
so that additional space is required 
in the usual course. With the new 
firms which have started in during 
the same period, they constitute the 
bulk of construction prospects in the 
industrial field. 

Neither the new firms nor the old- 
line, conservative ones have been 
much disposed to build as long as 
the current high costs prevail. For 


WHILE many large factory build- 
ings have lain idle since the 
war, this need not deter builders from 
going after new business. In most 
cases these Martial Workshops are in 
inconvenient or inaccessible spots

HIS is the first installment of 


an article designed to throw 
some light on the vagueness now sur- 
rounding factory alteration costs. 
Mr. Farrell speaks from practical 
experience in a feld where cost 
analysis is of vital importance. 


a manufaeturer is in a position as 
far as returns from new buildings 
are concerned, totally different from 
that in which an apartment owner 
finds himself. The latter can re- 
cover his extra investment from the 
inereased rents made possible by the 
housing shortage; but the manu- 
facturer eannot add the extra carry- 
ing eharges of high priced new build- 
ings and equipment to his sales price 
which is set by his competitors. 


NDUSTRIAL building has there- 

fore lagged behind the pre-war 
normal volume, although many man- 
ufacturers admit that they require 
more space. Fortunately for build- 
ers there are ways of securing addi- 
tional manufaeturing area for their 
industrial clients other than by the 
eonstruetion of an entirely new 
building. Nearly all plants can be 
modified or altered to provide more 
room by the utilization of existing 
structural units as far as they can 
be worked in. The salvage of a 


single brick wall with its foundations 
is by no means negligible. 
The builder who will get the plant 


extension job is the one 
who is able to suggest the 
best means of utilizing all 
possible standing parts of 
existing structures. It 
takes a good deal of in- 
genuity to re-use old work 
but it can be done, and on 
account of the nature of 
the job, the contractor is 
more than likely to get it 
on the strength of his 
own suggestions and on a 
cost-plus basis. 

Probably the best way to explain 
how far the remodelling of industrial 
buildings can be carried, with con- 
spieuous economy to the owner is by 
description of actual accomplish- 
ments. 

Here is one striking instance of 
the eonversion of a liability into a 
valuable asset at a relatively small 
eash outlay plus an idea. The build- 
ing was used by drug manufacturers. 
It had brick walls, timber posts and 
joists and plank floors. After the 
third fire in ten years, the druggists 
reached the reasonable conclusion 
that while insurance might replace 
material losses, interrupted produc- 
tion was another thing again. 

"Let's tear down the old place 
and put up a fireproof plant. Well 
spoken. How much is it going to 
cost?—four stories, 60x200, 48, 000 
sq. ft. at $3.50 equals $168,000— 
Great Scott, and we built the same 
thing for $72,000 in 1898. Can’t we 
remodel it or something? Get some- 
one who knows his business to tell us 
what we can do."' 

The ‘‘someone’’ examined the re- 
mains of the building and found the 
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walls sound and three floors almost 
intact. The wood sash and the in- 
terior partitions on the top floor 
were a total loss. The roof was ail 
gone. 

The owners were advised to con- 
vert the building interior into a flat 
slab concrete structure using the 
old floors as forms, spacing the new 
eolumns to avoid the old ones; to 
carry the load on exterior columns 
placed just inside the old walls 
(which were to remain in place but 
not to support any weight), and to 
enlarge the window openings for 
steel sash. 


All of which was done. The total 


. eost of the alteration including 


48,000 sq. ft. of flat slab, 44 interior 
and exterior columns, a new roof and 
17,000 sq. ft. of sash with elevator, 
stairways, plumbing, heating and 
lighting was $94,000, a saving of 
$74,000 over the cost of an entirely 
new building. 

It is possible to convert any mill 
type building into a modern, fire- 
proof strueture in the same manner. 
The brick walls are good for an in- 
definite life and their replacement 
eost is high. In the case of the build- 
ing described, new walls and founda- 
tions would have cost $20,000 and 
the forms for the new floor strueture 
$17,000 more. The preparatory 
work, excavation, first floor slab, etc., 
would have added another $25,000. 
The remaining $12,000 would be 
easily accounted for by the archi- 
tects’ commissions, builder's profit 
and the usual contingencies. 

A second case is that of a spinning 
mill in the Massachusetts textile 
eenter. The company owned an 
antiquated two-story building about 
80x400 ft, in which the roving, 
spinning and twisting operations 
were carried on. Plant expansion 
required that the capacity of these 
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When further expansion is in order, this low structure will provide a strong 
foundation for additional stories. Building Code requirements are usually so 
far in excess of actualities that the safety factor allows a good margin 


departments be increased 100%. 
Bids were taken upon an identical 
building whose foundations, on 
account of the nature of the ground, 
must be piled. The lowest bid was 
$220,000. ; 

One of the bidders submitted an 
alternate proposal for increasing the 
heights of the existing mil two 
stories by placing steel columns out- 
side the walls and hanging the 
upper two floors from trusses sup- 
ported by the new columns. The 
new walls would not add much 
weight since they were to consist 
largely of continuous steel sash with 
brick curtain walls below the sills. 
Estimate for alternate was $176,000. 
This stood for a $44,000 saving. 


HE difference lay in the omis- 

sion of all foundations, exca- 
vation and piling except for the rows 
of outside columns. For instance, the 
piles numbered 200 less. At $70 per 
pile this item alone would account 
for $14,000. Then a concrete floor 
at grade would have cost $16,000, 
while the conversion of the former 
roof into a floor cost only $9,600 
against $19,000 for a new floor.

The subject of extra stories on 
existing structures is worth study. 

And here is a broad statement: 
Any well-built structure of mill, steel 
or concrete construction will stand 
an extra story. 

Which means this: The unit loads 
and stresses calculated by engineers 
or required by building codes are so 
far in excess of actualities that the 
safety factor is much too great. 
Hence all structures built in strict 
accordance with accepted theory are 
plenty strong enough to support one 
more floor. 

Take the matter of live load. 150 
Ibs. per sq. ft. is the average figure 
used by structural designers. It is 
impossible to load an entire manu- 
facturing floor to anything like that 
amount. Consider a spinning room 
90x360 ft. It contains 32,400 sq. ft. 
In it are 80 spinning frames weigh- 
ing 10,000 Ibs. each, in place. Trans- 
mission, sprinkler pipes and other 
equipment hung from the ceiling of 
the room below weigh 65,000 lbs. 
Stock, boxes, trucks, and operators, 
perhaps, weigh 50,000 Ibs. The total 
loading is: 

Machines ......... 800,000 Ibs. 

Transmission, ete... 65,000 lbs. 


Stock, ete.......... 50,000 Ibs. 
915,000 915,000 lbs. 
=28 lbs. per sq. ft. 
32,400 


Twenty-eight pounds per sq. ft., 
and that building is designed for a 
live load of 150 with a safety factor 
of 4. That means. it would fail at 
600 lbs—over twenty times the 
actual loading. The walls and 
columns are thus far stronger than 
necessary to carry the real live load, 
and hence can support at least 
another story, without overloading. 


| VEN though roof, interior parti- 
tions, and sash are beyond repair, 
the old structure may still be worth 
altering. In many cases, old walls are 
left but not. allowed to carry any 
weight. These act as curtain: walls. 


TT profit in pork is materi- 
ally increased if we safe- 
guard against well defined 
deteriorating influences. Correct 
buildings do this. A hog house 
house built of permanent materials 
is a good investment for a number 
of reasons. 

First, the building is warmer. 
The warmth of the permanent hog 
house in winter means that the 
greater portion of the food is going 
for the purpose for which it is in- 
tended—that of fat formation. The 
hog will not put on an ounce of fat 
until his first natural requisite, 
bodily warmth, has been supplied. 

Secondly, with a good warm hog 
house, it becomes practicable to 
raise early pigs—and early pigs 
are worth while for many reasons. 

The pig farrowed in January, 
February or Mareh must be prop- 
erly housed or it will be unprofit- 
able. Every farmer is interested in 
better and permanent hog houses, 
as this rapid growth and quick turn- 
over cannot be accomplished with- 
out proper eare.. Pigs farrowed late 
In the season, and not properly 
housed, lose the fat they gain be- 
fore weaning time, and it is neces- 


sary to carry them into the winter 


before marketing. The result of 
this common method of handling the 
pig is that there is a big supply on 
the market at certain seasons, and 
as a consequence a lowering in price. 
There is no building on the farm 
that will pay for itself as quickly 
as a good hog house, but as great 
many houses which eost enough to 
be good are thoroughly unfit for the 
purpose. Data published after ex- 
haustive research shows that good 
hog men average seven pigs to the 
litter and many surpass this record. 
The same data indicates that the 
general average raised on the farm 
does not exceed four to the litter. 
This wide difference is mainly due

to the housing. Consequently the 
average farmer loses over 42% of 
his pigs.

doubt Mr. F. S. Corah's experience 
will be of interest to our readers. 

‘Two years ago I built a hog 
house, of hollow tile construction, 
24 ft. square, with eight-foot drive 
through the center, leaving space 
for four pens each side of the drive, 
size 6 x 8’. This building was 
placed on rather low ground which 
was not drained, so in order to have 
a dry and warm floor the founda- 
tion walls were built 12 in. above 
the level of the ground. 
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In building the floors for the pens 
on each side of the drive, we first 
placed about four in. of cinders, 
well tamped, on top of this, about 
1 in. of sand and on top of the sand 
was laid hollow tile, size 5 x 8 12 
in. large surface down, and on top 
of the tile was placed about 2 in. of 
rich concrete mixture, rough finish. 
The driveway floor was built of solid 
concrete and a gutter was built each 
side of the driveway.

Its shape is unusual and at first 
gives one the impression that 
none too many rooms may be in- 
cluded for a given ground area.

This living room serves, of course, 
for a dining room as well.

During the greater part of the 
year the sun porch, enclosed in 
glass, will receive its share of atten- 
tion.

after inspecting its other features, 
one descends to the cellar and 
finds there a heater room, storage 
for fruit and a separate room for 
laundry equipment. 

Description of exterior has been 
reserved until now—not because it 
is of secondary importance but for 
the reason that interior room ar- 
rangement has a direct bearing on 
nature of exterior treatment. Pros- 
pects do not buy rooms, of course, 
regardless of how the house may ap- 
pear from without. But few houses 
that are inconvenient and wasteful 
of space find ready sale no matter 
how beautiful their dresses may 
be.

New England Colonial has been 
. copied and adapted and imitated so 
often that many a prospective home 
owner who loves the style wonders 
how it can be built today to have 
real individuality. The answer is, 
follow the style exactly. 

First of all, fix in your mind just 
what you mean by New England 
Colonial. One reason why modern 
adaptations of this style appear 
stereotyped is that many builders 
and owners take as their models any- 
thing built between 1620 and 1820. 
But within these two centuries of 
American history, there really are 
three periods, three distinct styles 
of domestic architecture. 

So that you may realize what dif- 
ferences exist between these three 
styles, recall a little history. From 
the founding of Plymouth until 
about 1700 the majority of Colonists

The patriots of the new 
republie were filled with admiration 
of the ancient democracies of Greece 
and Rome, and so classical orna- 
mental columns, pilasters, cornices 
and friezes bearing Greek and Ro- 
man elements, and furniture and 
fireplaces of the Adams style 
found ready acceptance. 

Now, all three of these styles or-

In 
its very simplic- 
ity lies its charm, 
and there lies 
economy also. 


Floors will not 
be of high pol- 
ished hardwood, 
but of soft wood 
in a wide. size 
to resemble planking, partially cov- 
ered with rag rugs or braided or 
hookwork rugs. The hearthplace 
will not be built of expensive brick, 
but of flagstones. 

One of the common mistaken no- 
tions about New England Colonial 
houses is that wall-paper is the only 
method of ‘wall-treatment permis 
sible. On the contrary, the interior 
walls of the better class homes in 
this period were formed of wide 
boards of soft wood grooved to- 
gether and chamfered or moulded 
along the edges. Usually this pan- 
eling was carried up to the ceiling, 
though it was not rare to find rooms 
wainseoted in this matter with 
spaces of clay daub between wains- 
eoting and ceiling. 


I5 the Quincy Mansion, now the 
Home of Colonial Dames, flreplace 
corner has been kept just as it was in 
Colonial times. It is located in 
Quincy, Mass., and is representative 
early American in atmosphere 
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Plain beamed ceilings were the 
usual thing. This could be execu- 
ted effeetively in the modern home 
by allowing the rough flooring of 
the second story to show below, pro- 
vided that & sound-insulating floor 
filler were used between the rough 
and finished flooring of the second 
story to deaden sounds of footsteps 
above. This simple expedient, which 
would preserve the homespun char- 
acter of the downstairs rooms, might 
prove less expensive than covering 
rafters with a plaster ceiling. 


Another distinction between the 
homes of this period of Colonial 
poverty and those built later is that 
the earlier homes did not possess 
the beautiful halls and stairways 
characteristic of the later type. The 
entrance gave right into the living- 
room or at most there was an inter- 
ior ‘‘porch’’ which was really just 
a little vestibule. 


If there were a second story in a 
house of this period, the stairs were 
devoid of formal beauty. Most like- 
ly, they consisted of a short straight 
run of steps with winders at either 
end. At each turn was a newel- 
post and in between, a short range 
of wooden balusters. Both newels 
and balustrades were of the simplest 
design. 

Of course, every Colonial home 
will have a fireplace. The first fire- 
places were homely utilitarian af- 
fairs, broad and deep to be helpful 
in preparing the family's food, with 
a mantel shelf to serve as a cup- 
board for pewter or china. The

modern fireplace in a home of this 
type should be built of boulders if 
possible, and should not be faced 
with brick or other ornamental ma- 
terial. À heavy beam of wood across 
its square opening is enough to give 
it the right character. The effect 
should be rugged and primitive. 

Windows .are small-paned and 
leaded. Doorways invariably are 
squareheaded and without transoms ; 
the doors themselves give the effect 
of two layers of planking nailed 
together and studded diagonally. 
It is necessary to describe the other 
details in a dwelling of this type— 
andirons, sconces, tidy little white 
curtains—for these are well known 
to every lover of the traditions of 
the American home. But it must 
be emphasized that the character of 
utter simplicity must be preserved 
throughout. 


Homes Before the 


Revolution 


OW, suppose the Colonial house 

you plan to build is to con- 

tain six or eight rooms or more; 
and suppose the life it is to accom- 
modate is more expensive than the 
cottage type is planned for. In 
that case, you want an entirely dif- 
ferent interpretation of the Colon- 
lal style—you want a home of the 
middle, or pre-revolutionary, period. 
Hardwood floors are in place here, 
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LARGE room installed without 

change in the American Wing. 

It was taken from a home in Ports- 

mouth, R. L, and is an excellent ex- 

ample of paneled treatment. Furni- 
ture and woodwork harmonize 


and carpets and rugs of a simple 
but substantial nature. 

Three types of wall-finish may be 
selected from. In 1697 a large lime 
quarry was opened in Massachu- 
Setts, and thereupon plastered walls 
became popular. But the plaster- 
ing was not the plain, smooth, white 
surface that is applied to too many 
modern homes. The material was 
rather crudely burnt, and conse- 
quently a little off-color. It was ap- 
plied by a sand-float or a carpet- 
float and so was slightly textured. 
This same effect may be producéd 
today by sand-floating ordinary plas- 
ter or by lightly stippling any of 
the plastic paints now on the mar- 
ket which give both texture and col- 
or-tone. 

Plaster was used extensively for 
a few decades, but as it became 
common there was a reaction back 
to wood paneling and wainscoting. 
But now the woods employed were 
of finer quality and better finish; 
sometimes, delicate ornamental ef- 
fects were employed in the mould- 
ing. 

Wall-paper began to be manufac- 
tured in the Colonies in 1763, and 
it was not until after that date that 
it came into general use, although 
it was employed in some of the bet- 
ter houses as early as 1740. The 
papers most often used were highly 
figured, French and Chinese motives 
being the most popular. 

Whichever of these three wall- 
finishes was selected, however, it was 
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An Old Salem Doorway Still in Use 
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customary to plaster the ceiling in 
the manner described. By this time, 
too, baseboards and cornice mould- 
ings eame into general use, and 
stock designs of modérn millwork 
may be selected for the present day 
home in the style. But it is a mis- 
take to paint the woodwork dead 
white; ‘‘pearl-color’’—soft grey 
ivory and eream tints are real Col- 
onial colors. 

Fireplaces of brick or plaster-fac- 
ing took the place of the more prim- 
itive hearths of the preceding cen- 
tury. The wrought iron and brass 
accessories of the fireplace also be- 
eame finer in design. As glass be- 
eame less eostly, windows that re- 
semble those of our time gradually 
beeame common. But the panes 
were generally small; in the ordin- 
ary window they ranged from twelve 
to twenty-four in number, and the 
fewer and larger they were, the 
greater the wealth of the owner was ' 
assumed to be. 

In a house of this style, one of 
the most beautiful features will be 
the downstairs hall and stairway. 
The usual form is for the front en- 
trance to give directly into a hall 
stretching the whole depth of the 
house. There is either a fanlight 
over the door, or glass panels on 
either side of it, or both, to shed a 
subdued light into the hall. At the 
other end is the stairway. It runs 
upward to a landing and then turns 
at right angles or entirely around

To Colonial design has 
never been threatened. Of 
all our early American architectural 
traditions, this type and the Dutch 
Colonial alone remain. Mostly is it 
due to their square—or at least rec- 
tangular—floor plans that they owe 
their consistent favor. And to their 
adaptability to various exterior 
treatments. Frame, brick, stucco; 
all these lend themselves to the New 
England Colonial. 

The architect’s perspective indi- 
cates wide siding. This handling is 
perhaps the most extensively used, 
although other exterior finishes are 
rapidly growing in usage. The im- 
portant consideration is that con- 
trasting colors should be employed 
in walls and shutters. 

This interpretation has used the 
shutter-type for the lower windows 
with more modern blinds above. 
Hither is authentic if only the gen- 
eral class of New England Colonials 
is taken as a precedent. 

Without doubt, the exterior detail 
that should be given major atten- 
tion is the doorway with its tiny

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porch. Each element of this group 
has traditions that cannot be over- 
looked. Relation of door to flank- 
ing windows and fan-light above; 
angle of pedimented roof and de- 
sign of supporting columns are all 
items of great importance. 

Windows with tiny panes are also 
demanded by the correct New Eng- 
land Colonial. Demand for further 
illumination sometimes induces ar- 
chiteet and builder to go afield and 
provide two-paned sash not in con- 
cinnity with the period. 

Within there are many details 
with which modern living has dis- 
agreed and where new materials 
and treatment have proved more 
practical and economical. Floors of 
wide, oak planks were laid in the 
houses of our forefathers. Modern 
practice, of course, does not recog- 
nize this precedent but puts in hard- 
wood floors that represent an im- 
provement over the old. 

Where hand-made rough faced 
tile was used in Early American 
homes, today smooth, beautifully 
colored, factory-made tiles are avail- 


able for modern adaptations.

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A Message on Spray Painting 


CAREFUL and comprehen- 

sive survey such as has been 

made by the Special Com- 
mittee on the Spray System of Paint 
and Varnish Applieation will show 
that spray-painting is firmly estab- 
lished. Today, in practically every 
trade in the industry where paints, 
varnishes and laequers are used, al- 
most every kind of decorative and 
protective coatings is being applied 
by this rapid and economical method. 

The splendid, eooperative work of 
the master painters and the paint 
and varnish manufacturers in the 
* Save the Surface and ‘‘Clean-up 
and Paint-up’’ campaigns has cer- 
tainly brought gratifying results. 
The use of paint and varnish as 
evidenced by sales, is still on the 
way of being doubled within the five 
years ending in 1926—the goal set 
by the industry's leaders. 

However, on the other hand, dur- 
ing the same period of time, the 
number of journeymen painters has 
decreased by some thousands. Here, 
then, is a gap, a lack of service— 
supply, the importance of which 
cannot be over emphasized, as the 
scope of the master painters’ ac- 
tivities is exceedingly wide and 
varied and touches almost every 
kind of maintenance and construc- 
tion work involved in present day 
growth and progress. The question 
of how to be prepared to meet the 
situation and reap your fair share 
of the business, is receiving serious 
consideration. 

First. Provision for getting more 
apprentices into the trade. Good 
work along this line is being done by 
the master painters themselves in 
their employment and training of 
apprentices. Also, the various trade 
schools, and, more recently, a cor- 
respondence school, are offering 
practical courses of instruction and 
training for young men who wish 
to become skilled painters.

T. two addresses delivered before 

convention bodies, Mr. Wells 
emphasizes the importance of pro- 
viding for the future in the painting 
field and of recognizing the scope 
of spray-painting as a solution of 
many problems. One address was 
delivered before the Convention of 
the International Assn. of Master 
House Painters and Decorators; the 
other before the Convention of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Assn. Inc. Material from each talk 
has been extracted here. 


Second. Lengthening of the paint- 
ing season; a rearrangement and ex- 
tension of the painting activities so 
that the painter will have work 
throughout the whole year rather 
than just the Spring and Fall. An 
occupation affording steady employ- 
ment is more attractive than a sea- 
sonal one. | 

Third. The use of the paint-spray 
machine, another big help in meet. 
ing the growing amount of work to 
be done in painting and decorating. 


N the field of interior decorating 
unique and attractive decorative 
effects can be easily obtained with a 
small spray decorating equipment 
and a knowledge of color harmony. 
Stippled effects, blends and spatter 
work are easily and readily made 
possible by the use of the machine ; 
the labor involved is reduced more 
than half. 

Stippled effects, which by the 
hand method require the applica- 
tion of several solid coats and then 
the hand stippling, which consumes 
time practically equivalent to the 
application of another solid coat, are 
accomplished by the application of 
one solid coat, and then the air- 
stippled coating, both done entirely 
with the machine. Here it might 
be mentioned that one coat of paint 
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applied with a machine on an in- 
teriors surface is equivalent to two 
brush coats in hiding power and 
quality; and there are no brush 
marks, sags or runs. 

Blends produced by the hand 
method of rubbing one color into 
another consume a_ tremendous 
amount of labor and require an 
expert workman. By no other 
method is it possible to obtain the 
perfect blending accomplished by 
the spraying machine. Examples of 
delicate blending done by spraying 
ean be seen on many kinds of art 
work, on photographs, ete. 


PRAY spatter work is a combina- 
tion of one, two, three or more 
harmonizing or contrasting colors 
spattered on a solid background. 
The combinations possible — are 
limited only by the laws of color 
harmony and the artistie instinct of 
the decorator. Effects ranging from 
the most delicate to coarse spatter 
work can readily be obtained. 

In doing this kind of work the 
surface to be decorated is first cov- 
ered with the chosen ground cover. 
After this coat is thoroughly dried, 
harmonizing spatter colors are ap- 
plied in the order desired. These 


are sprayed on one after the other, 


it not being necessary to allow dry- 
ing time between the color applica- 
tions. By varying the consisten 
of these colored paints from semi- 
paste to liquid form and the air 
pressures used, a fine to a coarse 
spatter effect is made possible. 

In the work of exterior plainting 
the paint-spray machine is a high 
dividend-producing investment for 
the master painter. While the 
speed in house painting is not as 
great as painting large, unbroken 
surfaces, such as warehouses, mills, 
schools, barns, ete., it is still two or 
three times faster than brush_paint- 
ing by a conservative, comparison.

last time. On the sketches 
you'll find Fig. 7 is the plan of a 
hip and valley roof. We may also 
have hip and gable, gable and val- 
ley, or & eombination of them all. 
Fig. 8 is a curb roof, also called 
gambrel roof, from its supposed re- 
semblance to the gambrel of a horse. 

„The mansard roof, Fig. 9, is a 
eurb roof, with hipped ends, and 
usually with the lower rafters shaped 
or eurved. It takes its name from 
its inventor, a French architect, for 
which reason it is frequently called 
a French roof. 
een some of the Eastern cities, 
where blocks of residential houses 
are built adjoining each other, they 
have a form of roof which they also 
eall a French roof and which is a 
combination of mansard and flat 
roof. The front of the houses (and 
the front and side of corner houses) 
being of mansard form covered with 
slate, or metal shingles, the re- 
mainder, and main part of the roof, 
being flat and covered with tar and 
gravel, or similar roofing. 

** A profile of a building with this 
form of roof looks something like 
this” (Fig. 10).

be a better way to put a roof on Fig. 


12, for instance.’’ 

‘*S-a-a-y!’’ queried the foreman,

The 
upper part of this roof is sometimes 
fitted with louver boards for ventila- 
tion, and sometimes with sash. In 
the former case it may be called a 
louver, or cupalo; in the latter, a 
lantern, or clere-story. 

„The roof in Fig. 15 is called a 
semi-monitor. Its purpose is the 
same as the saw-tooth.

pendence. They won both. Their 
ecommerce and industries began to

So the typical residence of the 
period from 1790 to 1820 is a man- 
sion. Smaller dwellings continued 
to be built along the same funda-

In your reading you may come 
upon such terms as principal roof, 
truss roof, ete. A principal roof is 
one in which heavy timbers, called 
principal rafters, are spaced some 
distance apart. On these, horizontal 
timbers, called purlins, are fastened, 
and on top of the purlins are placed 
the common rafters. This form of 
roof is very ancient and is still some- 
times used for large churches. 

„By means of this construction 
material much smaller in cross sec- 
tion and much shorter in length may 
be used for the common rafters. Each 
pair of principal rafters is tied to- 
gether with iron rods and really 
forms a truss; but the term truss 
roof is mostly used to designate 
roofs of low pitch and wide span. 
The trusses are spaced anywhere 
from ten to twenty feet apart, the 
same as principal rafters, and the 
common rafters are carried on pur- 
lins in the same way. 

Truss roofs are of many kinds; 
but our time is up, and your educa- 
tion as far as they are concerned, 
will have to wait. You have plenty 
to go on with anyway, and since the 
more general use of steel in building 
construction, the truss roof is being 
removed further and further from 
the province of the carpenter into 
that of the structural steel worker.

HE most widely used refriger- 
| ating medium is ammonia, 
especially in plants of large 
and medium size. It has a practical 
pressure range for the ordinary tem- 
peratures required in refrigerating 
work, while the volume of vapor to 
be handled is not excessive. The 
prineipal disadvantage is the danger 
from the leakage of gas in confined 
spaces. 

This has led to the use of carbon 
dioxide to some extent in small ma- 
chines, and particularly on ship- 
board where space is limited. A 
smaller compressor can be used in 
this case, although higher pressures 
must be carried to obtain the same 
results. Sulphur dioxide is used to 
some extent in Europe, and a small 
machine of 1 to 2 tons capacity em- 
ploying` ethel chloride has recently 
been plated upon the American mar- 
ket. 

Both air and- water are used for 
the refrigerating medium under cer- 
tain conditions, but not for the class 
of work under consideration. in the 
present ease. . | 

Small units must use only refrig- 
 erating mediums that provide high- 
est efficiency. 

Measurement of Refrigeration 

The eomméYelal unit is the ton 
of refrigeration," which is the heat 
required. to melt one ton, or 2,000 
pounds of ice into water at a temper- 
ature of 32 degrees. 

The latent heat of ice is 144 T.U. 
per pound, hence, 144 X 2000 = 
288,000 T. U. must be absorbed to 
melt one ton. ML CN 

Refrigeration calculations are 
usually made on a 24-hour basis, so 
that one ton of refrigerating ca- 
pacity, as the term is commonly 
used, means the abstraction of 288,- 
000 T.U. per 24 hours, or 288,000 — 
24 = 12,000 T.U. per hour, or 12,- 
000 — 60 — 200 T.U. per minute. 


. Rating of Machines 


The commercial rating of a ma- 
ehine is commonly given in tons per 
24 hours under given operating con- 
ditions as to temperature and pres- 
sure range. 

The ‘‘ice-making’’ capacity of a 
machine is considerably less than its 
‘‘refrigerating’’ capacity, for the 
reason that the water must first be

The absorption system is identical 
with the compression system in prin- 
ciple, but in this case the compressor 
is replaced by an ''absorber," a 
„generator, 
ing pump. 

The low pressure ammonia gas 
from the expansion coil, instead of 
being compressed mechanically, is 
first dissolved in cool water. The 
mixture is then heated by means of 
a steam coil which drives off the 
gas under a high pressure and tem- 
perature, and it then passes to the 
condenser in practically the same 
state as though delivered from a 
compressor. This system is fre- 
quently used either alone or in con- 
nection with the compression system 
in storage warehouses where es- 
pecially low temperatures are re- 
quired. It can be operated either 
with live steam or the exhaust from 
steam engines or turbines. Both 
methods are in common usage. 

Cold or dense air machines are 
confined principally to marine serv- 
ice on account of the harmless nature

ORK on the world’s tallest build- 
ing has already begun. It is the 
5-story Christian-Missionary building to 
be built on Broadway and 122nd St., 
New York. Total height is 800 ft., or 8 
ft. higher than the Woolworth building. 
Construction cost, excluding land value, 
will be about $14,000,000. Excavation 
of rock alone is estimated at $100,000. 

Two stories of the skyscraper will be 
below street level. Foundation planned 
to go down 20 ft. below the curb. 

The structure, which will house a hotel, 
church and hospital and bank, is being 
built by Oscar E. Konkle, President of 
the Realty Sureties, Inc. 10% of the 
earnings of the building are to go for 
the founding and maintenance of a 
medical missionary base in Africa. 

The excavation work has been given 
to the Clemente Contracting Co. There 
are about 65,000 cubic yards to be re- 
moved. 150 working days are estimated 
as the time reuired to complete this work. 


Building C. P. R. Hotel in 
Winter 


ORK on the new wing of the 

Chateau Lake Louise in Canada 
during the winter months has upset the 
building records of the continent. 

A disastrous fire totally destroyed the 
old wing and despite the lateness of the 
season it was planned to have this re- 
built and in complete readiness to re- 
ceive visitors the following summer. 
Winter construction was essential and 
plans were made for rushing operations 
through the cold months. 

As soon as the steel frame was finished 
carpenters were busy on a huge frame 
shell to enclose the entire hotel wing and 
form a temporary cover during severe 
winter weather. Heating of this shell 
was undertaken by means of steam coil 
pipes. 

150,000 ft. of lumber were used in this 
construction and the exterior covered 
with heavy tarpaper. Cheesecloth win- 
dows were left at frequent intervals to 
give some natural light though artificial 
light was used both day and night dur- 
ing construction.

Middle West Bricklaying 
School 


HE Associated Building Employers 

of Michigan have shown their enter- 
prise by incorporating in a 24-page book- 
let interesting information on their 
bricklaying school. This school, located 
in Grand Rapids, started two years ago 
to meet the shortage of bricklayers. At 
first it was considered only as a tempo- 
rary matter, but the Association soon 
found a permanent need for it. 

To provide permanent quarters a new 
building has just been completed. This 
is 70 x 125 ft., two stories high, of re- 
inforced concrete, steel and brick. 

While it was operated in a small way 
in limited quarters, over 100 men al- 
ready have been trained in the brick- 
laying trades and with few exceptions 
these men had no previous experience. 
The angle from which the association 
has taken up this four months’ schooling 
is an interesting one. 
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„We do not claim that a man is a 
finished mechanic when he completes a 
four months’ course in the A. B. E. 
School; we do claim that he can get the 
technique of bricklaying and should be 
able to do all forms of brick work and 
with practical experience of four to 
eight months on the job should be able 
to compete with the average bricklayer."' 


Studies of Curing 
Concrete 


HE Structural Materials Research 

Laboratory, Lewis Institute, Chi- 
cago, has issued a new bulletin, Studies 
of Curing Concrete in a Semi-arid Cli- 
mate.“ 

Investigators are Harrison E. Gonner- 
man and C. L. McKesson. The research 
was a cooperative one carried on with 
the California Highway Commission. 
Details of the tests are somewhat lengthy 
but the conclusions will be interesting 
to everyone in the concrete field. 

First, it was proven that a curing 
method is efficient which maintains 
moisture content of concrete during 
early stages of hydration, about equal 
to original mixing water. Wet earth 
curing gave the best results, while 
methods permitting high evaporation 
gave low strength. 

Secondly, concrete cured under earth 
wet for 7 or 14 days was only slightly 
stronger than that cured for 3 days. 

In connection with curing with sur- 
face application of flake calcium chlor- 
ide, it was brought out that surface 
hardness for beams so cured was con- 
siderably less than for beams cured with 
water or with asphaltic paper. 

For beams molded and cured in con- 
crete forms using calcium chloride, 2% 
lbs. per sq. yd., strength ratio is ranged 
from 100% at 14 days to 89% at 90 days. 

Alphaltic paper curing gave surface 
hardness almost as high as for wet-earth 
curing. 

Both air curing and sodium silicate 
curing showed low strength in surface 
hardness. 

The greatest surface hardness was 
found for concrete of highest flexural 
strength. Indentation loads used in 
measuring surface hardness averaged 21 
times the modulus of rupture. 

It must be remembered that climatic 
conditions at Sacramenta, Calif., where 
the tests were made, were quite un- 
favorable for the curing of unprotected 
concrete, but are typical of those en- 
countered in semi-arid regions.

Safety in Building 
Construction 


]? the National Safety News, the 
organ of the National Safety Coun- 
cil, Chicago, Mr. R. G. Knutson, In. 
dustrial Commissioner of Wisconsin, dis- 
cusses standards of safety in the build- 
ing field. 

While certain standards may be set 
up, according to Mr. Knutson, prevail- 
ing labor conditions have a decided effect 
on the attitude of the workers toward 
them. In times of labor scarcity it is 
often difficult to enforce discipline on 
the job. The threat of unemployment, 
highly effective in compelling compliance 
with safety regulations at normal times, 
loses its effectiveness when there are 
more jobs for the men. 

The real foundation for effective 
safety lies in the proper arrangement 
of the work in progress. Workers are 
very greatly influenced by the exampie 
set by their employer and fellow work- 
men. If the contractor fails to show 
sufficient interest by keeping the job in 
order, workmen invariably become shift- 
less. 

Regarding the various sources of acci- 
dents on the job, Mr. Knutson goes on to 
say, In building scaffolds, particularly 
for smaller jobs, the same material is 
often used over and over again. This 
material must of necesssity be inspecte4 
carefully from time to time so that dam- 
aged pieces will not be used again— 
often broken form lumber is used in 
the construction of ladders and scaf- 
folds and this material is frequently 
covered with cement stains which make 
it difficult to discover defects. These 
various factors are responsible for a 
large percentage of accidents in the con- 
struction field. 

Our aceidept records show that a 
large number of injuries to workmen 
resulted from failure to provide proper 
sufeguards on openings and edges of 
tloors. 

Often the worker does not under- 
stand the purpose of the barricades. He

regards them as a nuisance and casts 
them aside. All barricades installed for 
safety reasons should be plainly plac- 
arded and penalties for their removal 
or improper maintenance indicated.’’ 

In eonelusion, the Wisconsin Commis- 
sioner discusses the dangerous practice 
of riding hoists, of nail punctures and of 
the proper inspection of ropes. 

Regarding the regulation of safety on 
smaller jobs, the employment of a full 
time safety man is not usually justified. 
In such cases a workman may be as- 
signed the responsibility of directing 
safety work. The real object is to lift 
accident prevention above the status of 
everybody's business and nobody’s re- 
sponsibility.?'

Success of A. G. C. 
Meeting 


HE last Members’ News-Letter of 
the Associated General Contractors 
of America of Washington, D. C., reports 
that the 7th annual meeting held in 
Portland, Oregon, January 19th to 23rd 
was ‘‘characterized by a snap and de- 
cisiveness of action not often found at 
gatherings of its magnitude.“ Any 
meeting of the contractors national body 
might be so described but this year it 
is the general opinion that the body 
went a step further in bringing about, 
results important to the field at large. 
The outstanding action of the con- 
vention was directed against lien law 
abuses, existing surety practices, day 
labor and increase in material costs and 
labor wages. 

In connection with the surety bond- 
ing question, the convention body sug- 
gested to the public that other forms 
or guarantee for construction projects 
be given consideration provided the 
present demoralizing methods continue 
to prevail. Two telegrams addressed 
by the Executive Board to Secretary 
Hoover and to Secretary Davis request 
that these two cabinet members use 


their influence to prevent increased 
cost in materials and labor wages. In- 
dustrial demoralization was pointed out 
as a possibility should the industry be 
forced to cope with a ‘‘buyers’ strike.’’ 
In the matter of accident prevention, 
included in the resolution adopted by 
the Association General Contractors it 
was pointed out that this work can be 
promoted more efficiently through edu- 
cation of the workmen than by enact- 
ment of safety laws. Further, they 
called attention to the fact that rules 
of standard practice have been ap- 
proved by their executive board. 


Better Homes Show In 
Baltimore, Md. 


HE Real Estate Board of Baltimore, 
Md., is sponsoring a Better Homes 
and Building Exposition that will be 
held in the 5th Regiment Armory, April 
10th to 17th. Plans have been com- 
pleted by the executive committee for 
the erection of a regulation cottage in- 
side the armory. This will be com- 
pletely equipped and furnished. Out- 
side bearing walls and partition walls 
will be erected under the Van Guilder 
System with machines known as wall 
builders. The building will be of the 
Spanish type, stuccoed inside and out.

Owner's “Entire Satisfaction” 


erect a building to ‘‘entire satis- 

faction’’ of owner was considered 
by Washington Supreme Court in the 
case of Gould vs. McCormick, 134 Pacific 
Rep., 676. 

Plaintiffs contracted with de- 
fendant to draw plans and speci- 
fications for a nine-story building, 
and to supervise its construction in 
strict accordance with such plans 
and specifications. The contract 
also provided for construction of 
the building to the ‘‘entire satis- 
faction’’ of the owner. 


When the building was about 
onethird completed defendant 
discharged plaintiffs. They sued to re- 
cover compensation. : 


Defendant unsuccessfully contends that 
the contract gave him an unqualified 
option to terminate the contract if he 
became dissatisfied, regardless of whether 
or not there was any reasonable ground 
for such dissatisfaction. 


The Supreme Court observed that 
where the language of a contract leaves 
it doubtful as to whether the parties in- 
tended one should have an unqualified 
option to terminate it on the ground of 
dissatisfaction, the doubt should be re- 
solved by limiting the right to terminate 
to reasonable dissatisfaction. 

However, the court ruled that the 
clause of the contract under consideration 
requiring the work to be done strictly 
according to the plans and specifications, 
with good workmanship and the best of 
materials, negatived the idea that the 
owner had the arbitrary right to 
terminate the contract on the ground of 
dissatisfaction.

Contracting to Ful 
“Building Sites" 


DECISION lately handed down by 

the Louisiana Supreme Court 
(Myevere vs. Liberty Realty & Securities 
Company, 100 Southern Reporter, 694) 
suggests caution in contracting to fill a 
„building site’’ where there is room for 
controversy as to what area of land is 
intended by the parties.

The building contract in the cited case 
provided for filling the building site to 
grade. Defendant contractor claimed 
that this provision merely required it to 
place filling under the actual building. 


There are so many difficulties in the 
regular run of building «vork that legal 
difficulties should not be invited. At 
best, a court sutt involves expense and 
loss of time. Let our legal editor ad- 
vise you before the controversy arises: 


Plaintiff owner, on the other hand, 
elaimed that the entire lot, the area of 
which is not disclosed, should have been 
filled. Defendant filled under the house, 
but not the whole lot. Deciding the case 
in favor of the owner, the court said: 

‘We think the ‘building site’ compre- 
hended the lot, and that plaintiff is 
entitled to recover. 


Architectural Services 


[^ North Dakota, as in other states, 
there is a law to the effect that cer- 
tain contracts awarded by municipal and 
county boards, and other similar bodies, 
must be made after competitive bidding 
and must be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder. But there is usuallv 
some such exception as that tacked onto 
the North Dakota law, and that is that 
the statute shall not apply to professional 
services. 

Interpreting this exception, in the 
recent case of Rosatti vs. Common School 
District, 204 Northwestern Reporter, 833, 
the court decided that a school board may 
award a contract for architectural 
services in connection with the erection 
of a school building without advertising 
for bids. 

In making this interpretation, the 
court seems to have regarded it as 
scarcely less absurd, if any less, to re- 
quire a publie board to award a contract 
for architectural services to the lowest 
bidder than it would be to compel the 
same board to select legal counsel by the 
same method.

One Builder's Recourse 


MICHIGAN builder writes: ‘‘I con- 

tracted with an architect and owner 
to do the carpentry work on a bunga- 
low for $600, $350 payable when 
the work should be roughed in and 
$250 on finishing. I furnished him 
a material list, but he substituted 
his own, short measuring the lum- 
ber. The short measuring and in- 
correctness of plans caused a delay 
and extra work in ripping. I paid 
out $510.20 for labor, besides my 
own tiime. He has paid me but 
$275. He wanted the roof colored 
brown and red, and ordered 
but one-third of what was needed, 
and had more red than brown. The 
shingler lost time, and then put on 
the red shingles, and did not have brown 
until he was through. Now the owner 
wants me to rip off the red shingles, and 
wants to give the finishing work to some- 
one else and charge the cost to me.“ 

On the facts stated, you are entitled 
to recover, in addition to agreed com- 
pensation, damages for loss resulting to 
you through being delayed on account 
of shortage of material, errors in plans, 
etc., excepting as you may have said or 
done something indicating an intention 
to waive claim on that account. But 
it seems that you can be required to 
either replace the shingles to conform to 
the agreement as to the manner in which 
they were to be laid or stand the cost of 
replacing them. The fact that brown 
shingles were not promptly furnished 
might give you a valid claim for dam- 
ages for loss. resulting to you through 
the delay—while the shingler was kept 
idle—but it could not justify your per- 
mitting the red shingles to be plaeed 
on the roof out of proper order. 

There is no right to award the finishing 
to another and charge you with the cost 
under your contract, unless you have un- 
reasonably refused to proceed. The 
owner’s failure to pay for the work done 
excuses your refusal to proceed. 

Under all the circumstances, I advise 
that you place your claim in the hands 
of a nearby attorney, since it seem that 
vou will have trouble in securing a wu- 
tually satisfactory settlement.

of the home builder, the big 

problem of the prospective 
home owner. The ‘‘Own your home’’ 
movement wins popularity in the 
average city in direct proportion to 
the liberality of terms of purchase.

I put the house on it. The materials 
I bought from a local lumber yard 
by giving a first lien on the house. 
The eompleted house and lot I val- 
ued at three thousand dollars. I 
was able to draw a first lien of six- 
ty per eent of its value, giving me 
eighteen hundred dollars working 
eapital on the first house. This 
bought all the materials needed.“ 

The lumber company holding the 
lien drew interest every six months 
until the principal was paid. By 
the time the buyer of the house had 
paid approximately half the sum 
he agreed to pay for the house, the 
lien was retired and the owner made 
a note to Mr. Thomson for the bal- 
ance. Thorman then cashed the 
note for additional capital. 


RACTICALLY every 

builder has some financ- 
ing plan that he feels has its 
own points of superiority. 
Here is an article dealing with 
three plans, each sound and 
substantial for tts particular 
class of work. As Mr. Thor- 
man’s business grew, he altered 
his financing to suit new con- 
ditions. There is a thought 
there for men who are unsuc- 
cessfully trying to adapt small- 
scale plans to large-scale work. 
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OR a long time he built and fin- 

nanced houses in this manner, 
putting his profits into his operat- 
ing fund. Each house built and 
sold meant a little larger fund with 
which to operate. At first he built 
only one house at a time; from that 
point he began eonstruetion of two 
or three simultaneously. The next 
step saw him erecting a dozen or 
more at a time. Now he converts 
whole vaeant bloeks into beautiful, 
modern residenees simultaneously. 
Financing is no longer a problem.

The next financing plan employed 
by Thorman is one rather common- 
ly used by builders in many parts 
of the country. It consisted of a 
first lien, extending over a period of 
five years, then a re-financing for 
handling the balance due on a house. 
For example, in erecting and sell- 
ing a $6,000 house, he borrowed $3,- 
600 on a first lien against the prop- 
erty. The purchaser assumed this 
debt, and the principal and interest 
(the interest payable every six 
months) were arranged into pay- 
ments extending over a period of 
five years. The amount of a pay- 
ment was determined by figuring the 
rate of payment necessary to en- 
tirely retire the lein in 60 months— 
five years. 


HEN this first lien was re- 
tired, buyer and Mr. Thor- 

man together refinanced the place to 
take care of the balance due. Usually 
a second lien was drawn to cover 
this, and it was retired on regular 


monthly payments. 


But the single note plan—the sys- 
tem Mr. Thorman uses today—does 
away with this re-financing problem 
at the end of five years and this 
factor has a wide appeal to pros- 
pective home owners, too. Although 
Mr. Thorman never had any diffi- 
culty in re-financing, and he always 
assured buyers that they were in 
no danger of losing their homes if 
they could not pay for them entirely 
in five years, there was always a 
slight shadow of fear in the plan 
for some buyers. They preferred 
knowing that there would be no re- 
financing troubles five years hence. 

Today, the purchaser of a Thor- 
man-built home pays ten per cent of 
the selling price in cash. The bal- 
ance is paid for at the rate of one 
per cent per month until paid for 
in full.

HE principle to be kept in 
| mind is that each water heat- 
| ing deviee should have its 
own complete circulating system. 
It is always a temptation for the 


plumber to economize on piping by 


connecting both devices to the same 
circulating pipes and simply branch- 
ing off to the different heaters. 

Where this is done, it is necessary 
that valves be installed in the dif- 
ferent branches and only one valve 
opened at a time. The objection to 
installations having valves is that 
the users frequently forget to open 
or close them at the proper time, 
sometimes with serious results. 

Sometimes rather complicated 
hook-ups are attempted such as con- 
necting a furnace and a coal heater 
to one tank and a water heater to 
& separate tank, connecting both 
tanks to the regular hot water 
piping. 

Sometimes one tank is placed in 
the kitehen or bath room and an- 
other tank in the basement. Asa 
rule, these complicated hook-ups 
should be avoided as much as pos- 
sible as trouble usually will be en- 
countered. The simplest connec- 
tions give the best results, and the 
complicated ones frequently have to 
be torn down and reinstalled in or- 
der to get them to work properly. 

In checking over an installation 
of this kind, a sketeh should be 
made, and the following questions 
asked : 

1. Will the water being heated in 
any one of the heaters when operat- 
ing alone circulate as intended or 
can a reverse circulation be set up 
through one of the other devices, 
thus cooling off part of the water 
being heated ? 

2. When hot water is drawn from 
any one of the tanks, will it be di- 
luted with eold water coming from 
one of the other tanks or through

uncommon cause such as an ex- 
tremely warm basement ; cold water 
supply being at an unusually high 
temperature, unusual amount of 
frietion in certain pipes, or some 
similar cause. 

Because a hook-up of this type ap- 
parently gives satisfaction is no rea- 
son for making others like it. 
Where one such hook-up works, nine 
will fail. | 

Well or Cistern Service 

In the rural eommunities, it fre- 
quently is desirable to install a 
water heater in a home having no 
running water supply. This can be 
done in a number of different ways. 

The best system is to put & pres- 
sure tank in the basement, operated 
either electrically or by hand. In 
connection with water heaters in- 
stalled on sueh air pressure systems, 
it is important to see that the in- 
stallation is so made that air does 
not pocket in the pipes as there is 
usually more air trapped in the 
water with this type of system than 
with eity water systems. 

On this account, the construction

shown in Fig. 3 should be used in 
connection with a pressure tank 
water system. 
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The next best scheme is an attic 
tank filled from the roof or into 
which the necessary water is 
pumped. This approaches a pres- 
sure system closely. 

If no such water supply is avail- 
able, it is possible to install a water 
heater and hot water tank in con- 
nection with a regular kitchen force 
pump. This pump draws the water 
from a cistern or other underground 
supply. By means of a 3-way valve, 
the water ean be pumped either 
direet to the sink, furnishing & sup- 
ply of eold water, or by turning the 
valve in the opposite direction, the 
water ean be forced to the bottom 
of the hot water tank, displacing hot 
water whieh flows out of the top 
of the tank, thus furnishing a sup- 
ply of hot water at each stroke of 
the pump. This is illustrated in 
Fig. 6. 

A kerosene burning heater hooked 
up in this manner will furnish the 
farm having no running water nor 
gas with a supply of hot water for 
kitchen, laundry or bath. Such a 
system has been tried out in a num- 
ber of places with great success.

of the refrigerant which is air, thus 
eliminating the danger which might 
occur from leaks if ammonia were 
used. 

Vacuum machines absorb heat 
through the rapid evaporation of a 
spray of water or brine in a partial 
vacuum. 

‘In its present state of develop- 
ment this system is suitable only for 
moderate cooling effects, as in venti- 
lating work, water cooling, etc. 


Details of Compression System 


The compactness of a complete 
refrigerating system of the com- 
pression type of small or medium 
capacity is shown in Fig. 3, and the 
simplicity of such a plant in Fig. 
4 in which the different parts are 
named. . 

Compressors for this class of 
work are usually of the vertical type, 
driven by a belted motor or a steam 
engine, according to the service re- 
quired and the type of building. 
Larger machines from five tons up 
are built both vertical and horizon- 
tal, and the larger sizes are usually 
driven by a direct connected engine 
or motor. 

In large hotels, public institutions, 
department stores, etc., where the 
exhaust steam can be utilized for 
heating purposes, a steam drive is 


frequently used, although electric 
drive is becoming more and more 
common for operating machinery of 
all kinds. Steam driven machines 
are often of the angle type, the 
horizontal portion being the steam 
end and the vertical portion the 
compressor, both being attached to 
a common shaft.

For small 
outfits the horsepower per ton of 
refrigeration will be somewhat 
greater, owing to the lower ef- 
ficiency of the apparatus in small 
sizes, and it will be better to allow

Power for Refrigeration 


È case of compression machines 
of good size, working under av- 
erage conditions, 1 indicated horse- 
power at the steam cylinder will 
produce 1 to 1.5 tons of refrigera- 
tion.

for capacities from 10 to 20 tons. 

For motor-driven machines, 2.5 
horsepower per ton of refrigeration 
should be allowed for the smaller 
sizes noted above, and 2 horsepower 
for the larger sizes.

son or other he seems to feel that pro- 
tecting his men against accident is an 
expensive job. 

A safety 
job of any kind is never expensive. It 
is easy enough to calculate the amount 
of money to be spent on a job for 
safety devices, but it is not possible 
to calculate the loss to the contractor 
and the community caused by accident. 

The photograph here illustrates a 
small safety item which costs practically 
nothing. It requires simply a few

Furring for a Steel Beam 


p this article is illustrated the method 
of supporting a steel beam. There 
are many conditions in which furring 


for steel beams is required. Each con- 
dition will probably demand a different 
detail.

ever, is quite common and therefore, 
from the writer’s standpoint of interest.

One nail was driven into the joist 
above the clinehed against the 1 x 27, 
and the other nail driven into the parti- 
tion below and clinched against the 
lx 2".

OY of the points at which plaster 
cracks often appear is at the head 
of the door frame.

is quite possible that the manner of 
furring the opening may have had 
something to do with it. 

At door openings special care is re- 
quired to see that all furring strips are 
nailed tightly so that there will be no 
chance of their loosening due to the 
slamming or bumping of the door. At 
door openings in a brick wal, the 
method shown in the illustration pro- 
vides a good job. The furring strips 


are nailed to jamb blocks set in the

Wainscoting 


3 room walls as built in the 

general run of apartment buildings 
are finished with Keene 's Cement for a 
distance of about 5 or 6 ft. above the 


floor level, the balance of the wall is 
finished with an ordinary lime plaster 
coat. 

The junction between the Keene’s 
Cement surface and that of the lime 
putty coating is generally marked by a 
line of wainscoting, a 3 in. strip off 
decorative molding which hides the un- 
sightly crack which would appear at 
this point. 

It is unwise to depend upon a nail 
driven into the stud for anchorage for 
the wainscoating. The preferable way 
is to set a ground on the studs before 
the plastering is begun; thus, after the

finished coat is applied there will be 
a wood anchorage for the wainscoating 
all around the wall. 

Construction details for applying the 
ground are shown in the sketch. In 
the photograph only a single ground is 
shown. This is because a narrow strip 
of molding will be used instead of a 
wide wainscoating. Where the wains- 
coating trim is to be more than 11% in. 
wide, it is best to set two grounds so 
that each edge of the wainscoating may 
be anchored. 


High Wall Scaffolding 


W HERE it is necessary to carry a 

wall higher than is ordinarily done 
on the usual residence or apartment 
building some other means of scaffold- 
ing must be used other than the regula- 
tion horse scaffold. The story height 
for residences is generally about from 
nine to ten feet but when merchandise 


buildings, warehouses, garages and other 
commercial buildings are erected the 
height runs somewhat over this. 


If a plank scaffold 
is used to supplement 
the horse scaffold as 
is shown in the 
sketch, it will be 
found an easy method 
for working. The 
mason tenders can 
deliver their material 
to the horse scaffold 
upon which the 
masons are working.

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Testing Bearing Power 
of Soil 


HIS photograph illustrates the de- 
vice used for testing the bearing 
power of the soil under the new Elks 
Building, at Louisvile, Ky. It is built 
up of & box, the floor of which is sup- 
ported by joists which are shown running 


lengthwise. These joists are carried on a 
heavy timber which rests on a piece of 
12x12” set vertically. 

The box is balanced by means of 
vraces which run to the vertical 12x12", 
and the whole arrangement is prevented 
from tipping by means of guy-wires at- 
tached to the corners of the box and 
fastened to stakes driven in the ground 
a Short distance away. 

The vertical 12x12" is sawed off per- 
fectly square at the end resting on the 
ground, thus giving a bearing area of one 
square foot. To determine the bearing 
power of the soil simply load the box 
and when the vertical timber begins to 


sink into the ground, the ultimate bear- 
ing power of the soil has been reached. 
This bearing power per square foot is 
measured by the weight of the contents 
of the box plus the weight of the box 
and supporting timbers, since this whole 
weight is distributed over the square 
foot of timber area which rests on the 
ground. The amount of deflection due 
to a given excess of load may be deter- 
mined by stretching a wire across the 


vertical between two stakes and making 


a mark on the timber at the original 
level of the wire. Then, after deflection, 
the distance between the original mark 
and the wire will be the measure of the 
amount the supporting timber has been 
forced into the ground.

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These rollers, as every 
Kad contractor knows, are 
expensive and a lost 
roller means just 80 
so much money out of 
pocket. If they are piled 
as shown here there will 
be no excuse for losing 
them. The photograph 
and sketch show the 
method used. 

Small timbers are set 
on the ground and a 
tier of rollers piled upon 
them, then comes an- 
other pair of timbers and another tier 
of rollers. This is not only a way or 
preventing loss but also is a method of 
piling a large amount of rollers neatly 
in a small space.

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Review of Building Situation 


HE highest amount ever 
awarded the opening month 
of any new year was repre- 
sented in the $457,158,600 total for 
January. This report (excluding 
Gulf District but including about 
90% of the countrv’s total volume. 
was 48% over January, 1925, ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion. The inordinately high De- 
eember total was reflected in the 
14% seasonal decrease shown by 
January. Included in the volume 
was New York City’s $50,000,000 
power plant project. Residential 
took 42% of the total and industrial 
21%. New work for the 37 states 
amounted to $851,590,300, 26% 
more than a year ago. 

New York District’s monthly total 
was the third highest on record and 
exceeded January, 1925, by 76%. 
In the $195,463,000 reported was in- 
cluded the power plant contract. 
39% of all construction went for 
residential. 

This January volume has been 
exceeded only by August and by 
December of last year. The 8% 
drop in December is slight consider- 


ing that a seasonal decrease at this 
time is normal. 

New work last month was 42% 
more than January last and 32% 
less than December. 

In New England District January 
total, $25,589,600 was 6% over Jan- 
uary, 1925, and 25% below Decem- 
ber. New work was 31% in excess 
of December and 56% in excess of 
January, representing a gross of 
$64,710,500. 

Mid-Atlantic district showed a 
slight decrease in December but an 
increase of 60% over previous Janu- 
ary of the $34,649,900 total, resi- 
dential took 58%. 5101, 059,400 
was reported for new work. 

Contracts in the Pittsburgh Dis- 
trict exceeded January last by 2% 
and fell short of December by 11%. 
The total, $38,770,300 gave 35% to 
residential. New work was prac- 
tically the same as December and 
24% less than January last. 

Construction started last month 
in the Middle West amounted to 
$79,065,000. There was a decrease 
of 28% from December and an in- 
erease of 43% over January of last 
year. Included in last months 


record were $37,997,100 or 48% for 
residential; 14% for public works 
and utilities; 12% for comemrcial; 
9% for industrial and 6% for educ- 
ational. Contemplated new work 
in January amounted to $219,525,- 
200, 8% over last December report 
and 25% over January 1925. 

The North Western District fell 
below the December record and the 
record of January, 1925. 39% of 
the total, $4,012,400, was given 
over to residential. New work ex- 
ceeded December by 60% and Janu- 
ary last by 13%. 

From the South Atlantic District 
came a report of $65,822,300 for 
January. This is practically the 
same as December and 60% over 
last January, New work remained 
constant with December but ex- 
eeeded January by 77%. 

While the Gulf Distriet total of 
$13,786,100 was 2396 less than De- 
cember, it was an inerease of 596 
over January 1925. 5596 went for 
residential and 28% for Commer- 
cial 37% for December and 4396 
less than January was represented 
in the $20,839,800 volume contem- 
plated for new work.

What's New 


New Wall Construction 


F OLLOWING 10 years of research 
work and experimentation, a new 
system of building construction has been 
introduced within the last year. It is 
known as the ‘‘Stockade’’ by reason of 
its resemblance to that now old type of 
structure. 

The method is based on a building 


block made of Palmetto shreds, saw 
grass and similar tough vegetable ma- 
terials. These are finely shredded and 
then condensed by patented processes 
into the shape of a block. Each unit 
has two circular holes extending through 
it vertically. These are laid up without 
cement, much in the manner of brick. 
Courses are staggered in the same man- 
ner, the hole in the center of one block 
fitting over the hole in the opposite end 
of the block below. 

Steel reinforcing clips are inserted 
every three courses and then concrete is 
poured into the hole. Blocks form their 
own molds and when the concrete is 
hardened, wall is one solid unit of con- 
crete columns protected and hidden in- 
side the fibrous blocks. 

Stucco, shingle clapboard or brick 
veneer may then be applied as an outer 
covering. Plaster or interior stucco may 
be used inside.

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houses range from $5,500 to $8,000, 
instead of $3,000 as in the begin- 
ning—he pays $600 cash. The bal- 
ance is $5,400. This means that he 
pays $54 a month from that time 
until the house is finally paid for. 
This $54 ineludes interest on the un- 
paid balanee and the remainder 
goes to the principal The buyer 
continues paying this $54 monthly 
without the worry or trouble of re- 
financing at any time, for 12 years 
and nine months, when the final 
payment comes due. The buyer has 
the privilege of paying as much as 
he wishes on his principal at any 
time, so long as he does not drop 
below his $54 monthly. 

At the outset of the purchase the 
home owner signs a single note, cov- 
ering the $5,400 unpaid balance. 
He gets this note when he makes his 
last payment. 

Thorman, in turn, takes these 
notes and borrows on them. For 
$150,000 in notes he gets $100,000 
eash, or about two-thirds of their 
face value. At first, Mr. Thorman 
explained, it was somewhat difficult 
to sell his single note idea to firms 
who buy such paper. It was a radi- 
eal departure in building financing 
and they had to be educated to its 
advantages before they considered 
it. Now, however, there is always 
a ready market for Thorman pa- 
per at any time he has any to sell. 

He finances through trust com- 
panies and individuals or agents of 
individuals who have capital to put 
out on long-term notes. He has 
notes of variable denominations, 80 
that he can take care of the investor 
who wants to buy only a thousand 
dollars’ worth of notes or so, as well 
as the trust company wanting a hun- 
dred thousand. 

Regularly on the 10th of each 
month the Thorman office supplies 
all note holders with statements, 
showing how much money has been 
paid in on the notes and how much 
remains due. As payments are 
made to Thorman by individual 
home owners, thereby lowering the 
amount involved in the notes held 
by the investors, Thorman puts up 
additional notes from other home 
owners, so that the total amount of 
the notes held by each investor re- 
mains at the original figure. This 
means that an adjustment is re- 
quired with each investor each 
month, to compensate for the 
amount paid in to the Thorman of- 
fice by the home owners. 

Statements supplied the investors 


by Thorman contain only the names 
and transactions of those. owners 
whose notes are held by the inves- 
tors. In other words, if a certain 
trust company holds the notes of 
a group of 20 owners, his statement 
shows the payments made by these 
20 owners—the amount paid on the 
principal, the amount of interest, 
the total and the balance due on 
the house.

N an announcement made by J. W. 
Robson, President of the Standard 
Varnish Works, it is learned that two of 
the oldest concerns in the Paint and

Architects 
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When You Have a Good Plan 
—Follow It 


NE of the most important 
() things for any building op- 

eration is to have a plan. 
It should be carefully worked out. 
This should be a good plan. 
It is far easier to make any changes 
on paper than it is on the finished 
building, therefore do the planning 
before building is started rather 
than after it is finished. 

A careful designer will plan 
everything out, and when the build- 
ing is carried out according to 
plans, everything will be found to 
be right. Too much attention can- 
not be paid to the outside appear- 
ance of any structure. Correct 
architectural lines should be fol- 
lowed so that the building will 
always appear pleasing no matter 
what its age. 

Many of our old English and old 
colonial dwellings serve as copies for 
many of our buildings today, for 
the reason that the proportions and 
lines were carefully studied. We to- 
day have the benefit of all this 
knowledge to draw on so as to get 
our houses and other buildings 
architecturally correct, but for some 
reason too often there creeps in 
some sort of a slip of good taste and 
something is added to or taken away 
from the design that kills it. 

It is always safe to follow good 
architectural lines. It is always 
well to secure good architectural 
service. If the job is not of suffi- 
cient importance to engage the serv- 
ices of a professional architect of 
good standing, then by all means 


use a stock plan which has been’ 


drawn under the supervision of 
some experienced designers and 
then—follow it. 

Between the artistic and the com- 
monplace there is no hard and fast 
dividing line. Rather they belong 
each to a different world, separated 
by a thousand minute but signifi- 
eant items. 

Actually, there is nothing insig- 
nifieant or unimportant in a really 
beautiful, satisfying house. Every- 
thing is relative, and everything has 
its place and function in the whole 
conception. 

It is, to repeat a truism, the so- 
ealled trifles which, added up, ap- 
proximate perfection. If you have 
lingering doubts on the subject, 


eonsider the case of several houses 
based quite apparently on the same 
general design but differing radieal- 
ly one from another in certain de- 
tails. 


The house in question was de- 
signed especially for BUILDING 
AGE and its readers by R. C. Hunter 
& Brother, architects, and was first 
published in our December, 1921, 
issue. It struck one intending home 
builder as the ‘‘house ideal,’’ and 
he purchased the plans through our 
plan service department and it was 
built in Bronxville, N. Y 


HE original sketch and plans 
with photographs and plan of 
the actual completed house were 
published in our issue for December, 
1924. And now we republish the 
picture of that particular home 
along with photographs of three 
other houses evolved from the same 
plans. Even a first casual glance is 
sufficient to reveal the difference be- 
tween beauty and banality. 

The plans were not folowed! 

The buildings are far from what 
the architects or we had in mind 
when designed. Still curiously 
enough the owners seem perfectly 
satisfied with their change. 

Just what is it that makes the first 
house a satisfaction to the eye while 
the other examples are merely ordi- 
nary and utilitarian? 

Broadly, the design is similar in 
each case. The building material 
—stucco—is the same. 

Here is where the so-called trifles 
assert their importance. In the 
original, the porch is flanked by an 
arched opening, the arch inset with 
brick, and the roof of the house 
carried below the arch’s top. In 
the house inspired by the original 
conception, this opening becomes a 
window, which in no way detracts 
from the beauty or vitality of the 
scheme. The other details, includ- 
ing the roof pitch, are faithfully re- 
tained. 

A glance at the other houses 
shows significant departures. In 
one, the porch opening is kept, but 
instead of a colorful brick-relieved 
arch, the surface is plain stucco and 
the shape a severe rectangle with 
rounded corners. 

In this house the entrance shows 
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greater similarity, at first- glance, 
but very little study is needed to 
show the disparities. Instead of 
being inset with brick, the lower 
part of the entrance is again plain 
and cheerless. The arch is also too 
flat, and its roof is too high in pro- 
portion. 

The chimney, instead of being a 
broad and harmonious affair of 
stucco tipped with brick, is a small, 
square brick type, ugly rather than 
ornamental. The shutters betray 
small but telling variations, and the 
attic window, instead of breaking 
up the wall surface delicately with 
its slender height as in the first 
house, is of a totally different shape. 
and simply has the effect of making 
the house look squatty. 

Note the treatment of the dormer: 
it is too long and steep for effective 
contrast, and the timbering, which 
lends so pleasant a touch to the first 
house, is eliminated. Many other 
details and departures might be 
pointed out in the comparison of 
these two houses, but enough has 
been said to show their significance 
to the general scheme, and how they 
help to make or mar a house. 


HE next house resembles the 

house under discussion only 
remotely. The roof over the en- 
trance is sadly distorted, and there 
is no porch opening to break up the 
wall spaces or to balance the en- 
trance arch. The chimney again is 
a homely affair. 

The other house well—we hardly 
need not describe its faults—the pic- 
ture tells the story. 

The chimney is the outstanding 
atrocity of this house. It little re- 
sembles the nicely balanced stucco 
detail called for in the plan. An 
arched opening has been interpreted 
as a square one outlined with lattice 
work. This latter serves to exag- 
gerate the error rather than conceal 
it. 

These comparisons are drawn, not 
for the purpose of criticism or com- 
plaint for its own sake, but simply 
to illustrate the importance of finely 
conceived details, contrast, and 
graceful, harmonious proportion. 
Very often, in architecture as in 
other matters, it is the ‘‘little 
things“ that ultimately prove to be 
the big ones.

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HERE has been much discus- 
sion regarding obtaining work- 
ing plans for the building of any 
structure. There are two ways: 
One is to engage the services of a 
good architect who will 
from 5 to 10% of the cost of the 
building for his services and it is 
worth it. Second is to use stock 
plans. 
For houses costing less than $10,- 


000 it does not pay a thoroughly ex- 


perienced architect to handle such 
an operation for less than 10%. 
Now to add $800 to the cost of an 
$8,000 house is quite an item, and 
to save this many people have used 
"home made’’ plans to their sor- 
row. Such a home is usually a dis- 
appointment to the owner, a detri- 
ment to the neighborhood, and a 
poor business investment. 

To raise the standard of small 
building architecture, many asso- 


eiations of manufacturers of build- 


'ing materials are now supplving 


plans so that the owner and builder 
is now able to obtain, at quite a 
moderate price, working drawings 
in the form of what is now called 
stock plans. 

These in the majority of cases 
have been prepared by capable de- 
signers and if they are only fol. 
lowed good looking houses will be 
obtained. 

In addition many papers—includ- 
ing BUD. AcE and NATIONAL 
Bui,pER—have Plan Service De. 
partments, the object of all is to 
raise the standard of domestic 
architecture in this country. 

There is now no real excuse for 
erecting a building of poor design— 
correct” architectural designs are 
available at moderate prices to fill 
almost every need.

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The Five Orders of 
ARCHITECTURE 


CORRECTLY proportioned 
building detail is a thing of 
beauty, but when incorrectly 

done it is an eyesore. Perhaps the 
majority of people could not tell 
what is wrong, still they know some- 
thing is lacking. 

-A few examples of incorrect pro- 
portioned details are shown on this 
page. Now there is no exeuse in 
turning out work of this nature 
when the rules for correet propor- 
tions can be followed so easily. 

The old Greek and Roman build- 
ers followed carefully developed 
rules and their work is carefully fol- 
lowed today by leading designers 
who wish to have their buildings 
properly proportioned. 

In designing an entire building 
or a detail of it one must always con- 
sider where it is to be viewed from. 
The eye has a peculiar way of dis- 
torting the true size and shape of 
masses. If one looks up at a tall 
building standing on the sidewalk, 
it has the appearance of being wider 
at the top than at the bottom. . 

Now the same optical illusion 
must be taken into consideration if 
we wish to get rid of the seeming 
defect in our structures. Perhaps 
it is brought out more clearly in col- 
umns than any other detail of con- 
struction. If a column is the same 
diameter at the top as it is at the 
bottom, its true proportion would be 
good, but it would not look so. 

The old Greek builders early dis-

covered this and therefore carefully 
proportioned their columns so as to 
slightly taper towards the top, and 
that they were followed in this by 
the Roman builders when they 
adopted the beautiful Greek details. 
These details consist primarily of 
five varieties of columns and tabla- 


tures and they have come to be 


known as the Five Orders of Archi- 
tecture. 


The origin of the Doric Order has 


usually been attributed to a tree 


trunk with a flat slab on the top of 
same, and all the other orders are 
modifieations of the original Doric 
with different ornamental features. 

The Greek have three orders, 
Doric, Ionic and Corinthian. The 
Romans copied and added two 
others! The Tuscan, a more orna- 
mental form of the Doric; and the 
Composite being, as its name indi- 
cates, a composite of the Ionic and 
Corinthian. 

Vignola, a celebrated Italian 
architect of the 16th century, pre- 
pared and published a series of 
rules for designing these classic 
orders and these have been looked 
upon as authoritative, and modern 
designers and instruetors usually 
base the rules for proportion upon 
Vignola's original data. 

The proper proportions for the 
various parts of a column and en- 
tablatures of the various orders may 
be taken in several ways. 

The diameter of a column at its 
base is taken as the proportional 
measure for the various parts of the 
order. 

As some of the parts are quite 
small in proportion to the diameter 
of the shaft, the half-diameter is 
adopted as the unit of measurement 
and this is called a module. The 
module is further divided into 30 
parts, or minutes. 

The total heights of the column 


equals 7 diameters, or 420 min- 
utes, making the height of the 
column and entablature 525 minutes. 
The various important divisions 
have the following proportions:

The illustration gives the differ- 
ent parts by name, the Tuscan order 
being illustrated. Reference to the 
various names on this will make the 
proportions given in the table easier 
to follow.

with its height and the horizontal 
projective distance from the center 
line of the column, given in minutes. 

Reference to the figure and the 
table makes it an easy matter to de- 
sign a column and entablature of 
any size so that it will be well pro- 
portioned and pleasing to the eye. 
Too often as we have pointed out 
we see awful examples of poorly de- 
signed columns. If the proportions 
given in this table are followed a 
good result will always be obtained. 

To show how the figures given in 
the table are used, suppose the 
diameter of the column at the base 
is 30 inches, the module is then 15 
inches, and each part or minute is 
Y$ inch. The dimensions of the 


shaft would then be as shown. The 
height of shaft is 354 x 1$ = 177 
inches, or 14 feet 9 inches. The 
diameter of the shaft at the top of 
the upper apophyges is equal to the 
fillet on the bottom of capital; that 
is, a total of 2x 27 — 54 minutes, or 
27 inches. 

The diameter or shaft at bottom 
termination of upper apophyges is 
90 minutes or 25 inches. 

The diameter of shaft at top ter- 
mination of lower apophyges is the 
standard of measurement — 1 diam- 
eter, or 60 minutes or 30 inches. 

The lower apophyges meet the 
fillet of base, whose diameter is 70 
minutes or 35 inches. 

The top apophyges is 1 inch, the 
lower 215 inches in height.

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projeetion taken is given for the 
upper facia. These plates are quite 
valuable for reference, as all parts 
are drawn correctly to scale. To fol- 
low them as a guide will prevent the 
erection of an architectural eyesore. 

The other orders can also be 
properly proportioned by dividing 
them in modules. Simply place a 
divider on the part £o be measured 
and get its size in modules from the 
scale. This can be done for both 
horizontal and ‘vertical. dimensions. 

For one’s own use a table similar 
to that shown here for the Tuscan 
order may be prepared. If one will 
work this out himself, he will know 
from experience how to obtain the 
5 for each particular de- 
tail.

The following give five plates dif- 
ferent proportions of a column com- 
plete with a pedestal. By means of 
the scale of modules and minutes 
the proportion of any of the detail 
ornaments may be had. 

The Tuscan order is divided ac- 
cording to Vignola's parts. This, 
however, necessitates quite a num- 
ber of fractional measurements 
which can be avoided by dividing 
the module into 30 minutes. Ac- 
cording to Vignola, only the Tuscan 
and Doric module is divided into 12 
parts: the Ionic, Corinthian and 
Composite orders being divided into 
18 parts or minutes. Quite often the 
facia is not divided into an upper 
and lower part, in which case the

These excellent drawings illustrat- 
ing the orders were prepared a num- 
ber of years back by Palliser, 
Palliser & Co., Architects, a name 
well known to the builders and 
architects of twenty to forty years 
ago, from their numerous publica- 
tions on building designs and de- 
tails. 

As a boy, their office was the first 
architectural establishment I ever 
entered, and the many helps and 
kindly suggestions of Mr. Charles 
Palliser have been a constant in- 
spiration to me.

tyrant supported by an immense 
army of priests and soldiers, ruling 
over uncounted numbers of slaves. 
The nephews and nieces of Uncle 
Sam who bathe in this pool should 
be thankful that they live in 1926 
and not in 4000 B. C. 
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SGYPTIAN architecture, at 
D ‘least so much of it as has 
been preserved to this day, 
possesses a ponderous solidity. This 
makes the buildings look as though 
they were built to last to the end of 
time. No doubt this was the case, 
for the religion of the people was 
based upon a belief that the soul 
returns to earth after not less than 
3,000 years spent in the land, or 
abode, of the dead. There is an im- 
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Egyptia 

pressive solemnity and gloom about 
the immense temples, tombs and 
palaces. 

The most primitive forms in 
building were never departed from 
in the 5,000 years of almost continu- 
ous civilization in Egypt. 

In the long narrow river bottom 
of the Nile which the world calls 
Egypt, the houses of the original in- 
habitants had walls of woven reeds 
and switches of trees, plastered both 
inside and outside with mud. Many 
centuries later the peasant serfs of 
England called such walls ‘‘wattle 
and daub.’’ The framework of the 
Egyptian houses consisted of col- 
umns, beams and girders made of 


round bundles of reeds tied to- 


gether. It is assumed by those men 
who make it their business to study 
the origin of things, that the swelled 
shape so common in Egyptian col- 
umns was copied from the bulging 
reed columns. It is also assumed 
that the peculiar ‘‘gorge’’ cornice 
came from the form assumed by 
horizontal bundles of reeds when 
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overloaded with the weight of the 
plastered mud roofs. The cushion 
like appearance of some bases and 
capitals may have come from bags 
full of asphalt placed on the ends of 
reed columns to prevent them from 
rotting too soon. 

When sun-dried brick took the 
place of plastered woven walls and 
stone took the place of bundles of 
reeds the old forms were retained, 
conventionalized and decorated.

HAT could be 
more beautiful 
than the struc- 


ture pictured above. As 
an example of the Doric 
order in architecture, 
the Temple of Athena 
. Parthenos, completed on the Acro- 
polis at Athens 432 B. C. by the 
architects Jetinos and Callicrates, 
with seulptural decorations under 
the supervision of Pheidias, stands 
pre-eminent. The reproduction of 
this chef d'oeuvre at Nashville has, 
therefore, attraeted nation-wiae in- 
- terest. 

The existing structure is a recon- 
struction in permanent material of 
the staff and plaster replica which 
was erected at the time of the Ten- 
nessee Centennial Exposition in 
.1897. The architects of the build-

ing as it now stands were Russell E. 
Hart and George D. Nevins, and the 
construction is of professional in- 
terest for two reasons. It is the 
first reproduction ever undertaken 
anywhere or at any time of this 
famous Temple and in the next 
place, the use of a composition of 
cement, sand and pebbles has been 
made on an extended scale, for the 
columns, the stylobate, the walls of 
the cellar and even for the sculp- 
tural decorations of the pediments 
as well as those for the metopes. 
This composition or aggregate 
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Parthenon 


has the durability of 
stone and yields a sur- 
face of admirable tex- 
ture and of a rich, even 
tone. Noticing the har- 
monious play of sun- 
light and shadow upon 
the walls and columns we are 
tempted to believe that no other ma- 
terial could have been chosen more 
artistic and effective for the pur- 
pose. 

l Following the established propor- 
tions and design of the original, the 
building is peripteral ocastyle in 
plan, with 17 columns on the flanks 
and 8 at each end there being an 
Inner row of 6 columns at each por- 
tico. The cella and columns stand 
on a stylobate of three steps which 
measures 101 feet 4 inches by 228 
feet 2 inches along the top, giving 
a relation of width to 
length of about 4 
to 9. 

The fluted Dorie 
columns of the peri- 
style, which consti- 
tute the most strik- 
ing architectural fea- 
ture of the temple, 
are about 6 feet 2 
inches in diameter at 
the base, diminishing

to 4 feet 934 inches under the an- 
nulets, with a height of 34 feet 3 
inches. The columns at the angles 
of the building are 6 feet 377 inches 
in diameter at the base and 4 feet 
11 inehes under the annulets. This 
slight increase in thickness over the 
other columns being for the reason 
that if these columns were of the 
same dimensions as the others they 
would, outlined against the sky, ap- 
pear of less diameter than those 
seen against the darker background 
of the walls. 

But the best-known and most re- 
markable of these in- 
genuities of the 
Greek architects all 
of which have been 
followed in repro- 
duction is the means 
whereby they cor- 
rected certain optical 
effects of line. They 
found for example, 
that a column with 
straight lines from 
base to capital had, 
to the eye, an unsat- 
isfactory effect, due 
to a slight suggestion 
of concavity. This 
they counteracted by 
slight entasis, of 
about 34 inches, 
which also imparts to 
the columns an added 
effect of strength. 
Again, the axes of 
the columns are not 
quite vertical to the 
stylobate, but in- 
clined slightly in- 
ward — 3 inches in 
the total height of 
34 feet. In other 
words, these axes, if 
prolonged skyward, 
would meet at a 
height of about 5,850 
feet, and this inclina- 
tion. more felt than 


perceived, adds to the effect of 
stability. 

For thę like reason, the long hori- 
zontal lines of stylobate, architrave 
and cornice are slightly convexed to 
counteract an effect of sagging at 
the centre if these lines were in re- 
ality straight. Thus, the stylobate 
has a rise at the centre of 2.6 inches 
on the sides and 4.4 inches on the 
ends. The effect of these refine- 
ments of line are apparent in the 
reproduction of this Temple to 
Athena Parthenos, as it stands in 
Centennial Park, and the more at- 
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Section of the Parthenon at Athens showing 
its original construction of cut stone

tentively we consider its propor- 
tions, the simplieity of its design, at 
once delicate and strong, the sub- 
tlety of art which conceals art, the 
more fully we can understand and 
acknowledge the place accorded to 
the Parthenon as a chef d’oeuvre of 
architecture. It is not simply a 
wonderful structure from a techni- 
eal viewpoint. It is an expression. 
of the Greek mind and heart at the 
zenith of their power arriving, 
through ages of evolution in art, at 
final perfection. 

The sculpture in Eastern Pedi- 
ment (shown on op- 
posite page) depicts 
the beautiful mytho- 
logical story of the 
Birth of Athena as she 
sprang, fully armed, 
from a wound in the 
head of her father, 
Zeus. In extreme left 
hand angle of pedi- 
ment is seen Helios, 
God of the Sun, as he 
rises with his steeds 
from the sea; in ex- 
treme right hand 
eorner is Moon God- 
dess, Selene, dipping 
with her team of horses 
into the sea. Thus the 
reign of Athena is 
shown as extending 
from rising of the Sun 
to setting of the Moon, 
or the whole width of 


the heavens. In the 
West Pediment 
(above) the central 


episode represents the 
contest between Athena 
and Posoiden for su- 
premacy in Attica. 
These two detail 
groups are perhaps 
the most familiar to 
students of architec- 
ture, Greek history 
and mythology. It is 
indeed fortunate that 
they are perpetuated.

it is impossible to improve upor the propor- 


tions achieved by the famous Greek architeets em- 
ployed by Pericles. 

That monarch reigned but 15 years and was a 
powerful factor in the life of Athens for not more 
than 20 years. These 20 years are the Golden Age 
of Greece. In that short space of time she grew 
to be great in architecture music sculpture and 
philosophy. Only within the last 50 years has the 
world approached and passed the achievements of 
the Greeks of that wonderful time. The impress 
left by Greece upon the world is ineffaceable and 


perhaps in no respect more than in architecture.

N the very heart of Manhattan, 

New York, where the hub-bub 

of the ‘‘roaring forties’’ reaches | 
its height, there is one of the finest 
examples of the Byzantine to be | 
seen in the New World. 

The exterior of the 42nd Street | 
Branch of the Bowery Savings 
Bank is impressive in its simplicity. 
This style of architecture does not ` 
run to elaborate exteriors. All the | 
eunning of its design is reserved for 
embellishments within. | 

This building, while it takes the 
name of a bank, devotes only the 
main floor to banking facilities. 

Above are offices. 

An arched and recessed entrance 
opens from the 42nd Street side. A | 
bronze doorway sets this off and the | 
walls above have been done in plain 
limestone. Marble spandrels in 
metal framing make up the window 
bays. Four squat oriental figures 
atop the doorway are familiar ob- 
jeets of interest to passers-by. 

Onee through this distinguished 
entrance, one realizes why Byzan- 
tine is so elosely identified with the 
eolor and splendor of its Oriental 
precedence. Though the form was 
erystalized at Constantinople, it is 
perhaps better known in the monu- 
ments of Salonica and Venice. This 
building is truly a monument to the 
modern banking institution. 

Marbles of great variety have al- 
ways been deftly used in Byzantine. 
) mie. 2 So with this interior. A most vivid 
3 8 "T impression is found in the colorful 

- — floor patterned in a rug-like fashion. 
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Architects 
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Limestone has been used with richly col- 
ored mosaie of marble. Something of this 
wealth of detail may be had from the few 
interiors shown. Motifs are repeated and are 
assymmetrically arranged. So ably has this 
been worked out, however, that there is no 
suggestion of monotony. 

Carrying the eye from mosaie-patterned 
floor to walls is wainseoting, ten feet high, 
running all around the banking room. This 
is of marble, dark veined and riehly hued. 
The same treatment has been given to coun- 
terbase. 

On each side are five arches supported by 
six eolumns of polished marble—these 25 feet 
high and over 3 feet in diameter. Marble 
for these has been chosen to give a range of 
eolors from deep red to green. Openings 
broken only by a single earved stone sereen 
in each ease. "This is the method used to con- 
eeal heating ducts. Without the arches, Bed- 
ford, Indiana, limestone and Briar Hill and 
Buff Mountain stone have been used for plain 
wall surfaees. Blocks were eut in odd sizes 
and show a variety of colors. 

Crowning all this intrieate detail is a 
beamed ceiling; itself a masterly piece of 
color: blue, red, white and yellow have been 
worked in with touches of gold. Below it a 
frieze circumvents the room in deep red with 
figures in white. Opening in the ceiling are 
twelve center panels for sky-lights. To add 
further to an atmosphere of luxury, these 
are glazed with pale amber. 


YZANTINE architecture is 
based upon construction de- 
veloped by the Romans but 

is marked by the use of domes where 

the Romans would have used arches. 

The dome has been from time im- 

memorial a traditional form in the 

Far East, so it was natural that in 

Byzantium (re-named Constantin- 
ople in 350 A.D.), the architects 

would hold to the dome after be- 

ginning to build in the traditionally 
strong manner of their conquerors. 

The structural framework was 
made of concrete and brick, follow- 
ing Roman precedent. A reason- 
able time was allowed for settlement 
after which a surface sheathing of

marble was placed over the exterior. 
The interior was sheathed with 
brick and ceramic tile and glass in 
many colors. Belts of brickwork 
frequently were placed on the ex- 
terior. Gold and silver painting 
was used in profusion. The earving 
and painting of human figures be- 
ing forbidden by their religion, be- 
cause of the fear of thereby re- 
storing the worship of idols, the 
deeorative work consists of arab- 
esques and conventionalised vege- 
table forms. Byzantine architec- 
ture is characterized by a wealth of 
decoration. ä 
Modern examples of Byzantine 
architecture are few and exhibit the 
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bizarre appearance rather than the 
real style. Yet, the wonderful dec- 
oration of examples of the Byzan- 
tine style still in existence make it 
quite natural that this feature be 
considered as the most attractive. 
This particular style began in the 
fourth century A. D. and has re- 
mained practically unchanged while 
the Romanesque from which it was 
developed was succeeded in all other 
sections of Europe by the Gothic, 
the Renaissance and other distine- 
tive types characteristic of the coun- 
tries in which they were developed. 
Architecture lived everywhere in 
Europe except around Byzantium 
where it kept its basic forms. 
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America, the Creator of

ernment impulse of the An- 

cient Greece, the Greece of the 
Golden Age and it brought to the 
world perfection in architectural 
form. The magnificent lessons in 
architecture taught by these people 
were the result of the abandonment 
of mere copying of older styles, 
supplanted by a stud- 
ied improvement of all 
that had gone before. 
Not a single new prin- 
ciple was . introduced 
into the then very old 
art and science of 
building other than the 
application of highly 
trained and artistic 
minds to the prob- 
lems. This was what 
made Greek architec- 
ture great. 

For centuries after 
the decadence of Greece men were 
content to follow precedent, often- 
times with slight study, merely 
copying what other men before 
them had done. Then came the 
conquest of Northern and Western 
Europe by the Romans who partly 
civilized the people and set them to 
work to erect buildings that were 
copies of similar structures in Rome. 

These barbarians, Teutons and 
Gauls, applied to the problems set 
before them the same intellectual 
force that had marked the Greeks. 
Designing ceased to be copying and 
the forced use of small timber and 
soft stone made it impossible to fol- 
low older precedents in building. 
The Gothic style was developed. 

The structures of Egypt and 
older civilizations were massive be- 
cause the settlers in those countries 
first employed clay and reeds. 
When the art of stone cutting was 
developed the styles were fixed and 
the older massive work merely was 
imitated and conventionalized. The 
Greeks were able to abandon many 
of the older ideas because they had 
good timber and strong marble. 
The Romans employed marble and 
granite but the very nature of these 
people inclined them towards the 
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massive and monumental types. 
Not long after the Gothie had 
become a settled style and nothing 
more was done other than to de- 
velop the ornamentation of doors 
and windows and other necessary 
appurtenances, the Renaissance be- 
gan. Developed first in Italy it 
spread over Europe until the purely 
good taste of the 
s Greeks dominated the 
bdiuilding craftsmen. 
7 Ts Then commenced an 
era in which the fan- 
eies of men ran free. 
Intelligent men with 
artistic taste could 
break away from con- 
ventionality and did 
so. Not so other men 
who lacked the intelli- 
gence and artistic 


ttdaste, yet who, being 


architects and builders 
permitted their fancies to run free. 
appurtenances, the Renaissance he- 
came the main impelling motive 
behind architecture. Flamboyant 
Gothic, Rococo and Baroque styles, 
in the beginning very good, became 
grotesque. They at first displayed 
the desire of educated men to get 
a little beyond mere conventionality, 
toward which architecture 
eternally appears to ap- 
proach, but the freedom 
they thus obtained for the 
art permitted vulgar copy- 
ists to profane their laud- 
able success. 

After the Renaissance 
the world fell back once 
more into what was very 
little more than mere copy- 
ing of older types. Here 
and there original men in- 
troduced novelty in treat- 
ment but main lines were 
undisturbed. 

Then when the War for 
Independence ended and 
the United States became a 
nation, the cultured lead- 
ers of the people took to 
architecture as a pastime 
for gentlemen. The best 
examples of the Renais- 
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sance in England enthusiastically 
were studied and Ameriean Georg- 
ian became something different from 
the English Georgian. Thomas Jef- 
ferson was the leader in the pure 
Greek movement and the classic 
Greek style was that which the 
Americans favored. 

The influx of Europeans from 
every country in Europe intro- 
dueed here and there variations, 
some of which at times swept thc 
eountry, but in the main Americans 
have held to the pure lines of clas- 
sic Greece. The last strong impulse 
commenced about the year 1900. 

American domestic architecture 
became distinctive because of the 
desire of the people for the maxi- 
mum of comfort and convenience in 
their homes. The earlier genera- 
tions had no marked distinctions in 
wealth, people were nearly all on 
the same level of well-being and ser- 
vants were high priced and scarce. 
The introduction of labor saving ap- 
pliances into homes was a very 
early development. Today Ameri- 
ean kitchen cabinets and other 
household conveniences are sold 


-over the world. 


The early introduction of sani- 
tary fixtures and the almost univer- 
sality of central heating 
made for marked changes 
in the arrangement of 
rooms. Central heating, 
by the way, is the term 
applied by Europeans to 
what we call ‘‘Furnace’’ 
or Boiler Heating," for 
they use fireplaces and in- 
adequate stoves. The us- 
ual arrangement of Amer- 
ican homes saves space 
and reduces needless labor, 
and cuts down cost. 

American commercial ar- 
chitecture differs from that 
of other countries because 
of the adoption of every 
known method to reduce 
eost and thus increase in- 
come. American commer- 
cial buildings are erected 
as investments yet no-

This style was marked by massive- 
ness in construction and the free use 
of semi-circular arches. The pointed 
arch came in at the end of this per- 
iod and marked its end. The orders 
of the Greeks were copied and used 
in profusion, more with an idea of 
decoration than as structural parts. 

The art of the sculptor was de- 
veloped to a wonderful extent in 
this period. The art of fresco paint- 
ing and mural decoration in colors 
was carried to a height probably un- 
surpassed since the days of the an- 
cient Egyptians and Greeks. It was 
during the Romanesque period that Floor Sui Eun and 
the arts of decorating construction 
forms became the architect’s.

HIS handsome home belongs 
near the close of the period 
l known as Norman in England 
&nd is an example of the earliest of 

fhe houses belonging to the period 
ef Early English. 

The Norman. character is ex- 
hibited in the piteh of the roof 
broken by projecting roofs of dor- 
mer windows, a device to cause the 
snow to break up in small masses | 
and also economize in wall height. The Early English is 
shown in the use of windows with square heads, instead of 
the usual old Norman window with arched head. 

This type developed with the long period of peace when the 
comfort loving people felt they could afford to build less 
sturdily and use more wall openings for light. The general 
use of glass coming at a time when there was an intermission 
in civil war conditions led to the development of Early Eng- 
lish. In early Norman times every homes was built so it could 
be used as a fort if necessary, a use that it frequently had 
to serve. After peaceful conditions were assured peace time 
conditions eaused remarkable changes in average buildings. 

The high ceilinged living room with the large fireplace 
shows the Norman influence, the narrow wings being another 
marked feature. In this way the rooms could obtain the 
maximum of light so essential in misty England. 
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At Lincoln, England 


ORMAN architecture com- 
meneed in England even 
before the Norman occu- 


pation. It was characterized by 
being exeeedingly massive and

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bold. The Early Norman ex- 
tended from about 1050 to 1100; 
the Mature Norman from 1100 to 
1150 and the Transitional Period 
from 1150 to about 1200 when 
Early English was evolved. This 
Early English developed into 
English Gothic in cathedrals, 
monasteries, abbeys, parish 
churches and public buildings 
generally. 

The Early Norman work had 
very coarse and wide masonry 
joints. In the 12th century the 
joints show much better work- 
manship, this fact being one of 
the evidences used by antiquar- 
ians in placing probable con- 
struction dates of old buildings. 

Some authorities style the Nor- 
man as English Romanesque, for 
the semi-circular arch was almost 
universally employed, the very 
slightly projecting buttresses 
were flat and barrel type vaults 
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were employed. From intersect- 
ing barrel vaults the broken arch 
of Gothie architecture was de- 
rived. 

Publie buildings all had towers

and these towers invariably were 
square. Doorways were nearly 
always very riehly ornamented. 
The general appearance of Nor- 
man buildings gives one the im- 
pression of strength and a wish 
for eomfort and beauty. This 
was carried out in homes as well 
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as in public buildings. 
Ornamentation was crude but 
vigorous. Of the 200 years when 
Norman architecture was charac- 
teristic of England many ex-

amples of ornamentation remain, 
showing the development of stone 
carving from the crudest work of 
self taught masons to the finer 
work of men who studied abroad, 
eulminating in the splendid work 
of the Gothie of the 13th century. 

The two houses shown on this 
page belong to Early Transi- 
tional period, as indicated by the 
mixture of arched and square 
window heads. The examples of 
stone. earving trace the develop- 
ment of the art from the begin- 
ning of the Norman period to the 
merging'of it into English. 

The groined. vault shows the 
intersection of barrel arches, a 
characteristic of Romanesque and 
Early Norman. The two inter- 


secting arches being semi-circular 
caused the diagonally intersect- 
ing joints to be elliptic in form;

OTHIC architecture was developed by 
(5 people who lived in a land that had 

forest& of only small trees and no mar- 
ble. Granite was not easily to be had and 
transportation was diffieult. Yet these peo- 
ple aspired to erect monumental edifices. 
They triumphed through sheer force of in- 
tellect and ingenuity joined to artistic sensi- 
bilities. They tried to imitate the grand edi- 
fices of their conquerors and ended by pro- 
ducing something more grand and inspiring. 
The Romanesque architecture which was 
their source of inspiration was typical of the 
proud Empire that laid the Gauls under trib- 


ute. It was massive and breathed a spirit of 


power, dignity and wealth. 

The architecture created by the Gallic peo- 
ples followed natural lines. Constructional 
forms were emphasized because the people 
had not the material nor the labor to waste 
on heavy walls and massive pillars. With an 
increase of the knowledge of structural de- 
sign the lines grew more and more graceful. 
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Gothic Styles 


Then came the historical period in which 
Faith dominated works and the Gothic style 
was appropriated by religious leaders. The 
development of the art of sculpture permitted 
every man who had a wish to do something 
for his God to work his dream in stone and 
wood. The stone of the country was carved 
readily when fresh from the quarries and har- 
dened with age. 

While the style was predominantly ecclesi- 
astical the influence spread and there exist 
many magnificent palaces, and even average 
size homes, which are fine examples of pure 
Gothic. It is a style that is adaptable to every 
climate. In the north it has a somewhat heavy 
appearance because of the thick walls built 
between the supporting piers. On the South 
the walls are pierced with many openings to 
admit light and air. ä . 

Typical decoration of Gothie construction 
consists in endless repetition of the lines of 
the framework, that is, the copying as a 
decorative motif of the lines of the supporting 
pillars and pointed arches.

(Beginning on page 195) 
where in the world are there to be 
found such magnificent structures. 
Walls are thin and light because car- 
ried on steel or reinforced concrete 
framework; they are mere curtains. 
Floors are light and strong thus 
saving weight and cutting costs. In 
older countries all floors and roofs 
have to be designed to carry ridicu- 
lously large loads, merely because 
in the beginning the construction 
was heavy. When the science of 
engineering design began to be ap- 
plied the strength of floors was in- 
vestigated and loads were called 
for that were suitable for ‘the 
former heavy construction. In 
America on the contrary investiga- 
tions were made into the actual 
loads that were carried on floors. 

The Europeans have made, until 
quite recent years, very little use 
of engineers in construction. They 
preferred to copy what had been 
done. From the very beginning 
Americans have made use of en- 
gineering knowledge and architects 
have never hesitated to take advan- 
tage of everything new. The re- 
sult is an American architecture. 

No doubt the distinctive Ameri- 
<an architecture is distinctive be- 
cause Americans have applied the 
trained minds of specialists in the 
‘solving of problems. Commercial 
buildings have to yield a decent 
revenue, homes must be operated at 
the lowest possible cost with the 
least possible expenditure of en- 
ergy. 

In the construction of the mam- 
moth buildings in American cities 
there is a studied effort to reduce the 
cost to a minimum. Every known 
advance in engineering and con- 
struction is studied, followed and, 
when possible, bettered. Then the 
architect is told to go ahead and 
make the structure as beautiful as 
at is possible to make it consistent 
with reasonable expense. Our ar- 
chitects have studied in foreign 
countries and before going abroad 
many of them have completed 
-courses in architecture in Ameri- 
<an schools. They are familiar with 
all the good and the bad in archi- 
tecture. They have trained minds 
and a good knowledge of American 
character. They have succeeded in 
accomplishing the high ideal of ar- 
-chitecture which has been set out 
in the familiar phrase ‘‘Man went 


yS the 100-story building to be a 
I famliar structure in the future? It 
does not seem probable since people 
are scattering more and more to out- 
lying districts. Hugh Ferris’s ren- 
‘dering is certainly interesting as we 
‘may have sume buildings like this

The ideals of Americans are 
beauty without extravagance, com- 
fort and convenience regardless of 
expense, a willingness to copy 
worthy examples and courage to re- 
ject what is bad, no matter how well 
backed it may be by precedent. 
Add to this the desire to observe all 
sanitary laws and improve the hu- 
man race and we understand the 
ideals that students of architecture 
and building must seek to attain. 

The American type exists through 
a willingness to try every style from 
every country and adapt these styles 
to American conditions. The very 
tall buildings known as ‘‘skyscrap- 
ers’’ are a feature of every city 
and have done much to attract

favorable attention to the work of 
American architects. It is regret- 
table, however, that so many ob- 
servers look upon these immense 
structures as about all that this 
country contributes to architecture. 
The writer believes them to be but 
a passıng phase. They are com- 
mercial structures only and are tem- 
ples to the ideal of commercialism. 
Mr. Harvey Corbett assisted by 
the indefatigable Hugh Ferris, has 
produced a series of studies of the 
future in cities that do not impress 
many of us now living in a favor- 
&ble manner. Masses are handled 
wonderfully but this feature of the 
development of cities is depressing. 
City planners and those interested 
in health and human well-being seek 
to disperse the multitudes, not to 
further concentrate them. The radio 
is keeping people at home and takes 
to the residents of scattered places 
all that they dream of as vonstitut- 
ing life in big cities. | 
They cnjoy music and other en- 
tertainment in comfort by their 
firesides. The automobile gives them 
a freedom of movement they never 
before had. Motor trucks travelling 
on well kept highways reduce the 
sense of isolation. Transportation is 


. taking more and more people to re- 


side in suburbs and the ideal of life 
in the future is a country covered 
with a multitude of towns and cities 
of medium size with: plenty of farms 
and forests and parks to delight the 
eyes and artistic sensibilities. 

_ While this ideal of humanitarians 
is being developed more and more 
strongly, enthusiasts in engineering 
as applied to architecture dream of 
the massing of geometrical forms to 
heights to one thousand or more 
feet. Streets will be tunnels con- 
taining two or three, or even more, 
stories. To obtain light there must 
be strict laws better enforced than 
laws ever have been enforced. Ven- 
tilation will be secured by using im- 
mense fans. 

Such studies are interesting. They 
may be of value. None of the pres- 
ent generation, however, wish to live 
in such horrible nightmares of 
cities. Groups of these buildings 
remind one of Egypt with her 
gloomy religion and castes. They 
are monumental bee-hives, their 
lines resemble the rain formed 
towers and pinnacles of the immense 
ant-hills found in Africa. Similar 
studies, though more gloomy in mo- 
tif, have come from time to time, 
from German architects of the 
ultra-modern school. This is not 
American architecture, which is the 
exponent of joyous and intelligent 
life.- It is mere bigness.

ITH the close of the purely Gothie period 

W in England when the people were turning 

more to the activities of peace, there began 

a development of domestic architecture. This was 

known as the Tudor Period the time when great 

manor houses, grand country halls and more mod- 

est eountry mansions were built, between 1500 and 
1560. 

Ornamentation was continued from the examples 
given around doorways and windows of ecclesi- 
astical buildings but bay windows and oriels suc- 
ceeded the lancet arches of the earlier period. 
Chimneys became an architectural feature, some 
wonderful examples of grouping being still in ex- 
istence. Red brick with stone began to appear.

About 1560 was ushered in the Elizabethan 
Period, which, following the period of the Italian 
Renaissance, was a jumble of every type and style 
of architecture hitherto known. Again it was 
marked, as in the Tudor Period, by development 
along domestic rather than ecclesiastical lines. The 
English craftsmen handled this corruption of archi- 
tecture in such a masterly manner that it reached 
a very high level of picturesqueness. 

It stands today as the most special exemplar of 
the architecture styled ''English." This was the 
day of ‘‘half-timber’’ framing, rich panelling and 
the extraordinary use of ornamental plastering. 
It lasted until about 1600 when the Jacobean 
Period was ushered in.

SECOND FLOOR 
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WITZERLAND is a country containing three dis- 
tinet nationalities, French, Italian and German. The 
publie architecture of the country therefore reflects 

the tendencies of the three nations from which, successively, 
portions were absorbed into Switzerland. 

The chalet, however, was an early development of a na- 
tion of dwellers in heavily forested mountains and may be 
said to be really representative of Switzerland so far as 
homes are concerned. It is today practically the only ex- 
tant unspoiled example of timber architecture. 

There are two types, the lowland chalet with steep roof 
from which the rain may run off rapidly, and the moun- 
tain type with flat roof to hold the snow in order to keep 
the building warm and comfortable during the winter. 

In the mountains many of the 
chalets are of logs while in the low- 
lands there is a frame of heavy tim- 
bers with walls between the support- 
ing members. Sometimes these walls 
in the more modern chalets are of 
stone or brick. The decoration is 
part of the framing which often is 
profusely carved. The roof over- 
hangs the walls in order to produce 
the maximum of comfort, not only 
in appearance but in truth. On hill- 
side chalets the roof often comes to 
within four or five feet of the 
ground. 

Galleries or balconies are placed 
on the walls under the roof and it is 
not uncommon to have the stairs 
to upper stories also on the exterior, 
protected by the roof.

, | *HIS fine example of a type 
of architecture generally recog- 
nized as typically French is 

striking in its location on Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. The steep 
roof is a survival from the architec- 
ture of France during the sixteenth 
century when the craze for Renais- 
sance buildings was a cult in that 
eountry. The steep roofs were car- 
ried over from the Gothic period 
when men liked high and very steep 
roofs, with lofty chimneys and quite 
large dormer windows, the latter 
being absent in this example. In 
the following century the influence 
from Italy led to a suppression of 
the roof in French architecture. 
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who were in France during 

the war, as well as many who 
have been to France on visits, will 
recall these three buildings. Not 
that all have seen these identical 
buildings but they have seen others 
serving the purposes these serve. 

They are typically modern 
French in style. That is, the archi- 
tects have followed the traditions of 
the great sixteenth century in the 
main lines, the decoration and the 
roofs. The building with a gable 
supported by classic columns is of 
course the Palais de Justice (Court 
House). The column supported 
gable is almost a trade mark for the 
eourt house in France. 

The long building with the man- 
sard roof is the Caserne (Military 
Barracks). Nearly every main city 
in the departments has one or sev- 
eral of these buildings. 

The third building is the Sous- 
Prefetur) (Offices of the Assistant- 
Prefect), the functions correspond- 
ing to those of a County Building, 
except for the courts which belong

Gendarmerie, so there is a sort of 
minor court contained in it for pre-.

eases. The barracks of the Gen- 
darmes are in the rear. 

The roofs are of the type we call 
Mansard. There were three great 


French architects of the name of 
Mansart, two of them, father and 
son, being known as Hardouin- 
Mansart from the elder having as- 
sumed the name of an uncle. Which 
one gave the name to the roof is not 
known apparently, or it is not ap- 
parently thought of enough import- 
ance to be recorded. High, steep 
roofs were common in France, some 
of them containing as many as three 
stories, with high dormer windows 
for light. 

It is said that a nobleman was 
erecting a home in Paris on the side 
of a hill on the top of which stood a 
palace of the King. The latter fear- 
ing that bis view of the river would 
be shut off by the roof asked the 
architect, Mansart, diplomatically 
to approach the nobleman on the 
subject. Mansart accomplished his 
purpose by suggesting that the up- 
per portion of the roof be built with 
a flatter slope, the novelty of the 
idea, as well as the idea of doing 
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his Sovereign a service, appealing 
to the noble builder. This roof with 
a broken slope became known as a 
Mansard roof. It is well known in 
America as a gambrel roof. 

In each Arrondissement there are 
a number of Cantons and in each 
Canton a number of Communes, 
each headed by a Municipal Coun- 
eil, which elects from its members 
a Mayor. These elected officials 
serve without pay.

Spain it has been a fortunate 

thing that interior views of the 
home of the well known architect, 
Mr. Alfred Bossom, were available. 
Everyone is interested in knowing 
what kind of a home an architect 
would build for himself. | 

Mr. Bossom has given to.us in 
the buildings of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology something 
very fine in whieh Gre- 
eian and Roman influ- 
enees are drawn upon. In 
many homes designed for 
wealthy people he has 
shown a versatility of an 
admirable sort. His cli- 
ents admired a certain 
style and he was able to 
give them what they 
wánted in the most per- 
feet way. 

He has important com- 
mereial buildings to his 
eredit, in many styles, 
and his work shows him 
to be a student familiar 
with all the little fine 
points that distinguish 
one type of architecture 
from another. So when 
it was announced that 
Mr. Bossom had designed 
a home for himself in the 
heart of New York City 
it was with interest that 
it beeame known that a 
Spanish interior was se- 
lected.

was fought over for centuries and 
each conquering people left some 
impress. In the North the influence 
of French Gothic never was lost and 
many fine examples of this type re- 
main. In the central and southern 
seetions where so many battles were 
fought and so many cities were cap- 
tured, destroyed, rebuilt, recaptured 
and redestroyed, changes in types 
of architecture were common. 

The Romanesque se- 
eured a strong hold but 
many buildings of this 
epoch were destroyed de- 
liberately and rebuilt 
when the Renaissance 
reached Spain. The oc- 
eupation of Spain by the 
Moors for several cen- 
turies near the close of 
the Gothie period made 
an impress on art and 
architecture which has 
remained as a Spanish 
style. The Moors revelled 
in ornament and used 


ornament without any 
structural motif being 
apparent.

ture has been in the adaptation 
of the welter of architectural types 
and styles of the canons of good 
taste and common sense. During 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth in 
England there was a confusion of 
architectural types and styles which 
became, in the hands of English 
craftsmen, a distinct English domes- 
tic style. Something of the sort is 
now going on in the United States. 

It went on in Spain for fifteen 
hundred years, during which time 
architects, employed only by wealthy 
nobles and royalty, followed 
type after type, making each type 
Spanish by means of Spanisn 
craftsmanship in painting, carving 
and sculpture. Only the bizarre, 
and there is mueh of it in Spain, 
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are plain and express the interior 
arrangement of rooms. 

Many of the houses appear to be 
even forbidding on the exterior. 
Within they are real homes. Com- 
fort is sought and obtained by the 
exclusion of the outer world and 
decoration are always quiet, even 
while at times displaying splendid 
craftsmanship in detals. This Mr. 
Bossom has been able to catch and 
express in his home. 

The unique part of his home is 
that it is not built on a hillside, nor 
in the midst of a forest, nor even 
in a lawn. It is enclosed within the 
walls of a city building, a high 
building, one that resembles in out- 
ward appearance many large apart- 
ment houses in American cities. 

It is two stories in height and 
so constructed that one does not 
think of a home in a skyscraper at 
all when within its walls. It has 
a trim reception hall much like a 
patio, without which the home of 
a well-to-do Spaniard would be 
deemed to be incomplete. It has the 
appurtenances of a home built of 
massive masonry and when within 
it one forgets America and every 
other country in the world and 
thinks only of old Spain in its glory 
and power. 

The dignity of the Spaniard was 
obscured in the decoration of public 
and royal buildings. Here all that 
was exuberant in the Spanish 
nature was allowed full freedom. 
Domestic buildings, however, are 
never profusely decorated. Here 
the sub-conscious spirit of the 
Spaniard, who at heart is quiet and 
somewhat retiring, is the ruling 


has attracted the attention of many 
builders in the sunny sections of 
the United States. . Most of them 
have debased Spanish architecture. 

Domestic architecture in Spain 
has been dignified always. Exteriors

spirit. In the homes of Spain are 
shown the real people and it is to 
be assumed that the true spirit of 
the architect is shown in his selec- 
tion of Spanish architecture for his 
own home in America. 

There are in Spain, so far only as 
exteriors are concerned, two distinct 
domestic styles for homes. Both are 
characterized by somewhat plain 
looking exterior walls but in the 
mountains these plain walls are of 
large extent with few openings, and 
these only in the upper stories. Such 
houses belong where cold winds 
blow as well as where homes were 
once built for defence against ene- 
mies. 

In the lower valleys where the 
climate is milder, for climate in 
Spain, as in California, is largely a 
matter of altitude, the houses have 
more wall openings and there are 
balconies where the people sit in the 
cool of the evening, and during the 
day as well when the sun is shaded. 
They are light looking, usually with 
white walls and oftentimes deco- 
rated with carving and paint. They 
have an aspect of North Africa. 

It is this lowland type and sea- 
coast type that has been imitated 
in the United States along the sea- 
shore where winter never comes. The 
imitations, however, in many cases 
have been atrocious. They attract 
people who have bad taste and who 
love noisy looking homes that ap- 
pear to have cost a great deal. All 
that is bad, with very little that is 
good, marks much of the so-called 
Spanish architecture in America.

tunate enough to visit Spain and 
had the privilege of studying homes 
of the better people of Spain, know 
that country has something better 
to give us than we have received. 
There are some magnificent exam- 
ples of true Spanish architecture in 
California, built recently, and it is 
to be hoped that Spain, rather than 
certain sections of our southern 
coasts, will serve as the inspiration 
of architects who seek to produce 
here true Spanish home-like houses. 
Following precedents in archi- 
tecture is much the same as adopt- 
ing customs of another people. Just 
as immigrants often emulate our 
very worst habits of dress and man- 
ners of speech, so are we prone to 
effect the good and bad alike in for- 
eign architecture. . True Spanish 
is beautiful; it is simple and unaf- 
fected. But in copying at random 
from so-called Spanish homes 1n 
this country, we find many homes 
not only unauthentic but in poor 
taste. Architects who are doing the 
best work copy only from Spain. 
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A PORTION of the exterior of House of Nuns 
found among ruins of Uxmal in Yucatan. 
It exhibits much the same proportions as cor- 
nices used in modern architecture. Two huge 
intertwined „serpents, whose heads rest on the 
center cornice have occasioned another desig- 
nation, “Temple of the Two Serpents.” The 
building covers a plot of ground 80 feet square. 
The city is supposed to be ancient Mayapan

T HE pyramid of Pa- 
pantla, discovered 
near the Gulf of Mexico, 
was built of carefully 
hewn and pointed free- 
stone.

"Those with beauti- 
ful homes want beautiful things to 
grace the interior, such as paintings, 
ornaments and tapestry. The crav- 
ing for comforts is innate. It is a 
human prerogative. Comfort can 
become luxurious when embellished 
with music, literature and poetry. 

When nations have attained this 
degree of perfection, reaction sets 
in, and they become food for his- 
torians. It is not essential that a 
nation or race become extinct. They 
may die constructively, mentally 
choked to death by complacently 
over-feeding on dishes of self-im- 
portance and conceit. Wealth means 
easte and caste brings all the under- 
mining qualities which corrode the 
steel structure of high moral prac- 
tice. 

A succession of wars can bring to 
a standstill a nation’s progress, and 
if subservient to a conquering na- 
tion, degeneracy follows in natural 
sequence. Witness the Toltecans, 
Aztecs and Mayas! 

So that to copy is to go back- 
wards, to retrograde; principles may 
be used, motifs followed, but they 
should be used merely as a basis.

In designing the general scheme, 
decorative detail and mural paint- 
ings for the Monrovia Hotel, I care- 
fully studied the works of the Mayas. 
In creating a panel or decorative 
group care was taken that only what 
might be termed the principles of 
Maya design were used. 

In some cases, such as the orna- 
ment surrounding the entrance to 
the ladies’ room in the lobby, a deco-

rative unit from a date 
tablet was used as the 
theme. 
such as the multiple 
column grouping, the 
unit was faithfully em- 
ployed. 

As it is not entirely 
clear what the exact 
reason was for the 
peculiar medley of 
carved pieces, cubes 
and the many quaint 
shapes forming some 
of the Maya panels, I did not 
duplicate any particular original 
panel of the temples, but assembled 
the curious units to my own fancy. 

The grouping of decorative orna- 
ment on the exterior was designed 
under difficulty. Cost, being a great 
factor, necessitated curtailment. Yet 
there was a large surface to treat. 
To avoid spottiness, and yet form a 
continuity, created an aggravating 
problem. Balance was entirely dis- 
carded, as my theory was that the 
diversification of line would provide 
a mental link with the next group 
of ornament. It is largely this ab- 
sence of balance that makes the de- 
tails both refreshing and unusual. 

Upon entering the outer vesti- 
bule two mural paintings are de- 
picted, one on each wall. That on 
the left-hand wall as you enter is a 
modification of the famous wall 
panel The Kingdom of Darkness’’ 
of the ‘‘Middle of the Earth.“ To

the left of the painting is the ‘‘God 
of Death,’’ and on the right is the 
„Goddess of Death. In the centre 
is the figure of a man falling into 
the nether regions, and over him is 
the moon. To the left and right of 
the centre will be seen the turkey 
and the eagle representing demons 
of darkness. 

The mural painting on the East 
wall of the outer vestibule and the 
one on the East wall of the inner 
vestibule are original eompositions 
of mine and represent ''Feast of 
Good Harvest, and the God of 
Job,’’ respectively. 

The stone carved effects on the 
four walls of the lobby are merely 
original designs of mine based on 
Maya art. It will be noticed that 


I N addition to its being a pioneer ef- 

fort toward restoring Mayan archi- 
tecture, the Hotel Aztec is a well plan- 
ned hostelry, as this plan will show 
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the arch over the entrance from the 
vestibule to the lobby has an un- 
canny similarity in general outline 
to the common arch of the Chinese. 

This likeness was not discovered 
until after I had completed the col- 
ored drawing of the lobby interior. 
It is interesting to note the remark- 
able resemblance of Maya details to 
details of practically all the estab- 
lished styles of architecture through- 
out the world. 

The murals on the South wall of 
the lobby are original adaptations 
of mine. The one next to the Ingle- 
nook fireplace represents the Sun 
God blessing the crops. The mural 
next to the ladies’ room entrance 
represents the God of Lust with the 
symbols of the days linked to his 
body. 

The ceiling is an adaptation of an 
intricate mosaic of the Mayas. The 
three pendant electric fixtures in the 
ceiling are original conceptions of 
mine representing carved stone. 

The main dining room is treated 
in crude colors with two crude mural 
paintings. The one on the north 


1 upper floor provides ample 
guest accommodation and a clev- 
erly allocated roof garden dining 
room facing to side. Four apartments 
are located on each of two floors 


HIS entrance boasts a wealth of 


detail. Its authoritative  treat- 
ment dates back to America's earliest 
architecture. Greater popularity of 
Aztec is forecast as it is very adapt- 
able to warm sections in our country 


wall being 28 feet long represents 
the progress in commerce and art of 
the races from the southern influx 
of the Mayas till the period of the 
Spanish Inquisition. The ship point- 
ing seaward represents the birth of 
modern commerce. 

On the South wall is an allegory 
representing the transition of the 
early races on this continent and the 
advent of the white races. 

The electric fixtures are my weird 
conceptions based on Maya details. 

The three smaller dining rooms 
form a simple Spanish treatment, 
the outstanding feature being the 
curious electric fixtures. It may be 
mentioned that all the electric light 
fixtures as well as all decorative de- 
tails were designed by me and are 
copyrighted. 


Mayan Architecture 


R. Robert Stacy-Judd is the 

first architect known to at- 
tempt to adapt the curious prin- 
ciples of the arts and archi- 
tecture of the Mayas to modern 
structures, and the Aztec Hotel in 
Monrovia is the direct result of these 
pioneer efforts. 

When asked why he selected the 
art of the Mayas as his theme for 
the Aztec Hotel in Monrovia, 
Mr. Stacy-Judd said, ‘‘Perhaps it 
was a succession of minor reasons 
covering a period of many years. 

To begin with, I may state I am, 
and have been for many years, ex- 
ceedingly interested in Egyptian 
Architecture and the arts of the 
Orient. As a child I developed an 
uncanny desire to travel throughout 


the East. I studied its many myster- 
ies, tried to grasp its magnitude, 
pestered my learned acquaintances 
for information and as a result of 
my passion for this knowledge the 
Mother of John Oliver Hobbs (pen 
name of Mrs. Craigie) dubbed me 
‘Rameses’ and as such I was known 
among her circle of friends. 


Indulgent clients allowed me to 
express my Egyptian interpreta- 
tions in theatres and homes, and in 
sequence of events the mysteries of 
Easter Isle lured me. Small wonder 
I was intensely fascinated by the in- 
finitely more mysterious discoveries 
of ancient cities in Yucatan and 
Mexico. 


„Of course it must not be under- 
stood that I discarded my love of the 
Orient for a more fascinating sub- 
ject. I believe in the early stages 
I was but mildly curious, but the 
more thought I gave, the more I 
was astonished to trace a remark- 
able resemblance in details, as well 
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HE rear guest rooms of the Aztec 
‘look upon this peaceful spot. 
With such a setting, it is small wonder 
that the hotel proves to be such a 
delightful hostelry for visitors to 
this warm section of sunny California

is had. Divans are decorated to harmonize with interior treatment 


as fundamental principles, to almost - 


all of the recognized styles of archi- 
tecture. 

‘What really gave me the inspira- 
tion to further study of the Mayas 
was a careful perusal of John L. 
Stephens’ narration—‘Incidents of 
Travel in Central America, Chiapas 
and Yucatan,’ published in two vol- 
umes in 1841, and his later work— 
‘Incidents of Travel in Yucatan,’ 
two volumes, 1843. And after dili- 
gently reading these fascinating 
works I could not help but remark 
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with surprise why so very little in- 
terest seemed to have been created 
among the general public at that 
time and throughout the years to 
follow. 

It was not until comparatively 
recently that a revival of interest 
among students of ancient lore 
brought these mysterious races and 
their remarkable works again before 
the public. In 1915 Dr. Herbert J. 
Spinden of the Peabody Museum 
published his wonderful memoirs as 
the result of his résearches during 
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C LERK’S desk and stairway lead 
to the second floor. The effect is 
startling and yet restful at the same 
time. Even the furniture has re- 
ceived its share of brilliant decoration 


the years 1906-1909, under the title 
of ‘A Study of Maya Art,' and the 
long sleep of indifference seemed 
then to terminate. . Interest in the 
Mayas was at last aroused. 

“Dr. Spinden is the first Maya 
scholar who has devoted himself to 
a thorough study of the ancient art 
of Central America, as shown by the 
architecture, the sculptured monu- 
ments and other objects found in the 
ruined cities. 

* Apparently many students of 
Maya Art have noticed the similar- 
ity of ornament and architeetural 
principles to Indian, Chinese, Greek 
and Egyptian, and to say the least it 
certainly is disconcerting to meet 
with so many replicas and not be- 
lieve they are due to a common 
origin. Yet, Dr. Spinden repudiates 
any such-thought and emphatically 
states that the Mayas, ancient 
though they be, reflect none of the 
dignity of Eastern antiquity. 

70 n the other hand Le Ploygeon 
claims the Maya period of power in 
the neighborhood of 11,500 years 
ago. Spinden ridicules this asser- 
tion and reduces the period to a 
mere 2,000 years. However, this 
only goes to show how little is ac- 
tually known of historical or ehrono- 
logical facts appertaining to the 
early civilization on this hemisphere. 

„Some day when Toltecan and 
Maya hieroglyphics have been de- 
ciphered perhaps all theories may 
be overthrown and an age estab- 
lished which will make the great 
pyramids youthful by comparison. 


«To my comparatively lay mind, 
the remarkable resemblance of de- 
tails in Maya art to the recognized 
styles of ancient architecture seem 
to be conclusive of either borrowed 
principles or point to common origin. 
For instance, the ruins of a gate- 


way at Labna, Yucatan, contain a 


fine example of a stone carved chev- 
ron-pattern belt, similar to Roman- 
esque stone carving, or a decorative 
motif in Byzantine or Egyptian 
ornaments. 

Again, the Acroterion Ridge tile 
or the Antefixae eaves tile of the 
Greeks could easily claim origin in 
the ruins of Labna. 

* Strange, too, that the Greek fret 
pattern, the Arabian, the Celtie, the 
Chinese, the Mooresque, all resemble 
the fret pattern used by the Mayas. 

‘ At first glance, the temples and 
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in particular the principal buildings 
at Labna resemble a Greek temple. 
Same broad piers, same trabeated 
openings, same architrave surrounds, 
same continuous decorated frieze. 
The only main feature which seems 
to have no duplicate is the beautiful, 
tall, straight-jambed, tapering arch. 

‘‘The Toltecans are reputed to be 
the most ancient tribe on this conti- 
nent and are said to have been also 
the most polished. John L. Stephens 


suggests they were the originators 


of that peculiar style of architecture 
found in Guatemala and Yucatan 
which was adopted by all subse- 
quent inhabitants. 


*Is the Maya civilization older 
than Egyptian, Hindoo or Chinese? 
Is Yucatan the birthplace of all the 
known arts? Maya art came from 
the North into Yucatan, then from 
whom did they get their inspiration? 
Culture is not the fad of a genera- 
tion. It took centuries to attain the 
height of perfection as displayed by 
the ruins still existing. 


“The marvelous similarity be- 
tween Maya architecture and deco- 
rative details and other ancient 
architectural styles. surely 1s more 
than a mere coincidence. It may be 
proven that the Mayas, either as we 
know them, or a race directly pre- 
ceding them, originated the prin- 
ciples of design we attribute to the 
ancient inhabitants of Mexico and 
Yucatan, but whether of the Chris- 
tian era or antedating the known 
ancient races of the earth.—Well! 
Who knows?’’

illustrated in the Re- 
ereation Hall at the 
tourists’ camp in El 
Paso, Texas. 

Here the traveller sees a building 
that appears to have come out of a 
picture such as one encounters in 
a book of travels. The low appear- 
ing walls of heavy looking adobe, 
plastered on the outside with their 
porch roofs resting on projecting 
beams are a pleasing sight in a land 
where the sun shines so brightly. 
They suggest coolness and comfort. 

The likeness, however, to the an- 
cient homes of the Indians stops 
there. There are large window 
openings in the walls fitted with 
modern sash, and the doors are as 
modern as anything can be. 

The floor of the room is of highly 
polished maple whereas the Indians 
had adobe floors. Instead of the 
old Indian pipes and screechy single- 
string violins the room contains a 
piano and victrola and radio. The 
width of the room is 20 ft. and the 
length 52 ft., dimensions that 
would make the old Indians gasp. 

Instead of bare adobe walls with 
smelly blankets hung on pegs here 
and there, this modern example of 
Zuni architecture has richly decor-

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HERB were 

two distinct 

types of In- 
dians in America, 
tent - dwellers, or 
plains Indians and 
village-dwellers, or 
Pueblo Indians, 
pueblo being the 
Spanish word for vil- 


lage. 

The Pueblo In- 
dians lived in com- 
munal villages, the 
houses in the villages 
being built in family 
The dwell- 
ings were communal 
merely for conven- 
lence and economy, 
just as flat and 
apartment houses to- 
day are communal. 
The people did not 
share the proceeds of 
the fields in communal fashion; in- 
dividual ownership being firmly 
established. 

The villages were of a fortress 
type and were built on hillsides in 
places difficult to get at by enemies. 
The walls were built of the best 
available local stone, which in the 
sections where these Indians lived, 
was an easily slabbed material. In 
places where the stone was difficult 
to get out and clay was plentiful 
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Walpi, Arizona, is now a thriving Indian city.

the people built their houses of 
adobe blocks. Some sites apparently 
were built upon several times. 

The walls were very low and all 
light and air came from openings in 
the roof. Each story was set back 
from the one below, thus producing 
a step, or pyramidal effect. Access 
to all houses was made by means of 
ladders, whieh were pulled up at 
night, thus preventing the entrance 
of unwanted visitors. In time of 


war it was a difficult 
task to capture such 

* a village. 
N The roof of the 
N story below made the 
floor of the next 
Story. Poles or 
beams were laid 
across from wall to 
wall, with projecting 
ends. Cross pieces 
were laid on these, 
after which grass or 
straw, covered with 
adobe, made the floor 
tight. The roof was 
as strong as the floors 
and here the families 
in the several floors 
sat in the evenings. 

Changes that took 
place after the com- 
ing of the white man 
consisted in the 
building of outside 
stairways to replace ladders, and, 
the piercing of the walls for win- 
dows and doors. These changes 
were made by the Zuni Indians, the 
last of the several distinct races of 
pueblo Indians. 

Although the sun’s heat and lack 
of other building material were the 
origin of this type of architecture, 
it is more today than simply pic- 
turesque. It has a definite and im- 
portant place in architecture.

HE Mission Style lends itself admirably to 

the building of schools in our more temper- 

ate sections. Here a loggia and a broad sun- 
swept patio emulate the Missions of America’s 
early periods. At the same time these serve 
amply as open air corridors connecting school 
rooms to one another. It is seen how first three 
units comprised the school. Then aditions were 
made, each to accord with the spirit of this Old 
World architecture. Now five units house class- 
rooms and assembly halls and these are linked 
together with vine-covered colonnades. 

Mission Fathers built with mud brick and 
slabs. Today stucco gives to the Mission style a 
decided air of authenticity. The weathered walls 
of this building are traced with creeper vines that 
seem to mark the passage of years. Mission is at 
its best reflecting this air of antiquity.

basis, this being improved by details 
copied from the Renaissance in 
Spain and with a strong influence 
from the Jesuit style that followed 
the Renaissance. Great severity 
marked the lines and decorations. 
Too florid decoration would serve to 
recall to the Mexican peons the days 
of their idol worshipping ancestors. 
It was not poverty that restrained 
deeoration for the material used was 
elay which in Mexico became a me- 
dium that permitted the develop- 
ment of a very vulgar and ordinary 
ornamentation essentially that of

ple. The missions were kept free 
from such excesses and stand today 
as an example of sincerity and aus- 
terity that is beautiful. 

The walls were thick. It was in 
an earthquake country so they were 
kept low. Nearly all the timber 
framework was bound together with 
leather in the belief that a reason- 
able amount of elasticity meant 
safety. Notwithstanding these ideas 
many of the pretentious mission 
buildings were destroyed by earth- 
quakes. 


The New England

Such studied perfection in archi- 
tecture could not help influencing 
the people who made it a cult. The 
emergence of the American colonists 
from an agricultural to a mercantile 
and industrial regime, with the 
greater monetary ease consequent 
upon the change, made them appre- 
eiative of beauty that was based 
upon intellectual effort of the crafts- 
men in these early days.

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From the low ceilinged dark 
rooms of the farms to the high ceil- 
inged rooms of the city was a 
change that they emphasized with 
the use of white and cream for color.

It is an his- 
torical fact that in the 
Middle Ages there were 
few sewers, open gut- 
ters in the middle of 
streets carrying off rain 
water and household 
wastes. It being the

The truth probably

In this way the 
street was given all the 
space thought necessary 
and the upper floors 
were more roomy than 
those below. 
It has been stated 


for archers who could 
fire through slots into 
the crowds below. Be 
it as it may, the over- 
hanging upper floor was 
a feature in many 
places and in farm cen- 
ters served as porches. 
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This feature was brought to 
America by the Dutch colonists and 
has been deemed always a marked 
characteristic of Dutch Colonial 
architecture. Another feature is the 
gambrel roof, which when used 
on a city house of several stories, is 
called mansard, from the name of 
the supposed inventor, a well known 
French architect of the sixteenth 
century. 

Dutch Colonial is never more than 
two stories high, usually being only 
a story and a half. It has a gambrel 


roof, without which it might as well. 


be New England or any other of 
the several distinctive Colonial 


es. 
The roof is distinguished by the 
small area with a slight fall along 
the ridge, whereas many pseudo- 
Dutch Colonial buildings have a 
very large area in that place. At 
the lower end of the 
more steeply sloping 
section of roof there 
is a flattening out, 
usually with a slight 
curve, to form the 
roof of the porch. 
Single dormer win- 
dows are not a fea- 
ture of this style, al- 
though every build- 
ing has dormer win- 
dows. The project- 
ing dormers of the 
Dutch Colonial are 
really a second story 


wall in which win- ENESTE br 


dows are grouped. 
An appearance of 
small height is char- 
acteristic, many of 
the other Colonial 
styles having great 
height. 

This low Dutch 
building was developed in a country 
where people were not rich and were 
reared with economy as a watchword. 
Their country is swept with high 
winds and is bare of hills, so low 
buildings were most safe. The curv- 
ing gambrel roof offered the least re- 
sistance to the wind of any form and 
the expedient of using dormers in- 
stead of long stretches of straight 
wall for upper stories made these 
upper stories less exposed. 

It was quite natural therefore 
that the people brought to the new 
land, America, ideas of houses 
which, really, were so much them- 
selves because of the environment 
that developed them. 

The porch sheltered by the over- 
hanging roof is the one feature that 
permitted of ornamentation and dis- 
play. The columns generally were 
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designed to follow classical lines. 
The architraves and framing of 
doors and windows were made hy 
skilled carpenters who had plates 
of classical design to follow. 
Shingles and clapboards were used 
for siding and seldom were painted 
because in the early days cedar was 
plentiful. It did not need paint to 
protect it and the color it obtained 
through weathering was pleasing. 

When paint was used it usually 
was white paint. The trim was 
made in imitation of the marble 
used for that purpose in old Greece, 
so white naturally was deemed to be 
the most appropriate color. Pig- 


ments to color white lead mixtures 
were not always reliable and white 
in its simplicity satisfied the con- 
ventional ideas of the colonials. 
Dutch Colonial is purely a farm 


type. 


Yet modern Dutch Colonial

buildings have been erected on many 
streets. They appear sadly out of 
place, however, when not sur- 
rounded by a lawn with a back- 
ground of trees. The type is seen 
at its best in the suburbs of New 
York City and along the railway 
lines between New York City and 
Washirzton and Philadelphia. 
Nests in whieh human beings are 
reared, comfortable nests that look 
as comfortable as they are, they are 
typical of the United States and are 
immensely popular for small houses. 


In many of our modern dwellings 
the Duteh Colonial influence is being 
eopied—unfortunately, in many 
eases very poorly. 

In the real old-style Duteh Co- 
lonial no dormers were used. Then 
one or more single dormers ap- 
peared. Later, to gain necessary 
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spaee and square out the rooms, a 
number of dormers were run to- 
gether in a group and it is now no 
uncommon sight to see five or more 
windows in a single dormer. 


In many cases, the dormer 1s ac- 
tually the full width of building, 
and the effect of a dormer given by 
false work at the sides, making an 
overhang and carrying this down 
over the front of the building as a 
projecting hood over the first story 
doors and windows. Frequently 
this roof projection, or hood, is 
pierced above the doorway opening 
and a gabled porch or enlarged hood 
is used. 


Where the full width dormer is 
used it gives, in most cases, a clumsy 
appearance. A far better effect is 
had if the cheeks of the dormer are 
set back a few feet from the sides. 
Of course, this will make a jog in 
in the room. It is a 
question of either 
sacrificing external 
appearance or a little 
space in rooms. 

A clever designer 
will take advantage 
of this cut off space 
by arranging a closet 
under the roof slope 
of set-back and then 
balancing it up at 
other side of room 
with another closet. 

Too often we find 
that the designer has 
sadly missed good 
proportion in at- 
tempting to lay outa 
gambrel roof. If one 
would only remember 
that both slopes of a 
gambrel roof should 
be adjacent chords in 
an ordinary quad- 
rant, good proportion will result. 
One of the best proportions for a 
gambrel roof is practically the two 
adjacent sides of an octagon. The 
roof of the dormer of course is 
brought down on the same plane as 
upper slope. Following these simple 
rules, good design will result. 


Strictly speaking, there should be 
but very little projection to the roof 
over-hang ; but where it is necessary 
to make the rooms on second story 
as large as possible, adding to the 
over-hang will widen the appearance 
of roof and consequently the upper 
portion of house proper will appear 
more like a dormer. To carry out 
the effect still more the over-hang 
on dormer roof should he as small 
as possible, in this way securing the 
appearance of a dormer consider- 
ably smaller than the main roof. 
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HE Georgian period 
began about 1720 in 
England and followed 
the Wren period, when 
there was not a great deal 
of formalism, although the 
lines were Grcek upon 
which the fancy of archi- 
tects was permitted to play. 

The Georgian period was 
marked by less freedom in 
design, especially of orna- 
ment, and lines were very 
academic. The exteriors 
were usually quiet but some- 
what heavy and massive. 
The workmanship was of a 
very high degree of excel- 
lence and the designs 
showed the careful study of 
cultured men who had 
travelled through Greece 
and Italy, studying the 
Renaissance period and its 
remains. 

About 1750 the exteriors 
of buildings commenced to 
be even more severe and 
academic. Interiors became 
less florid and more stately; 
wood panelling began to be 
superseded by plaster pan- 
elling. The influence of the 
famous Adams brothers was 
paramount and many of 
their books found a large 
sale in the American col- 
onies. 

Although the stately 
Georgian period practically 
ended about 1800, its influ- 
ence in the United States

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eontinued for another gen- 
eration. About thirty years 
ago a great revival of inter- 
est in this style was noted 
and it is today predomi- 
nantly an American style. 

Not exactly following the 
English Georgian, being 
rather an American 
adaptation, it is Georgian 
Colonial. One of the best 
examples of this style in its 
purity is the home of 
George Washington at 
Mount Vernon on the Poto- 
mac. This was the home of 
his boyhood after the death 
of his father and it was the 
home to which he retired 
after his years of arduous 
service for his country. 

Many changes were made 
from time to time so at the 
time of his death in 1789 it 
was a definitely good ex- 
ample of Georgian Colonial, 
or Southern Colonial to dis- 
tinguish it from the Dutch 
Colonial and New England 
Colonial of the Northern 
states. 

Classic influence being 
strong all Colonial architec- 
ture is marked by simplicity 
of line. The Northern Col- 
onial had lower ceilings and 
much coziness in the family 
living rooms. Porches were 
in many cases made by the 
overhang of upper stories. 

In the Southern states the 
mild climate led to the 
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adoption of high ceilings 
with large windows so that 
on hot days every bit of 
breeze could be of benefit. 
Porches were very wide and 
usually were two stories 
high with classic columns 
supporting the rooms. They 
were fitting homes for dig- 
nified gentlemen served by 
slaves. 

Stateliness and correct- 
ness of lines in their homes 
were conducive to an as- 
sumption of dignity and 
stateliness of manner so 
marked in the Southerner 
of the days preceding the 
Civil War. 

The illustrations on this 
page show what is really the 
front of the mansion; that 
is, the side facing the high- 
way, also elevations of the 
two end wings. 

Originally, the house was 
built bv Lawrence Washing- 
ton (1743-4) and comprised 
only the middle section. 
Upon the death of Lawrence 
Washington, in 1752, the 
property passed into the 
possession of George, and 
shortly after his marriage to 
Martha Custis plans were 
made for the addition of 
two end extensions.

lan Period 
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These extensions were the 
banquet hall at the one end 
and the library at the other. 
Above the library was 
Washington’s bedroom, eas- 
ily reached by the private 
stairway without disturb- 
ing any of the guests in the 
house. 

At the other end of the 
house was a large banquet 
hall with a ceiling extend- 
ing to the second story. 
Dummy windows were built 
on both front and back, so 
as to preserve the symmet- 
rical appearance of the ex- 
terior. 

The kitchen is independ- 
ent of the mansion. A quar- 
ter circle arcade connects it 
to the mansion. To balance 
the design, another building, 
the same as the kitchen, was 
erected at the other end— 
that is, nearest the banquet 
ball. This building was 
used as quarters for white 
servants. The arrangement 
of mansion and two con- 
necting houses and arcades 
is shown in the little floor 
plan below. The effect was 
that of a court after some 
of the old English mansions. 
Mount Vernon vies with 
them in dignity and charm. 
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An attractive unit with garage in reach of front door

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F Inancing the Building 
f Homes by Banks

HERE is no more lofty ambi- 

tion than the owning of a 

home. No nation on earth is 
blessed with as many home owners 
as is ours. This accounts in a very 
large measure for the absence of 
socialism, communism, and all of 
the other ''isms'' arising from an- 
tagonism to capital. A man who 
owns his home becomes himself a 
capitalist to that extent and it is 
no easy task to convince him that 
the mere ownership of something 
presupposes dishonesty or oppres- 
sion. . 

One of the first considerations in 
the building of a home is the selec- 
tion of the lot. This has an im- 
portant bearing not only upon the 
future value to the owner, but it is 
of considerable importance if finan- 
cial assistance is needed at the time 
of building. The mistake is often 
made by the prospective owner of 
selecting a very cheap lot in a sec- 
tion without building restrictions, 
simply because the selling price is 
low. A nice home built upon a cheap 
lot is subject to the danger of hav- 
ing very cheap and undesirable 
property built in the same commun- 
. ity, which will greatly depreciate 
its value. Due consideration, there- 
fore, should be given to the location 
before coming to a final decision. 
The general rule is that the lot 
should represent about one-fifth the 
amount of the entire cost of the 
house and lot. 

There are a number of ways in 
obtaining financial assistance, but 
it should always be borne in mind 
that the more money the owner has 
to go into the house, the less trouble 
he will have and the less expense 
he will incur in financing the bal- 
ance. If he attempts to build a 
home with only a small amount of 
money accummulated, he will be 


compelled to pay excessive rates for 


a second mortgage after placing a 
first mortgage for as much as the 
property will justify. 

It should be realized by every 
prospective owner that a sacrifice 
must be made in order to attain 
this ambition, and the best time to 


make it is before the beginning of 


the building rather than attempting 
to build without sufficient capital 
and become embarrassed in the pro- 
cess. 

Financing varies in different com- 
munities. In many places savings 
banks make a practice of lending 
from fifty to sixty per cent. of the 
actual value of the property and 
will make the loans for a period of 
from three to ten years. Many of 
them will accept monthly payment 
loans at a reasonable rate. In other 
communities the building and loan 
associations predominate and most 
of them have a more or less stan- 
dardized method of assisting the 
home builders. In selecting a build- 
ing loan association, it is advisable 
to make some investigation as to the 
standing, experience and responsi- 
bility of the association. Most of 
them, of course, are thoroughly re- 
liable and are organized for a legit- 
Imate purpose. 


HE loan business has grown to 
such an extent, however, in re- 

cent years that many mushroom 
companies have sprung up, many 
of which are organized for the 
purpose of selling stock for the 
benefit of the commissions and to 
create positions for those interested. 
In any kind of financing the owner 
should be careful to obtain all of 
the costs and requirements in ad- 
vance so that there will be a clear 
understanding from the beginning. 
If a three or five year loan is 
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taken, the owner should be very 
careful to open a savings account 
and establish a monthly budget for 
the purpose of meeting the interest, 
taxes and insurance and creating a 
reserve fund for repairs and pay- 
ment on the principal. If he takes 
a monthly payment loan, he should 
also have a savings account for all 
of the items named above other than 
the principal. 

Care should be exercised in the 
type of building, ever keeping in 
mind that substantial construction 
is the cheapest, facilitates the plac- 
ing of a loan and creates a perman- 
ent value which makes the property 
readily salable in the event this be- 
comes desirable. 


ECAUSE this appears in a 

magazine which has a national 
circulation, no effort will be made to 
go into detail concerning the sev- 
eral ways in which a builder may 
obtain assistance in the financing of 
his home, because there are so many 
plans in existence differing in their 
operation in different communities 
that any effort to cover them all 
might lead to confusion. The best 
suggestion I have to offer is that he 
visit one or more local banks and 
ask the opinion and advice of an 
officer. There need be no reticence 
about this because bank officers are 
familiar with the various forms of. 
financing. 

In many localities there are rep- 
resentatives of mortgage companies 
who sometimes take advantage of 
the inexperience of borrowers and 
charge an unreasonable commission 
for their services. It is highly de- 
sirable, therefore, that the prospec- 
tive borrower have a frank discus- 
sion with his banker and he will 
be sure to get information that will 
be of considerable value to him. 
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Inancing Small Homes 


Through Local Building Loan Associations

HE difficulty of giving a com- 
plete discussion, in such a 


limited space, of the advan- 
tages of financing homes through 
local building and loan associations 
can be fairly well surmised by ref- 
erence to the enormous volume of 
home financing which they do. This 
record for the past four years 1s 
as follows:

These figures not only give one a 
conception of the powerful influ- 
ence which these institutions now 
exert upon individual life in this 
country but, if we are to believe the 
old adage that ''the proof of the 
pudding is in the eating,’’ they also 
stand as the best evidence that 
building and loan associations offer 
unique and unexcelled advantages 
to the individual or family that de- 
sires to own a home. 

Just what are these advantages! 
Or, since all the advantages cannot 
be considered, perhaps it would be 
better to say, what are some of the 
advantages of financing a home 
through a local building and loan 
association 

In the first place a building and 
loan association will usually loan 
the prospective home owner a 
larger percentage of the value of 
his home than any other legitimate, 
well-rated financial institution. As 
a rule banks, insurance companies, 
mortgage companies, and all other 
eoneerns that invest in first mort- 
gage real estate security will not 
loan more than 40 to 50 per cent of 
the appraised value of a home. 
There are various reasons for this. 

The chief reason, however, lies in 
the well-known fact that the so- 
called ‘‘straight mortgage’? is sel- 
dom paid by the date of maturity. 
Such mortgages are frequently re- 
newed at considerable expense to 
the mortgagee and often run for 


many years, during which time de- 
preciation of the property may de- 
traet materially from the original 
value. In such cases, which, as is 
generally known, occur daily all 
over the country, the concern hold- 
ing the mortgage wants to be sure 
that if it should be forced to take 
over the property and sell it there 
would be no loss to itself. 

This is a perfectly legitimate pre- 
caution and one which is particu- 
larly necessary in the case of any 
mortgage which is not reduced at 
stated intervals. 

The building and loan associa- 
tion, however, will make a loan up 
to approximately two-thirds of the 
appraised value of a home. In some 
communities this may be increased 
to as much as 80 per cent of the 
value of the property; in other 


places the amount may be reduced 


as low as 50 per cent. But these 
are purely local matters. Two- 
thirds of the value is the general 
rule if the purchaser or builder 
needs that amount. 

This advantage is of extreme im- 
portance. It allows a family to 
build or buy a home when their 
own cash reserve is yet small— 
much smaller than would be pos- 
sible under any other home financ- 
ing plan. This hastens the day 
when a larger percentage of men, 
women and children will be shelt- 
ered beneath their own roof and 
brings us nearer and nearer to the 
day when the United States will 
be overwhelmingly a nation of 
home owners. 

It is often a very difficult prob- 
lem to get folks to save up even the 
33 per cent of the cost of a home 
necessary under the building and 
loan financing requirements. If 
they should be compelled to save 
from 50 to 60 per cent of the cost 
before making the final step there 
would be hundreds of thousands of 
American families, who now own 
their homes, still paying rent. 

Another remarkable advantage 
of financing a home through build- 
ing and loan associations is the ser- 
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vice which these institutions give to 
those who want to build a home. 
The ‘‘construction loan’’ 1s a fam- 
liar term to every building and 
loan official. 

It simply means that if an indi- 
vidual has a small amount saved, 
say enough to get the foundation 
laid for his house and perhaps some 
of the frame work up, the building 
and loan association will advance 
to sueh individual an amount suffi- 
eient to complete the construction 
and eonsummate the loan upon the 
property when the work is all done. 

To the casual observer the ''con- 
struetion loan'' might seem unim- 
portant. But it would be interest- 
ing to know just how few people 
ever have sufficient cash to build a 
home, from the ground up, without 
receiving financial aid from any 
other source. I believe that not 
one family in ten can do so. 


ERPIHAPS it is more nearly 

correct to say one in twenty. 
But in either case, without the con- 
struction loan, which is the child of 
building and loan associations, mil- 
lions of people who now live in 
homes of their own would never 
have been able to raise sufficient 
money to make their desire for a 
home materialize. 

The construction loan can, there- 
fore, be placed among the outstand- 
ing advantages which building and 
loan associations offer to home own- 
ers and home builders. It is a type 
of loan which they have developed 
to a high state of proficiency and in 
which they have become specialists. 

If there is such a thing as the 
greatest advantage of financing 
homes through building and loan 
associations it is the fact that the 
borrower pays off his loan at stated 
intervals—usually so much each 
month. This is known as ‘‘amortiz- 
ing’’ the loan, the loan itself being 
called an ‘‘amortization loan.’’ 

In its fullest sense ''amortize"' 
means a killing off. As applied to 
a loan it means a gradual reduction, 
weekly, monthly, yearly or perhaps 
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at longer intervals. As previously 
stated, however, the loans made by 
building and loan associations are 
ordinarily reduced by a fixed pay- 
ment each month. A part of each 
payment is applied to th2 payment 
of the interest on the amaunt of the 
loan outstanding while the balance 
of the amount is applied to the re- 
duction uf the principal. 

The amortization loan itself has 
many highly commendable features. 
It is possible, through this method, 
for a family to enjoy many years 
of savings in advance and to have 
the comforts of home life during 
all those years when otherwise they 
would be paying out rent while try- 
ing to save enough to make full 
oayment for a home. Many men 
can pay from $30 to $60 per month, 
or even more, although they cannot 
pay $5,000 or $10,000 in a lump 
sum. 

It all means that building and 
loan associations, by permitting 
their loans to be repaid in small 
monthly amounts, are enabling 
many thousands of people to own 
their own homes, to enjoy the pleas- 
ures and security of home life, who 
otherwise would not be able to do 
so; who at least would not be able 
to do so until they had saved up a 
considerable part of the price of a 
house and lot. This might take 
many years; and during this time 
a home would be utterly impossible 
were it not for the amortization 
loan. 

Another beneficent result of the 
amortization loan is that it leads 
many people to become habitual 


| premiums, 


savers. If a family knows that by 
saving $2,000 or $3,000 it can then 
secure a loan for the purpose of 
buying a bome a great deal more 
effort will be exerted in that direc- 
tion than would be the case if it 
were necessary to save $8,000 or 
$10,000 before home could be made 
a reality. This is human nature— 
the things in sight give greater in- 
centive. 

Its effect upon this particular 
phase of human endeavor can 
scarcely be estimated. And it 
should also be noted in this connec- 
tion that money paid on a home is 
money saved—money invested. Real 
estate is the best investment in the 
world, with certain minor excep- 
tions. And when a family can be 
led to buy a home and pay a certain 
amount on it each month they are 
saving in the best conceivable way. 
This is possible largely through the 
amortization loan. 

There are many home financing 
schemes—many different types of 
concerns engaged in both construc- 
tion and amortization loans. Many 
of them will lend a considerable 
percentage of the cost of a home. 
But in nearly every case the bor- 
rower will find that in connection 
with such loans there are fees or 
or some other dead 
weight to throw about the neck of 
the prospective customer with the 
result that in many cases he is 
drowned in a sea of ‘‘overhead 
charges. 

In no sense do I mention this 
fact as a reflection upon concerns 
which do this sort of business but 


merely through contrast to bring 
out the advantage of financing a 
home through a building and loan 
association. There was a time when 
building and loan associations 
loaned money to the one who would 
pay the highest premiums. But 
that day is praetieally gone. The ex- 
eeedingly small operating expenses 
of these associations, which in 1924 
were only .8 of one per cent of 
their entire assets, taken in con- 
junetion with their enormous in- 
erease in assets and the cooperative 
principle upon which they are based 
has made it unnecessary to charge 
the borrower any premiums or 
bonuses or fees. Rarely are there 
any charges in connection with a 
loan other than those necessary for 
title inspection, drawing up the 
mortgage, and a few other small 
items that will amount to only a 
few dollars at the most. This is a 
decided advantage to the borrower 
and relieves him of making a large 
cash outlay to get a loan or from 
deducting such an amount from the 
money received from the lender. 
All this redounds to the good of the 
man who is seeking financial aid in 
securing a home. | 

These are all important faets. It 
can almost be said that building 
and loan associations never make 
a loan other than the sort just de- 
seribed—the amortization loan. The 
advantages which such a loan would 
offer under ordinary circumstances 
have been so elaborated upon and 
improved that no other financial in- 
stitution can compare with them in 
this respect. 


American Construction Council Advises 


HAT the prospective buyer or 
builder of a home should 
learn at the very start where 

and how to obtain reliable advice 
and assistance in securing the money 
he needs for the purpose of building 
or buying and he should do this be- 
fore signing any papers or entering 
into any agreements, for otherwise 
he may become entangled with ques- 
tionable people or concerns. He 
should make sure of course that the 
people he borrows from are reliable 
persons. 

Better built houses command bet- 
ter financial terms. This is true be- 
eause: They are a better financial 
risk; they have a readier market; 
they demand less upkeep, whether 
due to depreciation or repairs; they 
command a more liberal first mort- 
gage, and that, in turn, makes it 


easier to secure a second mortgage if 
necessary, because it is a better risk 
and requires less principal. 


T should also be remembered that 

a better built house is possible 
without increased costs, because it re- 
duces the great leakage in initial ex- 
penditures on money charges and on 
construction costs; it makes for re- 
duced maintenance charges both in 
repairs and depreciation and it 
makes for reduced heating costs 
through properly insulated houses. 
Another very important thing to 
remember about financing is exactly 
how you are going to get your money 
if you do not already have it. There 
are only two general ways: Thrift 
and borrowing. Life insurance com- 
panies have been of assistance in 
financing small homes through first 
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mortgage loans, usually making their 
money available through loaning 
agencies in various communities. 
Title and mortgage companies, mort- 
gage bond companies, and limited 
dividend corporations are among 
other sources of financing. 

Briefly, you should see your loan- 
ing institution about: A. How much 
you should spend for the house. B. 
Approving the plans and specifica- 
tions for your house. C. Arrange- 
ments for borrowing the money with 
which to build, making sure that you 
know the terms for same. D. Title 
insurance or examination of title, 
according to local practice. E. Fire 
and wind insurance on the house, 
and if you so desire, life insurance 
for yourself. F. Thrift and savings 
plan by which you can save the 
money necessary.to pay off the loans.

demonstrations present their conclusions in 
practical form. 

The local committees which kept the cost 
of their demonstration houses, furnishings, 
and equipment within a carefully devised 
budget have done the most toward solving 
their local housing problem. They have 
faced the same problems as the families 
which have to piece out limited funds with 
brains, ingenuity and work of their hands. 

Permanent school practice houses built 
and owned by our public schools and col- 
leges, embodying high standards of archi- 
tecture, construction, and furnishing, are 
another important part of the movement.

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without the aid of any maids. 

Being of a studious and artistie 
nature, a library was to be included 
with a separate room or alcove for 
a studio. This then was the sup- 
posed family around which we 
eould include the most features in 
the Wonder. House. Therefore let 
us not tarry but visit it. 

Approaching it from the street 
we see a story and half cottage, its 
design adapted from the English 
farm type. Its stuccoed walls are 
of cream shaded with buff. Here 
and there a suggestion of red brick 
work and a piece of stoné appears. 
The woodwork trim is finished in 
brown while window sash and shut- 
ters are in a blue-green. 

The eonstruetion of the house it- 
self may be either hollow tile, ce- 
ment blocks, mass concrete of cement 
or gypsum, or it may be even of a 
wood frame covered with either one 
of the efficient stucco bases now to 
be obtained. 

In visiting the house we naturally 
look for the number. These are 
the radium covered variety which 
shine out in the dark. Going to the 
front entrance we go up a few face 
brick steps. On the outer edge of 
the platform there is a neat wrought 
iron rail. On one side there is a 
mail receiver in which even news- 
papers and packages may be placed 
and obtained without going outside. 

The door reminds one of the old 
garden door on the House of the 
Seven Gables in Salem, Mass., and 
made famous by Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne. Opening it and entering 
the vestibule we find that a some- 
what modern door has been just 
covered on the outside with oak 
strips and heavy iron trap hinges 
so as to harmonize with the outside 
appearance. 

The vestibule floor is of red 
quarry tile with a brass bound re- 
cess for a cocoa mat. Opening the 
door of closet No. 21 by pressure 
on a button on the door knob, we 
find inside a sliding rod with a 
number of coat hangers for cloaks 
and wraps of visitors. 


HE four walls of this vestibule 
consist of three movable doors 
and another door on the blank wall 
so as to carry out a uniform panelled 
effect. Above the trim the ceiling 
eoves into a Gothic dome shape 
with a Gothic rosette surrounding 
an electric bulb, this being operated 
by a push button switch in the sun 
parlor. The dome was easily 
shaped by using metal lath. 
Another step and we are in the 
sun parlor; this will be a novelty 
to most folks as the floor is of slate 


with a beautiful sheen—easily ac- 
complished by waxing. The walls 
are of a rough texture magnesite 
stucco. All the windows are the 
casement type with metal sash 
easily opened by window adjuster 
and rolling screens. 

The trim is painted a light pea 
green which harmonizes well with 
the sand colored walls. The ceil- 
ing is of pyramid form of green and 
white striped canvas, resembling a 
tent canopy. From the center a 
green lantern is suspended. The 
room is comfortably furnished with 
green wicker chairs with bright 
colored eretonne cushions. A few 
convenient bridge lamps make 
reading a pleasure, while the desk 
table between the green enam- 
elled radiator and door to vesti- 
bule has an appropriate desk light. 
On the whole it is a charming and 
unusual sun parlor effect produced 
at a surprisingly low cost. 


ROM the sun parlor through 

double French doors one enters 
into the living room—rather Eng- 
lish in appearance. Simple wood 
panelled walls extend to a height 
of about six feet. Above that a 
eream and brown rough plaster tex- 
ture finish over a gypsum wall- 
board. The ceiling surface show- 
ing between the beams is of a simi- 
lar nature. Each end of the dif- 
ferent beams is supported by an 
ornamental bracket, which has the 
appearance of being carved of wood 
but it is of anaglypta, a pressed 
paper product. 

The floor, as it properly should 
be in an English style room, is of 
oak fastened with tenons. The 
two radiators are covered with orna- 
mental metal grilles with Gothic 
tracery; these are rather low and 
form convenient window seats. 
The two windows marked G' are 
of clear leaded glass with a colored 
ornamental medallion. The win- 
dow ''D"' is of the metal casement 
type glazed with plate glass. 

The open fireplace is of Gothic 
design formed of glazed tile. From 
the front wall of the sloping breast 
there protrudes a ship reminiscent 
of olden days on which a concealed 
electric light softly illuminates 
that entire wall in a pleasing and 
unusual manner. 

The fireplace itself is provided 
with three methods of heating; 
electric coal, gas logs, also for 
wood burning, the special cast iron 
dome and damper providing a per- 
fect draft. To one side of the fire- 
place there is a wood box for fuel; 
opening the door of this one finds 
in it a small dumb waiter on which 
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the fuel is placed in a cellar. ‘The 
ashes are disposed of through a 
east iron dump to cellar. 


HIS living room also answers as 
dining room, provision being 
made for a refectory table under the 
center chandelier. By the way, this 
ehandelier is one of the novelties 
that ean now be proeured. It is of 
old English design having a num- 
ber of candles at the edge of a ring. 
A few concealed lamps of different 
eolors ean illuminate the room by 
an indirect light to the ceiling, one 
or more colors being switched on 
as desired. There is also a central 
light shining downwards by means 
of a reflector, thus illuminating the 
table perfectly. When not in use 
for eating this table serves as a long 
reading table on which lamps are 
conveniently placed, connection be- 
ing made to a floor plug. 

Next to the doors from the sun 
parlor there is space for the radio 
cabinet. Ducts in the wall pro- 
vide for an insulated wire leading 
up above to the antenna, while a 
similar duct leading to the cellar 
provides for the ground and wires 
for the A and B batteries. Charg- 
ing, etc., is all done in the cellar. 
Alongside of the radio outfit which 
is encased in a cabinet of English 
period style, there is a torchere 
with eandles which makes a hand- 
somely striking unit especially as 
there is a piece of tapestry above 
the cabinet. 

Convenient reading lamps are 
placed at different points attached 
to various base outlets and two wall 
braekets of old English eandle de- 
sign are on the wall opposite the 
fireplace. With all lamps out in 
the living room a remarkable illum- 
inated effect is however obtained by 
means of concealed lights above 
door to hall, these are behind a 
glass covered grile. The lamps 
have reflectors that diffuse the 
light throughout the room, the color 
of the lights being ehanged at will. 
The living room is separated from 
the hall by a sliding door which 
harmonizes with the wall panelling. 
As one enters the hall there is a 
little eloset marked No. 20. In this 
is eontained a panel board from 
which all the lights in the house 
are eontrolled. In addition individ- 
ual switehes for eaeh light group 
are placed at the most convenient 
points. 

Various doors from the hall lead 
to the different rooms. "There is a 
little aleove for telephone table. 
This brings the phone convenient 
to all parts of the house. Closet 
No. 5 is for linens. This consists of 


arawers and shelves of a well known 
and advertised make, and fit right 
into this space. Closet No. 7 is for 
vacuum cleaner and other cleaning 
brushes, ete. An electric light on 
ceiling lights on opening the door 
of either eloset. 


HE floor of the hall is eovered 

with linoleum. Walls and seil- 
ings are of plain smooth plaster 
tinted a warm buff with a flat oil 
paint. The doors facing the hall are 
painted in a pale green enamel 
with trim in a buff slightly darker 
than the wall surfaces. On each 
bedroom door there is a knocker in 
blaek wrought iron. All the hard- 
ware on the doors, ete., opening on 
this hall is of black wrought iron. 
There is a side bracket opposite the 
stairway which illuminates the hall 
perfectly. There is also a light in 
the telephone recess, while the base 
plug provides for attaching the 
vacuum cleaner. 

Let us now enter the kitchen 
through the double swing door. 
This room is compact with every- 
thing convenient at hand and 
reached by the least number of 
steps. The floor is of linoleum in 
neat tile pattern in putty color and 
blue. The walls are of tile, they are 
also of putty color with blue and 
white border. The plastered ceil- 
ing is finished in white enamel. A 
hearth underneath the gray enam- 


elled gas range is of white tile. 


Closet No. 14 is for pots and pans. 
Next comes the gas range with an 
electric light overhead. To the left 
of this is a table even with the 
smooth top of the gas range with a 
shelf underneath. Three conveni- 
ent outlet plugs allow different 
electrical apparatus to be used on 
this table. Here the electric egg 
beater can be made to do its work, 
while the electric toaster and elec- 
tric chafing dish can prepare a 
light meal without the use of the 
gas range. Underneath this table 
there is space for an electric fireless 
cooker. 

Next in line is sliding door No. 22 
which opens out to the rear en- 
trance in which the electric operated 
refrigerator is located. Next to that 
is closet No. 1 which is for brooms, 
ete. Stepping back in the kitchen we 
come to closet No. 15. This consists 
the lower part of a receptacle for 
the garbage ean with outside venti- 
lation through a patent iron exten- 
sion vent opening the size of a brick, 
which was already built in the wall. 
Above that is the drawer for differ- 
ent cleaning materials used at the 
sink. Above that is a table top at 
the same height as the sink. To one 


side is a convenient electric outlet. 
A few inches above this table top ia 
a package receiver in which milk, 
morning rolls, etc., can be placed, 
making it safe from petty thieves, 
stray animals, ete. This package re- 
ceiver, by the way, is conveniently 
reached from the outside from the 
side steps. 

Above this package receiver there 
is a Shallow closet with mirror for 
different articles used in the kitchen 
at the sink. Above this little closet 
is a reversible electric ventilating 
and exhaust fan which is operated 
by the touch of a switch. Being in 
direct line with the cooking stove 
any odors or smoke are instantly re- 
moved, and then even with the win- 
dows closed the room ean be thor- 
oughly ventilated. Next in line is 
the electric dish washer sink. This 
is set below a double window, giving 
excellent light in the daylight and 
proper illumination in the night. 
To one side of the sink is a conven- 
ient china built-in soap dish and 
glass holder. 


EXT in line we see the breakfast 
nook; this is of a well known 
advertised make. It is placed direct- 
ly in front of window sill with a 
screen for the radiator placed under- 
neath it, an opening at the base and 
at top will allow the circulation of 
heat. 

This casement affords an outside 
view while dining. It is flanked on 
each side by two closets, No. 16 is 
fitted with shelves making it a con- 
venient storage space for such ar- 
ticles as ketchup, pickles, relishes, 
etc. The door of closet No. 17 
serves as a covering for the opening 
to the garbage incinerator. 

Two convenient electric outlets 
underneath the window sill provide 
for attaching toaster, chafing dish, 
etc., so that one ean sit in this cozy 
breakfast nook and practically pre- 
pare a meal. When finished with 
the electrical appliances they can be 
kept in the upper shelves of closet 
No. 17. 

A light directly over the table 
furnishes an abundance of artificial 
illumination just where it is most 
needed; this is controlled by the 
switch on the outside of the cased 
opening to the breakfast nook. The 
color scheme for this breakfast nook 
is the same as that in the kitchen— 
grey, blue and white. 

Next to the breakfast nook is 
eloset No. 18. This is a kitchen 
dresser that comes already made 
from a prominent millwork house. 
It contains a convenient china 
closet above a cupboard space which 
is provided with a number of con- 
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venient and very practical drawers. 

Next to this is closet No. 19 which 
is fitted up with shelves for the stor- 
age of various groceries, etc., of 
daily use in the kitchen. On a 
rather high shelf space a flour bin 
with a sifter attached is located. 

By the way, we almost forgot one 
feature on the pan closet opposite. 
Attached to the inside of the door is 
a convenient rack which will hold 
all the covers for the various size 
pots, hooks for the large spoons, etc. 
This feature is made by one of our 
large millwork houses and is a well 
advertised feature. A simple white 
enamel stool is the only necessary 
furniture needed in this convenient 
kitchen. . 

The side poreh has been arranged 
for outside dining. A table placed 
against the rear sloping side of the 
poreh affords the diners a view of 
the garden. This porch is to be 
screened in, it has a canvas floor 
and is painted a dark grey which 
matches well with the lighter grey 
and pink used for the porch walls 
and trim. 

Let us get back in the hall again 
and we see next to telephone the 
stairs leading to second floor: this, 
by means of a sliding door, can be 
completely shut off. Opposite the 
stairway is a small flap floor. This 
connects with a galvanized iron 
chute leading to the laundry. This 
is rather convenient as it is easily 
accessible from all rooms. 


E next enter the large bed- 

room which is fitted up with 
Early Colonial maple furniture. The 
walls are covered with a dainty 
Colonial pattern wallpaper which 
forms a suitable background for the 
furniture and chintz hangings. Be- 
tween the twin beds there is a cabi- 
net for the extension telephone. On 
the telephone and highboy are old 
Colonial lamps and candlesticks, all 
operated by electricity from conven- 
lent base outlets. 

The floor of this room is of maple 
and the trim of bireh which is 
finished rather dark by a wood dye 
and completed with a wax finish. 
The radiator is a modern touch in 
the room. 

The feature that will make this 
room a woman’s delight is the closet 
arrangement; this is a triple door 
arrangement which has been well 
advertised by a prominent millwork 
concern. The central closet has a 
mirror door, and above this 1s a pro- 


jecting bracket giving light to 
properly illuminate the person 
standing in front of same. The in- 


terior of this seetion is divided in 
different shelves and drawer com- 
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partments, this being bought ready- 
made so it slips right in the space. 

On either side are closets No. 2 
and 4, these are cedar lined and 
each contains an extension rod de- 
vice for garment hangers. In addi- 
tion there is a shoe shelf and hat 
shelf in each closet. On opening the 
door of either closet a ceiling illumi- 
nates the interior. 

The other bedroom is slightly 
smaller in size. The color scheme 
in this room is orchid and green, 
the furniture being a green painted 
set. The floor is of combed grain 
yellow pine, walls of plaster covered 
with a grey wallpaper of neutral de- 
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sign so as to form the proper back- 
ground for furniture and hangings. 
The ceiling is painted a pale green 
with just a faint suggestion of pink. 
The radiator is enamelled in green 
so as to mateh with the furniture. 
The trim is grey, a little darker 
than the wallpaper. 

The next room down the hall is 
the bathroom. This is finished in 
green tile up to the ceiling which is 
finished in a paler green enamel. 
The green glazed tile provides a 
very effective baekground for the 
white fixtures. A number of differ- 
ent built-in.china fixtures are pro- 
vided and the bath is supplied with 


a needle spray shower on the end 
wall, thus doing away with the over- 
head shower which is not so popular 
with many folks. A nickel plated 
rod from wall to wall aeross the 
bath tub space provides for hanging 
the bath eurtain of silk like rubber 
in green and white pattern. 

Above the lavatory is a metal 
medicine cabinet with a mirror 
door. On each side of this mirror 
door are electric lights in white 
china side brackets. Alongside the 
lavatory is space for a bathroom 
seale. To one side is a base outlet 
for attaching electric heater, curling 
iron, hair dryer, ete. There is also 


a little flap door which connects 
with the laundry chute, through 
which soiled linen may be deposited 
in laundry. On the opposite wall 
at a convenient height is a door 
opening into a smaller towel closet. 
The radiator is enamelled in green 
to match tile. The convenience out- 
let has a cover of imitation ivory 
finished in green so that it harmon- 
izes with the tile. The door knob 
is of erystal. In all a compact but 
quite a handsome bathroom. 

Last but not least is a real house- 
wife’s delight—a sewing room. We 
enter this through a sliding door 
which is in line with the kitchen; 
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there is a very good reason for this 
as something may be cooking that 
needs occasional watching and the 
time can be profitably utilized in 
sewing. 

This little room has a floor of oak 
parquet. The walls are of panelled 
wallboard as is also the ceiling, 
which has a composition ornament 
decoration. Walls and trim are 
painted in grey, the moldings being 
slightly relieved by a touch of ivory 
showing here and there through the 
grey. The electric sewing machine 
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of course occupies a prominent 
place in this room. Convenience 
base outlets are arranged for the 
connection. 

The opposite wall is occupied by 
three doors, the center one being a 
mirror door. When this mirror door 
is open out comes a folding iron 
board, several types of which are 
now nationally advertised. There 
is the outlet for connecting the elec- 
trie iron and the ruby light indicates 
that the current is on. Pressing 
is an important part of the home 
dressmaker's work, therefore the de- 
sirability of having an iron board 
im this room! is apparent. A con- 


venient shelf below the space oc- 
eupied by the iron board when it is 
folded away is for the storage of the 
electric iron, pressing cloths, ete. 

Closet No. 10 is arranged with a 
convenient number of shelves and 
shallow drawers for the storage of 
different materials used by the home 
dressmaker. Closet No. 13 is rather 
deep and contains the dummy figure 
on which the dresses are modelled. 
Above the space required for this 
dummy several shelves have been 
provided on which to store fashion 
magazines, etc. 

The radiator in this room is 
enamelled grey so as to harmonize 
with the walls and trim. A sewing 
table, a chair or two in mahogany to 


match the machine make appro- 
priate furnishings for this room. 

We have now completed a 
journey of the first floor and have 
viewed the practical application of 
many devices that add to the com- 
fort, beauty and permanence of a 
home. 

It is not expected that every 
house should have all these features, 
but what we have done here was to 
show an ideal small house and con- 
ditions were purposely created so as 
to include all the devices possible 
as an example of what can be done. 

So much for the first floor: there 
are two more to explore—attie and 
cellar—they, too, contain several 
novelties and are worth while in- 
vestigating. 


Many Convenient Features Have 
Been Planned for 


The Cellar 


E now descend to the cellar. 

The first surprise is the 
stairs, they are regular stairs with 
treads, risers, a decent handrail and 
all. It is a strange thing why 
cellar stairs are universally made 
any old way. 

Reaching the bottom we are in a 
real hall with floor of magnesite 
cement colored buff and blocked off 
in 6^ squares. The entire wall sur- 
face is plastered and tinted a buff 
color with cold water paint. The 
eeiling is of pressed metal. Directly 
in front of the stairs is an electrie 
light which is operated by a switch 
upstairs. This makes walking down 
easy, as one can see every step. 

Almost in front of the stairs is 
the entrance to laundry. This has a 
magnesite cement floor as in the 
hall only colored in red; as this is 
quite elastic it is easy on the feet. 
The walls and ceiling are finished 
in cement plaster, painted with a 
water proof paint of a light grey 
eolor. The laundry chute ends in a 
wide bottom which acts as a wash 
hamper. Wire guard screening pro- 
vides ample ventilation so if even 
damp clothes are thrown down it 
they have a chance to dry out. 


HE soapstone wash trays are 

placed directly under one of the 
metal sash windows, a convenient 
electric light overhead gives ample 
illumination here. To one side there 
is a space for the washing machine 
which is, of course, electrically op- 
erated. <A cabinet dryer worked by 
gas is located in one corner and in 


another corner is the electric ironer. 
A wall outlet has been provided so 
that an eleetrie hand iron ean be 
used for such pieces as may re- 
quire it. Ample space has been 
provided for folding ironing board 
and eupboard for laundry supplies. 

Coming into the hall again we 
enter the cold closet in which the 
housewife stores her different pre- 
serves with the knowledge that they 
will be kept from freezing and over- 
heating. A screened window affords 
plenty of daylight while two ceiling 
lights illuminate the room at night. 
Shelves are provided on both sides 
and there is an open shelf by the 
window which provides a working 
bench. 

We next go in the shop which is 
the man’s own delight. A conven- 
ient bench is located in the corner 
so as to receive light from two sides. 
Over the bench is an electric light 
and to one side are several conven- 
lence outlets so as to plug in an elec- 
trie glue pot and different elec- 
trically operated tools, such as a 
small utility saw, grindstone, lathe, 
etc. 

Directly opposite and underneath 
the work bench of the closet a series 
of bins have been provided in which 
nails, screws, etc., find storage room. 
Next to this is a two-door covered 
closet for the storage of tools which 
are orderly placed on hooks and 
clamp fasteners so that everything 
is visible and easily obtainable. 

Above the tool closet is a series 
of open shelves on which uniform 
boxes are arranged which are 
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properly labelled for the different 
repair material required in a house. 
A place for everything and every- 
thing in its place is a good motto 
even in a house workshop. 

In the shop are located the electric 
and gas meters. Through a glass 
window the meters may be read 
without the meter readers coming 
into house. It will be observed that 
the electric meter box is in line with 
panel board on the first floor. 

We next enter the boiler room. 
Here the boiler has attached to it an 
insulated copper domestic hot water 
boiler which can be operated either 
by a separate gas heater or steam 
coil. 

In this room is also located the 
working part on the incinerator. 
An ashpit door provides for clean- 
ing out the refuse from the open 
fireplace. A cast iron clean-out 
door is also provided at the bottom 
of boiler flue. 

On the opposite side a conven- 
lent coal bin has been arranged, 
the sloping floor leading down to 
the eoal opening. The coal is easily 
deposited by means of an outside 
eoal chute which is of a well known 
make having a protective sort of an 
apron that prevents the coal from 
soiling the outside walls of the house 
when the black diamonds are being 
brought in. 


ROVIDED an oil burner is de- 

sired, the supply tank can be 
placed at the outside of house along- 
side path where it may be easily 
filled. 

Adjacent to the boiler room is a 
wood room in which wood for the 
open fire place can be stored. In 
here is also located the mechanism 
for the hand elevator that delivers 
wood to wood box upstairs. 

Note particularly how every part 
of cellar has been provided with il- 
lumination. Towards the rear is an 
open storage space. Opening from 
this is a small conservatory in which 
young plants may be started, a little 
radiator out here provides the neces- 
sary warmth. 

The floors of the cellar with the 
exception of the hall and laundry 
are of Portland cement finish. 

It might be interesting to say here 
that the stair-hall is finished in 
plaster on metal lath. Framing of 
the first floor is of light structural 
steel often referred to as metal lum- 
ber, making a firesafe first floor, 
this has a light concrete sub-floor 
placed over metal lath. Cast iron 
pipe is used for drainage, while 
brass is used for water pipes. There 
is a gas outlet in every room for 
gas heater. 
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A Real Novelty Appears on 


The Second Floor 


It Is the Mother-in-Law Room 


ET us next make the journey to 

second floor. A rather good-sized 
well lighted hall has storage closets 
on each side. ‘The floor of this hall 
is of red oak as are the treads and 
risers of the stairs. The walls of 
this hall are in rough plaster effect 
and above is a simple beam ceiling. 
The doors are of vertical strips of 
wood in the style of the old time 
batten door, easily made by nailing 
down thin grooved oak strips over 
an ordinary 13%” door. 

One of the doors opens to a sec- 
ond bathroom which is neatly 
finished a plain white tile floor with 
a wallboard tile wainscot. Above 
the wainscot, the plain wallboard 
surface is covered with a washable 
oilcloth wall hanging with a neat de- 
sign. The ceiling is likewise finished 
with the same material. The wood 
. trim in this room is of white enamel. 

Towards the rear is the library 
with an alcove facing the north pro- 
viding space for the easel of the 
artist of the family. The floor of 
this room is of linoleum of a dark 
red tile pattern with joints in black. 
The woodwork in the room is of 
cypress, stained a dark brown while 
the portion of the wall showing is 
in rough texture fixture ornamented 
with a medallion in relief—another 
anaglypta product. 

Full advantage is taken of roof 
slope so as to give a high vaulted 
appearance in this room. Lest one 
should think that it would be cold 
being so near the outer roof, just re- 
member that the entire walls and 
ceiling of this room have been thor- 
oughly eovered with one of the ef- 
feetive insulating materials now to 
be had. With a very comfortable 
temperature inside, the snow will 
remain on the roof of this portion 
of the house as effective proof of the 
insulating quality of the materials 
used. 

To the front another real novelty 
presents itself, and one that is 
worthwhile eopying in other homes 
where the like exists. This is mother- 
in-law’s room. Here modern fea- 
tures will make this her delight. 

We have one big room which can 
be used as her living room in which 
she ean entertain her old compan- 
ions independent of the younger 
folks downstairs. By drawing 
aside the eurtain at one end is dis- 
closed a model kitchenette, complete 


with sink, refrigerator, gas stove. 
etc., with a handy closet for her old 
treasured china. Here she can 
make a cup of tea or prepare a little 
tidbit for her own company, then 
she goes over and opens up the 
double French doors and down 
comes a foldaway dining nook with 
benches and all. 

After her company has departed 
she opens the other door and out 
comes her comfortabie bed, with its 
old cherished hair-mattress, ete. 


The Garage 


HOUSE is not complete unless 
it is put in the right setting 
and so it is with this one. The ap- 
propriate setting for an English 
farm type dwelling is to have it 
low to the ground, many, however, 
object to this as the cellar windows 
in such cases must be below grade. 
In this case the problem has been 
handled quite effectively by grad- 
ing the front from sidewalk line up 
to house and then using a founda- 
tion planting of evergreens which 
will serve the purpose of making the 
house appear low. The path lead- 
ing to the front steps is on an in- 
cline so as to avoid having too many 
steps. 


Of course no house is complete 
without a garage and one in har- 
mony with the design has been pro- 
vided for the Wonder House. It is 
supplied with heat, light and water 
from the house mains. The pipes 
are run in a trench and are well in- 
sulated, so as to prevent heat losses 
and freezing. 

A feature of the garage is the 
doors which have a well known de- 
vice attached to it so that a turn on 
a single knob opens one door suf- 
ficiently wide for entrance. Then, 
a further pull opens both doors 
wide. 


The interior of the garage has a 
finished plastered surface. An al- 
cove to the rear provides space for 
a work bench for repairs and auto 
supplies. Towards the front there 
is another alcove for garden tools 
which are orderly kept in place by 
having provision made for them. A 
convenient work bench has been 
built in for use for repotting and 
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In this room dear mother-in-law 
is content amongst her own few re- 
maining treasured surroundings. 
She is absolutely independent, still 
is always at hand for comforting 
the younger folks with whom she 
can mingle with as much or as little 
as circumstances dictate. 

The floor of this room is in North 
Carolina pine, stained and shellaced 
—something that will be in keeping 
with her rugs, carpets, etc. The 
walls of this room will be papered 
in a design admired by her. It will 
be her room, fixed up her way and 
independent of any thought of 
architectural period, styles, motifs 
or whatever we may call them. It 
is simply grandma’s room—the way 
she wants it.

other garden activities. Shelves are 
provided for the storage of differ- 
ent garden supplies. 

It will be noted that the work 
benches have good daylight illumi- 
nation with electric lights for night 
time. A feature of the garage is 
the large metal sash windows which 
give abundance of daylight so that 
one can see what he is doing. A 
ventilator in the gable towards the 
rear keeps the garage free from ob- 
noxious fumes. 

The side of the garage facing the 
garden has an outside wall foun- 
tain of glazed terra cotta with a 
basin below. Colored electric lights 
shining on this produce a pleasing 
effect to the night visitor. 


HE garden has been laid out so 

as to obtain the best views from 
the different windows. The fountain 
has been masked by shrubbery so 
that it cannot be seen at first enter- 
ing the garden, but when one walks 
along the little path he comes to it 
quite unexpectedly. 

In a planting plan such as has 
been described here a greater ap- 
pearance of depth has been obtained 
by having plants so arranged that 
they will be of a narrowing size to- 
wards the rear as this little trick 
lengthens the vista apparently. 

Between the driveway and the lot 
line there is a distance of about 
four feet which has a flower plant- 
ing having quite a suitable back- 
ground in a rustic English picket 
fence. Gates close off and make 
private the back and side yard 
space, while the entire front is left 
open to the street_so as to give a 
greater appearance of depth,

Pleasing views are designed at 
different points. One can walk al! 
around the house and find some- 
thing of interest and different at 
almost any point. 

Approaching the house from the 
front, the ground slopes up to- 
wards sun parlor and steps. Here 
a foundation planting, largely of 
evergreens, has been placed. These 
serve to bring the house nearer the 
ground while allowing for a high

HE marvelous advances of the 
building industry in the 
past few decades are due

Contrast these con- 
ditions with today, 
when by the simple 
turning of a switch a 
heavy load of build- 
ing materials is al- 
most instantly raised 
upwards to the fif- 
tieth story of one of 
our marvelous sky- 
scrapers. Practically 
no human effort is 
necessary — it is the 
human brain working 
the work being 
guided by the keen- 
eyed alert workmen 
of today. 

The use of power 
instead of muscle has 
been the great prog- 
ress maker in modern 
building construc- 
tion. Today gasoline, steam, com- 
pressed air and electricity are the 
efficient slaves of our constructors. 
These different forms of power can 
work many different kinds of effi- 
cient tools and machines that are 
now available for building work. 

The question ‘‘Who will dig our 
ditches?’’ was once thought to be 
unanswerable, but that question 
should have been ‘‘What will dig 
our ditches?’’ 

Investigation made by the Immi- 
gration Restriction League proves 
that the American born, Nordic and 
otherwise, is already in the ditches, 
working a power shovel that does 


the work of many human ditch dig- 
gers, and does it more quickly. 
Work of this kind now supports 
more real American homes that are 
worth more to the country than any 
number of polyglot boarding houses. 
Calamity has not yet arrived by 
that route, and it will not. We are 


saving man power by better plan- 
ning and more machinery ; moreover,

with fewer workers and an increased 
product per worker there is more in 
it for all of us. 

The conditions facing the build- 
ing industry today can only be ade- 
quately met in one way—making 
the utmost use of machinery, tools 
and other modern appliances wher- 
ever possible, and then so scheduling 
the work so that that it will cover 
the whole year and -not stop for a 
winter lay-off. 

Small jobs as well as large jobs 
are to be considered, as the time 
element is of the utmost importance. 

Building mechanics in these days 
are being paid high wages and even 
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common laborers are earning what 
skilled .mechanies thought was a 
good wage not more than a decade 
ago. 

It is therefore vital that every 
effort be made to save time. 

Some of those with a mathe- 
matical turn in mind have figured 
out that if a carpenter drops a nail 
it does rot pay to pick it up. Of 

course, such things 
can be carried too far, 
but there poor judg- 
ment is displayed in 
having a carpenter 
saw lumber for a half 
hour with a hand saw 
when a portable ma- 
chine on the job can 
easily do that iden- 
tical job in less than 
five minutes. 

The old days are 
gone and to say the 
truth, we do not 
really wish them 
back again. Machin- 
ery has come to stay. 
The wise builder has 
gladly come to ac- 
cept that fact as it 
makes for better 
building and makes 
those dependent on 
the job satisfied 
with their lot and 
glad to be a real 
produetive part of 
this great prosperous 
country. 

Look after your 
equipment now, see 
what you need, plan 
now to do more busi- 
ness. You ean do it more econom- 
ically by using more up-to-date 
equipment. It is not what the 
equipment costs but what it will 
save you that should be the deter- 
mining faetor when you think of 
purchasing. 

As an aid to the busy contractor, 
we here give a checking list of dif- 
ferent equipment that comes into 
use in the building industry. Going 
over this list you may come across 
some items that it will pay you to 
obtain.

In the list here given the tools 
and appliances are named in the 
order in which they will be required 
on a job. First comes the pick for 
loosening the earth, followed by the 
mattock for cutting tough clay and 
shaping it. The mattock is a tool 
often overlooked in America, but of 
value when used properly. Then 
comes the shovel for shovelling 
loosened material into barrows, 
trucks or wagons, and the spade 
which is used for cutting firm soil 
and also raising it into some con- Jr Ru mi Aoc ENT.

Plows are necessary when the lot — 
is large enough to manouevre teams. 
together with scrapers for convey- | 
ing the material to other parts of 
the lot or to wagons or carts. Scrap- 
ers usually are very simple drag 
scrapers for short distances, or may 
be of the well-known Fresno type 
when material is to be carried for 
some considerable distance, say up 
to 500 ft. When the material is to 
be carried away in wagons there

scrapers. The incline ways up 
which loaded scrapers go and down 
which empty scrapers come, may 
be considerably shortened by ex- 
eavating a runway under the trap 
for the wagons to use. Power load- 


generally is a trap. "This is a plat- 
form built very stoutly high enough 
for wagons to go under. It has a 
trap hole in the center through 
which the material is dumped from 


In excavating hillside sites a power 
loader will save considerable money 
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ers however, do away with traps. 

It is not good practice to excavate 
a runway for the wagons because 
it makes the pull harder when the 
wagons are loaded and leads very 
often to confusion—when horses are 
pushed down by empty wagons be- 
hind them. When rain comes the 
excavated place is always a bog 
hole. 

Besides the use of serapers and 
plows contractors employ scrapers 
on a cable when the earth is soft. 
When the hole becomes deep there 
are derricks for lifting buckets 
filled with excavated material into 
waiting wagons or cars. It is not 
uncommon in some places to see 
wagons completely full lifted from 
pits and swung to the street, where 
horses, or motors, are attached. 
This is a very good method, varied 
by having wagon bodies which may 
be lifted from the wheels, which 


When a number of houses at a 
time are being erected many econo- 
mies are possible by using: modern 
equipment. On this job of forty- 
eight houses a tractor and air com- 
pressor helped considerably in sav- 
ing labor costs and time delays 


are left standing in the street. The 
wagon bodies are taken to the bot- 
tom of the exeavation and there 
filled, being replaced on the axles 
by the derrick. This cuts out the 
operation of loading and emptying 
buckets by means of which wagons 
are filled. 

Dynamite must not be forgotten 
when stone is to be broken or cut 
into. With dynamite comes the 
shed in which to contain it and this 
shed should be built according to 
city ordinances and under the direc- 
tion of the manufacturers of the 
material. Blasting calls for drilling 
and the proper selection of drills is 
not a job for the green man, nor for 
the average salesman. Get the best 
possible advice from the manufac- 
turers of drills. Then there must be 
hammers for striking the drills and 
men who use hammers have their 
own ideas. 

Carts are used for short hauls 
only. Wagons for longer hauls. 
Horses generally are more economi- 
cal than motors when the hauls are 
less than one mile and not many 
trips are made. For continuous ser- 
vice and for long hauls the motor

rapidly is supplanting 
horses and mules. When 
horses are used there 
must be stables near by 
and there must be ar- 
rangements made to 
keep down the nuisance 
from flies, or neighbors 
wil lodge complaints 
with the police and 
health officers. Accumu- 
lations of manure cannot 
be permitted and the up 
keep of horses is high. 
When using horses it is 
best to make contracts 
with owners to do the 
work in order to avoid 
the inconvenience and 
expense of stables and 
the nuisances insepar. 
able from them. 

When much machin- 
ery is used a contract 
should ‘be entered into 
with owners of near-by 
machine shops for all 
necessary repair work. 
It seldom pays to keep 
good mechanics hang- 
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ing around to do special work. 
Usually such men are not very good 
after a few weeks of irregular work. 

Wheelbarrows are very old and 
the time will never come when they 
ean be dispensed with. They are 
good for very short hauls of ex- 
eavated material, and for taking 
refuse off a lot, while at the same 
time they are good for unloading 
purposes and bringing materials on 
to a lot. There should be a number 
on every job. 

Litters are good. "They consist of 
a platform about two feet square, 
the two sides being extended with 
formed handles, so two men may 
earry material placed on the plat- 
form. There should be trucks with 
small wheels and trucks with large 
wheels for carrying materials too 
heavy conveniently to be carried on 
litters or by hand. 

For handling materials all over a 
job, indoors as well as outdoers, there 
is nothing that is so much of a time 
saver and money saver aS an un- 
loader consisting of a series of rol- 
lers in a frame. There should be a 
number of these unloaders where 
materials must be handled. Placed 
on a light slope they operate as 
soon as loads are placed upon the 
rollers. Several of them placed end 
to end serve to carry materials to 
considerable distances. 

For raising materials we have 
first the gin-pole, which is merely

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an upright pole properly guyed, 
with hoisting tackle at the top. 
Men soon become expert with gin 
poles, which are easily erected, just 
as easily taken down and may be 
moved everywhere. A small der- 
riek is merely an improved gin pole 
and a large derrick is useful, gen- 
erally necessary, on every job. 
Large work cannot proceed with- 
out derricks. 

When the loading and unloading 
ean be done at fixed points, from 
where distributing may take place, 
there are of course, hoists. They 
come in so many sizes and forms 
that no contractor should do with- 
out them when there is much hoist- 
ing to do. They are operated by 
hoisting engines placed where most 
convenient for the delivery of fuel, 
where a steam hoist is used and 
cables which may be run around 
corners if necessary when pulleys 
are used. 


The gin-pole is convenient for the 
occasional heavy lifting job when 
the height is not over twenty feet. 
The derrick is for more steady work 
for lifting large units or frames. 
The hoist, (elevator) is for almost. 
continuous operation in the carry- 
ing of small amounts of goods. The 
concrete dump bucket operates as 
an elevator. The elevator once in- 
stalled needs merely to be extended 
in height as the work progresses, 
without dismantling. ` Derricks of 
course are in the ‘‘stage-lifting’’ 
class and must be dismantled and 
re-erected stage after stage as the 
work goes up. The contractor may 
need all of these devices and may 
get along with but one or two. A 
little careful preliminary study of 
his needs will determine what is 
best for each particular job, or 
piece of work. 


The power of derricks, called in 
common language by many workmen 
the long arms, is well illustrated 
on every large job undertaken, es- 
pecially in cities. The attention of 
the public was called to [this on 
Washington’s Birthday in the city 
of New York. Taking advantage of 
the holiday and the consequent ab- 
sence of crowds the contractors for 
the new Paramount Theater, The 
Thompson - Starrett Company 
hoisted into place the heaviest truss 
that bridges the auditorium in this 
theater. It weighed 144 tons, being 
the heaviest by twelve tons of the 
eight trusses over the auditorium. 

Each truss is 122 feet long and 
sixteen feet high. The height of the 
bottom chord above the street is 115 
feet and it is a few feet below the 
level of the regular seventh floor of 


the building. The total number of 
stories is 29, so there are 22 stories 
above the tops of these trusses. The 
lifting of the first truss was com- 
menced at 9 o’clock in the morning 
and the truss was in place at 11.15 
A. M., a total time of two hours and 
fifteen minutes. A similar under- 
taking in the days before the use of 
electric driven winches would have 
required many weeks. 


In earlier days the truss, which 


labor, generally that of slaves, op- 
erated them. Today the highest paid 
labor is found in the countries 
where the use of labor-saving ma- 
chinery is most common, yet there 
are labor agitators who fight the gen- 
eral introduction of machinery. 

An interesting example of old 
methods may be observed in the 
erection of the stone arches of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine in 
New York City. The architects 


in those days would have been of have no confidence that steel frames 


This equipment set up in a builder's field shop does a great deal toward 


early completion of the job.

wood, would have been built in 
place upon a heavy cribwork con- 
struction. The construction of the 
cribbing, trestle-work and scaffold- 
ing would have taken a long time 
after which the members of the truss 
would have been taken up, piece by 
piece to be assembled in place. The 
raising into place of a large statue, 
or monumental piece of carving, 
was done by putting wedges under 
it and raising it a few inches at a 
time. : 

When it was high enough for a 
piece of timber to be slipped in, a 
new platform was made until the 
desired height was reached. The 
pedestal was built alongside and the 
statue was run by rollers on to it. 
Today the pedestal is built and when 
all is ready a rope is placed aroun: 
the object and the derrick in a few 


. minutes raises it to place. 


Yet men had gin-poles, derricks 
and pile drivers in the days of the 
Pharaohs in Egypt, several thou- 
sands of years ago. They were based 
on modern principles but human 
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protected against rust will last for 
many centuries. Therefore the 
arches are of stone laid up in time- 
honored fashion. 

Concrete, much inferior in qual- 
ity to that of today, has stood in 
Roman buildings for more than 2,- 
000 years and is good today. Iron 
and steel embedded in mortar more 
than three thousand years ago is in 
good condition today. Nearly all 
the stone buildings of antiquity have 
been destroyed or are in such a bad 
eondition that they are kept in use 
only at an enormous expense. 

It was unfortunate that in erect- 
ing this modern cathedral full use 
was not made of every modern 
method of construction as freely as 
use was made of modern equipment. 

The modern contractor cannot 
compete with others unless he has 
plenty of good equipment. Too 
much equipment means possible 
losses, but insufficient machinery 
equipment means bankruptcy. The 
best possible use of spare time is to 
put it into service in the reading 
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and studying of machinery eatalogs 
and machinery advertisements. 
Such use of spare time is an invest- 
ment.

M ANY jobs are large enough for a 
material hoist. One man at the 
control lever does the work of dozens 
struggling up inclines with loaded 
wheelbarrows. Speed is just as im- 
portant on small jobs as on large ones 
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and heater, Clamps, Jointers, Drills 
—borers, Shapers—edge  molders, 
Tenoners—mortisers, Sander, Floor 
surfacer, Saw filers, Universal Ma- 
chine, ete. 

The Use of a Tool and Equipment 

Reminder 

Instead of making an alphabetical 
list of the tools and equip- 
ment necessary on work the above 
arangement should be followed. 
With the Reminder above given 
in front of him the contrac- 
tor should go mentally over the 
work to be done. As each operation 
is visualized the tools and equip- 
ment necessary for it should be 
listed. This careful planning in ad- 
vance of tools and equipment is one 
of the best possible mental exer- 
eises for a contractor. 

The list for one job should be 
kept in order to have a record on 
hand, for during a job other items 
are added. This list grows for sev- 
eral jobs and then becomes practic- 
ally standard. In the beginning 
only the obvious items are placed 
in it. A business-like contractor 
will never think of beginning such 
a list when he begins a new piece 
of work. He will have it ready, as 
it is carried over from job to job. 
Some of the things may be of great 
service on one job and be little used 
on another, while on some jobs they 
never will be used. Such items 
should be listed with remarks fol- 
lowing the entries, in order that 
the story may be complete. It is a 
difficult matter to take up and read 
a ready-made and very long list, 
for it is as interesting to read as 
a dry catalog. The lists made by 
men who use them always are in- 
teresting to their makers. They are 
practical also for they are born of 
experience. No matter how such a 


list may be started, no up-to-date 
contractor is without one.

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Gypsum Sheathing for Wood Frame 
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Facts about lerra Cotta 


By F. S. Laurence

‘| “HE rise of the steel frame sky- 
scraper during the past three 
decades has witnessed certain 
fundamental changes in the meth- 
ods of applying many standard 
building materials whose reliable 
eharacter has been attested in cen- 
turies of use for building opera- 
tions. 

Terra Cotta is one of the oldest, 
and in its essential nature, one of 
the most reliable and durable ma- 
terials which have been used in 
building operations, ancient and 
modern, but its application to the 
facing of modern steel frame build- 
ings 1s attended by a number of ne- 
cessary conditions which are not 
commonly appreciated. 

This is true indeed of all building 
materials used for the fac- 
ing of steel frame struc- 
tures today and the neces- 
sities herein set forth are 
by no means limited simply 
to the use of Terra Cotta. 
It is beyond the proper 
scope of this article, how- 
ever, to discuss these re- 
quirements otherwise than 
in their relation to Terra 
Cotta. What follows there- 
fore are a few require- 
ments which should be ade- 
quately provided for in 
specifying this material. 

Terra Cotta, an Italian 
term, literally translated, 
means ''baked earth’’ or 
“burnt clay.“ Correctly 
used, however, this term 
applies only to forms in 
burnt clay which are pro- 
duced for the exterior fac- 
ing and ornamentation of 
buildings. It is not a cor- 
rect designation to employ 
for hollow building tile, 
even though this latter is 
also a burnt clay product. 
Much confusion of require- 
ment in specifying ean be 
avoided by observing the 
correct terms when allud- 
ing to the use of these two 
products in the same build- 
ing operation. 

Terra Cotta is commonly 


used with a backing of brick or con- 
erete to form the complete wall and 
in the suecessful struetural relation 
of terra cotta to these other building 
materials when used for backing, or 
other parts of the finished wall sur- 
face, depends that lasting durabil- 
ity which has been so amply attested 
of in its earlier historie uses. 


N TIMES past this was a com- 

paratively simple matter. All 
masonry was more or less self sup- 
porting whether the material was 
brick, stone, terra cotta, or all three 
jointly used. 

The introduetion of steel into 
modern building operations, how- 
ever, has given rise to a number of 
problems in the behavior of these 


materials not encountered in the 
past. The masonry work of modern 
steel frame buildings is not in the 
main self sustaining, but is a veneer 
which has been applied to the actual 
steel construction and which is an- 
chored thereto, not, as formerly, de- 
pending solely upon mass and grav- 
ity for its support. 

Expansion, contraction and deflec- 
tion in the steel work and anchoring 
deviees employed to hold and in 
some cases carry the applied facing 
material occasion compressive and 
tensional strains which must be 
duly counteracted in the methods of 
setting pursued. Just as in modern 
bridge work expansion joints have 
been found necessary to take up the 
expansion and contraction of steel 
from varying thermal con- 
ditions, so in facing ma- 
terials similar precautions 
are required under certain 
conditions. 

Expansion joints are 
now a matter of common 
practise in facing large 
surfaces to take up com- 
pressive strains thrown 
upon the facing material 
from these and other 
causes. As the necessity 
varies according to the con- 
ditions and design of each 
particular building no 
fixed rule ean be here 
given for the introduction 
of these joints and other 
compensating provisions. 
They are a matter of engi- 
neering practice in which 
the Terra Cotta manufac- 
turer should be consulted 
when establishing the final 
details of treatment. 

Another necessity which 
has developed as a result 
of employing steel as the 
main supporting factor in 
modern buildings is the

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protection of this and of secondary 
‘metal work, shell angles, and anchor- 
ing devices, against corrosion. The 
necessity of this with regard to the 
-structural steel frame is commonly 
recognized and provided against in 
the methods of specifying and erect- 
ing steel work. It has not been so 
commonly recognized with regard to 
the supporting iron work and an- 
choring devices used for the attach- 
ment of facing materials to the steel 
frame. 

All supporting iron work and an- 
-choring devices of every description 
should be imbedded thoroughly in 
the brick or concrete masonry back- 
ing and where not so imbedded 
should be thoroughly encased in ce- 
ment mortar to protect the iron 
‘from contact with moisture. 

Proper methods of flashing in 
those features of building construc- 
‘tion which call for this, such as 
parapet walls, balcony floors, the 
‘top washes of projecting cornices, 
etc., are a further essential precau- 
tion for the protection against cor- 
rosion of interior iron and steel 
‘work. The specific necessities in 
this are likewise a matter of the par- 
ticular design and should reflect or 
-embody the recommendations of the 
Terra Cotta manufacturer who has 
the contract. 

Apart from these it is essential 
that the work of setting should be 
-entrusted to competent and con- 
‘scientious labor. All joints should

be thoroughly 
filled and par- 
ticularly the 
vertical joints. 
The require- 
ment encoun- 
tered in many 
specifications of 
very tight joints 
sometimes leads 
the mason to 
slur the butter- 
ing of the ends 
of the pieces, 
leaving voids in 
the joint space 
where, if the 
pointing cement 
loosens, as it may in the course of 
years, water can collect and freeze. 
In this case the expansive force of 
freezing may fracture the adjacent 


piece. 


It may also allow the penetration 


of water to the inner masonry and 


eventually to any iron or steel 
therein which has not been 
thoroughly en- 
eased in cement 
mortar causing 
its corrosion.

anything like decay is impossible 
in Terra Cotta as all perishable 
substances are destroyed in the fir- 
ing. If it is properly protected 
against the freezing of interior mois- 
ture and the strains due to the ex- 
pansion, contraction and deflection 
of steel, settlements, etc., it can be 
relied upon to stand for practically 
all time without showing the slight- 
est trace of injury.

WALL PAPER 


By A. L. Fillebrown 
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Interior Decoration Adviser of the Wall Paper Association 


HIS room would need yel- 

| low, I'd suggest a wallpaper 

with a corn yellow ground 

and a soft toned conventional de- 

sign in cream, early Colonial, you 

know. It could then stand green 

and cream curtains, with a warm 

tan tone in the rug; walnut furni- 

ture and high notes of orange and 
Chinese blue.’’ 


The Interior Decorator was right. 
The north dining room in the new 
house the Browns were considering 
needed just that type of treatment, 
but we all haven’t the training and 
power of visualizing the completed 
decorative scheme, as we stand in a 
cold empty room, that this artist 
with ten years’ experience brought 
to her aid. 


We see grayish white plaster, bare 
undraped windows with a cold win- 
ter sky outside. Properly furnished 
and full of warm color probably it 
would be charming, but the Browns 
themselves seemed dissatisfied. 

They had looked the house over 
carefully, admired the construction, 
the careful planning that allowed

where wall paper has greatly enhanced its charm 


proper closet space, kitchen cup- 
boards, laundry chutes, and oil 
burners. 

It was a well planned house, but 
the rooms were heavily shaded by 
trees, it faced the north, the ceilings 
were high, and even the woodwork 
had been left unfinished so that the 
prospective owner could choose his 
own color for it. Because they could 
not visualize these colors they did 
not buy the house, and later we 
heard they had bought one that had 
been lived in a year orso. It seemed 
cheery and homelike. It appealed 
to them as a charming place to live, 
and yet it did not have half the 
advantages of the one they turned 
down.

Many builders realize the neces- 
sity of giving even the empty house 
a semblance of comfort and cheer. 
They realize that the prospective 


buyer is not capable of judging the 


rooms as they will look after he has 
lived in them, in the unfurnished 
state, and they are trying out many 
different ways of proving the home- 
like possibilities of the houses they 
are building. 

The many model homes, complete- 
ly furnished and decorated that are 
being opened by newspapers, con- 
tractors and real estate developers, 
are evidences of this. However, 
they are rather a large undertaking 
and partial furnishing is the more 
practical way. Wallpaper, floors, 
woodwork and lighting fixtures are 
permanent decorative features of a 
room, and with these carefully se- 
leeted and installed a house com- 
pletely changes its appearance. 

Wallpaper since it supplys the 
most color, as well as design, is real- 
ly the most valuable of these. Even 
an empty room, papered with a 
cheery rambling floral paper .is 
cheerful and inviting. The deco- 
rated walls half furnish the room, 
and the variety of impressions that 
a prospective buyer receives as he 
passes from room to room of a taste- 


V ERTICALLY striped paper car- 
ried clear to the ceiling adds 
height to this room. Ceiling is low 
and an unwisely selected design might 
introduce a cramped appearance. Pat- 
tern and hangings offer an interesting 
study in harmony and fitness 


fully papered house, supply new in- 
terest and add immensely to the 
charm of the house itself. He un- 
consciously suggests to himself color 
and design for the further furnish- 
ing of each room. He begins to 
think how his table, his curtains or 
his upholstered furniture would fit 
into this room. He, in this way 
works up a personal interest in the 
house, and sees himself and his fam- 
ily living there. If the house itself 
is satisfactory the sale is made, and 
the wallpaper did a great deal to 
further it. 
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Proper wallpaper can also coun- 
teract errors in planning or diffi- 
culties due to location that cannot 
be overcome in the construction. 
For instance, if a house is dark, 
shaded by trees or other buildings, 
it is possible by using light clear 
colors to give the semblance of sun- 
light and space. Yellow, as we said 
before light gray, and tan, rose, 
orchid, gold, black and white, all 
add light. Papers with large 
spreading designs showing a good 
deal of light background, papers 
drawn with perspective—that is 
scenies, foliage papers showing tree 
trunks with sky behind them, or 
branches with clear space showing 
through; all these papers add a feel- 
ing of space to a small dark room. 
You can make a ten by twelve room 
seem fully three feet larger each 
way if you paper it properly. 

On the contrary, if a house is 
built in a new part of town, un- 
shaded by trees—flat open spaces 
around it that are bare and unin- 
viting in the glaring sunlight—such 
a house can be made much more 
charming by the use of the cool 
shady colors that are missed in the 
surroundings—soft green papers 
with grey or darker green designs, 


woodsy papers, darker in color than 


the light grey and green scenics 
we spoke of, more leaves, and 
touches of brown and dark green 
in the design. Cool rich blues are 
good in such a house — lavender, 
mulberry, and dark grey. The de- 
signs may be quite strong and 
heavy, for the house needs weight. 
It must be made to look permanent 
and settled to counteraet the feeling 
of crude newness in its setting.

We have all seen row after row 
of small houses, all built from the 
same plan, in a new part of town. 
Na doubt these are good invest- 
ments, and will find owners, but the 
one that seems a little different from 
the rest is the first to sell. Why not 
make an attempt to make each one 
a little different? Pick out different 
types of papers for them, different 
eolors and different designs. Make 
the insides proper baekgrounds for 
the different types of owners. 

They may suggest the quiet per- 
son through dignified formal de- 
signs, in conventional colors; the 
rather gay frivolous owner, in bright 
unusual eolors and long flowing de- 
signs, the super-housewife by the 
spic and span freshly starched Dutch 
Colonial types, using some of the 
many reproductions of early Amer- 
ican chintz papers with their quaint 
little bouquets of bright flowers on 
cream or white grounds. 

There are so many kinds of wall- 
papers that it is easy to select a 
group that will give a house a real 
personality, and another group for 
the house next door that will make 
it equally individual but quite dif- 
ferent. The prospective owners of 
these homes will certainly appreci- 


ate it, for no man and especially no 
woman likes to begin counting at 
the eorner to see which house he 
lives in. 

There are other decorative values 
of wallpaper. In the room that is 
too high, a bold designed wallpaper 
used on the lower part of the wall, 
and stopping about eighteen inches 
from the ceiling will make the ceil- 
ing seem eighteen inches lower. In 
a room too low, smothering in its 
effect, a stripe paper, or one with a 
vertieal design, run right up to the 
ceiling line will make that room seem 
a foot or two higher. 

In a gabled room a small pat- 
terned wallpaper, like a scattered 
rosebud or large polkadot used both 
on walls and ceiling will counteract 
the broken up feeling that these 
slanting walls seem to always give, 
and make the room quaint and un- 
usual. Too long wallspaces, prop- 
erly broken up by panels with strik- 
ing wallpaper in them will make 
the room seem shorter and add in- 
finite interest to that wall, whereas 
it has been overpowering and ugly. 

The glittering white kitchen and 
bathroom has given way to color, 
and dainty flowered papers are ap- 
pearing in these two rooms accom-

HE wall treatment best fitted 

for the home is one that will 

satisfy every condition of use 

and in addition be to the taste of 

the owner. It is wise then to con- 

sider all types of finishes and cov- 

erings. If walls are to be covered 

this opens a field where many ma- 
terials are to be found. 

Washable wall eoverings are not 
limited to use in kitchen, pantry and 
bathroom. Patterns are made for 
every room in the house. One, a 
Sanitas style pietured to the left is 
grey overprint on white ground. 
This is had in textures reproducing 
tapestry, leather fabrie, ete. Oil 
eolors on cloth give it a washable 
surface. 

Another Sanitas pattern, present- 
ing a tile effect, is made with blue 
or green overprint on white back- 
ground. 

There is no need for the builder 
to feel that he must restrict the in- 
terior decoration of a home to a 
single type of wall treatment. Many 
types can be used and he will do 
well to avail himself of one that will 
insure satisfaction of the owner. 
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panied by colorful linoleum floors 
and in many cases colored enamel 
woodwork. 

Every woman loves color, the mo- 
distes and milliners appeal to them 
through their love of beautiful col- 
ors, and seldom stress any other 
quality of their merchandise, aside 
from that of style. Applied to build- 
ing, this fact holds true. 

Color is very obviously the style 
now in home decoration, and the 
man who adds this to his specifica- 
tions goes far towards pleasing the 
prospective woman buyer. All other 
things being equal this may be the 
deciding factor in selling a new 
house, and the easiest, most inexpen- 
sive and surest way to add charm- 
ing color, with its proper design 
value, is by choosing lovely and con- 
sistent paper showing it. ‘‘Any 
old’’ paper will not have the de- 
sired result. 

There are papers made for all 
hinds and conditions of houses, so 
it is wise to study the location and 
type of house you are building when 
selecting papers for it. Think out 
the effect you are trying to get and 
then cal to your aid some of the 
myriads of lovely wallpaper designs 
that are now available.

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Using Magnesite Stucco 


AGNESITE stucco is com- 
M posed of a cement made of 
magnesite, and an aggre- 
gate consisting of some fibrous or 
elastic material. Previous to the 
World War practically all magnesite 
used in the United States was im- 
ported. The discovery of deposits 
in this country have led to a rapid 
development of the magnesite stucco 
industry. 

After the magnesite is mined it 13 
ealeined, or roasted. Then it is 
ground to a fineness where 75% will 
pass through a 200 mesh to the 
square inch sieve, and 95% or more 
through a 100 mesh sieve. It is in 
this eondition that the magnesite is 
received by the plastic stucco manu- 
faeturers, as well as manufacturers 
of composition flooring, in which 
magnesite is also largely used. 


Special Mixtures 


Different manufacturers have 
adopted various ways of using this 
magnesite cement in the preparation 
of their special stucco mixture. 
Various ingredients are mixed with 
this magnesite cement, and it is ship- 
ped out by manufacturers as a 
ready-mixed stucco needing only a 
liquid addition to make it ready for 
use. 
Some manufacturers introduce 
fillers, such as wood, fibre, saw-dust, 
ground cork, asbestos or other in- 
gredients. Of late, others are using 
color for the finishing coats. The 
different methods of mixing have 
each their own individual advan- 
tages. 

Magnesite stueco is not mixed 
with plain water, but with a solu- 
tion of magnesium chloride, some- 
times shipped in a liquid state but 
more often shipped in what is known 
as the fused or flake form. Water 
is added at the destination to dis- 
solve this chemieal and bring it to 
the proper strength prescribed by 
the manufacturer. This liquid mix- 
ture is non-freezing and therefore 
makes the application of magnesite 
stucco in cold weather a simple 
process without danger of damage 
by frost. 

Magnesite stucco is water-proof, 
fire-proof, immune to expansion and 
contraction on account of the elas- 
ticity of the ingredients in the mix. 
For that reason it will not crack 
under ordinary settling strain. 


One secret of the successful appli- 
cation of magnesite stucco is to sev 
to it that its base is as solid as pos- 
sible. 

Great care should be exercised in 
seeing to it that the solution of 
magnesium chloride registers be- 
tween 22 degrees and 24 degrees 
Baume, for the reason that when 
you bring this solution of mag- 
nesium chloride in contact with the 
powdered products and mix same 
into a mortar, a chemical reaction 
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takes place, forming what is known 
as oxy-ehloride cement; and if the 
solution of magnesium chloride is too 
weak in strength, you immediately 
produce a material which will not 
have the tensile breaking strength, 
nor will you derive the full benefits 
of the material as there will be a 
possibility of the elastie material set- 
ting up in a more or less chalkified 
manner. 


Careful Application of 
Base Coat 


Care should be used in the appli- 
eation of the base eoat material by 
first seeing to it that the surface over 
whieh the material is t« be applied 
is free from moisture or frost. Then 
the surface should be well wet with 
the solution of mixing compound 
and be thoroughly wet at the 
time of applieation of base coat. 
The object of this is to pre- 
vent the suction of the backing 
from the plaster itself; if the suction 
is not killed it will draw the liquid 
magnesium chloride from the plastic 
material and prevent a complete 
chemical reaction in the plastic ma- 
terial itself. If the surfaces were 
not damp or wet, it would reduce the 
strength of the magnesium chloride 
in the plastie material and prevent 
bonding. 


Preparations to Receive 
Finish Coat 


After a base coat has been applied, 
the surface should be well roughened 
and prepared to receive the finish 
coat. The base coat should be per- 
mitted to set up well before applying 
finish coat. The surface of base 
coat should be well wet down with 
the solution of magnesium chloride 
and wet at the time finish coat is ap- 
plied. Each coat should be at least 
one-quarter inch thick in order to 
insure satisfactory results. 

Just as soon as finish coat is ap- 
plied, and while it is still fresh, 
marble and granite chips can be cast 
into the finish coat, which produces 
a very beautiful finish; also various 
colored stones can be used to obtain 
almost any color effect desired to 
harmonize with the roof and the 
color scheme of the cornices, door 
casings, window frames, ete. 

Precaution should be taken in see- 
ing to it that the stucco is not 
brought down any lower than ten to 
twelve inches above the grade line.

are certain rules 
and regulations that 
appear to outsiders 
as mere ritual or ges- 
tures to impress the 
uninitiated. Painting 
involves the follow- 
ing of a number of 
so-called principles 
which, to the onlooker 
or to the person who 
endeavors to do his 
own painting in his 
own way, appear like 
so many unreasonable 
do’s and don’ts. As 
a matter of fact a 
strict observance of these principles 
is fundamental to sound painting. 


Sound painting has always been 
a point of pride to men in the trade. 
Of late years, however, it has be- 
come a matter of great economic im- 
portance to the nation. Paint pro- 
tects wood against weathering and 
decay; it prevents iron and steel 
from rusting. 

For general use in protecting 
houses, fences, factories, stores and 
other structures where appearances 
are important, paint is the only effi- 
cient medium. Since it is also a 
beautifier, it happily combines utili- 
tarian and aesthetie functions. 

To perform its duties successfully, 
paint must be hampered by no de- 
ficiencies in its make-up. It is ex- 
posed to wind and weather, wear 
and tear. Poor paint, improperly 
applied to an unprepared surface 
cannot put up a strong fight against 
the elements that would destroy the 
material it shields. 

The quality of the paint or var- 
nish used is of tremendous import- 
ance. An inferior product, im-

properly prepared, can bring no _ 


lasting good to the strueture it is 
used on or to the person who in- 
vests in it. It is sometimes a temp- 
tation to cut down first costs by 
buying cheap paint. This is false 
economy for although the first eost 
may be less, the paint itself will not 
last as long as good paint, nor give 
adequate protection while it lasts.

HE greatest force for spreading infor- 

mation on the subject of correct painting 
is the association of manufacturers known as 
the “Save the Surface Campaign.” Its aim 
has not been only to educate painters and 
builders, but also the great general public. 
The author of this article is one of the prime 
movers in this educational campaign. 


rather than actual, since good paint 
spreads farther than poor paint. 

The true test of paint and varnish 
values is the service rendered. Par- 
simony is dangerous and unprofit- 
able when practiced on paint. 

Paints and varnishes are made to 
meet certain needs. House paint 1s 
designed to resist rain, snow, heat 
and wind; floor varnish is designed 
to resist the constant wear and tear 
of daily traffic over it. Both are 
used to enhance and protect the 
more valuable material which they 
cover. Then there are a number of 
specialized paints to be used on 
metals, cement, interior walls and 
other specific places. 


AINT technology has advanced 
so far of late years that fire re- 
tardant and similar specialized paints 
have been brought to a high degree 
of efficiency. For that reason it is 
the way of sound economy to employ 
the right paint for the right place. 
Flat wall paints, that are suitable 
for the decoration of interior walls, 
are obviously not suitable for ex- 
terior work. 

The specialization 1s even more re- 
fined. There are certain types of 
surfaces that require certain finishes 
—certain woods that give better 
service if specially treated. 

The suitability of the paint or 
varnish used is another important 
item. For that reason the layman 
who thinks to use up a can of in- 
terior enamel by applying it to the 
back fence is not simply departing 
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for custom, but wast- 
ing good material. 
The enamel would 
make a_ beautiful 
finish for his kitchen 
woodwork, and give 
efficient service there, 
too, but is not de- 
signed to withstand 
the hard knocks of 
outdoor life. 

In using paint, var- 
nish or enamel, the 
proper preparation 
of the surface to be 
eovered is of prime 
importance. 

All surfaces. 
whether they are to 
be finished with paint, varnish. 
enamel or one of the specialized 
paints, should be thoroughly dry. 
Moisture in lumber is responsible 
for many failures in painting. 
When a new house is painted the 
eondition of the plaster inside must 
be considered, for unless it is dry 
the moisture is sure to be absorbed 
by the wood and the coating of 
paint will blister and peel. Never 
attempt exterior painting during 
wet, damp or extremely cold 
weather. During the spring, sum- 
mer and fall the temperature and 
elimatie conditions are favorable for 
exterior work. The winter months 
are ideal for interior painting or 
varnishing, since the wood and plas- 
ter have been dried by the heater, 
and are warm, so that the paint dries 
rapidly and evenly. Another rea- 
son is that painters are not then 
busy with outdoor work and can 
give more time to the meticulous in- 
terior finishes. 


EW houses on account of the 
condition of the wood are 
often difficult to paint satisfactorily, 
but if the surfaces are prepared as 
follows much of the difficulty will 
be eliminated. Rough places should 
be sandpapered. All sap streaks or 
knots should be washed with tur— 
pentine and the most resinous places 
charged with a painter's toreh or 
coated with shellae. Three coats of 
paint are essential on new wood- 
work.

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elbow grease but the principle is the 
same. All loose old paint should be 
earefully removed with a scraper, 
sandpaper or wire brush. Brush off 
all dirt and dust. Make sure that 
leaking spouts or gutters are re- 
paired and the surrounding wood 
thoroughly dried. 

Touch up bare spots, then apply 
two coats of a good paint. 


NTERIOR surface must be pre- 
pared in much the same way. Be- 

fore using certain finishes on open 
grain woods (oak, ash, etc.), how- 
ever, fillers and stains are necessary. 
These depend entirely upon the type 
of wood, its use and the kind of 
finish to be applied. The point is 
that paints and varnishes are highly 
specialized and that to use them to 
the best advantage, one must limit 
them to their partieular fields. 

People sometimes become con- 
fused over the elementary distine- 
tions between paint, varnish, enamel 
and shellac. Here are some defini- 
tions that may help diversify them. 

Paint is a mixture of opaque or 
semi-opaque substances with liquids, 
capable of application to surfaces— 
and of forming an adherent protec- 
tive or decorative coating thereon. 

Varnish is a solution or fluid, 
usually transparent or translucent, 
which is used to enhance the beauty 
of surfaces, to protect them from 
injury, to increase the lustre or the 
hardness of other coatings, and, in 
its technieal applieation, to exelude 
moisture, gases, vapors and other 
atmospherie agencies of decomposi- 
tion or decay. 

There are over two hundred kinds 
of varnishes. 

Shellac is a solution of shellac in 
aleohol. It dries very quickly and 
produces a fairly pleasing finish 


without much lustre. It is used for 
certain finishes but should not be 
substituted for floor varnish in 
rooms that are in constant use. 


Enamet is essentially paint in 
which varnish replaces oil as the 
vehicle. 

Repainting is as important as first 
painting. Of course all wood, iron 
and steel should be protected against 
weathering, decay and rust. Paint 
will do this because it is designed 
for the purpose and been developed 
by experience. Since it takes the 
brunt of the responsibility, however, 
it naturally wears out. A good 
paint, properly applied on a well 
prepared surface, should last from 
three to five years, depending upon 
conditions. At the end of its period 
of usefulness, however, it should be 
renewed, since paint protection 
must be constant. Never neglect 
repainting until the under coats 
loosens its hold on the surface. This 
not only endangers the property 
but will also make repainting a 
more difficult and expensive task. 


In order to keep floors looking 
and wearing well it is necessary to 
revarnish every year or two. Jf 
this is done before the top coat is 
worn through, a new top coat is all 
that will be necessary,—otherwise 
the whole finish will have to be re- 
moved and a new one applied, since 
worn spots will show through the 
new coat. 


Color is, of course, one of the im- 
portant attributes of paint. After 
all, paint is as much a decorative as 
a protective medium. There are a 
number of color traits that the paint 
man knows and which he uses to in- 
sure the proper visual effect of a 
painted surface. 


Light colors tend to increase the 
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apparent size of a house while 
darker shades tend to make it ap- 
pear smaller. A large house set 
alone without bushes or trees to 
soften its lines, should be painted in 
moderately dark colors. Light colors 
would emphasize its bareness. A 
small house naturally suggests light 
colors, since its areas are small 
enough to stand emphasis. 

A house that is ornamented with 
the gewgaws of the rococo era may 
be made less intricate looking if the 
jig saw decorations are painted the 
same color as the body of the house, 
instead of treating them as part of 
the trim. 


NTERIOR color schemes are more 

modern of the decorator, but these 
these are two aspects of interior 
finishes that come into a less aesthe- 
tic field. Painted wall finishes are 
highly practical not only because 
they can be washed, but also be- 
cause they determine the available 
illumination. Dark colors absorb 
light. Light colors absorb light. 
Light colors reflect it. Hence with 
the same source of light we may 
increase or decrease the effective 
illumination supply by merely 
changing the colors of our walls. 
There are also a number of in- 
genious and attraetive decorative 
techniques invented of late years 
that render paint finishes as varied 
as any other decorative medium. 

Paints and varnishes play an im- 
portant part in our industrial, eco- 
nomie and domestie life. It is im- 
portant that their uses be better 
known, their possibilities better un- 
derstood and their proper applica- 
tion broadeast to every one con- 
eerned in the important work of 
eonstruetion. 


GLASS in Building Construction 


LASS being one of the last 
materials to go into a build- 
ing, its ordering is often 

postponed until it is needed at once. 
It is therefore advisable to give this 
point due consideration and to 
order glass in time, so there will be 
no delay in eompleting the building 
on that aceount. 

There is ordinary window glass, 
plate glass and different figured 
glass, besides ornamental colored 
glass so much used in leaded work. 
The invention of wire glass really 
makes of this a structural material. 

When specifying or ordering 
wire glass, it is well to be clear and 


specifie, so that no mistakes will 
have to be rectified at the last min- 
ute. 

Mistakes are made in specifying 
Plain Wire Glass, Plain Polished 
Plate ** Wire Glass,’’ Polished Plate 
“Wire Glass, Plate Wire 
Glass, meaning Polished Wire 
Glass,“ and specifying Florentine 
or Maze Wire Glass“ as a com- 
mon term for any figured Wire 
Glass, whereas the specification 
calls for a specific style of figured 
Wire Glass. 

The prime object of figured glass 
is it produces a pattern with depth 
and character, so that it will not 
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appear pressed or set, and at the 
same time it must essentially be 
prismatic so as to diffuse and dis- 
tribute the light. 

By the use of certain figured 
glass patterns in the upper sash of 
a window instead of ordinary win- 
dow glass, the light in a room 30 
feet or more deep can be increased 
from 3 to 15 times its present 
effect. 

Wire glass ean be obtained for 
most patterns in sheets up to 48 
inches wide by 130 inches long:

LOOR by floor this procedure was 
followed. In less words than 
would have been required to assure 
the readers that the hardwood floors 
were the best that money could buy 
this advertisement named the brand 
of hardwood. The doors, the mill- 
work, the metal window easing, the 
tile at the mantel pieces, in the 
sun room and in the bath rooms, 
the kitchen cabinets, the built-in re- 
frigerators, the range—every item 
was designated by its own brand 
name, and every name carried with 
it the prestige of a national adver- 
tiser.

paigns. The houses in 
Subdivision B not only 
sold more readily but 


the houses in Subdivision A, which 
looked ‘‘just as good,’’ which were 
undoubtedly as honestly built and 
worth every dollar of their price. 
But builder A had assumed the full 
burden of responsibility for the sale 
of his houses whereas builder B had 
reinforced his own position of in- 
fluence and authority with the pres- 
tige of a score of names each of 
which carried a more potent charm 
than his own. 

This is the significance of adver- 
tising as a factor in the building 
industry. The individual building 
contractor may close his eyes to it 
if he will but the facts will remain. 
It is true that the home maker does 
not consciously buy cement or heat- 
ing plants or lumber or millwork or 
plumbing or shingles. He buys a 
home precisely as he buys an auto- 
mobile. 

No car buyer consciously pur- 
chases axles and crank shafts, steer- 
ing gear, magnetos and velour or 
mohair. Yet no automobile manu- 
facturer with the single exception 
of one who has carried standardiza- 
tion to its ultimate limits, can find 
a market for his product unless he 
is in position to assure his buyers 
that the structural and operative 
units incorporated in his cars are 
standard units of reputation. 

In other words there is a differ- 
ence in raw materials. Some of 
them are not so raw as others. Oak 
is oak and steel is steel and tile is 
tile. Yes, and ‘‘pigs is pigs. But 
the producers of the highest grade 
hardwoods, the manufacturers of 
metal lath and window sash, the 
makers of clay products who have 
builded their own businesses on the 
quality basis and insured it per- 
manently by advertising to the 
building industry and to the publie, 
have done more than all the build- 
ers in Ameriea to establish definite 
standards of value by which the zon-

attention to making them weather-tight and heat resist- 
ant—that is, we are now insulating our buildings. 

It does not need a thick wall to make a warm building. There 
are a number of modern building materials that can be had at a 
reasonable price that will accomplish this desirable result. 

Too many buildings have been erected in our Northern states 
that are uncomfortable in winter, as they do not conserve the heat ; 
and the reverse is true of these buildings in summer, as then they 
become overheated. What will keep in heat will also keep it out.

T HE proper way to prepare a base for tiles in 

new construction is shown in the accompanying 
illustration. A false floor to support a concrete bed 
should be made by boards cut in between the joists 
and supported by furring strips. The top of the joists 
should be chamfered to avoid sharp corners in the 
concrete bed. This concrete bed is usually made of 
cinder aggregate, so as to cut down the weight. For 
the best practice, imbedded in the cinder concrete 
bed is a piece of metal lath for re-enforcing; then, 
over this a mortar bed, in which the tiles are laid. 


Tiling Walls 


For tiling walls in wood partition the studs are 
covered with metal lath, under which heavy tar paper 
has been placed. The metal lath is plastered with a 
Portland cement base which is scratehed and then 
the tile is set in mortar. For the joints a fine grade 
of white cement should be used.

Tiling Bath Tub Sides 


For tiling the sides of a built-in bath tub we follow 
the same procedure as for tile walls on wood frame 
partition, as a wood frame is made to support the 
tub.

For tiling applied to brick or other masonry walls 
the joints should be raked out so that the cement 
plaster base will be firmly keyed. This base coat 
should receive an additional serateh coat to serve as 
a base for the mortar bed in which the tiles are 
embedded.

Handling Oak Flooring 


The lumber used in the manufacture 
of oak flooring is air dried, kiln dried, 
cooled and then accurately milled. It 
should never be roughly handled in the 
hands of truckmen, dealer or layer. Be- 
fore shipping, oak flooring is stored and 
dried in well ventilated warehouses. It 
is shipped in box cars and should never 
be unloaded in rainy weather. When the 
atmosphere is damp, the truckloads 
should be covered with a tarpaulin. 

Where oak flooring is to be laid in the 
new building, it is esential that walls 
and plaster be dry. For this reason it 
is best to leave the flooring as the last 
equipment to be installed. 

In winter building flooring should never 
be laid without first heating the rooms. 
In new buildings cold atmosphere always 
contains dampness and will lead to 
trouble in laying and in use afterward. 

When %” oak flooring is laid in the 
summer, homes should be heated with the 
first fall chill and dampness at least 
once a week. Thin flooring is subjected 
to greater shrinkage. Where long wet 
cold spells are encountered, heat should 
be introduced in the rooms at least once 
a week. 


Laying Oak Flooring 

Laying 3/16", 96“, 1$" and 5/16” 
thicknesses & sub-floor should be used. 
In new houses this should be dry and 
lay diagonally. Shiplap of 4" to 6” 
width is desirable, thoroughly dried and 
cleaned and put down not too tightly. 

Where sound proof results are neces- 
sary, a heavy deadening felt is recom- 
mended. It is always well to use damp- 
proof paper between oak flooring and 
the sub-flooring. 

In leaving about 34” space on all sides

between the floor and base board, expan- 
sion in event of dampness is allowed for. 
The quarter round or base moulding layer 
covers this opening. In old houses oak 
flooring is laid at right angles to the sub- 
floor. 

Nailing is worthy of careful considera- 
tion. All tongue and grooved oak floor- 
ing should be blind nailed. After laying 
and nailing three or four pieces, use a 
short piece of hardwood, 2 x 4, placed 
against the groove and drive against this. 

The following kind of nails have 
proven the most practical: 

For 13/16” thickness, 8d steel cut light 
flooring nail. 


For 14" thickness, 6d bright wire finish-- 
ing nail. 

For 3$" thickness, 4d bright wire cas- 
ing nail. 

For 5/16" 8. E., No. 16, 11$" barbed. 
wire flooring brad. 

The maximum distance between nails. 
should be: 


For 13/16" thickness............ 16" 
For 9$" thickness................ 8” 
For “ thickness 12” 


For 5/16" S. E., two nails every. .8” 
Finishing Oak Floors 


Oak floors can be scraped with one of 
the many types of power sanding or 
hand scraping machines generally used 
by builders. Scrape lengthwise of the- 
wood and not against the grain. No. 114. 
sandpaper should be used for scraping. 
Then the floor should be swept clean and 
the dust removed with a soft cloth. 

These methods of finishing apply re 
spectively to the particular types of oak 
flooring; ‘‘Clear’’ grade should have a 
natural oak filler; ‘‘Select’’ and ‘‘Sap- 
Clear!" grades, a light golden oak filler, 
followed by a little burnt umber mixed: 
with turpentine to darken light streaks; 
No. 1 Common, a dark golden oak filler,. 
darkening light streaks in the manner ex- 
plained above. 


Maple Flooring Specifications 
Recommended by Maple Flooring Mfrs. Assn. 


(C grade is 25/32" and thicker and 


shall have one face practically clear 


of all defects. But varying of natural 
color of wood shall not be considered a 
defect. Standard lengths shall be trim- 
med 2 to 16 ft.; the proportion of lengths 
2’ to 314’ inclusive, shall be what the 
stock will produce up to 25%. 

This grade combines appearance and 
durability. In application occasional 
small firm pin knot not over 4%” diameter 
may be evident. Also occasional dark 
green or black streaks not over J4" wide 
and 3” long sometimes appear. In all 
cases, however, the face must be free of 
shake and the wood must be live and 
sound. 

The No. 1 grade is 25/32" and thicker 
and will admit of tightness, sound knots 
and slight imperfections in dressing. It 
must, however, lay without waste. Stand- 
ard lengths shall be trimmed 1!4' to 16'; 
proportion of length 114’ to 314' inclusive 
shall be what the stock will produce up 
to 40%. 

This grade is made for service rather 
than appearance. Tight, sound knots, 
prominent discolorations, numerous dark 


- green or black spots or streaks and slight 


checks are sometimes found. While these 
features are admissible, the appearance 
of this grade is such that it is very 
desirable for stores, school houses and 


similar places where the waxed or var- 
nished floor is not required. 

Factory Grade is 25/32" and thicker. 
It must lay and give a good, serviceable- 
floor. Standard lengths shall be trim- 
med 1' to 16'. As the name implies, it is: 
suitable for factory, warehouse and 
kindred uses. It may coutain all defects 
common to Maple, Beech and Birch, but. 
the wood must be firm. 

Special Grades include White Clear 
Maple and Red Clear Beech and Red: 
Clear Birch. The first is almost ivory 
white and is the finest grade of Maple- 
flooring obtainable. The other two are- 
manufactured from all-red face stock 
selected for color. The color is a warm. 
tint peculiar to these woods. 


Standard Measurement 


Maple flooring 5$" and thicker is meas- 
ured &“ waste for matching. Sizes !4" 
and thicker are measured “ waste for- 
matching. Jointed flooring, all thick- 
nesses and faces, is measured “ waste. 
All flooring shall be end-matehed unless 
otherwise specified. 

In bundling flooring it is customary to- 
include pieces 3” over and 3” under the 
length marked on the bundle. Or it will 
include some pieces of flooring 3" under- 
the minimum length specified in grading:

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Composition F looring 


HE use of magnesite cement 
for flooring has many ad- 
vantages. It is warm, elastic 

and capable of being successfully ap- 
plied over old wood floors. 

Composition flooring shall be laid 
one-half inch thick over underfloors. 
The composition base and wainscot- 
ing shall be laid three-eighths of an 
inch thick over backings. 

Floors, base and wainscoting shall 
be laid in two coats, the under cush- 
ion coat and top finish coat each be- 
ing approximately the same thick- 
ness. 

The surfacing of composition 
floors shall be done in a first-class, 
workmanlike manner with a trowel, 
and any composition surface dam- 
aged by grinding, honing or scrap- 
ing shall be removed and replaced 
with new material finished with a 
trowel. The surface of the com- 


position shall be true and even and 
of a permanent color. 

After the floor has reached its 
initial set, it shall be properly and 
thoroughly oiled and waxed. 

The installation of composition 


shall not take place until after trim’ 


is set, all windows glazed and 
plastering done, in fact all construc- 
tion work completed with the ex- 
ception of final painting. 

The temperature where installa- 
tion is made to be not less than 60 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

The finished floor may be surface 
scored to represent tile or marble 
slabs in such sizes as may be de- 
sired. 

Inlaid border or a base and border 
of a different color from the fleld 
may be used. 

Conerete underfloors must be com- 
posed of one part of a good stand- 


ard Portland cement, two parts of 
elean sharp sand and four parts of 
clean gravel or crushed limestone. 

This must be thoroughly tamped 
and leveled with a wood float, and 
brought up to within one-half inch 
of the desired finished floor line to 
a true even surface free from holes 
or projections. 

All pitches to drains, slopes and 
levels must be provided for within 
one-half inch of the desired floor 
line in the underfloors. 

Where composition is to be applied 
over wood underfloors or backing, 
same should be covered with water- 
proof Slater’s Felt, over which one 
inch mesh galvanized after-woven 
wire netting should be securely 
nailed to the underfloors with one 
inch, large-headed roofing nails 
every six inches in all directions, all 
joints being lapped. 


Linoleum F looring 


HE use of linoleum as a per- 
manent floor is constantly 
growing in favor. It needs, 

however, to be laid in the proper 
manner. 

For a permanent floor the lino- 
leum should be cemented down to 
the sub-floor. The proper installa- 
tion of a permanent linoleum floor 
requires careful and accurate recom- 
mendation. This work is best done 
by experienced layers who specialize 
in this class of business; still a first- 
class job ean be done by a careful 
carpenter who will follow the di- 
rections. 

The right preparation of the floor 
is essential to the finished appear- 
ance of the floor. Tongue-and-groove 
flooring will insure tight joints and 
should be dry, well seasoned and 
smoothly finished. 

If the linoleum is to be placed on 
top of a concrete floor, it must be 
thoroughly dry. Linoleum should 
not be laid on concrete in direct con- 
tact with the earth, as moisture 
which is liable to be asbsorbed by 
the concrete will prevent a lasting 


job of linoleum laying from being 
done. It is not advisable to lay lino- 
leum in basements. 

After the floors have been care- 
fully levelled and cleaned they are 
ready to receive the felt base, which 
should be attached to the floor with 
linoleum paste, the paste being ap- 
plied to both felt and floor, so that 
perfect adhesion will result when 
the strips are fitted and rolled out. 


N a wood base the linoleum 

strips are cut to run cross-wise 
to floor boards and parallel to the 
felt, which is of course laid across 
the floor. 

After the felt is in place the lino- 
leum is pasted to the felt with a 
specially prepared linoleum cement. 
After the linoleum has been pasted 
to the felt all seams and joints, par- 
ticularly those around water pipes 
under sinks, radiators, ete. should 
be sealed with water-proof cement. 

Particular attention should be 
given in cutting and fitting the 
strips of linoleum to see that the 
seams fall in the least conspicuous 
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places or that they will be sym- 
metrical with the room. 

Light taps with a hammer will 
help close the seams into practically 
invisible joints. All seams and edges 
should be weighted with sand-bags. 
bricks, ete., to insure adhesion. 

This will take about twenty-four 
hours, when all dirt should be thor- 
oughly eleaned off and the linoleum 
floor waxed and polished. 

In & new building the finished 
linoleum floor should be immediately 
eovered with building paper as a 
proteetion to the surface until the 
rooms are ready for occupancy. 

Under no circumstances should 
linoleum be cemented directly to the 
wood floors, for when this is done 
contraction of the boards may re- 
sult in breaking the linoleum. The 
use of a felt base, which is elastic, 
allows for the contraction of the 
boards without detriment to the lino- 
leum. Where concrete floors are 
thoroughly seasoned and trowel 
finished a linoleum floor may be 
cemented directly to the concrete 
base without the use of the felt.

The difference 
in efficiency is a matter of design 
rather than price, but the buyer 
should keep in mind the fact that it 
costs a certain amount of money to 
develop and make efficient gas appli- 
ances and that efficiency is sacrificed 
when he pays less than that price. 
Economical operation and good re- 
sults are more important than first 
cost. In this matter, also, your gas 
company may be depended upon to 
assist you. 

Modern, high quality gas appli- 
ances are equipped with various con- 
trol devices which make this feature 
most satisfactory. Oven regulators 
on ranges; thermostats on gas-fired 
furnaces; automatic control on water 


. heaters and other accessories of this 


kind, reduce labor, insure perfect 
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performance and still further guard 
the safety and economy of operation. 
They are not placed upon appli- 
ances just as ‘‘something more to 
sell," but as a means of rendering 
additional comfort, convenience and 
economy beyond their extra cost. 

A final item of vital concern to 
the house-owner is the adequacy of 
the gas appliance to the job. 

Buyers seldom purchase appli- 
ances of too large capacity, but all 
too frequently they buy appliances 
inadequate for their requirements. 
A moment’s thought will convince 
you that a gas appliance which falls 
just short of meeting the demand of 
a household is a mighty poor pur- 
chase, and causes inconvenience and 
annoyance which exceed greatly the 
comparatively small amount saved 
by attempting economy in this di- 
rection. Your gas company has 
engineers and other experts who 
have studied the gas appliance needs 
for many homes; they will gladly ad- 
vise you as to capacity. 

There are several commercial or- 
ganizations which test and approve 
various household appliances, in- 
cluding gas appliances, and these 
concerns perform a very useful serv- 
ice as far as they are able to go. 
However, they cannot have the elab- 
orate special facilities and equip- 
ment necessary for complete and ex- 
act test of gas appliances for ef- 
ficiency and safety. 

The American Gas Association— 
a non-profit organization of the 
manufactured gas industry—has re- 
cently established an unprejudiced 
and thoroughly complete central 
testing laboratory for this purpose. 
f 

HE A. G. A. Laboatory is now 

testing appliances and will 
grant to manufacturers whose ap- 
pliances meet rigid A. G. A. require- 
ments the right to use the A. G. A. 
Approval Seal. This mark of ap- 
proval is your safeguard in purchas- 
ing gas appliances; you can take it 
as the highest possible guarantee of 
quality, efficiency and safety. 

However, testing work of this 
kind is necessarily slow, and until 
the results are made public you can 
rely on your local gas company to 
protect you against inefficient or un- 
safe appliances, as they investigate 
these points also.

A Plan Sponsored by The Society for Electrical Development 


r | " ECHNICAL counsel and com- 
petent workmanship are neces- 
sary in proper wiring for elec- 

trical service. The counsel of many ex- 

perts is made available through the Red 

Seal Plan. This is a standardized mini- 

mum specification to assure adequate 

wiring for convenient use of electric 
service in the home. 


A standard emblem identifies the 
home in which wiring measures up to 
standards. The aim of this plan are 
these brief recommendations for wiring 
one Red Seal home. Briefly stated, mini- 
mum specifications for an average house 
are: 


Entrance on Porch. One ceiling or 


one side light and one switch. One con- 
venience outlet is required for poreh 
with floor space of 80 square feet or 
more. 


Vestibule. One ceiling light and one 
switch. 


Lower Hall One ceiling light, two 
switches and one convenience outlet. In 
lower hall there is to be one three-way 
switch and another in the upper hall; 
both control ceiling light. 


Living Room. One ceiling light, two 
side lights, two switches, three conve- 
nience outlets. Convenience outlets to 
be &dded so that one outlet is provided 
for every 15 feet of wall space or frac- 
tion thereof. 


Dining Room. One ceiling light, one 
switch, two convenience outlets. Conve- 
nience outlets have a separate branch 
circuit. : 

Kitchen. One ceiling light, one side 
light, one switch, one special outlet. Spe- 
cial outlet to be equipped with pilot 
light and switch for electric iron. Side 
lights located over sink. If desired, a 
ceiling light may be substituted. A sep- 
arate branch circuit shall be provided 
for the convenience outlets in this room. 


Upper Hall. One ceiling light, two 
three-way switches, one convenience out- 
let. One three-way switch to be located 
in lower hall and one three-way switch 
to be located in upper hall, both con- 
trolling this light outlet. 


Bathroom. One ceiling light, two 
side lights, one switch. Side lights to be 
placed at each side of mirror, preferably 
higher than 64 inches from floor, and 
controlled by switch at the door. Ceiling 
outlet is required only in a bathroom 


of 60 square feet or more, in which case 
the switch is to control this outlet in- 
stead of side lights. 


Bedrooms. One ceiling light, two side 
lights, one switch, two convenience out- 
lets. 


Attic. One ceiling light, one switch. 
Switch to be located at foot of attic 
stairs and equipped with pilot light. 
There must be at least one lighting out- 
let for each 300 square feet of open 
floor space or fraction thereof. 


Cellar. Two ceiling lights, one switch. 
Switch to be located at head of cellar 
stairs and equipped with pilot light. One 
ceiling light for furnace and one ceiling 
light for general lighting. There must 
be at least one lighting outlet for each 
300 square feet of open floor space or 
fraction thereof. 


Laundry. One ceiling light, one 
switch, one convenience outlet. If laun- 
dry is not enclosed, requirements for 
both cellar and laundry shall apply. The 
convenience outlet for electric washer is 
to be located on ceiling near laundry 
tubs. A separate branch circuit shall be 
provided for the convenience outlets in 
this room. 


Garage. One ceiling light, one switch, 
one convenience outlet. One ceiling light 
required for each car space, preferably 
not located over top of car. 


Bells. A push button to be located 
at each outside door with distinctive 
bells or buzzer for each or annunciator. 

Where rooms are provided in addition 
to those usually found in a small home, 
Red Seal specifications are: 


Reception Hal, or Music Room. One 
ceiling light, one switch, two convenience 
outlets. 


Library. One ceiling light, one switch, 
two convenience outlets. 


Conservatory. One ceiling light, one 
switch, two convenience outlets. 


Denor Sun Room. One ceiling light, 
one switch, three convenience outlets. 


Breakfast Room or Nook. One ceiling 
light, one switch, one convenience out- 
let. A separate branch eircuit shall be 
provided for the convenience outlets in 
this room. 


Servants’ Room. One ceiling light, 
one convenience outlet. 
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Lavatory. One ceiling light or one 
side light. Must be controlled by pul) 
chain or switch. 


Closets (over eight square feet floor 
area). One ceiling light or one side light. 
Must be controlled by pull chain or 
switch. 


Stair Landing (over forty square feet 
floor area). One convenience outlet. 


Mantel. Two single convenience out- 
lets may be substituted. 

Included in general notes used in con- 
nection with minimum requirements are 
definite recommendations that al! 
switches be of the flush type, conveni- 
ently located. Where two or more are 
brought together at the same location 
they should be grouped in a single plate. 

Oonvenience Outlets shall be complete 
with receptacles of the flush, inter- 
changeable type, conveniently located 
with respect to furniture spaces. Unless 


otherwise stated in requirements, all re- 


ceptacles shall be duplex type. 


Spare Circuits, For each family there 
shall be made provision by spare fused 
terminals in distribution panel or cab- 
inet, for addition of at least one future 
circuit for each five, or fraction thereof, 
existing circuits. 

The minimum capacity reeommended 
for ceiling and side light outlets in every 
room except basement and attie should 
be of one watt per square foot. 


Service Mains. The minimum provi- 
sion in any single dwelling shall be three 
No. 6 wires. Where the house to be 
wired is larger than those provided for 
in the outlet schedule for an average 
house, the service shall be heavy enough 
to supply an electric range in addition 
to the load. This also applies to multiple 
dwellings and apartment houses where 
an electric range may be installed in 
each family apartment. 


Electric Range. There shall be pro- 
vided spare fused terminals for one 
range circuit of at least 60 amperes ca- 
pacity. These terminals may be located 
in the distribution cabinet, or at, or 
near, the service switch, and shall be 
properly connected to the system. Should 
these spare terminals be in a cabinet 
located on a floor above the basement, 
an empty conduit of 1” trade size, or 
larger, is to be provided from that cab- 
inet to a point on the basement ceiling, 
and shall terminate in a suitable fitting. 

Distribution cabinet or service cab- 
inet should, where recessed in the wall, be 
flush type.

Review of Building Situation 


HIGH total was reached in 
A February according to con- 

struction contract figures re- 
ported by F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion. In 37 states (including the 
Gulf District and covering about 
90% of the country’s total) building 
amounted to $389,899,800. This was 
an increase of 25% over February, 
1925, but 15% less than this Jan- 
uary. The total was the highest 
ever reported for February. Ex- 
treme winter conditions are ac- 
corded to be the reason for this drop 
from January. 

Of the volume, 46% went for resi- 
dential, 17 for public works, 13 for 
commercial, 10% for industrial and 
5% for educational. 

New work continues at an enor- 
mous rate. $861,141,200 was re- 
ported; this being 1% over January 
and 2596 over last February. 

Construetion contraets in New 
York District amounted to $104,859,- 
500; this was 65% over a year ago. 
January of this year was very high 
and the February report fell short 
of it by 46%. Residential took 57% 
of all construction and public works 


last. Total for the district was 
$214,401,200. 

In the New England District con- 
tracts were $19,668,500; below Jan- 
uary and February last. 49% of 
the total went for residential and 
21% for commercial buildings. New 
work amounted to $34,503,700, fall- 
ing short of January, 1926, and Feb- 
ruary, 1925. 

The Mid-Atlantic District re- 
ported $27,193,200, which repre- 
sented a decrease from January and 
from a year ago. Residential com- 
manded 42% and educational 19%. 
New work totalled $69,397,200; be- 
low the previous month and below 
February, 1925. 

Construction contracts amounted 
to $46,189,800 in the Pittsburgh 
District. This was an increase of 
19% over January and practically 
the same total as last February re- 
ported. New work contemplated 
exceeded January by 6% and was 
15% below February, 1925. The re- 
ported volume was $65,642,000. 

The Middle West reports a Feb- 
ruary volume of $85,268,900, 8% 
over January and 8% over Feb- 


16%. For new work, the report 
was $263,557,400, 20% over the pre- 
vious month and 65% over Feb- 
ruary, 1925. 

In the Northwest District, con- 
struction reached $5,289,900, 32% 
over January and 15% over a year 
ago. 49% of this was contributed 
by residential. New work showed a 
decrease from both last February 
and this January. 

The South Atlantic District furn- 
ished a total of $85,253,500 in con- 
tracts. This was 30% over January 
and 83% in excess of last February. 
Residential was 32%. 

The Gulf District let contracts to 
the extent of $16,176,500 in Feb- 
ruary, 25% over last February. 
Residential took almost half of this 
total. New work was $24,840,800; 
exceeding February last by 25% and 
January, 1926, by 19%. 

Since January, 1926, the Gulf Dis- 
trict has been included in reports 
from F. W. Dodge Corp. Hence, 
Contracts Awarded for January 
totalled $457,158,600 (not $470,944,- 
600 as reported in our March issue) 
and Contemplated Projects: $851,-

New Floor Sleeper 


Anchors 

HERE wood floors are to be laid 

over concrete slabs a new device 
has made it possible to do the work with 
efficiency and ease. It is merely neces- 
sary to screed off slabs to level surface 
with a straight edge and before the 
initial set has occurred, set the floor 
sleepers. Raise side loops of anchors 
with a lifting tool and place the sleepers 
between them. Then bend in the op- 
posite directions at joints to receive the 
sleeper ends. Tops of sleepers are leveled 
so that a half inch is left between bot- 
tom of sleeper and tops of sleepers. One 
nail with each anchor loop holds the slab 
solid. 

The sub-sleeper forming machine is 
then put in place, and operated to form 
the concrete sub-sleeper underneath. A 
mixture of one part cement to three 
parts sand is used. 


In some localities where ordinances de- 
mand a fill, anchors are placed 26 in. 
apart along sleepers and with the con- 
crete sub-sleeper forming machine space 
between is filled with clean, dry sand to 
within 1/3 of an in. of sleeper tops. 
or a 1:5:8 mix of concrete is poured and 
leveled off to within 1/3 in. of top of 
sleeper. An alternate 
method specifies the use 
of headers.

By The National Warm Air Heating and Ventilating Association 


ARM air furnace heating 
W plants, to which this code re- 
fers, shall consist of one or 
more warm air furnaces, enclosed with- 
in casings, together with necessary ap- 
purtenances thereto, consisting of warm 
air pipes and fittings, cold air or recir- 
eulating pipes, boxes and fittings, smoke 
pipes and fittings, registers, borders and 
face plates, the same being intended for 
heating buildings in which they may be 
installed. 


that all new chimneys be built in strict 
accordance with the ordinance recom- 
mended by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 

Note 4—In obtaining glass surface use 
full casement opening. An outside door 
is figured as glass. 

Note 5—To obtain net outside wall 
multiply height by width and deduct the 
glass in all windows and outside doors.

Note 1—It is strongly recommended 
that the attic be tightly floored to re- 
duce heat losses. 

Note 2—It is recommended that the 
height above the furnace grate be not 
more than twenty-six feet. 

Note 3— It is strongly recommended

Note 7—For cold ceilings, add one- 
half net area of ceiling to net exposed 
wall (cold ceilings are those next to 
unfloored attics). 

Note 8—Use no warm air pipe less 
than 8 inches in diameter. If a base- 
ment warm air pipe figures greater area 
than any standard commercial size then 
the next larger size shall be used. 

Note 9—It is understood in using the 
above values for determining basement 
warm air pipe areas, that these pipes 
should be run comparatively straight and 
that they should not be over 10 to 12 
feet in length. Sharp turns and long 
pipes should have extra capacity. 
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Note 10—These formulae are for 70 
deg. inside temperature with zero tem- 
perature outside. For a temperature of 
10 deg. below zero, add 10 per cent. to 
the capacity of each pipe. 

Note 11—The value of 800 (used in 
cubic contents) is for an estimated air 
change of one room volume per hour. 
If it is desired to provide for 1 room 
volume use the figure 600. If for 2-room 
volumes use the figure 400. ‘‘The factors 
9, 6 and 5 in sections 1, 2 and 3 are 
calculated for a register air temperature 
of 175 deg.“ 

The location of furnace shall equalize 
the length of warm air runs as far as 
possible, giving preference to pipes sup- 
plying living rooms, dining rooms and 
main halls. 

Any furnace, the casing top of which 
shall come within sixteen inches of a 
combustible floor, ceiling or joist, shall 
be protected by a metal shield, extend- 
ing not less than eighteen inches beyond 
the casing of said furnace. This shield 


. Shall be suspended at least two inches 


below woodwork, allowing free air space 
between shield and woodwork. No fur 
nace casing or top, coming nearer than 
six inches of ceiling or joists shall be 
allowed in any case. 

It is recommended that all warm air 
pipes in the basement shall have an up- 
ward pitch of not less than one ineh 
per running foot. 

No warm air pipe shall run within 
one inch of any woodwork unless such 
woodwork is covered with asbestos- 
paper and the paper covered with tin 
or iron, 

All warm air pipes in the basement. 
shall be provided with dampers not more 
than two feet from the casing. 

Registers for warm air and warm 
air pipes shall not be located in outside 
walls, The warm air registers in the 
various rooms shall be located in or 
near the inside walls in all cases. 


Pipeless Furnaces 


When but one duplex grating is used 
for both warm air and cold air in a so- 
called pipeless furnace, the area of the 
cold air intake shall be at least equal 
to the area of the warm air outlet of 
the grating. A uniform air space shall 
be maintained at all points between the 
inner and outer casing. In no case shall 
the top of the furnace be allowed closer 
than twelve inches to any ceiling or 
joists above the furnace. 

Where joists are cut to aecommodate 
this furnace, headers shall be put in and 
braced so as not to weaken the furnace. 

The method for determining area of 
warm air pipe shall not govern in figur- 


ing a pipeless furnace,

HE last finishing touches to 
the completed building is the 
hardware. This can either 
mar or enhance the beauty of the 
building as a whole. Remember, it 
is the hardware that the hand 
touches. It comes to one’s notice 
several times every day. Badly 
placed or inappropriately selected, 
it stands out like a sore thumb. 
Our manufacturers of hardware 
are keeping pace with the advance 
of American building and are now 
producing designs that harmonize 
with any particular style of archi- 
tecture. 
Outside doors should be hung on 


bronze or brass butts and a sufficient 
number should be used to properly 
support the door so that sag will be 
prevented. The lock should be de- 
signed for security and should pre- 
ferably have a bolt contained in the 
lock itself, operated by a thumb 
piece on the inside. 

It is in the knob and escutcheon 
or handle that the greatest oppor- 


tunity for exercising good taste is 


found. Simplicity of design with 
ornamental details in harmony witn 
the other motifs should be the rule. 
Brass, plain or nickel plated, bronze 
and wrought iron are the favored 
types now in use. Glass knobs are 


also favorites especially for bath- 
rooms and bedrooms. The cheaper 
kinds of plated iron are now only 
used on inferior work. 

The selection of suitable door 
plates and house numbers is worth 
consideration. The builder should 
take care to provide ornamental 
units in harmony with the house. 

Many desirable types of hardware 
are used for casement windows, 
French doors, ete. It will be found 
that for almost every need there is 
some special hardware device made 
to properly take care of the work 
required. Be sure to pay proper 
attention to its selection. 


Elevators and 1 


HE modern American sky- 
| scraper would be an economic 
impossibility were it not for 
the wonderful advances made in ele- 
vator construction. Communication 
between the street level and the 50th 
floor of some of our larger buildings 
is now a matter of a few seconds’ 
time. The elevator has made the 
upper floors more desirable than the 
lower ones. 

Elevator service is essentially an 
engineering transportation problem 
especially in the larger class of build- 
ings that house thousands of tenants.

In many places the use of either 
hand or motor controlled dumbwait- 
ers is gaining favor as time savers 
between different floor levels. Even 
in our small residences the elevator 
betwen kitchen and cellar is a desir- 
able convenience. In apartment 
houses the dumbwaiter is a well 
known convenience between janitor, 
delivery men and tenants. 

The use of dumbwaiters, however, 
is not eonfined to large residences 
and apartment buildings where jani- 
tor serviee is provided. Even the 
small home, where all service is cared 
for by members of the family (or at 
best by a single maid), well built, 


hand operated dumbwaiters will 
prove valuable adjunets. 

Dumbwaiters today need not be 
built by the builder on the job or in 
his shop. He need merely provide 
a recess for the shaft and purchase 
one of the many practical types of 
ready-to-install dumbwaiters and 
lifts. 

Fuel hoists are finding greater 
popularity with the increased use of 
fire-places in the home. Such a con- 
venience installed within easy ac- 
cess to fuel storage and to fire-place 
on the first or second floor will more 
than pay for itself in continued use. 


Hand Operated Elevators 


While in our larger buildings only 
electrically operated cars are to be 
considered, for residences, hospitals 
and small apartment buildings, hand 
operated installations are still used. 
They are particularly desirable in 
cases where cars are operated only 
at intervals and investment in a 
more elaborate equipment does not 
seem feasible—for example, in a 
where an invalid must be provided 
with some means of conveyance from 
floor to floor. In this event, speed 
is not essential nor is it practical to 
invest in expensive equipment.

An incline of not less than 14” per 
ft, for entire surface should be pro- 
vided. Sheets 12 x 20 should be used, 
the larger number of seams stiffens 
surface and helps to prevent buckles. 

One detail shows flat seam laid with 
cleats. Another shows how the work 
is done by driving 1” barbed and tin 
roofing nails well under the edges of 
the seam so that they are entirely 
covered by the tin. Nails should be

about 6“ apart. Laid in this way the 
roof will give a good effect but in 
every case the use of cleats is recom- 
mended. The latter provide elasticity 
to take care of contraction and ex- 
pansion in the most extreme weather. 
Cleats are strips of roofing tin 1" and 
2”. 

Four spouts, valleys and gutters, 
heavily coated IX plate should be 
used. The amount of terne coating 
on lighter plates should in all cases be

Asphalt Roofing 


HE rapid increase in the use 
of prepared roofing, es- 
pecially that known as as- 

phalt roofing, is due to its many ex- 
cellent qualities. It is light in 
weight, is easily laid, has good ap- 
pearance, is weather-proof and fire- 
resistant. 

The surface is usually covered 
with chipped slate, but in some in- 
stances gravel and mica have been 
used. It is now to be had in rather 
a wide range of colors and many 
blended effects are therefore pos- 
sible. 

The artistic asphalt roofs being 
laid today are far different from 
the type of plain roll rooffing that 
was first used—and even that, 
properly used, is capable of many 
artistic effects. 

Asphalt roofing may be had in 
rolls, single shingles or strip 
shingles, that is, a strip containing 
cuts in the bottom end to resemble 
shingle spacing. 

For the best results asphalt roof- 
ing should be laid on a smooth, solid 
surface—roofs covered solidly with 
sheathing boards are best. Shingle 
lath are not as good as solid boards. 
Copper or zinc-coated should be used 
for fastening. 

Care should be taken to have all 
nail heads eounter-sunk, otherwise 
they will be liable to make a hole 
through the shingle. 

Much of the asphalt roofing used 
is for re-roofing, as it can be laid 
over old wood shingles without the 
necessity of removing same, and at 
the same time retaining the insulat- 
ing benefits of the wood shingles. 

To give a smooth nailing surface 
on which to start the first row of 
shingles a tapered lathing strap 
should be nailed over the first course 
of old wood shingles. This lathing 
strip should be as wide as the ex- 
posed surface of the first course of 
shingles and beveled to correspond 
with the taper of the shingles. 

It is also well to put a straight 
lathing piece at ends of roof. This 
should be about four inches wide, 
and, of course, the old wood shingles 
removed for this distance. 

In some cases the shingles or roli 
roofing is bent over at the edges and 
finished with a moulding strip un- 
derneath. In other cases the edge 
is bound with zine or eopper bind- 
ing strips and nailed down securely. 


Asphalt roofing is usually pre- 
pared with a felt base, but some 
manufacturers use a woven asbestos 
fabrie. One manufacturer has cop- 
per-plated his asphalt shingles, pro- 
dueing an unusual effects that is 
light in weight and considered by the 
Board of Fire Underwriters as prac- 
tically fireproof. 

Some of the rolled asphalt roof- 
ing is stamped or printed in shingle 
effect. This will do for some of the 
cheaper sort of buildings, but for 
the most artistic results it is well 
to have strip or single shingles, as 
much more can be done with them 
at but a slight increase in costs for 
laying. 

lIowever, a good effect is quite 
possible if one will only take the 
time to do a good job. Wherever 
possible, there should be no joints in 
the strip or roof surface. This will, 
of course, take up a little more roof- 
ing, but will make a better appear- 
ing job. 


HERE a joint’ is absolutely 

necessary it should be lap- 
ped ; in such cases, instead of having 
a straight, vertical line, eut out 
along the lines of shingles and lap 
this over the underpiece of roofing 
so that it will exactly coincide with 
the shingle out-lines on the piece 
below, (much the same as you would 
match wall paper). 

Asphalt or other prepared roofing 
is possible of being treated artistic- 
ally by using a little ingenuity in the 
laying. One of our leading archi- 
tects has devised a method of cutting 
the roll roof in strips about 9 inches 
wide, laying this with an exposure 
of five or six inches; then fastening 
down the lower edges with narrow 
galvanized clips, which bind down 
the lower edges and in time these 
two layers of roofing cement to- 
gether. Rain and dust going down 
over these clips in a short time pro- 
duce markings that give a decidedly 
pleasing shingle effect. 

A thatch effect is easily produced 
either in the shingle or roll roofing 
by cutting the exposed end in ir- 
regular curves. A hit or miss system 
is best, so do not strive for any par- 
ticular pattern. The effect is further 
heightened by using single shingles 
cut this way, and then different color 
effects are also possible besides the 
irregular bottom edge. 
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To further carry out the thatch 
effect, the eaves can be curved, as 
the asphalt shingles are capable of 
being bent around this very easily. 
This will give a true thatch-like ap- 
pearance. 

Another good effect can be had by 
using single square-cut shingles of 
different colors and laying these at 
random. They should be laid hit or 
miss. Do not attempt for any de- 
sign or any regularity; otherwise 


. you will obtain a checkerboard effect 


that will be far from pleasing where 
the many colors are used. On some 
types of house, a checkered roof looks 
all right, but then one should select 
only two colors and use these alter- 
nately. 

Asphalt shingles can also be used 
In graded effcct—that is, simply 
change the exposure to the weather, 
lessening the distance up towards 
the ridge. One advantage of asphalt 
roofing is that it can be used for 
flashing as well as roofing, thus mak- 
ing no break in the color. 

Some manufacturers have an 
extra-thick butt shingle. With the 
use of such shingles the graduated 
effect is very well carried out. An- 
other little trick of the trade is, here 
and there, to clip off a corner more 
or less irregular, as this will give a 
broken slate effect that one sees so 
much on the old English houses, and 
therefore it is a good thing to copy 
this on roofs of buildings carried 
out in some English style or archi- 
tecture. 

In addition to using roll roofing 
or shingles on roofs it can also be 
used as a siding; but in this case it 
needs the panelled effect t; bring 
out its beauty to the utmost. It 
ean be effectively used in gables 
where an English half timber effect 
is desired. This can be done very 
easily and quickly and saves the ex- 
pense of stucco work. Desirable 
ornamentation can thus be done at 
a minimum of expense. 


N some cases shingles are used 
for covering side walls, but the 
effect is not so good even though it 
does make a storm-tight covering. 
Builders are often called upon to 
erect some exhibition buildings, put 
up a model home, etc. In cases like 
this a good looking temporary path 
is produced by simply laying the 
roll roofing over a board floor.

Canvas Roofing 
Practice Recommended by Wm. L. Barrell Co. 


NLIKE the other roof units 
of a house, the porch roof or 
roof deck is subjected to con- 


siderable wear and tear. It is 
continually walked upon and, as 
in many cases it is used as a 
sleeping balcony, the surface 
must bear up under the sliding 
of beds and other furniture. 

Canvas deck roofing uses a cot- 
ton base chemically treated. Over 
this is painted a light coat, and a 
second or heavier coat is applied 
after the first is dry. Many 
builders use a special bedding 
paint which eombines adhesive 
qualities with the wearing sur- 
face of a white lead paint. 

The laying of deck roofing re- 
quires that the surface be well 
dressed down so as to eliminate 
rough places and sharp edges. 
Then a good coat of white lead, 
thinned in oil, is applied as a bed- 
ding. While this is still wet, 


canvas is drawn and slightly 
stretched, to insure close adhesion 
to the wood surface. Laps of can- 
vas are so made that free drain- 
age is possible—that is, if ma- 
terial is laid in parallel courses 
with the building, strips must 
start from outer edge. When one 
strip has been secured with cop- 
per tacks, the next is applied, al- 
lowing a lap of about 1% inches. 
Flashing. Where flashing is to 
be brought up under stucco, it is 
laid between the sheathing on a 
stucco base properly secured with 
tacks; over this the stucco is ap- 
plied. Where construction is of 
hollow tile, the same method of 
application is applied, but a 
quarter-round strip is fastened at 
the break to secure canvas. 
Shingle construction demands 
that the flashing be brought up 
under shingles for a distance of 
from 4 to 6 inches, depending on 
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POURED Gypsum DECK— 
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the exposure. Shingles are ap- 
plied directly over canvas. 

With brick construction a 
flashing of 4 inches to 8 inches is 
made; that is, to the first course 
of brick above the covered sur- 
face. The joint is raked out for 
about an inch, the canvas in- 
serted, laid in place, and then 
joint filled up to the required 
finish with cement. It is good 
practice to use a moulding or 
quarter round at the break. 

Gutters. In addition to its use 
for deck roofing, canvas some- 
times serves as a lining for wood 
box gutters which have previously 
been lined with copper, galvanized 
iron or tin. 

Hips and Valleys. Roofing can- 
vas is also used as a covering for 
hips and valleys. The method of 
application is the same as that in 
use in laying a deck roof. Proper 
use of flashing is important. 
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Enclosures or cabinets for covering radiators are not a 
new or recent development. This company has been 
building such equipment for some years.

The BUILDING BUSINESS 


Hiit-or-Miss Methods Are Obsolete Today 
Successful Builders Organize their Work 


that the contracting business 

has been developed from a trade. 
The discovery has been made that 
when men permitted their trades to 
dominate their business instincts 
they never got beyond the trade. 
There is no reason why the thorough 
learning of any of the trades 
connected with building 
should be permitted to stifle 
the business instinct. In fact 
the better knowledge any 
tradesman has of his trade 
the better he should be as a 
business man, provided, he 
learns to like the business 
side. 

Contractors for general 
building work have started 
out in life as carpenters, brick 
or stone masons, painters, 
plasterers and contractors 
for grading work. In fact 
close connection with the 
work involved in erecting 
buildings in any capacity is 
excellent training for men 
who later become successful con- 
tractors. 

Some men have for short times 
been contractors without intimate 
knowledge of any of the trades in- 
volved, merely through the advanc- 
ing of money to competent men. 
Such men, however, only come into 
the busineess during boom periods; 
the mortality is great and their con- 
nection with the business seldom is 
of benefit. 

The man who wins success in the 
contracting business must know his 
trade, must possess a high order of 
skill and a more thorough knowledge 
than were formerly necessary. To 
all of this he must add a reasonable 
amount of business ability, which in- 
eludes the ability to build salable 
houses, to seek out and fill the needs 
of the public and, by no means the 
least item, be able to sell his services. 
All of these things must be done in 
such a manner that his bank account 
grows and his importance in the 
community is aeknowledged. 

Practical salesmanship lies at the 
bottom of good business. It is what 
makes a great deal of the difference 


I: IS within quite recent years 


between the mechanic and his em- 
ployer. The first step in practical 
salesmanship is to find business; the 
second step is to create business. 
The third step is to create a body 
of satisfied clients, or customers, in 
order to work up increasing volume 
of business. Two slogans admit the

stability and the intelligent or- 
ganization of honest effort. 
Building has passed through a 
period of being no more than 
a glorified trade—Today it is 
in every sense a business, rich

truth of the value of giving SERVICE, 
namely We are advertised by our 
loving friends,’’ and ‘‘The recollec- 
tion of quality lingers long after the 
price has been forgotten.’’ 

The business man in the contract- 
ing business is therefore always on 
the lookout for possible customers. 
Remember that most building bust- 
ness is the direct result of changes 
in the living conditions of people. 

Fires give business-like contrac- 
tors wonderful opportunities for new 
work. Promptness in restoring con- 
ditions after a fire are much appre- 
ciated by those whose premises burn. 
The merchant loses a great deal each 
day he is unable to transact business 
and is nervously eager to have re- 
pairs and restorations made. 

It is, of course, not desirable to 
have disgruntled competitors use the 
term ‘‘ Ambulance Chaser,’’ but the 
contractor who first approaches the 
owner of burned premises with a 
concrete proposition to make repairs, 
or rebuild, is like the early bird that 
catches the worm. He can approach 
his prospect with the proper sym- 
pathy but at the same time with a 
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business-like air that will do much to 
encourage the man. It is the same 
with homes. Families are anxious 
to be rehabilitated. 

Do all that a neighbor can do in 
the circumstances yet lose no time in 
showing how the misfortune can be 
made bearable and perhaps be the 
means for improving the 
premises. 

Did you ever pay close at- 
tention to the storekeeper 
who pinned on his vest but- 
tons and badges to show he 
is a member of secret so- 
cieties? Practically every 
society in the village is repre- 
sented in his collection. He 
is what one calls a joiner,” 
and he is trying in a crude 
way to capitalize the social 
life of his town. 

But he runs against snags. 
For example he cannot be 
a Mason and a Knight of 
Columbus. If he belongs to 
the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians or to the B'Nai 
B'rith he will certainly be black- 
balled should he attempt to join the 
Klu Klux Klan. Similarly if he be- 
comes prominent in the membership 
of one church he limits his clientele 
to worshippers in that church, for it 
not infrequently happens that re- 
ligious animosities influence business 
connections. 

Capitalizing the social life of your 
home town is & sure method to get 
business but to form entangling al- 
liances is a crude way and limits the 
field. Keep in touch with the gossips 
and the local newspaper reporters. 
When some one makes a successful 
business deal get acquainted and be- 
gin talking about a new house, or 
enlarging and modernizing the old. 
Keep track of the young people. 
Watch them grow. When it begins 
to look as if an engagement is to be 
announced endeavor to interest the 
young man in the ownership of a 
home. 

Get acquainted with the real estate 
men. Learn from them as much as 
you can about prospects for the 
growth of certain sections. Get in 
touch with buyers of land and inter-

In the Dull Season 


No business is without its dull 
season, the building business being 
no exception. "That is the time to 
put forth the best efforts to get 
people to remodel, both business 
builings and homes. 

Frequently very old residences 
have sound frames and can be re- 
modeled to eompete with the newest 
and inost modern homes. Many large 
houses are capable of being re- 
modeled to make two, three or more 
apartments. Many old buildings 
linger today that have long since out- 
lived their usefulness. Many are a 
positive menace to the health of the 
community. The builder who is up- 
to-date is often the means of their 
being torn down and replaced by 
new buildings. This is ideal work 
for the dull season. 


Pushers Produce Profits 


The man who hangs out a shingle 
that lie is ready to build for all com- 
ers is entitled to but a small profit. 
lle takes no chances and is merely a 
hired man. The man who digs up 
business and shows other men good 
opportunities is the winner. The 
successful builder is this sort of man. 

Push your business and make peo- 
ple sce what a live wire a builder can 
be when he possesses the business 
man's head. Create your opportuni- 
ties, or at least act in sueh a way 
that opportunities constantly will 
rise in front of you. They are on all 
sides waiting to be discovered. 


Satisfying the Home-Owning Urge 


p out all you can about the 

financial position of renters. 
There is present in the breast of 
every man and woman the desire to 
own a hoine. Whenever you discover 
that any family is the owner of a 
savings bank account get up interest 
at once in the home that can be pur- 
chased at a cost that will not exceed 
rent. ; 

The payment of rent cannot be 
escaped. Either a man pays rent 
to a landlord or he pays rent to him- 
self. Frequently in the desire to 
make sales the builders of homes and 


promoters of land development 
schemes make the monthly payments 
too low. When the lowest rent a 
man must pay is one hundred do!- 
lars per month it is absurd to en- 
deavor to sell him as good a house, 
or better, on monthly payments of 
sixty to seventy-five dollars. 

Point out to those who wish to own 
their homes that when they pay rent 
to a landlord they are giving him 
good interest on his money, paying 
for the heavy charges he had to pay 
to obtain funds, paying interest on 
the value of the lot which is sup- 
posedly increasing in value, paying 
for insurance, repairs, depreciation 
and in many cases for a sinking fund 
which will in the course of twenty or 
twenty-five years return to him the 
original cost of his house. 

Yet, after paying to a landlord 
all these things over a term of years 
he is in a position where he can de- 
mand higher rent, or can turn out 
the tenant with very short notice in 
case he is slow in paying rent. 


HE renter by paying a sum 
equal to rent has a home that 
suits him. The payments will, in the 
course of a term of years, varying 
from fifteen to twenty, make him the 
sole owner of the house in which he 
has lived. During that time he need 
not be in fear of being dispossessed 
without long proccedings in case he 
mcets with misfortune or is sick for 
some time. Each month that he has 
been paying he has been increasing 
his equity. 

Therefore keep in touch with real 
estate men who can tell you when 
they have sold property; with the 
local bankers who can help finance 
the building of homes; with the local 
building and loan associations which 
are seeking for opportunities to make 


it easy to help people own homes. 


Know cnough about financing to be 


. a good advisor of those who ask for 


such information. 


But, do not try to be a banker and 
a home-building financier, or some 
day you will find you funds too low 
to enable you properly to run your 
own business, that of being a build- 
ing contractor. Build houses and let 
financial men finance them. Be the 
partner, not the rival, of men whose 
business it is to furnish funds and 
credit to those who need either. 


The Contractor and Plan Service 


Get in touch with a good architect 
for as much of your work as possible. 
It is a good rule to urge people to 
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Means Greater Profit 


employ architects for all houses that 
eost more than $8,000, and for all 
business premises. For homes costing 
$8,000 and less, the percentage of 
which is decreasing each year, it 18 
usual for people to treat directly 
with builders. 


ITH many architects arrange- 
ment may be made for fur- 
nishing stock plans which, used for 
the building of a number of houses 
instead of but one, will cost very 
much less than would be charged as 
a fee were the plans used but once. 
There are books of plans also which 
may be had and of these every 
builder should have a supply. 

A successful builder of many 
years experience uses the following 
method for keeping track of these 
plans: He gets them from all possible 
sourees, newspapers, popular and 
technical and semi-technical maga- 
zines, catalogues of building material 
manufacturers and jobbers, plan 
books, ete. They are cut to the size 
of a standard letter sheet, 82x11 in, 
and if on thin paper are pasted on 
a heavy paper sheet of that size. 

These sheets are numbered con- 
secutively and filed by numbers in 
vertical filing drawers. The index- 
ing is done by means of several card 
indexes, in order that any plan may 
quickly be found. They are indexed 
in one drawer by number of rooms, 
some idea of cost being also marked 
on the sheet. 

In another drawer they are in- 
dexed by material in exterior walls, 
the cost also being mentioned. In 
another drawer the cards are 
grouped according to styles of archi- 
tecture and each card gives the num- 
ber of rooms, the material in the 
walls and the cost. There may be 
other drawers in case on wishes to 
use more cross-indexing. Sometimes 
photographs are used and the plan 
files are merely exhibits to be shown 
to prospective clients, or customers. 

The files are kept in a small room 
which is nicely and very plainly 
furnished, with a large central tabie 
on which to show the sheets. In- 
stead of giving a number of books to 
the prospect and permitting a selec- 
tion to be made out of a large num- 
ber of houses of varying costs and 
of varying materials, the salesman 
goes at the work as carefully as the 
salesman in a shoe store or a tailor 
shop.

preference for the material in ex- 
terior walls. There may, perhaps, be 
a preference for some style of archi- 
tecture. The salesman then goes to 
the proper index drawers and looks 
up the numbers of plans which come 
close to satisfying the needs, or de- 
sires of the prospect. 

Blue prints of working drawings 
are, of course, kept elsewhere, for 
they are too bulky to be handled by 
prospective clients, whose interests 
are best served by pictures on con- 
venient size sheets. 

It is bad policy to submit more 
than one house at a time. It con- 
fuses the prospect. Discuss fully the 
merits of each plan and after a num- 
ber have been shown the opportunity 
for making comparisons will be pre- 
sented. When there are several 
views, etc., of any one house paste 
them on several sheets, connected to- 
gether at the edges with flexible 
hinges of cloth. Never use two sides 
of a sheet, for it is best to use several 
sheets so arranged that all may be 
seen at one time. 

Emphasize the unusual. Stress 
the value of refinements, that is, 
show the advantages you give over 
those given by other men. Have am- 
ple radiation in the heating plans 
and explain this to the prospect. 
Show everything that is distinguish- 
ing and when conveniences are used 
be sure and show their advantages, 
either in lessening cost of upkeep or 
the saving in labor. 


there will be no extras. Explain 
this to the prospect. Put your ''ex- 
tras’’ in the price. 
Backing Service With Reputation 
HE contractor who combines 
the utmost in salesmanship 
with actual genius for design may 
still find himself without profitable 
business, if he has permitted his 
name to acquire tarnish through un- 
fair dealing or carelessness. 

Consider the attitude of the public 
toward the banker: No one is dis- 
posed to take chances on depositing 
money in a bank that is managed by 
men of doubtful honesty. Once a 
bank gets such a reputation, it 
usually goes out of business or is 
forced to change management. 

But the public knows that ordin- 
arily there is no middle ground in 
the banking business between honest 
accounting for money 
handled and actual 
stealing whereas, in the 
contracting business, 
the man who is pay- 


ing the bils may find himself 
morally cheated in a thousand ways 
without having an iota of legal re- 
dress. 


(^ every building job, the con- 
tractor has chances to give 
the owner a little less than he is en- 
titled to, without being guilty of any 
crime. And it is because the public 
knows this that contractors are re- 
garded with suspicion until they 
prove themselves to be men of good 
character. 

In the case of any large building 
operation, the owner employs an 
architect, one of whose chief duties 
is to watch the job as it progresses 
and to see that the contractor de- 
livers what he has agreed to deliver. 
But the small job must be handled 
without the intervention of an archi- 
tect or superintendent yet the owner 
must have some protection, some in- 
surance against fraudulent substitu- 
tion of materials, poor workmanship 
and all of the other class with profes- 
sional horse-traders, whose funda- 
mental business maxim is ‘‘let the 
purchaser beware.’ 

What better protection can he find 
than the absolute confidence in your 
integrity which you can build up in 
your community? Frame your own 
business policy to bring about that 
result. 

The old theory that honesty is the 
best policy may be revised a little for 
use in the building business, by mak- 
ing it read, ‘‘A reputation for hon- 
esty gets the business. 

If builders generally were inclined 
to be dishonest, it might be a waste 
of time to include in these lessons 
a diseussion of ways of building the 
right sort of reputation. But the fact 
is that building contractors will 
average as high in actual integrity 
as men in other lines of business, 
so far as their actual dealings are 
concerned. 

They acquire the reputation of 
being undependable more often 
through lack of attention to little in- 
consequential matters than because 
of any disposition to take adantage 
of anyone. 

For example, if you are called on 
the telephone by a woman who 
wishes to talk with you about a re- 
pair job or the plan of a proposed 
house and if you agree to call on her

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at a certain time, you have before 
you a first-class opportunity to blast 
your own reputation. By failing to 
keep your appointment and failing 
to excuse yourself in advance, you 
convince a prospective customer that 
you are not dependable. 

This little matter of keeping 
minor promises is one of the com- 
monest sources of trouble in the busi- 
ness. To you, busy with a dozen jobs 
at once, the promise is a thing easily 
forgotten; but to the customer who 
stays at home to wait for you, it is a 
serious matter. 

A simple method of building good 
will that many builders overlook: 
When you see that some little fea- 
ture of a plan does not work out just 
as it was intended or as it appeared 
on paper, call the owner’s attention 
to the defect and suggest a better 
way. If the better method involves 
additional cost, state the facts and 
explain why the change will involve 
additional expense. 


F course you may be using 

plans drawn by an architect 
and there is always a temptation to 
earry them out as you find them, 
letting their author take the blame 
for their shortcomings; but this is 
bad policy and will react against 
you.

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R. ARTIIUR once wrote that 

estimating should be a quite 
simple matter. That in estimating 
it is necessary only to get the total 
number of units of each material or 
operation and the cost of each unit; 
to multiply the units by the unit 
costs and add the sums; the reason 
why so many estimators failed being 
that there are many praetical diffi- 
culties both in getting the number of 
units and the cost per unit. 

Estimating is one of the most im- 
portant things with which the 
builder must deal. It is to be re- 
gretted that very many plans are in- 
complete and the specifications ac- 
companying them are either incom- 
plete or too complete, or are simply 
ridiculous. In such cases estimating 
becomes mercly a matter of judg- 
ment. No matter how much one may 
be urged to use tabulated estimat- 
ing tables, etc., the only way to 
estimate properly is to use a com- 
plete set of blue prints and a com- 
plete set of specifications. 

Anything less introduces a lot of 
guesswork and makes contracting a 
gamble. One of the reasons for the 
failure of so many contractors is the 
existence of ‘‘systems’’ which claim 
to take all the hard work out of esti- 
mating. The only way to take hard 
work and drudgery out of anything 
is to work up an interest in the 
thing. Estimators who take an in- 
terest in their work seldom make 
serious errors. 

Take off quantities according to 
lists prepared in advance to serve as 
reminders. The sooner contractors 
prepare such lists the sooner they 
are going to stop making mistakes 
and eliminate guesswork. Check 
every list carefully. 

The lists are of quantities. After 
all quantities are listed it is a good 
idea to estimate cost of material and 
labor separately. There are tables 
easily procurable showing how much 
work men do of various kinds. Each 
contractor should keep track of 
labor cost items on every job. In 
time he will be able to figure quickly. 

After the estimate is made and 
the profit added check by cubic foot 
costs or square foot costs of similar 
buildings erected before by yourself 
or others. 

Some bidders use cubic foot costs 
or square foot costs in making out 
bids. This is a mistake. Such costs 
are merely valuable, or at least, very 
useful checks on itemized bids. 


Every contractor should do all he 
can to collect cost data. When do- 
ing so he should understand all the 
items, or he will be led astray when 
attempting to use the information. 
For example the square foot costs 
sometimes are based upon total floor 
area. Sometimes they are based 
only on rentable floor space, which 
occasionally includes space occupied 
by walls and partitions and some- 
times does not. 

Similarly with cubic foot costs 
that so frequently are published. 
Sometimes they take the ground 
area without deducting spaces given 
over to courts, etc. Sometimes the 
area is the net area. The height is 
sometimes taken from one foot be- 
low the basement to half the roof 
height. 


OMETIMES it is measured from 
the ground floor. If these im- 
portant items are not stated when 
the figures are published the man 
who accepts such figures blindly 
ond puts them in his data book is 
going to some day make mistakes 
that will eost him dearly. 

Many published costs of homes in- 
elude the price of the lot and the 
priee of the lot is not given as an 
item so one eannot separate it in an 
analysis of the figures. 

Square foot and cubic foot costs 
are comparable only for buildings of 
epproximately the same size and 
finished identically. It is well to 
collect such data for a rough guide 
from all sources but to make serious 
use only of data you make up on 
buildings you personally erect. In 
the course of time such a collection 
of eost data enables a contractor to 
give very quickly a closely approx- 
imate idea of the cost of a proposed 
building. It also is useful in deter- 
mining in advance all the principal 
dimensions of a new building. 

Remember, however, that the only 
accurate costs are those obtained by 
tuking of quantities from carefully 
made drawings and carefully con- 
sidered specifications. 

The total cost of a building is not 
however represented in the construc- 
tion costs. The contractor must add 
enough to cover overhead which in- 
cludes office expenses, supervision 
and superintendence, insurance of 
materials and against accidents, 
eartage, licenses, water supply, and 
innumerable other small items. 

It is common to say that a genera- 
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Accuracy in Estimating 


tion ago the cost of labor was about 
40 per cent and of material about 
60 per cent of the cost of a building. 
A few years ago the percentages 
were about fifty-fifty. Today labor 
is said to cost 55 per cent and ma- 
terial about 45 per cent. 

It happens that these two items 
actually are about three-fourths to 
seven-cighths of the total cost of a 
building. The many items charge- 
able to the conduct of the business 
are from 13 to 25 per cent, the re- 
mainder being material and labor. 

Figures published since the war 
on the cost of a composite building 
in the vicinity of Philadelphia, be- 
ing a summation of the costs of a 
large number of buildings in various 
materials, showed that labor on the 
jobs (not manufacturing labor) was 
but 44 per cent of the total cost; 
eost of material delivered on the 
jobs was 43 per cent, and, the other 
items which enable a man to keep 
going in a business way, amounted 
to 13 per cent of the total. 

It is knowledge such as this re- 
garding costs that often makes all 
the difference between success and 
failure in the contracting business. 
Know costs. Do not guess at them. 
Also, know how to apply your 
knowledge of costs.

out-of-date methods and slip-shod, 
haphazard practices simply because 
they ''worked'' in the past, will 
soon find itself slipping behind. The 
world is spinning ahead at a tre- 
mendous pace today. Don't lag be- 
hind. You may never catch up, if 
you do. 
Cost Keeping 


There are two arguments in favor 
of keeping detailed, daily records of 
construction. Both reasons are of 
the utmost importance to a progres- 
sive builder. The first advantage of 
an accurate cost keeping system is 
the truthful report that it gives from 
day to day of what progress is being 
made, and how much the work is 
costing. 

Large contracting concerns go to 
great expense to obtain this infor- 
mation. They use systems that 
would swamp a small building con- 
tractor. Yet it is just as important 
for the small contractor to know 
where he stands. He must use 
simpler means to get results. 


Wages As a Guide to Costs 


HEAP wages do not mean 

cheap costs at all times. On one 
job a contractor with low cost labor 
was paying a certain unit price for 
work. It was in a small town. His 
next job was in a big city where his 
labor costs were at least twice as 
high per hour but his unit costs 
were much lower. The reason was 
that in the small place men had to 
be trained to do his work. In a large 
eity he had no difficulty finding spe- 
eialists who were so competent that 
they were really cheap, even when 
wages were high. 

Beware of the lure of cheap labor, 
for it may be cheap and poor. Low 
wages are not always economical. 
Study your men. 


Waste Is a Crime 


In a recent interview Mr. Thomas 
A. Edison said, ‘‘The time is coming 
when every man who lays any claim 
to business ability will have to keep 
the question of waste before him as 
constantly as he does those of credit, 
collections, buying and selling.” 

What’s the use? 

Because price has been ascending 
by leaps and bounds, because labor 
and materials cost more than ever 
before. The building business has 
been notoriously wasteful in the 
past. Especially in small building 
operations. See to it that you lay 
cut your work from day to day so 
that you waste neither time nor ma- 
terial. 


To bring building costs within 
reason it will be necessary from now 
on to build upon a foundation that 
regards waste as a crime. Let us 
lay down as a fundamental law that 
every waste has to be paid for, and 
that when you or I or the other fel- 
low wastes, society as a whole must 
not pay the bill. 


Keeping Track of Costs and 
Accounts 
T IS necessary for every contrac- 
tor to keep records. As a busi- 
ness man he must keep track of 
every cent spent in doing work, in 
order that he may render bills for 
services rendered. For this need 
the usual methods of bookkeeping 
will serve. As a contractor who 
must know the cost of work in order 


to be able to estimate on future jobs 


he must have other records. The 
two requirements often are com- 
bined in a single system of records. 

Not every man is competent to 
devise such a system until a great 
deal of experience has been acquired. 
Not alone experience in doing work 
but experience in trying out various 
systems of keeping records. There 
are some companies that sell com- 
plete systems of bookkeeping for 
contractors and when such systems 
are advertised they repay investiga- 
tion. Many are good. Some are 
poor and an experienced contractor 
generally has little difficulty in tell- 
ing the good from the bad when he 
begins to investigate. 

Many contractors who cannot af- 
ford to employ a bookkeeper, keep 
their own accounts with the help of 
some members of the family. For 
these men the following suggestions 
obtained by many years of practical 
experience may be useful. They are 
based upon the belief that a daily 
record should be kept of every job. 
The closer this record approximates 
the form of a written report to 
someone in authority, the more in- 
teresting ik will be to keep it. 

It is good policy to study all forms 
that are used by competitors. It is 


Profit May Conceal 
Waste, But it Does Not 
Eliminate it. Loose Cost 
Keeping is Responsible 
for the Losses Common 
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very poor policy indeed to attempt 
to use such forms without consider- 
able study and reflection. Some 
men obtain from competitors, or 
friends, copies of the blanks they 
use and endeavor to use them on 
thir own work, ordering many thou- 
sands printed with changes of name 
and address only. It is not a wise 
thing to do. 

Unless your methods of doing 
business and the number of em- 
ployees engaged in office work re- 
semble in every particular those of 
the men from whom the blanks are 
obtained, the attempt to use the bor- 
rowed ideas will not be successful. 
The methods in general may re- 
semble those of the other man but 
there may be a decided difference in 
the intelligence or industry, or both, 
between his employees and yours. 
There may be some differences be- 
tween the laws of his state and 
yours. 

Forms used by other men are 
handy to have around to look over 
and to serve as a guide when some- 
thing of the sort may be needed. 
Forms prepared for a contractor by 
professional accountants usually are 
quite involved and seldom are 
simple enough for the average man 
to use. On the other hand when a 
man who has never tried it attempts 
to get up forms they are usually too 
detailed in some respects and lack- 
ing in detail in others. It is not a 
job for amateurs. 


| the writer’s case, he approached 
the problem of the small and 
medium size job from the stand- 
point of a superintendent or man- 
ager who was required to render a 
daily report to his employers. When 
he was actually a manager or super- 
intendent it was easy. When he was 
later in business for himself he 
found the same methods helped 
greatly, for these records not only 
gave him a line on costs of all 
items, but they served as an excel- 
lent foundation for the keeping of 
a proper set of books when he could 
afford to employ a bookkeeper. 

On each job one book was used. 
This was ruled like ordinary single 
entry account books. This principle 
has not been departed from but the 
methods have been altered to fit into 
developments in the keeping of busi- 
ness records and accounts. 

Formerly he used bound books. 
Today he uses sheets that fold to the 
standard size, 8½ in. x 11 in., the 
size of sheets preferred for ordinary 
vertical letter files. For the Cash

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Writing the Daily History

quire bunches and these bound into 
heavy manila folders, being caught 
through the folded edge with a 
thread, or string, at the top and bot- 
toni; the other sheets will be later 
described. 

When the ruled sheets are 
opened the left-hand sheet is used 
for entering all cash receipts: the 
right-hand side for entering all ex- 
penditures. Figure 1 shows the ac- 
counts for one week, with names of 
course assumed for this example. 

Even at the expense of being con- 
sidered extravagant two facing 
pages are used for one week and no 
more. Occasionally less than half 
of a page may be used but it is ruled 
and closed in spite of the amount of 
white paper displayed. Frequently 
it happens that the accounts for one 
week may run over into the next 
pages and occupy but a few lines. 
Nevertheless, it is best to begin the 
first entry for each week at the top 
of a page. 

Each week a report is made out 
of all cash receipts and expendi- 
tures. This is shown in Figure 2. 
It is merely a copy of the cash ac- 
count for the week, taken from the 
record. It is mailed to the head of- 
fice, if the work is being done in a 
place some distance away. When 
the work is being done in the home 
town no weekly report is necessary. 

In another folder the bills are 
kept. If the bills are on standard 
814 in. x 11 in. sheets they are given 
a serial number as they are received 
and are placed in the folder. The 
numbers being consecutive the bills 
are thus filed in the order in which 
they are received. 

Bills made out on sheets smaller 


than the standard size are pasted 
on standard size sheets, one to each 
sheet. "This is done also with cash 


slips for goods bought and paid for 


in eash. "This record of bills makes 
a regular Day Dook and they are 
posted from it to the Ledger, the 
reference number of the bill being 
used as a Day Dook (or Journal) 
page number would be used. 

Each job will have a number and 
this number should be on each sheet 
containing a bill. Usually it is an 
easy matter to number each job 
consecutively as contracted for and 
this number will be carried through 
on every entry. 

For example, the tenth job in the 
year 1926 might be written 10-26, 
this preventing confusion with Job

10 in 1925, which may not be com- 
pleted when Job 10 in 1926 is 
started, or it in turn may not be 
completed when Job 10 in 1927 is 
started. The dash may be omitted 
and when reading any number it 
is known that the two terminal fig- 
ures, no matter how large the num- 
ber may be, refer to the year. 

A ''Log of the Job’’ is mighty 
useful and this is kept on ruled, 
standard-size sheets. These sheets 
should be 11 in. x 17 in. folded for 
easy binding. This log is a concise 
history of the job. Something is 
written as to how the job was se- 
eured, the bidding contest, with fig- 
ures given by other bidders, just 
how it was obtained in case the 
bidding was close, ctc. 

If anything were printed about 
the job, clippings should be pasted 
to the sheets. In pasting clippings 
do not forget to give the name of 
the paper from which each clipping 
was obtained and the date, witb 
day of week as well. These entries 
should be made day by day and 
when regular weather reports are 
published in the town paper clip 
the items and paste them in. 

In this way a complete record of 
weather conditions will be had, for 
before beginning the entry each day 
a few remarks should be entered 
below the weather report telling just 
how the actual weather agreed with 
the forecast. If work was slowed 
up or shut down because of weather 
conditions, or for any reason, it 
should be recorded.

job is tackled later and one wishes 
to hire the best men and avoid mak- 
ing mistakes in hiring others.

success of the job. If it was a 
money-loser, this should be stated. 
Some analysis of why money was 
made in one place and money was 
lost in another place on the job 
should be given. All of the fore- 
going sounds like a great deal of 
work, and it is. 

Once it is started, however, the 
average man finds it as engrossing, 
as a cross-word puzzle and likes it. 
for it gives him an opportunity each 
day to review the work. If he is 
a foreman or superintendent he is 
doing something that the boss will 
have always as a record. Such rec- 
ords have been found often to be 
very valuable in case of lawsuits 
arising out of jobs. 

Then, there should be some double 
sheets for records of shipments of 
materials by rail or boat. Figure 3 


shows how such sheets are ruled. 


When a job is completed all the 
sheets are bound into book form 
in heavy manilla covers and placed 
on a shelf. The back is marked 
with the number of the job so it 
may be found when wanted. Be- 
fore binding, however, a careful 
cost analysis should be made on 
sheets which are bound in with the 
others. 

There should be photographs of 
the job at various stages of progress

The writer advocates the use of 
a loose-leaf system of bookkeeping 
for the ordinary business accounts, 
the Ledger, etc., which sheets may 
be bound also into this record book 
of the job. Occasionally a job is 
so large that a number of bound 
books will result. 

In such a case one may well con- 
tain all the cash accounts; another 
the bills; another the daily log and 
the cost analysis; another the ledger 
accounts, ete. The primary object 
of such records is to enable a con- 
tractor to keep a close contact with 
his work and learn how manage- 
ment affects costs. They enable one

Figure 4 shows the arrangement 
of a Daily Report sheet devised and 
used by Ernest McCullough nearly 
twenty-five year ago. It was used 
by him when he was employed as a 
contractor’s manager or construc- 
tion superintendent on distant jobs 
and was required to make a daily 
report. This form has been used by 
many contractors and has proven 
to be very useful. It may be used 
on any job or class of work. For 
binding purposes it has a margin on 
the left edge. 


N a large job divided into a 
O number of classes or sections, 
one sheet is used for each. The idea 
underlying the preparation and use 
of this sheet is to have a record so 
full that useful cost data may be 
obtained from it. i 

When daily reports are sent in to 
a home office they should be accom- 
panied by all bills received that day. 
In such case, the superintendent 
should have a book in which all the 
bills are entered. They should be 
entered in full, together with all 
identifying numbers etc. The date 
on which the bill is forwarded to 
the head office should be entered. 
If bills go astray in the mail, this 
book record is of value for refer- 
ence. It is also better than to keep 
the bills for several days. 

When a cash account is rendered 
weekly it should have attached to 
it all receipted vouchers and all 
cash slips in order that the book- 
keeper in the home office may be 
able to check the items. This keeps 
the office on the job clear of all 

pers and makes life more simple 
for the field superintendent. 

By sending bills in daily, the 
home office is able to keep track of 
eash discounts that may be had and 
get the benefit of them. Bills paid 
by the field superintendent are sent 
in with the cash statement each 
week. 

When purchasing materials or 
supplies always use a written order, 
no matter how unimportant the pur- 
ehase. Two carbons should be made 
of every order, one for the Job Rec- 
ord, the other for the home office 
bookkeeper. When goods are ordered 
by telephone do not neglect to 
mail the written order endorsed as 
follows: Confirming telephone 
order by... .”’ 

All orders should be numbered 
consecutively and in checking bills 


the order number should be marked 
against each item. If an order is 
spoiled mark it ‘‘Spoiled’’ and send 
the original to the home office to 
preserve the sequence. The carbon 
copy of the spoiled order should be 
filed with the carbon copies of other 
orders so there will be no numbers 
missing. 

A receipt should be obtained for 
al money expended. A receipt 
book should be carried always. and 
when money is paid get a receipt 
for it. The stub is the record for 
the field superintendent, the receipt 


HERE is that in- 

definite thing in 
every organization— 
morale. It is called by 
various terms, but what 
is best known about it is 
that its absence leads to 
dissatisfaction and 
trouble. High wages 
have brought home to 


builders its real im- 
portance in the field 


itself being sent in as a voucher 
with the weekly cash report. 

Orders, receipts and vouchers may 
be filed in ordinary files and do not 
have to be made a part of the rec- 
ord in bound form when the job is 
completed. They belong to the 
bookkeeper rather than to the man 
who is interested primarily in keep- 
ing track of construction costs. 

There are certain items of general 
cost incident to every business. 
These items are known as ''Over- 
head. They must be obtained 
from the bookkeeper before comput- 
ing costs, and must be added to the 
other costs. Never estimate ''Over- 
head. 

By entering every cash transac- 
tion and being careful to balance 
the book every week this part of 
the accounting system is no trouble. 
Each bill is placed in a file and 
given a number. This permits the 
amount to be transferred to a ledger 
sheet headed with the name of the 
creditor, and thus his account is 
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The Builder and His Workmen 


cared for. Nothing can be more 
simple. With care no troubles 
should be had. The ordinary work 
of the accountant is joined to the 
work of the cost clerk and every- 
thing is easy to refer to. 

Payrols fal in the class of 
orders, vouchers and receipts and 
are filed in separate files, the 
amounts only being placed in the 
cash book and ledger. Payroll 
blanks are sold everywhere. 

On the Daily Report Sheet there 
are spaces for distribution of labor 
cost. These dates are obtained 
when the timekeeper takes the time 
and also from foremen who can tell 
pretty closely what their men have 
been doing. 


Reducing Friction and Inefficiency 


In connection with the discussion 
of the labor problem that fol- 
lows no attempt will be made to go 
into those phases of the subject that 
are inseparably connected with 
labor unionism. 

Neither will any discussion of the 
merits or evils of unionism be in- 
dulged in, since any attempt to en- 
gage in such discussion would be a 
waste of time and quite fruitless. 
Instead, it is the intention here to 
undertake a brief analysis of the 
problem of securing and holding 
efficient workers and to lay down 
certain principles that are suscep- 
tible of application to any building 
business which has an employment 
problem. 


Organization Morale 


REVIOUSLY in this article 

there has been discussion of the 
importance of morale in ereating 
and building business with par- 
ticular reference to its influence in 
building efficient organization. Re- 
verting to the subject, briefly, let us 
eonsider the effect of morale in the 
securing of the right sort of men 
and in holding them after they are 
on the payroll. 

The first point is that every man 
who works, with his hands or with 
his head, falls within one of three 
classes : 

He takes pride in his work and 
its character and the character of 
his employer or business associates : 
or 

He fails to feel such a sense of 
pride, because he is undeveloped, 
because he has never had instilled 
into him an appreciation of the at- 
titude which any man should hold. 
toward his own job; or 

He fails to feel such a sense of

man with whom no employer can 
make progress; the sort of man for 
whom there is no use in any pro- 
gressive organization, large or small. 


Stimulating Morale by the 
Unusual 

In the stress of war, the United 
States Shipping Board found that 
to insure the production of needed 
shipping, it had to establish some 
sort of mark for the men to shoot 
at. The resulting speed contests, 1n 
rivetting and numerous other clas- 
ses of work stimulated that morale 
which makes good men proud of 
their jobs. Speed became the ob- 
jective of every man in the ship- 
yards and as the remarkable ac- 
complishments of some of the yards 
became noised about, the volume of 
applications for employment in the 
yards increased to a remarkable ex- 
tent. 

Thus, you may not be able to en- 
gage at all times in work of high 
quality, but you may be able to 
make a reputation for speed on 
your cheap work, or you may be 
able in any one of hundreds of 
ways to establish for yourself and 
your organization a reputation for 
doing things that in some respects 
are unusual and that will stimulate 
the desire of the best men, the am- 
bitious men, to connect with your 
business. 


High Wages Not the Chief Object 

This is a point where many em- 
ployers fail because of the common 
belief that money is the principal 
factor in holding men and making 
them work. But some of the coun- 
try’s most successful employers 
have learned that there is nothing 
else which will so thoroughly ruin 
some classes of employees as too 
much money; and most large em- 
ployers have learned that exces- 
sively high wages breed unrest and 
disorganization, particularly in the 
ease of men who have never learned 
to handle money. 


Rewards for Merit 
Anyone receiving a reward he is 
not expecting is twice as favorably 
affected as he would be by a much 
larger reward that he has forced 
you to pay. 


Don’t Employ Incapables to Direct 
The Work of Others 
It is a first principle of success- 
ful employment practice that no 
worker will be completely loyal to 
a boss who is incompetent. Most 
men despise the man higher up who 
obviously does not know his own 
job. Consequently it is always im- 
portant that the men who represent 
you in the direction of work shall 
be competent. The man who can 
take a tool and show a workman 
how to do some job better than it- 
is being done usually is able to com- 
mand the workman’s respect. 


Tolerance 
Finally, it is well to cultivate a 
reasonable amount of tolerance for 
human tendency to error. The best 
man in your employ will make mis- 
takes and sometimes they will be 
silly mistakes that seem inexcusable. 
To be just, however, to temper jus- 
tice with a reasonable allowance for 
the normal weaknesses of the nor- 
mal man, will go far toward keep- 
ing the respect of those you em- 
ploy, toward holding their loyalty 

against all competitors. 


Understand the Law 
HILE the truth of the well 
known saying that ''he who 
undertakes to be his own lawyer has 
a fool for a client"! is generally ad- 
mitted, it is also becoming generally 
understood that he who is content 
to remain entirely ignorant of the 
law is equally to be pitied. 

The old idea that lawyers were 
merely meant to be rescuers of the 
unfortunates who had been tripped 
up by the intricacies of the law 
has passed away, and the lawyer is 
ever, more and more, becoming a 
guardian, whose duty it is to see 
that his client's footsteps are care- 
fully kept from the pitfalls of the 
law. 

What Not to Do 

Before taking up the more tech- 
nical requirements of construction 
law a little knowledge of law as 
applied to business in general will 
be found desirable. Certain points 
are given here as a list of don'ts, 
which state the most common phases 
in general business use. 

Don’t sign notes, endorse them, 
or guarantee any one’s credit un- 
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The «Don'ts" Save Money Many Times 


less you are ready, able, and will- 
ing to pay the amount for which 
you are obligating yourself. 

Don’t accept the check of a 
stranger unless it is certified. He 
may not have an account in the 
bank on which the check is drawn 
or may have an account of only a 
few dollars. 

Don’t fail to deposit checks 
drawn to your order promptly. If 
you don’t deposit them in time the 
drawer is not responsible if the 
bank should fail or if you should 
not be able to get your money for 
some other reason. 

Don’t write your name on blank 
sheets of paper or blank checks; 
some one may fill them out—but 
not in the way you expected. 

Don’t enter into a partnership, 
no matter how much you trust the 
other party, without having a writ- 
ten partnership agreement drawn 
up providing just what each part- 
ner can and cannot do. 

Don’t buy on the installment 
plan until you have figured out just 
how much you are paying out for 
interest and have compared the in- 
stallment price with the price at 
which you can buy the same article 
for spot cash. 

Don’t pay money for insurance 
and put the policies in your safe 
without reading them or take the 
broker’s word for what they con- 
tain. Read them over carefully and 
be sure you understand them— 
then if something happens you will 
know where you stand. 

Don’t make ehecks for insurance 
premiums payable to your broker— 
make them payable to the company. 
If you make them payable to the 
broker and he misappropriates the 
money you are responsible, for he is 
your agent and not the company’s 
agent. 

Don’t try to economize by trying 
to draw up technical legal papers 
yourself. Go to someone who spe- 
cializes in that kind of work. Safety 
first. 

Contractor and Owner 

Apart from the general laws of 
business, are laws pertaining to 
building and construction work— 
the most technical and least under- 
stood of the many branches of the 
law.

TEST No. 4—Pieces of B& Bet Heart Flat were 
nested with the tested pieces supported by the 
joists, but the pressure being applied on the 
tongue piece—the groove end broke out at 500 
pounds. This piece was coarse grain slash pine 
eight rings to the inch. 


TEST No. S— The same as test No. 1. The piece 
broke at the joist with 2000 pounds pressure, 
and a ron of one and one- quarter 1neh.

As, of all contracts, construction 
contracts are perhaps the most tech- 
nical, a contractor should therefore 
exercise great care in becoming a 
party to them. 

It is well to understand that the 
law imposes on parties to contracts 
the obligation of understanding 
them. If you sign a contract you 
are presumed to know the contents 
of it and to know in what manner 
you are binding yourself. This 
holds true, even if a man cannot 
read or write, as in that event the 
law imposes the duty on him of 
having someone who can read and 
write explain the contents of the 
contract to him. 

A contractor’s relations with both 
the architect and the owner arise 
from the contract, therefore it is 
important, in order to avoid trouble 
with either, to see that the contract 
terms are clear and complete. 

While it is easy enough to enter 
into relations with individuals, it 
must be remembered that in order 
to bind a corporation or some pub- 
lic board or body the person at- 
tempting to bind them must have 
proper authority or there can be 
no recovery in case of breach of con- 
tract. 

Of course a contract can be either 
written or verbal, but it must be 
remembered that some contracts 
must be in writing in order to com- 
ply with the Statute of Frauds. 

In order to avoid litigation the 
advice is: 

Don’t fail to understand all the 
provisions of any contract you may 
enter into. Mistakes may be costly 
if they are made because you have 
misunderstood. 

Don’t fail to read every word of 
contracts you enter into. 

Don’t fail to follow specifications 
closely. If you do this you are not 
responsible if some part of the con- 
struction work is found to be im- 
properly conceived. 

Don’t forget that when there is 
conflict between the written and 
printed clauses of a contract, the 
written provisions control. 

Don’t forget that verbal evidence 
eannot be used to. vary or contra- 
dict a written contract. Leave noth- 
ing to be ‘‘understood’’ or ‘‘made 
all right,’’ but see that everything 
is covered by express written provi- 
sions. 

Don’t forget when you contract 
to erect a building that you are re- 
sponsible for loss by fire, etc., if 
payment is conditioned upon the 
completion of the job. 


Don’t forget if you wish old ma- 
terials to belong to you, to provide 
for it by a clause in the eontract. 

Don’t forget that there is a Stat- 
ute of Frauds which provides that 
contracts cannot be enforced unless 
there is some memorandum in writ- 
ing, in the cases given below (to be 
signed by the party to be charged, 
if they are legal contracts.) 

1. For more than $50. 

2. Not to be performed within 


one year. 

3. To pay the debt of an- 

- other. 

4. For an interest in lands, 
ete. 


Don’t forget that the death of a 
contractor terminates a construc- 
tion contract in the absence of an 
express provision to the contrary. 


HERE is a Statute 

of Frauds to aid the 
very unwary builder. 
This, however, does not 
make him proof against 
loss in careless dealings 
with owner, architect and 
sub-contractor. There 
are definite laws on build- 


ing that he should know. 


But the death of the owner does 
not terminate a construction con- 
tract. 

Don’t forget that a mistake in a 
contract may be rectified by the 
courts if no harm will be done 
thereby to an innocent party. 

Don’t fail to fully provide in the 
contract how you are to be com- 
pensated for extra work. 

Don’t forget Sunday contracts 
are unwise because they are usually 
held to be invalid. This holds true 
in some of the states even though 
they may be ratified on some other 
day. 

Don’t make contracts with minors 
or incompetents. Such contracts 
usually cause loss because they are 
almost always held to be unenfor- 
eible and collection cannot be made 
unless the minor is willing to pay 
after he becomes of age. 

Don’t agree to do work ‘‘to satis- 
faction of the owner.“ 
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The Sub-contractor Responsible to You 


Don't forget that mere aecept- 
ance of the work by the owner does 
not prevent him from starting suit 
for faulty construction. 

Don't forget that a verbal con- 
tract is at all times a very danger- 
ous affair. Be sure to see that all 
the terms of any agreement you 
make are in writing wherever pos- 
sible. 


Difficulties with Sub-Contractors 


Don't forget to treat them in a 
fair and honest manner and pay 
them promptly the moneys due 
them. 

Don’t make unjust contracts with 
them owing to their ignorance of 
business methods. 

Don't forget that the influence of 
a sub-contractor with the architect 
or owner may decide who will be 
the general contractor. 

Don’t forget to make a definite 
and short contract with the sub- 
contractor which will define his 
work to be done, its time of com- 
pletion and the amount of and 
terms of your payment to him. 

Don’t permit the owner or archi- 
tect to give orders to the sub-con- 
tractor as all orders must come 
through the general contractor for 
the reason that the sub-contract has 
no parties thereto except the sub- 
contractor and the general contrac- 
tor. 

Don’t forget to require a bond 
from the sub-contractor. 

Don’t forget to require the sub- 
contractor to carry liability insur- 
ance on his own men, other me- 
chanics and the public. 

Don’t forget to confirm all orders 
in writing that affect the sub-con- 
tractor. 

Don’t forget that a contractor is 
responsible to the owner for the acts 
of sub-contractors. Be sure to deal 
with responsible sub-contractors 
only. 

Don’t forget that you cannot be 
charged with money given to sub- 
contractors by the owner unless pay- 
ments are made on your authority. 


How to Avoid Violations of 
Building Ordinances 

Don’t violate a Building Ordi- 
nance through ignorance. Ignor- 
ance of the law does not excuse its 
violation. 

Don’t neglect to study the build- 
ing ordinances, but be familiar with 
and thoroughly understand all of its 
provisions that affect your business. 

Don’t seek to evade the require- 
ments of the building ordinance, as 
such-laws are made to safeguard the

If you think the law unjust take 
steps to have it revised in a regular 
and proper way. 

Don't think that these laws are 
intended to interfere with your busi- 
ness. Reflect occasionally on what 
kind of buildings we would have if 
there were no building laws. 

How to Avoid Difficulties With 

Building Inspectors 

Don’t argue with the Building In- 
spector after he has made his de- 
cision after a reasonable discussion. 

Don’t consider the Inspector’s 
orders as a personal matter with 
himself—he is simply an employee 
representing the Building Depart- 
ment. 

Don’t refuse to comply with the 
Inspector’s orders. If you think 
they are unjust, appeal to the Build- 
ing Commissioner for a final ruling. 

Don't complain of the work of the 
Inspeetor. He is simply doing his 
duty in enforcing a law that he did 
not make. 

The Basis of Financing 
HE basis of progressive finane- 
ing in the conduct of a con- 
tracting business is  two-fold— 
tangible security and personal 
eredit. From the standpoint of the 
contractor, whether engaged in con- 
tract operations for others or in 
speculative building for his own ac- 
eount, the element of personal or 
business credit must be deemed the 
first and foremost consideration. 

Credit is extended by banks only 
as the result of an establishing of 
confidence. A bank which stands 
financially back of a building con- 
tractor must know the individual or 
corporation it is backing so thor- 
oughly that it can satisfactorily de- 
termine the safe limitations of credit 
to be extended and must be satisfied 
that such credit as is extended will 
be utilized legitimately. 

In other words, the contracting 
business which is to enjoy this sort 
of financial support must keep in 
very close touch with its banking 
connection and must keep its banker 
acquainted with all of the essential 
facts which bear upon the credits 
granted. Regard your banker as a 
wise partner. 

Destroyers of Credit 

To the average business man, 
there is something irksome about 
such precise methods. Yet the busi- 
ness man who feels that his bank 
ought not to expect such precision 


from him is astounded if he finds 
some bank deviating from far more 
drastic standards in its handling of 
his money. He expects his bank to 
safeguard his interests in dealing 
with other men. 

It is prospective or potential trou- 
ble which destroys credit. Even in 
the case of a business which for the 
time being is prosperous, the banker 
is sometimes able to look ahead and 
see that haphazard methods are lead- 
ing gradually toward difficulties, 
seeing which, he naturally refuses to 
extend credit. 

Credit Building 

The policies thus outlined ob- 
viously will not result in the im- 
mediate establishing of credit stand- 
ing. Confidenee is inspired slowly 
and in addition to assurance on all 
the points that have been discussed, 
the banker must satisfy himself 
largely from experience that you 
possess sound business judgment be- 
fore he will be willing to accord you 
the liberal financial backing to which 
you may be entitled. 


Bankers Like Good Borrowers 


It is always well to remember that 
the good customer from the banker’s 
standpoint is the heavy borrower 
and not necessarily the depositor 
who maintains a large balance. The 
banker is anzious to finance you, but 
he will not do so as long as he lacks 
confidence in you or your methods. 

The nature of the banking busi- 
ness is such that it develops extreme 
tendencies of caution and bankers 
are prone to gather impressions from 
little things that, with many other 
classes of business men, would pass 
unobserved. 


Financing Building Operations 
for Clients 


N the majority of cases success- 
ful contractors find it advis- 
able to keep away from the entangle- 
ments involved in helping clients to 
finance their building schemes. Too 
often the contractor who intervenes 
and permits himself to become ob- 
ligated in connection with a building 
operation carried on for account of a 
client finds himself ultimately in- 
volved beyond the possibility of 
profitable escape. 

The enterprising contractor always 
manages to keep posted on sources 
of financial aid that are available to 
clients and thus is able to offer prac- 
tical suggestions and advice in con- 
nection with their problems.

Credit Is of Great Importance 


Financing Purchases 


ECAUSE the successful builder 

constantly watches for means 
of cutting operating costs, it some- 
times happens that what seems to be 
a real opportunity to save or make 
money by the purchase of needed 
equipment appears at a time when 
funds are not available for the neces- 
sary initial investment. 

In such a case, the first thing to be 
determined, of course, 1s whether or 
not the investment would be a good 
one, if the money were available. If 
such is the case and if the equip- 
ment under consideration cannot be 
bought on ‘‘easy terms’’ then the 
alternative is to fall back on bank 
eredit, if obtainable, basing the ap- 
plication for the needed funds on a 
definite showing of the economies or 
increased profits that will result. 


Protecting the Payroll 


Every practical business man 
knows the dangers of an uncertain 
payroll. No other single influence 
will go so far to break a contractor’s 
credit standing as the habit of let- 
ting the payroll go by its due date; 
and almost equally detrimental is 
the habit of frantically skirmishing 
for money to meet the payroll each 
time it is about due and thereby 
calling the attention of everyone 
concerned to the fact that the busi- 
ness is operated on a ''hand-to- 
mouth’’ basis. 

To avoid this sort of thing, where 
possible, the builder should main- 
tain a reserve that will be drawn on 
only in cases of real emergency. If 
some Liberty Bonds or other equally 
negotiable collateral can be held in 
reserve without impairing the vol- 
ume of business handled, they are 
apt to be very helpful on the oe- 
casion of the rainy day" that 
comes to every business at one time 
or another. 


Avoiding Financial Quagmires 


INALLY, desire for more busi- 
ness should always be weighed 
in light of the question. ''Can I 
finance it?’’ If business is under- 
taken beyond the reasonable limita- 
tions of one's capital and credit, 
disaster is almost certain to follow. 
The safe policy lies about mid- 
way between extreme conservatism, 
which limits business to one's un- 
aided ability to finance, and the 
tendency to plunge, which is apt to 
lead to financial quagmires from 
which no escape is possible.
